Campus  Eats 


Starbucks 

Second  floor,  SSC  near  Financial  Aid  Office 
and  U.S.  Bank 

Besides  lattes  and  cappuccinos,  Starbucks 
offers  a  surprisingly  wide  array  of  snacks  and 
treats.  The  coffee  chains  Boulange  bakery 
items  cater  to  sweet- tooths  but  also  has  savory 
squares  and  sandwiches.  Starbucks  also  has 
on-the-go  snacks  if  you’re  in  a  hurry. 


Einstein  Bagels 

First  floor,  MAC  by  the  tunnel  con¬ 
necting  to  the  BIC 

From  chocolate  chip  to  poppyseed, 
Einstein  has  your  favorite  bagel  flavor 
ready  to  be  warmed  up.  The  bagel 
chain  also  serves  bagel  sandwiches 
and  drinks. 


Cafeteria 


First  floor,  SRC 

The  cafeteria  hosts  several  fast  food  chains  and  standard 
fare.  Chick-fil-A  Express,  which  opened  earlier  in  2014, 
offers  a  scaled-down  sampling  of  the  chicken  eatery’s  full 
menu.  Chick-fil-A  Express  serves  their  classic  fried  chick¬ 
en  sandwiches  with  waffle  fries,  but  also  offers  breakfast 
options  and  salads.  Eat  fresh  at  Subway  with  subs  and  flat- 
bread  sandwiches.  Sodexo,  COD’s  food  service  provider, 
also  has  options  in  the  cafeteria.  If  you  are  in  the  mood  for 
Mexican  food,  try  Wholly  Habaneros.  Enchiladas,  burri- 
tos,  tacos  and  more  are  all  on  the  menu.  Eatery  425  offers 
made-to-order  salads,  sandwiches  and  other  lunchtime 
treats. 


Wheat  Cafe  and 
Waterleaf 

If  fast  food  is  too  low  brow 
for  you,  COD  has  two  upscale 
options.  Wheat  Cafe  is  a  stu¬ 
dent-run  eatery,  offering  a  more 
casual  but  still  classy  dining  ex¬ 
perience.  Students  rotate  through 
culinary  themes  in  creating  prix 
fixe  meals.  The  college’s  fine 
dining  restaurant,  Waterleaf,  has 
received  positive  reviews  from 
the  local  media.  Run  by  executive 
chef  Nadia  Tilkian,  this  profes¬ 
sional  restaurant  offers  swanky 
entrees  like  seafood  matelote  and 
procini  crusted  veal  loin.  Both 
restaurants  are  only  open  on  a 
limited  schedule,  so  check  the 
COD  website  for  more  informa¬ 
tion.

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HOW  TO 


10  Things  New  Students  Should  Know 

With  a  new  school  comes  a  thousand  new  things  to  learn.  Whether  you’re fresh from  high  school  or  returning  to 
college for  the  second  time,  new  students  at  College  of DuPage  usually  have  to  figure  things  out for  themselves. 
Lucky  for  you,  we  have  curated  a  collection  of  how-to  lists.  From  finding  your  grades  on  Blackboard  to  finding  a 
parking  spot,  this  guide  gives  important  tips  and  tricks  that  will  help  you  fit  in  at  COD  in  no  time. 


How  to  Find  a  Parking  Spot 

Since  paying  $85  per  semester  for  a  closer  parking 
spot  can  be  expensive,  it’s  important  to  know  how 
to  find  a  parking  spot  and  get  to  class  on  time. 

-Arrive  on  campus  at  least  30  minutes  before  you 
have  to  be  here.  Chances  are,  you  will  find  a  park¬ 
ing  spot. 

-The  parking  lots  are  usually  jam-packed  by  10:00 
a.m.  To  avoid  all  of  the  traffic  from  people  trying 
to  find  a  spot,  just  head  straight  over  to  the  soccer 
field  lot  or  lot  6.  However,  parking  in  these  areas 
requires  a  long  walk  to  class. 

-Consider  biking,  walking  or  using  public 
transportation. 

-As  the  weeks  go  on  during  the  semester,  keep  in 
mind  that  students  drop  classes,  freeing  up  more 
parking  spaces. 


How  to  Get  a  Library  Card 

The  library,  and  its  extensive  online  data¬ 
bases,  are  an  invaluable  resource.  Getting 
a  card  is  simple.  Head  down  to  the  Circu¬ 
lation  Services  Desk  just  inside  the  main 
entrance  to  the  library  and  they’ll  set  you 
up.  You’ll  need  a  photo  ID,  proof  of  present 
address  and  proof  of  current  enrollment  If 
you  got  your  Student  ID,  bring  it  along  and 
they  will  simply  activate  it  for  you. 


Blackboard  is  the  course  management  resource  used  at  the  college.  You 
may  not  love  it,  but  you  will  depend  on  it.  Instructors  can  post  assign¬ 
ments,  readings,  test  dates  and  even  grades.

On  the  top  right  side  of  the  screen,  you’ll  see  your  name,  next  to 
which  a  Facebook-esque  red  number  will  appear  when  items  require 
your  attention. 


How  to  Access  Your  Email 

Most  of  your  instructors  will  prefer  to  communicate 
by  e-mail.  A  common  gripe  around  campus  is  that 
students  don’t  check  their  e-mail  regularly.  Solution: 
Check  your  e-mail,  stay  on  the  teacher’s  good  side. 

1.  Navigate  to  outlook.com/dupage.edu. 

2.  Type  in  your  myAccess  ID  and  your 
password. 


How  to  Get  Your  Books 

Remember  in  high  school  when  teachers  passed  out  textbooks  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  semester?  Never  again.  You  are  now  responsible  for  getting  your 
own  books  and  supplies.  Luckily,  the  Folletts  College  of  DuPage  Bookstore  in 
SRC  1060  will  have  most  of  the  books  you  need,  though  you  will  pay  a  pre¬ 
mium  for  the  convenience.  Sites  like  Chegg.com  or  Amazon.com  will  usually 
have  the  same  books  way  cheaper. 


HOW  TO 
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How  to  Avoid  the  Line  at  Starbucks 

Starbucks  inside  campus?  Great.  The  line  of 
people  buying  coffee  from  Starbucks?  Not  so 
great. 

-If  you  don’t  care  where  you  get  your  coffee 
from,  grab  a  cup  from  Einstein  Bagels  in  the 
MAC  or  the  self-serve  station  in  the  cafete¬ 
ria. 

-During  peak  hours,  the  line  at  Starbucks 
can  extend  out  into  the  hallways.  The  best 
times  to  line  up  are  early  morning,  mid-af¬ 
ternoon  and  in  the  evening. 

-If  you  have  to  line  up,  know  your  order 
ahead  of  time  and  have  your  method  of  pay¬ 
ment  ready.  If  everyone  pitches  in  this  way, 
the  line  will  move  quickly. 


How  to  Study 

Studying  in  college  is  a  bit  different  for  everyone.  It 
may  take  you  some  time  to  transition  into  the  college 
mindset,  but  a  few  things  are  the  same  for  every¬ 
body. 

-Be  proactive.  Your  teachers  have  a  lot  of  students. 
Very  few  of  them  will  force  you  to  do  anything.  If 
you  think  you  might  need  something,  seek  it  out  as 
quickly  as  possible. 

-Get  a  studying  schedule.  Set  aside  time  to  go  over 
class  notes.  Figure  out  if  the  teacher  is  a  “book” 
teacher,  or  a  “lecture”  teacher  and  plan  accordingly. 

-Try  not  to  procrastinate.  You  will,  but  try  not  to. 
While  you  might  be  able  to  grind  it  out  the  night 
before  a  test,  you  won’t  retain  much  of  that  infor¬ 
mation.  This  can  be  a  killer  in  a  world  of  cumulative 
finals.  Try  to  space  things  out  as  much  as  you  can. 


How  to  Get  a  Student  ID 

Its  highly  recommended  that  students  get  an 
ID  card.  If  you  head  to  the  Office  of  Student 
Life  in  SSC  1217  or  the  PE  Center,  you  can  fill 
out  an  application  for  an  ID.  It’s  free  and  will 
act  as  your  fitness  pass,  your  library  card,  as 
well  as  general  identification  for  other  student 
activities.  Best  part  about  having  one  is  getting 
discounts  from  area  restaurants  and  cultural 
venues.

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NOTIFICATION  OF  STUDENTS’  RIGHTS  UNDER  THE 
FAMILY  EDUCATIONAL  RIGHTS  AND  PRIVACY  ACT  (FERPA) 

The  Family  Educational  Rights  and  Privacy  Act  (FERPA)  afford  eligible  students  certain  rights  with  respect  to 
their  education  records.  (An  “eligible  student"  under  FERPA  is  a  student  who  is  18  years  of  age  or  older  or 
who  attends  a  postsecondary  institution.)  These  rights  include: 

1 .  The  right  to  inspect  and  review  the  student’s  education  records  within  45  days  after  the  day 
College  of  DuPage  Student  Records  office  receives  a  request  for  access.  A  student  should  submit 
to  the  Office  of  Student  Records  written  requests  that  identify  the  record(s)  the  student  wishes  to 
inspect.  The  College  will  make  arrangements  for  access  and  notify  the  student  of  the  time  and  place 
where  the  records  may  be  inspected.  If  the  records  are  not  maintained  by  the  College  official  to  whom 
the  request  was  submitted,  that  official  shall  advise  the  student  of  the  correct  official  to  whom  the 
request  should  be  addressed. 

2.  The  right  to  request  the  amendment  of  the  student's  education  records  that  the  student 
believes  are  inaccurate,  misleading,  or  otherwise  in  violation  of  the  student's  privacy  rights 
under  FERPA.  A  student  who  wishes  to  ask  College  of  DuPage  to  amend  a  record  should  write  the 
school  official  responsible  for  the  record,  clearly  identify  the  part  of  the  record  they  want  changed,  and 
specify  why  it  is  inaccurate  or  misleading.  If  College  of  DuPage  decides  not  to  amend  the  record  as 
requested,  the  College  will  notify  the  student  in  writing  of  the  decision  and  advise  the  student  of  his 
or  her  right  to  a  hearing  regarding  the  request  for  amendment.  Additional  information  regarding  the 
hearing  procedures  will  be  provided  to  the  student  when  notified  of  the  right  to  a  hearing. 

3.  The  right  to  consent  to  disclosures  of  personally  identifiable  information  (not  ‘Directory 
Information’)  contained  in  the  student’s  education  records,  except  to  the  extent  that  FERPA 
authorizes  disclosure  without  consent.  One  exception  which  permits  disclosure  without  consent 
is  disclosure  to  school  officials  with  legitimate  educational  interests.  A  school  official  is  a  person 
employed  by  the  College  in  an  administrative,  supervisory,  academic  or  research,  or  support  staff 
position  (including  law  enforcement  unit  personnel  and  health  staff);  a  person  serving  on  the  board  of 
trustees;  or  a  student  serving  on  an  official  committee,  such  as  a  disciplinary  or  grievance  committee. 
A  school  official  also  may  include  a  volunteer  or  contractor  outside  of  College  of  DuPage  who  performs 
an  institutional  service  or  function  for  which  the  school  would  otherwise  use  its  own  employees  and 
who  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  school  with  respect  to  the  use  and  maintenance  of  Pll  from 
education  records,  such  as  an  attorney,  auditor,  or  collection  agent  or  a  student  volunteering  to  assist 
another  school  official  in  performing  his  or  her  tasks.  A  school  official  has  a  legitimate  educational 
interest  if  the  official  needs  to  review  an  education  record  in  order  to  fulfill  his  or  her  professional 
responsibilities  for  College  of  DuPage. 

4.  The  right  to  file  a  complaint  with  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  concerning  alleged  failures 
by  College  of  DuPage  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  FERPA.  The  name  and  address  of  the 
Office  that  administers  FERPA  is:

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Breuder  responds  to  Hamilton,  critics

At  the  board  of  trustees 
meeting  held  Aug.  21  Vice 
Chairman  Kathy  Hamil¬ 
ton’s  interactions  with  her 
fellow  trustees  and  the  press 
were  the  subject  of  much  at¬ 
tention. 

President  Robert  Breuder 
called  into  question  the  mo¬ 
tivations  behind  Hamilton’s 
recent  actions,  citing  her  as¬ 
piration  to  higher  office  as  a 
possible  ulterior  motive. 

“I  don’t  think  she’s  con¬ 
gruent  with  the  balance  of 
the  board.  I  don’t  think  her 
motivations  are  what  they 
ought  to  be,”  Breuder  said. 
Breuder  went  on  to  label 
Hamilton  a  “rogue  trust¬ 
ee,”  but  in  his  thirty-four 
years  as  a  college  president, 
Breuder  said  he’s  seen  it  all. 


“There  will  always  be 
‘Kathy  Hamiltons’.  There 
will  always  be  open  books. 
There  will  always  be  tea  par¬ 
ty  ideology.  It’s  always  going 
to  be  there,”  Breuder  said. 

In  regards  to  the  press  sur¬ 
rounding  Breuder’s  e-mail 
and  plan  to  “release”  $20 
million  in  state  funds,  the 
president  feels  the  situation 
has  not  held  the  college  in  a 
negative  light. 

Breuder  finds  that  the 
vocal  minority  who  have 
spoken  out  against  him  and 
the  board’s  decisions  don’t 
represent  the  entirety  of  the 
district’s  population. 

“You’re  always  going  to 
have  your  detractors.  You’re 
always  going  to  have  your 


people  who  criticize.  . . .  The 
reality  is  that  represents  a 
very  small  segment  of  our 
population.”  Brueder  went 
on  to  say,  “The  vast  majority 
of  people  are,  I  think,  very 
happy  with  what  we  do.” 

At  the  previous  board 
meeting,  Breuder  and  the 
board  were  met  with  over- 
zealous  opposition  from  the 
public  section. 

Breuder  said  the  college 
protects  the  right  of  people 
to  speak  on  relevant  issues, 
but  he  doesn’t  encourage  the 
involvement  of  those  who 
conduct  themselves  in  an 
inappropriate  manner. 

“What  I  don’t  like  is  when 
they  stand  there  and  they 
distort,  they  misrepresent, 


they  lie,  they  skew,  they  em¬ 
bellish  because  they’re  look¬ 
ing  to  advance  their  own 
agenda.” 

Despite  the  criticism, 
Breuder  is  confident  in  his 
vision  for  the  college. 

“You  have  to  know  in  your 
heart  and  in  your  head  that 
what  you’re  doing  is  abso¬ 
lutely  the  right  thing  -  that 
you’re  providing  a  quality 
education  at  an  affordable 
price  and  in  an  accessible 
way.  You’re  giving  people 
value  for  their  time,  money 
and  effort,  and  I  believe  in 
this  institution.”

Four-year  degrees  still  on 
president's  agenda

Board  decreases  tuition  by 
$4  for  spring  semester

College  of  DuPage  is  a 
traditional  two-year  com¬ 
munity  college,  offering 
associate  degrees  across  an 
array  of  disciplines.  The 
college  may  soon  evolve 
to  expand  its  offerings  to 
include  baccalaureate  de¬ 
grees. 

The  push  for  offering  the 
degrees  stems  from  what 
the  college  has  identified  as 
an  unmet  need  within  the 
community. 

California  has  the  coun¬ 
try’s  largest  community 
college  system  and  is  now 
on  the  cusp  of  offering 
baccalaureate  degrees.  This 
is  a  step  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion,  according  to  President 
Robert  Breuder  who  hopes 
to  see  the  same  opportuni¬ 
ty  afforded  to  Illinois  com¬ 
munity  colleges. 

“Seven  years  ago  it  was 
still  too  new  for  Illinois  to 
embrace  it  but  since  then  it 
has  traversed  the  country,” 
Breuder  said.  With  more 


and  more  states  jumping 
on  board,  the  president 
hopes  to  see  Illinois  added 
to  the  list  next  year. 

Offering  baccalaureate 
degrees,  or  “expanding  the 
product  fine”  as  Brueder 
describes  it,  will  draw  more 
students  to  the  college  and 
give  them  a  means  to  stay 
longer. 

“Once  we  get  you  here, 
we  want  to  keep  you  here,” 
Breuder  said.  “If  we  to  work 
to  identify  you,  to  draw  you 
here  and  we’re  good,  then 
why  don’t  we  try  to  keep 
you  here?” 

As  the  college  contin¬ 
ues  to  augment  3+1  pro¬ 
grams  and  sets  it  sights  on 
baccalaureate  degrees,  it 
continues  to  provided  per¬ 
sonal  attention  and  consid¬ 
eration  to  students  so  they 
can  achieve  their  unique 
agenda. 

By  improving  the  quality 
of  education  as  well  as  stu¬ 
dent  retention,  the  college 


hopes  to  improve  upon  its 
standing  as  institution  of 
higher  learning. 

“People  in  the  past  have 
said  ‘well  when  are  you 
going  to  become  a  real 
college?’  Well  we  are  a  real 
college.  The  thing  is,  we 
can  only  offer,  by  law,  the 
associates  degree,  but  they 
can’t  do  anything  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  in 
their  freshman  and  sopho¬ 
more  years  that  we  don’t  do 
here,”  Breuder  said. 

Statistics  provided  by  the 
University  of  Illinois  indi¬ 
cate  that  students  transfer¬ 
ring  from  College  of  DuP¬ 
age  perform  equal  if  not 
better  than  the  university’s 
native  students.  The  fact  is  j 
one  that  Brueder  finds  en¬ 
couraging  and  indicative  of 
the  quality  of  education  of-  1 
fered  at  the  college.

The  College  of  DuPage 
board  approved  a  $4  tuition 
decrease  effective  for  the 
spring  2015  term.  The  mea¬ 
sure  passed  at  the  August  21 
meeting  in  an  unanimous 
vote. 

College  administration 
originally  proposed  a  $2 
tuition  decrease  per  cred¬ 
it  hour.  In  the  first  minute 
of  discussion,  Trustee  Kim 
Savage  proposed  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  further  reduce  the 
tuition  by  $2. 

The  additional  reduction 
will  essentially  doubles  the 


revenue  loss  incurred  by  the 
college,  as  outlined  by  Se¬ 
nior  Vice  President  Thomas 
Glaser.  The  loss  will  total 
$2.2  million  in  perpetuity 
going  forward. 

Chairman  Erin  Birt  op¬ 
posed  the  amendment,  stat¬ 
ing  that  a  more  thorough 
analysis  was  necessary.  Sec¬ 
retary  Allison  O’Donnell 
voiced  a  similar  concern  but 
was  met  laughter  from  the 
public  section. 

Hamilton  felt  the  revenue 
loss  was  negligible  in  the 
scope  of  the  college’s  finan¬ 


cial  standing. 

“I  think  $2.2  million  in 
perpetuity,  when  you  have 
$150  million  in  cash  in  the 
bank,  isn’t  really  significant, 
frankly”  Hamilton  said. 

Savage’s  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  passed  with  a  majority 
vote.  The  decrease  effective¬ 
ly  reverses  the  $4  tuition  in¬ 
crease  approved  earlier  this 
year.

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Board  censures  fellow  trustee  for  "embarrassing"  college 

Vice  Chairman  Hamilton  censured  for  "inappropriate  conduct"

The  College  of  DuPage 
board  voted  at  the  Aug.  21 
meeting  to  censure  Vice 
Chairman  Kathy  Hamil¬ 
ton.  Along  with  Hamilton, 
Trustee  Kim  Savage  voted 
against  the  measure,  and 
Trustee  Nancy  Svoboda  ab¬ 
stained. 

Hamilton  was  publicly 
condemned  for  her  “inap¬ 
propriate  conduct”  and  en¬ 
couraged  to  thereby  “refrain 
from  conduct  beyond  the 
scope  of  her  role  as  Trustee.” 

Section  3  of  the  resolu¬ 
tion  addressed  the  “mis¬ 
statements”  of  Hamilton  in 
regards  to  the  new  Teach¬ 
ing  and  Learning  Center. 
By  a  6-1  majority  vote,  the 
board  approved  $30  million 
in  capital  funding  for  the 
center’s  construction.  In  her 


writing  to  conservative  blog 
Illinois  Review,  Hamilton 
said  the  building  would  cost 
the  college  $50  million. 

The  difference  between 
what  the  board  approved 
and  Hamilton  stated  is  the 
subject  of  President  Rob¬ 
ert  Brueder’s  controversial 
e-mail  -  $20  million  in  un¬ 
released  state-appropriated 
funding. 

The  board  was  opened  to 
discussion  upon  Chairman 
Erin  Birt’s  reading  of  the 
censure.  Savage  spoke  first. 

“While  I  do  not  agree 
with  trustee  Hamilton’s  de¬ 
cision  to  air  her  opinions  in 
the  press  and  on  Internet 
websites,  I  can  understand 
her  frustration  with  the 
feeling  that  her  opinions  are 
not  being  listed  to  respect¬ 


fully,”  Savage  said. 

“Distraction  and  discord 
do  not  serve  students,  so  I 
can  not  in  good  faith  sup¬ 
port  the  resolution.” 

Savage’s  focus  on  the 
board’s  purpose  to  serve 
students  and  the  distracting 
nature  of  the  controversy 
aligned  with  a  number  of 
community  members  who 
spoke  at  the  meeting. 

Hamilton’s  response  to 
the  censure  spoke  to  her  ef¬ 
forts  to  combat  unnecessary 
spending  by  the  board.  The 
trustee  stated  that  she  does 
not  intend  to  stop  speaking 
out. 

“This  censure  represents  a 
tremendous  need  for  reform 
on  this  board.”  Hamilton 
said.  “We  are  not  in  touch 
with  the  taxpayers.”

IT  reacts  to  phishing  attack

The  College  of  DuPage 
IT  staff  saw  a  well  timed 
phishing  attack  on  Friday 
that  involved  the  use  of  a 
compromised  employee 
email  account. 

The  attack  occurred  be¬ 
fore  school  began,  with  the 
compromised  email  account 
sending  out  emails  made 
to  look  like  a  standard 
“IT  Notice. "The  message 
contained  a  hyperlink  to 
an  external  website  where 
users  were  directed  to 
input  sensitive  informa¬ 
tion.  A  number  of  students 
and  faculty  reported  the 
suspicious  activity  to  the  IT 
help  desk,  resulting  in  the 
immediate  suspension  of 
the  compromised  account. 

Chuck  Currier,  Vice  Pres¬ 


ident  of  Information  Tech¬ 
nology  at  College  of  Dup¬ 
age  suggested  that  it  is  best 
to  practice  a  “better  safe 
than  sorry”  mindset  when 
receiving  any  communica¬ 
tions  from  the  college  that 
ask  for  private  information. 
Currier  pointed  out  that  it 
is  best  to  “remain  vigilant 
and  thoughtful  about  when 
an  email  implores  you  to 
action.” 

Faculty  and  students 
were  also  encouraged  to 
report  any  and  all  suspi¬ 
cious  communication  sent 
by  cod.edu  emails. 

Any  concerns  relating 
to  college  emails  or  digital 
communication  should  be 
directed  to  the  college  IT 
help  desk.

her  sound  new  song,  album

The  students'  place 

Politics,  contrarianism  not  serving  students 


he  recent  events 
at  College  of 
DuPage  regarding 
its  president  and  board  of 
trustees  speak  for  them¬ 
selves. 

The  leaked  e-mail  Dr. 
Robert  Breuder  sent  out 
at  the  beginning  of  the 
summer  sounded  bad.  In 
the  e-mail,  Breuder  pushed 
for  securing  a  $20  million 
state  grant  by  identifying 
“a  project  that  would  help 
release  our  state  funding,” 
coinciding  with  Gov.  Pat 
Quinn’s  commencement 
speech  in  May.  Regardless 
of  his  intent,  the  message 


itself  did  not  paint  the  col¬ 
lege  in  a  positive  light.  Its 
release  was,  in  no  uncertain 
terms,  embarrassing. 

The  response  on  the  party 
of  Trustee  Hamilton,  and 
her  recent  media  campaign 
to  bring  more  outside 
voices  to  the  board  meet¬ 
ings  is  also  embarrassing. 
Between  Trustee  Hamilton, 
the  watchdog  group  “For 
the  Good  of  Illinois,”  led  by 
former  Republican  guber¬ 
natorial  candidate  Adam 
Andrzejewski,  and  other 
Tea  Party  groups,  our  board 
meetings  have  turned  into 
a  circus. 


The  rest  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  in  voting  to 
censure  Trustee  Hamilton, 
acted  carelessly,  and  seemed 
to  act  more  out  of  spite 
than  legitimate  desire  for 
progress. 

If  this  were  a  clear 
ideological  debate  over  the 
direction  of  the  college, 
with  those  involved  trying 
to  improve  the  school, 
it  would  be  bad  enough. 
Unfortunately,  it  no  longer 
appears  that  the  college  or 
the  students  are  the  prima¬ 
ry  concern. 

That  as  why,  in  the 
argument  between  those 


mentioned  above,  we  side 
with  the  students. 

It  appears  to  us  that 
some  members  of  the 
board  may  have  forgotten 
their  purpose,  which  is,  at 
a  basic  level,  to  ensure  the 
continued  well-being  of  the 
college  in  favor  of  political 
grandstanding,  needless 
contrarianism  and  a  cease¬ 
less  thirst  for  greater  name 
recognition.  Infighting  is 
one  thing,  but  the  outside 
ears  that  are  tuning  in  are 
of  concern.  The  reputa¬ 
tion  of  the  college  is,  in 
no  uncertain  terms,  being 
tarnished. 


The  product  that  students 
are  paying  for  diminishes 
in  value  when  the  school 
is  perceived  as  dishonest, 
as  it  did  in  the  wake  of  Dr. 
Breuder’s  e-mail.  The  col¬ 
lege’s  legitimacy  as  a  serious 
place  of  learning  is  brought 
into  question  when  board 
members  are  going  on  the 
radio  to  invite  people  to 
meetings,  as  Trustee  Ham¬ 
ilton  did.  There  is  a  glaring 
lack  of  respect  between  the 
members  of  the  board,  and 
as  such  they  are  undeserv¬ 
ing  of  our  respect. 

Please  get  your  acts  to¬ 
gether.  This  isn’t  your  place.

Pre-season  training  yields  good  results  for  Chaps 

COD  football  kicks  off  fall  term  with  definitive  win

Playing  on  the  newly 
minted  Bob  McDougall 
Field,  The  Chaparrals  start¬ 
ed  its  season  with  a  decisive 
30-9  victory  against  North¬ 
eastern  Oklahoma  A&M’s 
Golden  Norsemen. 

The  home  game  result  for 
College  of  DuPage’s  foot¬ 
ball  team  had  a  familiarity 
to  it.  In  2012,  the  Chaps 
also  beat  the  Golden  Norse 
42-29  in  the  national  Citi¬ 
zens  Bank  Bowl. 

The  forceful  victory  would 
lead  one  to  believe  the 
Chapparal’s  training  over 
the  summer  has  yielded 
good  fruits  and  coach  Matt 
Foster’s  effectiveness. 

In  his  second  year  as  head 
coach,  Foster  predicts  the 
team  will  do  well  this  sea¬ 
son.  His  strategy  focuses  on 
his  athletes  learning  along 
the  way. 


“We  want  to  approach 
each  game  one  at  a  time, 
and  be  able  to  learn  on 
what  we  can  improve  on 
and  what  should  stay  the 
same.” 

Despite  a  strong  start  to 
the  season,  Coach  Foster 
anticipates  obstacles  this 
upcoming  season. 

“There  will  be  challeng¬ 
es  such  as  dealing  with 
injuries,  and  playing  against 
nationally  ranked  teams, 
but  I  believe  the  team 
mates  share  great  chemistry, 
and  will  work  past  these 
obstacles.” 

“Every  area  of  COD 
strives  for  excellence,  and 
the  football  program  here  is 
no  different,”  Foster  added.

By  definition,  a  Chaparral 
is  a  roadrunner,  and  like 
the  Chaparral,  the  cross 
country  team  members  are 
roadrunners  themselves. 

Using  his  own  experience 
in  the  sport,  cross  country 
Coach  Matt  Wilhite  pushes 
his  athletes  as  hard  as  he 
can  utilizing  a  training 
program  he  developed.  He 
hopes  the  rigorous  training 
and  the  athletes’  dedication 
to  the  sport  will  pay  off  this 
season,  with  the  eventual 
goal  of  winning  regionals 
again  this  year. 

Wilhite’s  athletes  train 
on  a  progressive  style  of 
running.  The  athletes  start 
by  running  a  short  distance 


at  each  practice  in  the 
beginning  of  the  season, 
and  work  their  way  up  to 
farther  distances.  Each 
cross  country  athlete  runs 
approximately  sixty  miles 
per  week. 

Coach  Wilhite  also 
makes  sure  that  his  ath¬ 
letes  hit  different  forms 
of  exercises,  including 
strength  training,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  one  to  two  hours  of 
running  during  practices. 

“I  look  at  the  body  as  if 
it’s  a  car,  you  need  to  take 
care  of  the  engine  and 
other  components  for  it 
to  work  properly,”  Wilhite 
said. 

Erik  Greenwell,  a  second 


year  cross  country  athlete 
at  COD,  has  followed  Wil¬ 
hite’s  diversified  training 
methods. 

“We  focus  much  of  our 
training  to  hit  our  core 
body  strength,  which  is 
crucial  in  ensuring  that  our 
whole  body  is  balanced 
when  running,”  Greenwell 
said. 

When  the  athletes  aren’t 
physically  training,  they  are 
encouraged  to  eat  a  bal¬ 
anced  diet  to  support  their 
active  lifestyle,  which  shows 
to  improve  performance. 

An  important  factor  of  a 
cross  country  runner’s  diet 
is  making  sure  that  enough 
carbs  are  consumed  two 


days  before  an  event,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Coach  Wilhite. 
This  supplies  the  body  with 
enough  energy  to  perform 
at  its  greatest  during  the 
meet. 

Despite  all  the  hard  work 
that  is  put  into  the  sport, 
the  cross  country  athletes 
still  enjoy  to  live  a  little, 
by  ending  their  season  off 
with  a  feast  of  junk  food 
and  rest. 

“The  whole  team  would 
get  together  and  we  would 
buy  loads  of  old,  Halloween 
candy  and  just  gorge  until 
we  couldn’t  eat  anymore  of 
it,”  Greenwell  said.

College  of  DuPage’s 
faculty  senate  has  called  for 
a  vote  of  no  confidence  in 
President  Robert  Breuder 
to  be  held  on  Sept.  10.  All 
college  full-time  faculty 
will  have  the  opportunity 
to  cast  a  vote. 

In  an  e-mail  sent  to  full¬ 
time  faculty,  senate  Presi¬ 
dent  Glenn  Hansen  urged 
full-time  faculty  to  vote. 
Hansen  went  on  to  address 
a  number  of  faculty  con¬ 
cerns  in  regards  to  the  vote. 
The  concerns  included  the 
availability  of  an  absentee 


ballot  and  reasoning  as  to 
the  vote’s  timing,  amongst 
others. 

Hansen  cited  Breuder’s 
controversial  email  re¬ 
garding  the  release  of  state 
funding  for  a  teaching  and 
learning  center  as  the  event 
that  sparked  the  vote. 

The  communication  end¬ 
ed  with  Hansen  providing 
information  for  faculty  to 
consider.  The  information 
spoke  to  the  “toxic  climate” 
of  the  college  and  the 
wrongdoings  of  its  leader¬ 
ship. 


In  his  weekly  newslet¬ 
ter  for  COD  employees, 
Brueder  addressed  Hansen’s 
email. 

“Mr.  Hansen’s  email  is  re¬ 
plete  with  the  usual  factual 
inaccuracies,  incomplete 
information  and  lacks  sub¬ 
stance”  Breuder  wrote. 

Breuder  will  hold  a 
college-wide  meeting  to 
address  the  no  confidence 
vote.  The  meeting  will  take 
place  September  24, 3:00 
p.m.  in  the  Belushi  Perfor¬ 
mance  Hall.

New  date  rape  detector  debated 


Nail  polish  invention  raises 
questions  on  victim  blaming

Over  the  past  month,  a 
new  invention  has  been 
brought  to  light  and  pub¬ 
licized  in  the  media.  Four 
North  Carolina  State  Uni¬ 
versity  students,  Ankesh 
Madan,  Stephen  Gray, 
Tasso  Von  Windheim,  and 
Tyler  Confrey-Maloney, 
have  formed  “Undercover 
Colors,”  a  company  based 
on  helping  women  prevent 
themselves  from  sexual 
assault.  Undercover  Colors 
has  created  a  nail  polish 
that  changes  colors  when 
it  comes  in  contact  with 
commonly  known  date  rape 
drugs  like  Rohypnol. 

Although  there  are  many 
detector  variations,  such 


as  straws  or  drink  stirrers, 
nail  polish  may  be  the  least 
obvious  option. 

Some  believe  that  rape 
cases  have  been  under  ac¬ 
knowledged  in  the  current 
day,  and  much  of  the  blame 
is  placed  on  victim  as  well 
as  attacker. 

Although  many  have  pro¬ 
moted  the  idea,  critics  be¬ 
lieve  creating  a  tool  to  help 
individuals  prevent  rape 
it  may  encourage  victim 
shaming.  It  is  also  argued 
that  the  nail  polish  sends 
the  wrong  message  that  it 
is  a  personal  responsibility 
to  stay  out  of  dangerous 
situations. 

Even  at  COD,  a  debate 


over  the  social  implications 
of  the  nail  polish  exists,  as 
evidenced  by  a  small  sam¬ 
pling  of  students. 

Student  Maggie  Sullivan 
believes  that  if  the  product 
is  proved  to  be  successful, 
it  is  a  valuable  defense  and 
that  women  should  use  it. 
However,  she  also  agrees 
with  the  opposing  argu¬ 
ment  that  the  nail  polish 
may  put  more  pressure  on 
a  woman  to  defend  herself 
against  rape  or  to  have  a 
better  sense  of  a  possible 
attack. 

“It’s  sad  knowing  that  we 
have  to  think  that  way  but 
I  think  the  idea  is  good  and 
bad,”  Sullivan  said. 

Student  Alyssa  Kuciunas 
says  the  blame  should  not 
be  placed  on  anyone  but  the 
rapist. 

“I  think  its  wrong  that 
people  think  it  would  pro¬ 


mote  victim 
shaming 
because  first 
of  all,  you 
shouldn’t 
have  to  pay 
for  some¬ 
thing  to  ‘pre¬ 
vent’  yourself 
from  getting 
raped.  Guys 
shouldn’t  be 
raping  in  the 
first  place,” 

Kuciunas 
said. 

Kuciunas 
does  not  think  that  the 
product  should  be  necessary 
in  everyday  life. 

“If  someone  asked  me  to 
try  it,  sure,  but  I  wouldn’t 
go  out  of  my  way  to  buy 
it  because  I  feel  like  I 
shouldn’t  have  to.” 

As  of  now,  it  has  been 
questioned  if  Undercover 


Colors’  products  are  not 
only  logical,  but  if  they  will 
even  work. 

The  polish  has  yet  to  be 
tested,  but  media  out¬ 
lets  have  argued  that  not 
all  drugs  are  detectable. 
Another  argument  is  that  if 
technology  continues  to  ad¬ 


vance,  so  wills  the  severity 
of  blackout  drugs. 

There  may  always  be  a 
step  between  drug  tech¬ 
nology  and  protection,  but 
Undercover  Colors  strives 
to  give  women  a  hand  up, 
and  be  protected  in  a  fash¬ 
ionable  way.

Pieces  for  Peace 

Art  professor  showcases  artwork  with  a 
touch  of  advocacy

COD  art  professor  Jen¬ 
nifer  Hereth  has  spent  her 
life  making  artwork  that 
speaks  to  people  and  has 
inspired  her  students  to  do 
the  same.  Hereth  has  found 
inspiration  in  tragedies  and 
conflicts  like  Sandy  Hook 
and  the  Arab  Spring.  She 
creates  pieces  to  show  re¬ 
bellion  and  protest,  hoping 
to  spark  an  idea  or  feeling 
in  her  viewers. 

“I’m  always  looking  for  a 
way  for  my  art  to  be  some¬ 
thing  that  turns  people 
on  to  the  hard  subjects  of 
life,”  said  Hereth.  “I  was 
moved  by  the  risks  of  Arab 
Springs,’  and  so  I  use  my 
own  art  to  take  risks  and 
push  the  audience  to  think 
about  these  things.” 

Hereth  was  asked  to  be 
featured  in  her  own  exhi¬ 
bition  at  The  University  of 
Chicago  Catholic  Theolog¬ 
ical  Union  in  which  she  in¬ 
cluded  works  from  a  group 
of  her  students  as  well.  The 
exhibit  titled  “Peace,  I  Miss 


You”  and  “Imagine  New 
Orleans”  shows  two  sides  of 
the  professor’s  influence. 

14  of  Hereth’s  own  pieces, 
making  up  the  “Peace,  I 
Miss  You”  portion  of  the 
exhibit,  are  inspired  by 
worldwide  conflicts  and  the 
fight  for  peace.  With  this 
work,  she  hoped  to  give  her 
viewers  an  inspiration  to 
think  outside  of  social  and 
cultural  norms. 

While  teaching  in  China, 
she  got  the  reaction  that 
she  had  hoped  for. 

“It  renewed  my  faith  that 
we  do  work  that  is  heartfelt 
and  to  show  them  protest 
in  art  was  so  powerful.” 

Hereth  is  not  only  mo¬ 
tivated  by  tragedies.  She 
also  focuses  her  work  on 
giving  back.  Hereth,  along 
with  former  student  Karen 
Gehse,  support  an  art  group 
called  LArtists  as  they 
create  pieces  inspired  by 
New  Orleans.  These  pieces 
are  donated  to  victims 
rebuilding  from  Hurricane 


Katrina. 

Hereth  believes  in  charity 
work  and  wants  to  help  her 
students  to  be  motivated  by 
something  other  than  their 
own  design. 

“Most  artists  want  to  be 
useful  but  sometimes  it’s 
hard  to  imagine  how  you 
can  make  your  artwork 
powerful,”  Hereth  said.  “Al¬ 
though  it’s  been  nine  years 
since  Katrina  I’m  proud  of 
our  dedication  and  how  we 
show  them  that  although 
it  isn’t  a  hot  topic  anymore, 
we  haven’t  forgotten  about 
them.” 

Along  with  her  own 
paintings,  14  pieces  of 
Hereth’s  LArtists  will  be 
featured  in  the  show. 

The  exhibition,  open 
weekdays  from  9  am  to 
4:30  pm  begins  on  Sept.  12 
and  runs  through  Oct.  22.

Genre's  universal  musical  elements  appeal  to  many

No  one  at  Soldier  Field 
was  sitting.  Everyone  was 
up  on  their  feet,  singing 
and  dancing  along.  There 
was  just  so  much  energy 
around  you  and  it  was  a 
fun  atmosphere.  I  attended 
country  music  star  Luke 
Bryan’s  concert  accompa¬ 


nied  by  Cole  Swindel,  Lee 
Brice  and  Dierks  Bendey 
on  Aug.  30.  Now  many  of 
you  are  thinking,  “Ugh,  I 
hate  country  music.” 

Most  people  have  very 
strong  opinions  concerning 
country  music,  and  it  is  not 
the  most  popular  genre. 
Sometimes  I  wonder  why 
that  is. 

Country  music,  most  of 


the  time,  has  an  upbeat 
rhythm  to  it  and  a  majority 
of  songs  are  about  kicking 
back  on  the  weekends  with 
some  friends,  having  a 
couple  of  beers  and  a  good 
time.  To  my  knowledge, 
that  is  what  most  college 
students  do  during  their 
college  years.  That  is  one 
of  the  reasons  why  I  love 
country  music  so  much.  The 


tone  of  the  music  is  so  laid 
back,  relaxing,  and  fun  to 
hang  out  to  with  friends  or 
by  yourself. 

And  at  the  concert,  there 
weren’t  just  college  or  high 
school  students  there.  There 
were  young  kids,  parents, 
grandparents,  and  men  and 
women.

You  aren’t  going 
to  see  parents  or 
grandparents  at 
a  Drake  and  Lil 
Wayne  concert 
dancing  along  and 
singing  to  that  type 
of  music. 

But  the  thing 
that  I  love  most 
about  country 
music  is  its  lyrical 
content.  And  I’m 
not  talking  about 
the  ones  that  are 
more  upbeat  (even  though 


those  lyrics  are  also  good); 
I’m  talking  about  those 
slower  country  songs. 

Country  lyrics  have 
meaning  and  substance.  The 
lyrics  demonstrate  real  life 
situations  that  people  can 
relate  to  and  they  tell  a  sto¬ 
ry.  Country  music  hits  you 
on  an  emotional  level  that 
not  a  lot  of  other  genres. 

For  example,  take  the 
song  “There  Goes  My 
Life”  by  Kenny  Chesney. 
The  song  starts  off  about  a 
teen  boy  who  finds  out  he 
is  going  to  be  a  father  and 
how  his  life  is  going  to  be 
over.  But  by  the  end  of  the 
song,  his  daughter  is  mov¬ 
ing  away.  He  is  saddened 
because  she  shaped  his 
whole  life.  This  song  tells  a 
story,  it  sparks  of  emotion, 
and  every  time  I  listen  to  it 
I  get  goose  bumps. 

There  are  so  many  songs 
that  could  demonstrate 
these  characteristics,  and  it 
is  hard  to  choose  just  one. 


Country  music  sings  about 
love  and  life  in  ways  that 
I  can’t  put  into  words,  and 
this  genre  does  the  best  of 
doing  so.  I’m  not  saying 
that  other  genres  tell  stories 
or  spark  emotions,  because 
there  are  genres  that  cer¬ 
tainly  do.  I  just  believe  that 
country  does  it  best. 

Driving  down  the  road 
on  a  summer  day,  with  the 
windows  down,  and  the 
sun  out,  there  is  nothing  I 
would  rather  listen  to  than 
a  good  country  song.  The 
songs  are  fun  and  upbeat 
but  can  also  be  slow  and 
emotional.  What  else  can 
you  ask  for?  Isn’t  that  why 
we  listen  to  music?  For 
just  a  few  minutes,  we  can 
get  totally  wrapped  up  in  a 
song  that  can  change  your 
whole  day.  That  is  what 
country  music  is  for  me.

In  defense  of  nail  polish 


As  previously  mentioned 
in  our  features  section,  a 
new  invention  out  of  North 
Carolina  is  visibly  causing  a 
stir.  The  invention  is  a  nail

To  us,  this  seems 
like  a  positive  inven¬ 
tion.

We  start  from  the 
entirely  uncontro- 
versial  position  that 
rape,  or  sexual  assault 
to  any  degree,  should 
not  occur.  One  very 
effective  way  of  ac¬ 
complishing  this  is  to 
stop  those  who  would 
assault,  either  through 
education  or  harsh 
legislation.  The  blame 
in  sexual  assault  cases 
rests  always  on  the 
attacker.  Most  sides 
of  the  argument  seem 
to  agree  with  this 
concept. 

However,  a  vocal  (if 
not  large)  group  are  of  the 
opinion  that  this  is  the  only 
acceptable  way  we  can  fight 
this  problem.  Those  people 


suggest  that  solutions 
focusing  on  victim  behav¬ 
ior  distract  from  solutions 
focusing  on  rapists  and 
constitute  victim  blaming. 
These  ideas  are  therefore  re¬ 
pulsive  and  to  be  discarded 
immediately. 


This  is  where  we  disagree. 

Solutions  focusing  on  the 
rapists  themselves  are  based 
on  one  key  assumption:  it 
is  possible  to  completely 
eliminate  the  desire  to  rape 
from  a  population.  Without 
weighing  in  on  the  validity 


of  this  assumption,  achiev¬ 
ing  it  in  the  real  world  is  a 
utopian  goal.  As  a  newspa¬ 
per,  we  strive  to  understand 
the  world  as  it  is,  rather 
than  how  it  might  someday 
be. 

A  more  multilateral  ap¬ 


proach  is  necessary.  This  is 
where  choices  like  the  nail 
polish  come  into  practice. 
The  nail  polish  is  one  way 
by  which  a  would-be  victim 
might  choose  to  proactively 
protect  his-  or  herself  from 
a  would-be  predator.  We

don't  stop  going  after  the 
predators,  we  just  arm  the 
victims  as  well.  The  use, 
or  failure  to  use,  a  certain 
product  in  no  way  moves 
the  onus  of  responsibility  to 
the  victim. 

We  accept  this  logic  in 
many  areas  of  our  lives. 
The  existence  of  locks 
on  our  houses  speaks  to 
this.  Is  it  your  fault  if 
your  house  gets  broken 
into?  No.  It's  the  bur¬ 
glar's  fault,  lock  or  not. 
The  reality  is  that  some 
people  are  going  to  try 
to  break  into  houses,  and 
it  doesn't  hurt  to  have 
a  product  available  that 
helps  would-be  vic¬ 
tims  proactively  defend 
themselves,  should  they 
choose  to. 

What  the  four  under¬ 
graduate  students  from 
North  Carolina  State 
University  did  is  create 
an  option.  That's  it.  They 
didn't  say  to  stop  talking 
about  sexual  assault.  They 
didn't  say  this  solves  the 
problem.  It  may  be  true 
that  such  a  product  sim¬ 
ply  treats  the  symptoms, 
instead  of  addressing  the 
sickness  directly.  In  this 
case,  though,  the  symp¬ 
toms  destroy  lives.  If  we 
have  a  method  of  treating 
them,  no  matter  how 
limited,  it  seems  foolish  to 
discard  it  out  of  commit¬ 
ment  to  an  ideal  world  that 
might  not  ever  exist.

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College  boasts  annual  enrollment  growth 

Slight  gains  reported  in  number  of  full-time  students

College  of  DuPage’s  re¬ 
ported  growth  in  overall 
credited  headcount  and 
full-time  equivalent  head- 
count  (FTE)  for  fall  2014, 
an  annual  increase  of  three 
percent  and  1.8  percent  re¬ 
spectively. 

The  college  reported  a 
headcount  of  29,476  stu¬ 
dents,  with  16,857  students 
enrolled  in  at  least  15  cred¬ 
it  hours.  Last  term,  college 
officials  set  a  goal  to  reach 
COD’s  FTE  record  of 
17,677  students. 

To  Student  Affairs  Presi¬ 
dent  Earl  Dowling,  a  three 
percent  increase  in  total 
headcount  for  a  large  insti¬ 
tution  indicates  consider¬ 
able  growth. 


“When  you’re  talking 
about  enrollment  growth  at 
the  second  largest  post-sec¬ 
ondary  education  institution 
in  the  state,  you’re  talking 
about  a  lot  more  students 
and  parents  saying  ‘this  is 
the  place  to  go,’”  Dowling 
said. 

The  college’s  strategic  plan 
calls  for  an  annual  enroll¬ 
ment  growth  accomplished 
through  recruitment  and  re¬ 
tention  efforts.  The  college 
has  targeted  recent  high 
school  graduates  and  young 
adults,  marketing  an  edu¬ 
cation  that  can  be  pursued 
alongside  employment. 

Targeted  marketing  and 
physical  improvements  to 
the  school  have  positively 
affected  enrollment  num¬ 
bers. 


“I  think  students  and 
parents  gravitate  towards  a 
place  that  looks  nice,”  Dow¬ 
ling  said.  “Overall,  it  has 
been  a  school-wide  effort 
[to  boost  enrollment].”

Diversity  center  to  put  greater  focus  on  inclusion  at  COD

College  of  DuPage  has 
created  a  center  for  student 
diversity  and  Inclusion  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  corridor  adja¬ 
cent  to  Campus  Central  in 
the  Student  Services  Cen¬ 
ter.  The  introduction  of  this 
center  aims  to  help  the  Af¬ 
rican-American  community 
tap  into  higher  education, 
according  to  student  affairs 
Vice  President  Earl  Dowl¬ 
ing. 

Colleges  nationwide  have 
prioritized  student  diversity 
as  a  means  of  enriching  the 
learning  environment. 

“Our  students  at  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  are  no  dif¬ 
ferent  than  students  at  any 
other  university,”  Dowling 
said.  “The  more  we  can  do  to 
prepare  our  students  for  the 
world  they’re  going  to  face, 
the  better.” 

Dowling  appointed  Da¬ 
vid  Swope  as  director  of  the 
new  center  in  April. 


Swope  is  working  to  re¬ 
cruit  black  students  on 
campus  as  well  as  improve 
retention  rates.  He  will  also 
work  with  a  group  of  Afri¬ 
can-American  members  of 
community  college  District 
502. 

This  push  for  student  di¬ 
versity  is  part  of  a  greater 
college  mission  to  provide 
students  with  a  more  prom¬ 
inent  sense  of  inclusion, 
according  to  Dowling.  The 
veterans  service  center,  Lati¬ 
no  outreach  center,  interna¬ 
tional  student  services  and 
center  for  access  and  accom¬ 
modations  are  additional 
outlets  the  college  uses  to 
promote  the  same  ideals. 

“We’re  sending  the  right 
message  to  the  communi¬ 
ty;  a  message  of  inclusion,” 
Dowling  said.

The  day  started  off  with  a 
keynote  address  from  “Con¬ 
nection  Coach”  Jonathan 
Sprinkles. 

Sprinkles’  keynote  address 


posed  the  question  of  what 
makes  a  good  leader.

and  don’ts  of  networking 
“like  a  leader,” and  a  panel  of 
COD  alumni  who  spoke  on 
their  experiences  as  leaders 
during  their  time  here.

COD  alum  Laura  Pekarik 
and  sister  Kathryn  have 
combined  their  love  of 
charity  and  baking  to  create 
a  business  based  on  helping 
others. 

Pekarik  and  her  employ¬ 
ees  recently  teamed  up  with 
COD  Cares  and  visited 
College  of  DuPage  on  Sept. 
16. 

COD  Cares,  the  colleges 
charity  arm,  formed  a  part¬ 
nership  with  Pekarik.  When 
Cupcakes  for  Courage  con¬ 
tacted  Joan  DiPiero  about 
the  “Laps  with  Chaps”  food 
truck  rally,  a  partnership 
was  formed. 

“She  called  me  and  told 
me  that  she  had  brought

port  Laura  as  she  operated 
the  business. 

After  Kathryns  experi¬ 
ences,  the  sisters  wanted 
to  give  back  to  others.  This 
created  the  foundation  for 
their  business,  “Cupcakes 
for  Courage.” 

The  shop  started  out  as  a 
bright  green  food  truck  that 
travelled  around  the  Chi- 
cagoland  area.  Giving  back 
to  those  in  need  is  what 
drove  the  sisters  to  commit 
to  the  business.  They  decid¬ 
ed  on  donating  part  of  their 
proceeds  to  others. 

Being  close  to  their  heart. 
Lymphoma  was  an  obvious 
choice  for  their  charity 
efforts.  The  sisters  began 
giving  part  of  their  profit  to 
the  Leukemia  and  Lympho¬ 
ma  society  to  fund  research. 

The  sisters  also  support 
the  “Ride  Janie  Ride”  foun¬ 
dation,  which  aids  Chicago- 
land  individuals  in  their 
fights  with  cancer.  Kathryn 
was  selected  to  be  one  of 


the  four  recipients  of  201 1. 

As  recognition  grew,  so 
did  the  amount  of  cupcakes. 
Laura  had  started  out  with 
only  four  flavors,  but  today, 
the  bakery  rotates  a  sched¬ 
ule  of  over  50  flavors. 

As  demand  for  the  cup¬ 
cakes  increased,  the  busi¬ 
ness  moved  into  a  bigger 
location,  officially  opening 
a  storefront  called  “Cou¬ 
rageous  Cupcakes”.  There 
the  menu  has  expanded  to 
include  breakfast,  brunch, 
full  sized  cakes  and  pastries. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  event 
of  Lauras  cupcake  career 
was  being  a  featured  bakery 
on  the  Food  Network  show 
“Cupcake  Wars.”  On  the 
show,  Laura  got  to  tell  the 
story  of  how  her  business 
was  created,  and  what  her 
cupcakes  mean  to  her.  At 
the  end  of  the  episode, 
Laura  took  second.

BATTLE  OFTHE  BOXES 

In  the  cosmetic  box  war,  Ipsy  gives  most  bang  for  your  buck

Over  the  past  few  years, 
makeup  trial  company 
“Birchbox”  has  made  find¬ 
ing  new  cosmetic  products 
a  breeze,  but  competition 
may  cut  the  company’s 
life  short.  Similar  website 
“Ipsy,”  launched  two  years 
after  Birchbox,  provides 
makeup  enthusiasts  with 
better  deals. 

When  signing  up  for 
either  website,  users  are 
asked  a  series  of  questions 
ranging  from  personal  style 
to  skin  type  and  eye  color. 
These  questions  are  made  to 
target  what  products  an  in¬ 
dividual  may  benefit  from. 
Each  user  agrees  to  pay  $10 
per  month  or  subscribe  for 
one  year  at  a  time. 
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Both  Birchbox  and  Ipsy 
provide  subscribers  with 
discounted  full  size  prod¬ 
ucts.  Their  websites  serve 
as  stores  for  not  only  trial 
boxes,  but  also  all  of  the 
brands  that  they  send  out  in 
samples. 

I  subscribed  to  both  sites 
for  one  month  to  com¬ 
pare  the  boxes.  Birchbox 
automatically  sent  me  a 
welcome  box,  which  had 
five  miniature  products  in¬ 
side.  When  I  say  miniature, 
I  mean  good  for  one  or 
two  uses.  The  lipstick  they 
gave  me  would  probably 
last  a  week.  At  first  glance 
the  box  was  very  well  put 
together,  but  because  I  was 
so  excited  to  get  my  trials, 
it  was  a  bit  of  a  let  down 
seeing  I  had  paid  $10  for 
less  than  a  week  of  beauty.

I  canceled  my  subscrip¬ 
tion,  but  even  after  that, 

I  received  a  second  box 
(which  I’m  pretty  sure  I  had 
to  pay  another  ten  dollars 
for).  Inside  were  products 
targeted  for  me  individ¬ 
ually,  which  was  better 
than  my  welcome  box. 

They  included  what  I  had 
requested,  but  the  sample 
sizes  were  still  a  let  down. 

When  my  Ipsy  box  came 
in  the  mail  a  few  weeks 
later  I  expected  it  to  be 
similar  to  what  I  experi¬ 
enced  with  Birchbox.

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Aiko  has  unique  voice,  despite  song  similarities

One  thing  is  for  sure; 
there  isn’t  a  girl  in  the  rap 
and  R&B  industry  that 
sounds  like  Jhene  Aiko. 

Her  gentle  sound  is  not 
much  of  a  rapper’s  voice. 
Aiko  sings  more  than  raps, 
yet  has  a  hip-hop  quality 
in  the  words  that  she  sings 
and  how  she  sings  them. 
She  seems  to  disconnect 
the  words,  focusing  on  each 
syllable  individually. 

Aiko’s  first  full  album  is 
exactly  what  you  would 
expect  from  her  previous 
songs,  but  should  sell 
despite  the  similarities. 

The  12-track  album  tided 
“Souled  Out,”  released  on 
Sept.9,  includes  Aiko’s  most 
famous  single  “The  Worst.” 


“Souled  Out”  opens  with 
a  song  tided  “Limbo  Limbo 
Limbo”  which  sounds  a 
little  too  identical  to  “The 
Pressure,”  track  number 
eight.  Although  the  tempos 
are  different,  they  seem 
almost  interchangeable. 

“Spodess  Mind,”  the 
fourth  track  on  the  album, 
gives  listeners  a  look  into 
what  Aiko  is  capable  of.  It 
branches  off  from  her  typ¬ 
ical,  dark  sounding  songs. 
The  message,  still  similar 
to  others  she  has  written,  is 
about  being  a  heartbreaker. 
Aiko’s  songs  could  easily  be 
compared  to  Drake  because 
of  her  sensitive  music  or 
even  a  hip-hop  Taylor 
Swift. 

If  you  have  listened  to 
Aiko’s  previous  music,  you 
will  probably  feel  like  you 


are  listening  to  the  same 
thing  as  before.  Her  sound 
is  distinct  yet  repetitive. 

Similarities  aside,  Aiko 
is  bound  to  sell  records 
because  of  her  appeal. 

Her  sound  is  something 
that  isn’t  heard  in  the  rap 
world.  She  brings  a  sense  of 
female  power  to  the  table 
and  so  far  has  done  that 
with  self-respect.  She  sells 
her  music,  not  her  body,  un¬ 
like  artists  that  she  may  be 
compared  to. 

Aiko  may  be  put  up 
against  artists  like  Iggy 
Azalea  and  Nicki  Minaj, 
but  she  has  more  of  a  raw 
sound  than  the  whimsy  of 
her  competition.  While 
Minaj  creates  a  colorful 
sound  with  summery  songs 
like  “Starships,”  Aiko  por¬ 
trays  something  darker  with 


moody  songs.  Minaj  creates 
alter  egos  while  Aiko  sings 
about  failed  relationships 
and  real-life  issues. 

Aiko  brings  something 
to  the  hip-hip  scene  that 
hasn’t  been  heard  from  any¬ 
one  but  herself.  Although 
the  songs  on  her  album  are 
sound  the  same,  her  songs 
will  generate  fans  who  will 
keep  coming  back  to  hear 
her  next  track.

1  Do  Homework

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Faculty  votes  no  confidence 

Citing  recent  events,  full-time  faculty  formally 
express  dissatisfaction  with  college  president

The  College  of  DuPage 
faculty  association  officially 
expressed  no  confidence  in 
President  Robert  Breuder’s 
leadership. 

In  a  189-53  vote,  full¬ 
time  faculty  members 
agreed  with  the  statement, 
the  faculty  has  “no 
confidence  in  the  leadership 
of  Dr.  Robert  L.  Breuder, 
President  of  the  College  of 
DuPage.” 

The  decision  comes  after 
the  fallout  following  a 
publicized  email  in  which 
Breuder  pushed  for  a  $20 
million  state  grant  by 
identifying  “a  project  that 
would  help  release  our  state 
funding.”  The  faculty  also 
pointed  to  Breuder  creating 
a  culture  of  “fear  and 
intimidation”  on  campus 
the  past  six  years. 

“It’s  a  serious  thing  when 
full-time  faculty  have  the 
vote  that  many  times  leads 
to  a  president  resigning 
or  a  president  being 
fired,”  faculty  President 
Glenn  Hansen  told  The 
Courier.  “I  think  this  is 
the  most  powerful  stance  a 
faculty  [body]  can  take,  that 
they  have  no  confidence 
in  the  leadership  of  the 
college.” 

“You  can  say  the  status 
quo  is  not  satisfactory,” 
faculty  Vice  President 
Richard  Jarman  added. 

According  to  Hansen,  a 
formal  vote  of  no  confidence 
has  never  occurred  in  COD 
history. 

COD  spokesman  Joseph 
Moore  suggested  the 
faculty  vote  does  not  reflect 
the  mood  of  other  college 
employees. 

“It  isn’t  news  to  anyone 


that  the  relationship 
between  the  full-time 
faculty  union  and  Dr. 
Breuder  has  been  strained 
since  the  last  contract 
negotiation  in  2011.  This 
vote  is  limited  to  full-time 
faculty  only,  who  comprise 
roughly  10  percent  of  the 
College’s  employee  base,” 
Moore  said  in  a  statement. 

“Overall,  the  campus 
climate,  as  measured  in 
2014  by  a  nationally  normed 
employee  satisfaction 
survey  administered  by  an 
outside  agency,  is  excellent, 
with  scores  for  ‘healthy 
campus  climate’  now  tying 
our  all-time  recorded  high.” 

Breuder  was  expected  to 
make  remarks  on  faculty’s

decision  during  a  college¬ 
wide  address  on  Sept.  24, 
however  the  meeting  was 
postponed  to  an  unknown 
date,  according  to  the 
president’s  newsletter. 

Moving  forward,  faculty 
senate  leaders  have  notified 
the  board  of  trustees  and 
hope  they  take  action. 

“We  want  the  board 
to  change  the  direction 
that  we’re  going.  We 
want  them  to  change  the 
climate  within  the  college. 
We  want  a  change  in  how 
the  president  interacts 
with  the  faculty  and  other 
constituencies,”  Hansen 
said. 

“Once  we  see  [trustees’] 


reaction,  then  we  can  talk 
about  what  we  will  do 
next,”  Hansen  added. 

While  Hansen  thinks 
the  board  of  trustees  will 
not  ignore  the  faculty 
vote,  he  also  warned  of 
the  ramifications  of  not 
addressing  the  sentiments 
of  faculty  and  concerned 
citizens. 

“I  think  if  they  take 
no  action,  it  reflects  very 
poorly  on  them.  There  are 
consequences.  They  are 
all  elected  public  officials. 
They  are  in  essence  then 
saying  that  they  endorse 
everything  Dr.  Breuder  has 
done.” 

“I  think  there’s  a 
tremendous  amount  of 
public  pressure  now  on 
the  college,  and  they  need 
to  solve  that  problem,” 
Hansen  continued.  “They 
need  to  look  at  how  they 
solve  this  problem  and 
the  image  that’s  been 
created  of  the  college  and 
the  administration.  And 
sometimes  the  correct 
solution  is  the  most  difficult 
and  unpleasant  solution.” 

Hansen  admits  while  the 
faculty’s  vote  further  erodes 
faculty  and  administrative 
relations,  they  ultimately  do 
not  want  contention. 

“[The  vote]  definitely 
draws  a  line  in  the  sand.  It 
will  have  a  chilling  effect 
on  relationships,  which  is 
not  what  we  really  want. 
We  want  to  be  able  to  work 
together.  We  want  to  find  a 
collaborative  solution.”

After  a  39-year  hiatus, 
homecoming  has  returned 
to  College  of  DuPage,  with 
student  affairs  and  market¬ 
ing  divisions  in  charge  of 
organizing  the  festivities.

campus.  Alumni  are  also  in¬ 
vited  to  participate  in  a  pre¬ 
game  party  and  tailgating 
alongside  current  and  pro¬ 
spective  students,  staff,  and 
community  members. 

The  student  affairs  and 
marketing  divisions  aim  to 
provide  students  a  tradi¬ 
tional  college  experience, 
according  to  Laurie  Jor¬ 
gensen,  director  of  market¬ 
ing  and  creative  services. 

“Our  mission  is  to  help 
provide  students  that  four- 
year  experience  and  bring 
more  prospective  students 
to  the  campus  to  experience 
the  culture  of  COD,”  Jor¬ 
gensen  said. 

Research  conducted 
during  the  college’s  rebrand¬ 
ing  efforts  revealed  students

As  a  student  of  graphic 
design  at  the  College  of 
DuPage,  the  24  year  old 
has  focused  his  artistic 
talents  to  the  point  where 
he  is  already  gaining  rec¬ 
ognition  for  his  work.  This 
fall,  his  design  was  used  on 
the  shirt  for  Four  Star  Bike 
and  Chow,  a  culinary  bike 
tour  event  in  Chicago. 

In  the  spring,  Reed 
submitted  a  t-shirt  design 
for  Bike  the  Drive,  another 
event  in  the  city,  but  was 
not  selected.  Pete  Surges, 
another  COD  student, 
won  that  competition,  but 
Reed's  work  so  impressed 
the  judges  that  his  design 
was  singled  out  for  use  in 
the  later  event. 

“I  remember  watching 
Pete  at  Bike  the  Drive,  and 
thought,  'That's  going  to  be

posters  to  advertise  their 
yearly  showcase  of  student 
work.  His  interest  in  graph¬ 
ic  design  came  relatively 
recendy. 

“It  just  kind  of  happened,” 
Reed  said..  He  always  had 
an  interest  in  the  arts,  and 
after  noticing  a  graphic 
design  program  decided 
to  make  a  career  of  it.  He 
bounced  around  to  a  few 
schools,  and  ended  up  at 
COD  serendipitously. 


“I  came  here  to  save  some 
money,”  Reed  recalled. 
“Litde  did  I  know  that 
this  was  probably  the  best 
place  to  go.”  Reed  said  that 
the  instructors  here  at  the 
college  were  instrumental 


in  his  development  as  a 
graphic  artist. 

Looking  forward,  Reed

Utopia  is  no  dream 
world,  or  show

Fox’s  new  reality  show 
“Utopia”  turned  a  good 
concept  into  trashy  tele¬ 
vision  within  the  first  20 
minutes  of  the  pilot  epi¬ 
sode.  The  show  is  designed 
to  document  14  individuals 
spending  one  year  to  create 
a  new  community  from 
scratch. 

The  members  of  “Uto¬ 
pia”  must  decide  on  their 
own  form  of  government, 
generate  their  own  elec¬ 
tricity,  and  decide  how  to 
farm  the  land  and  use  the 
few  animals  that  they  were 
provided. 

When  I  heard  about  the 
idea,  I  was  excited  to  see 
how  the  show  would  play 
out.  It  reminded  me  of 
2007  CBS  show  “Kid  Na¬ 
tion.”  While  watching  that 
show,  I  was  a  kid  myself, 
and  loved  seeing  them  cre¬ 
ate  their  own  government 
and  lifestyle  free  from  adult 
influence. 

If  I  were  a  member  of 
“Utopia,”  the  first  thing  I 
would  do  is  get  to  know 
people  and  come  up  with 
a  plan.  Any  logical  person 
would  want  to  enter  a  new 
world  on  good  standings 


with  the  other  members  in 
the  group.  That’s  why  I  was 
floored  when  10  minutes 
into  the  show,  one  member 
started  complaining  and 
swearing  at  everyone  else. 
Naturally,  the  entire  group 
ended  up  screaming  at  each 
other  when  they  didn’t  even 
know  each  other’s  names. 

After  that  blew  over,  I 
thought  “OK,  now  they’re 
going  to  get  down  to 
business.”  Instead,  most 
members  decided  to  go 
skinny-dipping  while  a  few 
searched  their  commune  to 
get  ideas  for  improvement. 

As  night  fell  on  the  first 
day,  the  group  decided  to 
party,  resulting  in  sexual 
harassment,  fights  and  al¬ 
cohol  poisoning.  I’m  going 
to  Temind  you  again:  this  is 
the  first  night  of  a  year  in  a 
community  which  has  yet 
to  be  created. 

The  next  morning,  one  of 
the  girls  woke  up  extremely 
sick  from  her  wild  night. 
This  is  when  I  realized  the 
group  is  not  as  cut  off  from 
the  world  as  Fox  wants 
you  to  believe.  The  group 
has  one  phone,  which  at 
the  beginning  of  the  show, 
viewers  were  told  was  un¬ 
charged  until  electricity  was 
generated.  Somehow,  the 


Utopians  were  able  to  call 
an  ambulance  and  get  the 
girl  to  a  hospital  although 
they  supposedly  didn’t  have 
a  working  phone. 

Maybe  the  large  amount 
of  immediate  conflict  was 
due  to  the  wide  variety 
of  people  who  were  cast 
to  join  the  community. 
Among  the  14,  there  is 
a  pastor,  a  polygamist,  a 
yoga  instructor,  a  pregnant 
woman  and  a  homeless 
ex-convict.  The  casting 
itself  screams  drama,  which, 
to  me,  seems  like  a  way  to 
make  the  show  much  less 
about  the  community  and 
more  about  the  fighting. 

If  you  asked  me,  I  would 
say  that  most  of  the  show 
is  probably  scripted,  but  I 
have  no  way  to  support  that 
claim. 

Utopia  has  been  on  for 
no  more  than  five  episodes, 
and  already  the  show  is 
losing  viewers.  Unlike  the 
first  episode,  which  gar¬ 
nered  a  2.0  Nielsen  rating, 
following  episodes  were 
not  broadcast  after  an  NFL 
game,  and  ratings  quickly 
dropped. 

I  will  admit  I  have  a  weak 
spot  for  reality  television, 
but  the  concept  of  this 
show  had  so  much  more 
potential  than  what  it  was 
made  to  be.  If  the  focus  had 
stayed  on  creating  a  new 
community  it  could  have 
been  enjoyable.  I’m  sure  at 
some  point  in  the  season 
the  cast  members  will  need 
to  buckle  down  and  figure 
out  how  to  work  together, 
but  I  will  not  be  sticking 
around  to  watch.  From  the 
first  episode,  I  don’t  see  that 
happening  without  some 
over  exaggerated  drama 
that  leaves  viewers  rolling 
their  eyes.

“This  Is  All  Yours,”  the 
sophomore  work  from  indie 
powerhouse  alt-J  might  be 
the  best  album  of  the  year. 
This  long  awaited  follow  up 
to  2012’s  award-winning 
“An  Awesome  Wave”  was 
well  worth  the  wait,  with 
every  track  digging  deeper 
into  the  strange,  addicting 
combination  of  noises  that 
we’ve  come  to  expect  from 
the  band  that  represents 
itself  with  the  greek  letter 
delta  (A). 

The  hype  leading  up  to 
the  album  has  been  massive, 
with  a  series  of  artsy  music 
videos  accompanying  sin¬ 
gles  riding  the  top  of  the 
iTunes  charts.  Some  have 
been  better  than  others; 
you'll  be  happy  to  know 
that  “Left  Hand  Free,”  the 
uninspired  radiobait  that 
was  released  earlier  this 
summer  is  by  far  the  worst 
song  on  the  album.  Every¬ 
body  gets  one. 

The  other  52  minutes 
of  the  album  is  brilliance. 
“Yours”  kicks  off  with  a 
vocal  intro,  which  sets  a 


dreamy  stage  that  is  famil¬ 
iar  to  fans  and  no  doubt 
surprising  to  new  listeners. 
The  British  trio  somehow 
manages  to  make  a  song 
with  the  lyrical  complexity 
of  a  lullaby  (see:  la-la-la) 
interesting  by  way  of  har¬ 
mony  and  suspense-build¬ 
ing  tones.  The  harmonies 
really  shine  on  this  album, 
especially  on  “Warm 
Foothills,”  which  ping- 
pongs  between  registers  in 
a  manner  that  is  deliciously 
disorienting.  Like  their 
previous  work,  this  album 
continues  the  trend  of  hav¬ 
ing  unexpected  interludes, 
like  the  medieval  sounding 
“Garden  of  England, "com¬ 
ing  out  of  nowhere  in  true 
Shakespearean  form  with 
pan  flute  solos.  Eventually 
we  get  to  the  final  track, 
“Leaving  Nara,”a  sort  of 
alarm  clock  signaling  the 
end  of  the  dream. 

The  best  songs  on  the 
album,  “Bloodflood  Pt.  II,” 
the  band's  cover  of  Bill 
Withers  “Lovely  Day,”  and 
“The  Gospel  of  John  Hurt,” 
spiritual  successor  to  “Taro" 
on  the  first  album,  are  in¬ 
credible.  Without  insulting 


its  stand  out  jams,  “This  Is 
All  Yours”  works  best  in  its 
entirety.  It  is  not  an  album 
you'll  want  to  skip  around 
on.  Just  press  play  and 
listen. 

With  this  album,  alt-J  has 
avoided  the  trap  that  many 
popular  indie  artists  fall 
into;  a  sophomore  slump. 
We  see  group  after  break¬ 
out  group  drop  the  ball 
with  their  second  offering, 
leaving  hungry  fans  to 
wonder  whether  or  not  the 
first  album  was  actually 
something  great,  or  just  a 
fluke.  The  Pitchfork  Curse, 
so  to  speak.  We  had  reason 
to  worry,  especially  after 
that  single. 

With  “This  Is  All  Yours,” 
it  is  clear  that  our  fears 
were  for  nothing.  Alt-J  is 
sticking  around.  The  ma¬ 
turity  of  their  sound,  along 
with  the  incredible  fact  that 
they  sound  like  no  one  and 
no  one  sounds  like  them 
secures  them  a  position  at 
the  royal  table  of  indie  rock 
for  years  to  come.

Campus  tobacco  ban  still  not  deterring  some  students

It’s  a  rule  that  is  well- 
known  throughout  the 
school.  Stickers  and  signs 
are  posted  throughout  the 
campus,  reminding  students 
and  faculty  to  abide  by  the 
tobacco-free  policy. 

Implemented  in  2012, 
College  of  DuPage  set  up 
the  tobacco-free  rule  on 
campus.  The  policy  was 
created  to  help  promote 
a  healthier  experience  for 
students  and  faculty  that 
attend  COD.  The  ban 
includes  smokeless  tobacco, 
cigars,  pipes,  traditional  and 
electronic  cigarettes. 

However,  many  people 
question  the  effectiveness  of 
the  ban  and  see  this  policy 
as  more  of  a  deterrent,  as 
compared  to  an  enforced 
policy.  With  the  only  reper¬ 
cussion  being  a  S15  ticket, 
many  people  seem  unafraid 
of  continuing  their  use  of 


tobacco  on  campus. 

It’s  not  an  uncommon 
sight  to  see  people  smoking 
both  traditional  and  elec¬ 
tronic  cigarettes  on  COD’s 
campus.  Despite  the  stealth 
of  electronic  cigarettes,  the 
students  at  COD  openly 
smoke  their  electronic 
cigarettes,  without  much 
thought  about  the  minor 
consequences  that  they 
could  receive  if  caught  by  a 
campus  police  officer. 

In  addition  to  not  fearing 
repercussions,  there  also 
seems  to  be  confusion 
among  students  on  what 
is  allowed  and  what  isn’t 
allowed  in  terms  of  what 
the  policy  prohibits. 

“I  didn’t  even  think 
electronic  cigarettes  were 
banned  on  campus,  with 
them  being  water-vapor 
and  all.  My  friends  and  I 
continue  to  use  our  e-cigs 


whenever  we’re  studying,  or 
just  hanging  out  in  school. 
No  one’s  ever  given  us  a 
problem  for  it  yet,”  a  COD 
student  said. 

COD  police  officials 
described  how  they  enforce 
the  campus  policy. 

“If  we  see  students  smok¬ 
ing,  or  vaping  on  campus, 
we  won’t  write  them  up 
right  away.  We  give  them 
a  verbal  warning  for  their 
first  offense,”  Lieutenant 
Joe  Girtin  and  Deputy 
Chief  Ray  Snisko  ex- 
plained.“We  try  to  educate 
more  than  to  write  up 
people  fines  for  smoking.” 

Girtin  and  Snisko  also 
mentioned  a  change 
in  state  law  regarding 
campus  tobacco  use.  The 
Smoke  Free  Campus  Act 
was  signed  by  Governor 
Pat  Quinn,  and  requires 
colleges  and  universities 


to  enforce  a  no-smoking 
policy  both  indoors  and 
outdoors  on  campuses.  This 
means  that  here  at  COD, 
and  campuses  alike,  people 
will  no  longer  be  receiving 


fines  through  the  school, 
but  will  be  issued  an  actual 
police  citation. 

“We  also  have  been 
reminding  people  about  the 
Smoke  Free  Campus  act, 


which  begins  January  1st. 
This  means  that  people  will 
no  longer  be  cited  through 
the  school,  but  will  be  given 
a  state  ticket.”

The  College  of  DuPage 
has  been  in  the  news  this 
past  week  due  to  the  recent 
vote  of  no  confidence  in 
President  Breuder  by  the 
full-time  faculty.  This  is  a 
big  deal,  as  it  is  the  first 
time  this  has  happened  in 
the  history  of  the  school. 
We've  been  paying  pretty 
close  attention  to  it  here  at 
The  Courier,  both  because 
it  is  our  job,  and  because 
we've  grown  more  and 
more  fascinated  with  the 
current  state  of  our  lovely 
school's  politics. 

For  those  of  you  just  tun¬ 
ing  in,  starting  just  before 


graduation  last  year  and 
continuing  to  the  present, 
we've  witnessed  a  series  of 
events  reminiscent  of  an 
extremely  boring  episode 
of  “Game  ofThrones.” 
Sketchy  emails  have  been 
leaked,  an  article  by  a  local 
conservative  watchdog  was 
run  by  Forbes  online,  and 
in  the  words  of  Breuder,  a 
“rogue  trustee”  is  running 
amok  on  the  board  of  trust¬ 
ees.  The  faculty  have  largely 
remained  silent:  watching, 
waiting,  biding  their  time. 

That  is,  until  last  week. 
They  finally  showed  up 
to  the  fight,  and  with  this 


vote  they  have  done  what 
exacdy? 

While  we  recognize  the 
gravity  of  a  faculty  union 
having  no  confidence  in  the 
president  of  the  school,  we 
also  question  the  impact 
of  such  a  vote  independent 
of  a  proposed  solution.  The 
board  of  trustees  were  no¬ 
tified  about  the  union’s  lack 
of  confidence,  but  faculty 
President  Glenn  Hansen 
couldn't  tell  us  exacdy  what 
he  hoped  the  vote  would 
accomplish.  One  might 
assume  that,  having  ex¬ 
pressed  a  lack  of  confidence 
in  a  leader,  an  organization 


might  at  the  very  least 
call  for  his  replacement. 
Hansen  wouldn't  explicidy 
do  that,  reiterating  that  the 
no  confidence  vote  was  the 
strongest  move  the  union 
could  make.  When  we 
break  it  down,  though,  the 
move  doesn't  seem  strong 
at  all. 

The  board  of  trustees, 
who  have  the  actual  power 
over  Breuder's  future  at  the 
college,  is  largely  on  his  side 
in  all  of  this.  While  loud 
voices  like  Trustee  Kathy 
Hamilton's  are  fiercely  crit¬ 
ical,  the  majority  seem  to 
be  firmly  in  the  president's

camp.  Looking  forward, 
any  political  consequences 
for  the  trustees  up  for  re- 
election  assume  a  candidate 
would  run  on  a  pro-union, 
anti-Breuder  platform, 
which  seems  very  unlikely. 
The  administration  itself 
immediately  downplayed 
the  importance  of  this  vote, 
citing  the  fact  that  the  full¬ 
time  faculty  only  represents 
10  percent  of  the  college's 
employees.  In  fact,  the  en¬ 
tire  response  from  Breuder's 
camp  can  be  summed  up  in 
two  words:  “So  what?” 

The  union's  vote  is  a 
big  deal,  but  it  comes  late 
in  a  game  that  is  already 
crowded.  Simply  stating 
more  grievances  without 
making  any  strong  state¬ 
ments  as  to  the  desired  way 
of  addressing  them  simply 
muddles  the  conversation 
more.  We  need  clarity.  We 
hear  that  you  don't  have 
confidence  in  Breuder;  now 
tell  us  what  you  want  done 
about  it. 

Looking  forward,  it  seems 


like  it  is  only  going  to  get 
louder.  The  board  meeting 
on  Sept.  25  promises  to  be 
another  firecracker,  and  it 
would  not  be  surprising  if 
the  faculty's  desires  once 
again  got  lost  in  the  mix.

A  $30 
million  dollar  teaching  and 
learning  center  is  useless 
without  quality  instructors 
to  actually  teach  in  it.  It  is 
disgusting  that  the  admin¬ 
istration  would  so  readily 
dismiss  such  a  concerning 
vote,  but  is  also  disappoint¬ 
ing  that  the  faculty  union 
leaders  have  allowed  them¬ 
selves  to  be  dismissed  thus 
far.  “We  don't  like  you,” 
they've  said.  “What’ re  you 
going  to  do  about  it?”  has 
been  the  response.  What 
indeed.

For  the  first  time  in  John 
Pangan’s  19  years  of  coach¬ 
ing  at  College  of  DuPage, 
he  has  had  to  cancel  the 
women’s  volleyball  team. 
Pangan  simply  didn’t  have 
enough  players  who  can 
make  the  commitment  to 
play  on  the  school’s  volley¬ 
ball  team. 

“I  think  it  was  the  right 
call,  since  the  season  wasn’t 
looking  good  for  us  at  all,” 
Pangan  said. 

At  the  beginning  of  this 
season,  he  started  out  with 
13  athletes  who  were  on  the 


volleyball  team  suddenly  canceled  for  fall 


team.  Only  three  athletes 
had  played  previously  vol¬ 
leyball  in  high  school.  The 
other  10  women  had  no 
experience  in  the  sport,  but 
were  interested  in  playing 
on  the  collegiate  level  here 
at  COD.  As  time  passed, 
many  stopped  playing  due 
to  various  reasons. 

This  created  a  huge  prob¬ 
lem  for  Pangan,  as  he  not 
only  had  a  team  that  was 
gradually  becoming  smaller, 
but  many  had  no  experi¬ 
ence.  Meaning  that  the 
basics  would  have  to  taught 
to  the  new  players,  while 
trying  to  coach  the  more 
experienced  players. 


“A  few  girls  on  the  team 
would’ve  lost  a  year  of  eligi¬ 
bility  for  playing  volleyball 
at  at  collegiate  level,  mean¬ 
ing  that  they  would  lose  a 
whole  year  of  being  able  to 
play  volleyball  at  a  colle¬ 
giate  level.  It  just  wouldn’t 
be  worth  it  for  them  to 
continue  playing  this  year,” 
Pangan  admitted. 

Despite  the  disadvantages 
presented  to  Pangan,  he 
tried  to  make  the  season 
work  for  his  team.  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  out  of  the  five  games 
played  by  the  Chaparrals’ 
women’s  volleyball  team, 
they  had  lost  every  match. 
Pangan  then  decided  to  pull 


the  plug  on  the  rest  of  the 
season. 

Pangan  hopes  in  the  fu¬ 
ture  that  women’s  volleyball 
at  COD  will  draw  more 
interest  in  athletes,  and  he 
will  be  able  to  recruit  and 
maintain  a  full  team.

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Board  approves  motion,  instills  'sense  of  decorum'

"The  College  of  DuPage 
board  of  trustees  approved 
a  motion  Sept.  25  to  regu¬ 
late  public  conduct  at  reg¬ 
ular  meetings.  The  measure 
passed  with  a  6-1  vote.  Vice 
Chairman  Kathy  Hamilton 
voted  “no.” 

The  motion  discourages 
unruly  conduct  from  taking 
place  during  regular  meet¬ 
ings  and  acts  as  code  of 
conduct  for  members  of  the 
public  in  attendance. 

“Respect  for  the  duties  of 
the  board  and  for  the  dem¬ 
ocratic  process  will  be  ad¬ 
hered  to  —  in  this  regard,  ci¬ 
vility  and  a  sense  of  decorum 
will  be  strictly  followed,”  the 
motion  stated. 

Prior  to  the  motion’s  ap¬ 
proval,  Hamilton  stated  the 
board  proposed  the  motion 
in  fear  of  the  public. 

“I  have  to  ask,  what  are 
you  afraid  of  that  you  need 
to  make  a  policy  like  this?  I 
think  this  is  really  unneces¬ 


sary,”  Hamilton  said. 

Co-Vice  Chairman  Jo¬ 
seph  Wozniak  responded 
to  Hamilton,  stating  the 
motion  was  proposed  to 
promote  the  formality  of 
meetings. 

“It’s  not  being  afraid,  it’s 
about  having  some  formal¬ 
ity.  Last  month  was  a  zoo,” 
Wozniak  said,  referring  to 
the  Aug.  21  meeting. 

The  new  rules  divide  pub¬ 
lic  commentary  into  two 
portions. 

“The  initial  Public  Com¬ 
ment  segment  shall  be  lim¬ 
ited  to  items  specifically 
on  the  agenda.  The  Public 
Comment  segment  at  the 
end  of  the  meeting  shall  be 
open  to  any  relevant  subject 
matters,”  the  new  rules  stat¬ 
ed. 

After  the  agenda  was  ad¬ 
opted,  Hamilton  moved 
to  place  the  general  pub¬ 
lic  comment  section  to  the 
forefront. 


“By  placing  the  general 
comment  in  the  back  of  the 
agenda,  it  says  to  the  people 
that  their  comments  are  ir¬ 
relevant  and  their  voice  at 
the  College  of  DuPage  is 
not  wanted,”  Hamilton  said. 

Trustee  Kim  Savage  stated 
she  had  been  to  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  other  school  boards 
and  public  bodies  with  the 
same  format:  one  public 
comment  section  prior  to 
the  meeting  pertaining  to 
agenda  items  and  one  fol¬ 
lowing  the  meeting  for  gen¬ 
eral  comments. 

“By  separating  the  [public 
commentary]  this  way  it  al¬ 
lows  the  board  to  focus  on 
its  business  before  it  gets  too 
late  and  everybody  is  short 
on  brain  cells,”  Savage  said.

A  few  years  ago,  Karli 
Johnson  was  just  a  col¬ 
lege  student  at  Northern 
Illinois  University.  That 
is,  a  college  student  who 
had  been  part  of  a  school 
shooting,  had  aided  her 
friend  through  sexual 
assault  trauma  and  been 
in  an  abusive  relationship 
herself. 

Johnson  witnessed  more 
than  most  college  students 
will  see  in  their  educational 
careers,  but  the  truth  is, 
in  the  modern  day  these 
experiences  are  not  uncom¬ 
mon. 

Johnson  will  be  present¬ 
ing  at  College  of  DuPage 
thanks  to  the  “You  Are 
Beautiful”  speaker  series, 
sponsored  by  the  college’s 
Pride  Alliance.  She  will 
speak  on  domestic  violence 
as  well  as  sexual  assault  and 


what  it  means  for  college 
students. 

Johnson  has  turned  her 
hardships  into  fuel  for  her 
career.  As  a  motivational 
speaker  and  crisis  counselor, 
she  aims  to  help  others  deal 
with  similar  situations  as 
well  as  avoid  them.  Johnson 
travels  throughout  the  Chi¬ 
cago  area,  giving  presenta¬ 
tions  on  a  variety  of  topics 
ranging  from  being  a  victim 
of  a  school  shooting  to 
teaching  men  about  female 
struggles  and  the  meaning 
of  feminism. 

Bradley  Setter,  advising 
officer  of  Pride  Alliance, 
believes  that  Johnson’s 
message  on  domestic 
violence  and  sexual  assault 
will  be  beneficial  for  COD 
students. 

“We  decided  to  add  her  to 
the  speaker  series  because 


we  need  to  embrace  her 
allies  and  our  partnerships 
with  outside  resources,” 
Setter  said.  “[The  speaker 
series  will]  also  show  that 
everybody  goes  through 
sexual  assault  and  domestic 
violence  but  LGBTQ+ 
sexual  assault  and  domestic 
violence  is  very  underre¬ 
ported  due  to  not  having 
legalized  marriage  equality 
across  the  board.” 

Setter  and  Pride  Alliance 
want  to  give  students  the 
right  tools  to  help  them¬ 
selves  in  situations  that  are 
commonly  overlooked. 

“It’s  very  important  to 
educate  LGBTQ+  youth 
how  to  be  in  a  relationship, 
and  if  that  relationship 
goes  bad,  how  to  take  care 
of  themselves  and  their 
children,”  Setter  said.  “We 
hope  that  the  student  body 


learns  how  to  appreci¬ 
ate  themselves  but  more 
importantly  take  care  of 
themselves.” 

Johnson’s  presentation 
will  be  complete  with  infor¬ 


mation  on  resources  acces¬ 
sible  to  the  community. 

Johnson’s  talk  will  take 
place  from  12  p.m.  to  1  p.m. 
on  Friday,  Oct.  3  in  BIC

Niykee  Heaton  has 
proven  she  can  run  with  the 
big  dogs  with  the  release  of 
her  long  awaited  EP  “Bad 
Intentions. "The  Chicago 
YouTube  star  was  discov¬ 
ered  when  her  covers  of 
popular  rap  songs  began  to 
go  viral.  Since  her  rise  to 
Internet  fame  in  2012,  she 
has  released  many  of  her 
own  songs  on  her  personal 
Soundcloud  and  Instagram 
accounts.  She  has  been 
praised  by  A-list  rappers 


and  was  even  featured  on 
the  song  tided  “We  Own 
It”  with  Mike  Posner,  T 
Mills  and  Sammy  Adams. 

Heaton  released  her 
first  official  single  “Bad 
Intentions”  on  May  26 
and  received  praise  for 
her  originality.  Since  then, 
Heaton  has  encouraged  her 
fan  base  with  song  teasers 
and  promotional  pictures 
for  her  record.  Her  full

First-time  Tinder  user  takes  a  swipe  at  hook-up  app

Over  the  past  week  I 
have  given  up  my  time 
and  dignity  to  try  out 
media-crazed  dating  app 
Tinder.  If  you  have  not 
heard  about  the  app  by  now, 
you  probably  live  under  a 
rock.

location.  Tinder  will  not 
work  without  your  location 
services  being  turned  on. 

I  set  my  distance  to  100 
miles  in  hopes  of  never 
actually  seeing  anyone  that 
I  talked  to  on  Tinder.  This 
failed  me  when  someone 
actually  approached  me  in 
real  life  and  told  me  they 
saw  my  profile  on  Tinder.

I  understand  why  some 
find  Tinder  enjoyable.  It’s 


surprisingly  addicting  to 
scroll  through  person  after 
person  and  finding  a  match 
is  an  instant  confidence 
booster.  Despite  the  many 
scary  people  users  may 
encounter,  there  are  actually 
some  pretty  cool  people 
that  use  it.  I  talked  to  a  few 
that  I  wouldn’t  mind  get¬ 
ting  to  know  in  real  life. 

That  being  said,  I  can 
never  see  myself  taking 
it  seriously  or  using  it  for 
more  than  this  experiment. 
Frankly,  I  don’t  want  to  live 


in  a  world  where  I  have  to 
lie  about  how  I  met  some¬ 
one  because  I’m  embar¬ 
rassed  of  it.  Even  more  so,  I 
don’t  want  to  expose  myself 
to  a  place  where  asking  for 
my  bra  size  is  an  acceptable 
conversation  starter.

Fight  for  the  fishbowl 


This  past  week,  the  Unit¬ 
ed  Nations  hosted  a  sum¬ 
mit  on  climate  change  at 
their  headquarters  in  New 
York  City.  At  the  summit, 
world  leaders  addressed 
issues  such  as  carbon 
emissions  and  deforesta¬ 
tion.

But  wait-  weren’t  we

having  this  conversation 
eight  years  ago  when  “An 
Inconvenient  Truth”  came 
out?  That’s  not  a  very  long 
time,  in  the  scheme  of 
things.  Until  you  remember 
that  the  first  Earth  Day  was 
more  than  44  years  ago.  Just 
to  put  that  in  perspective, 


Vince  Vaughn  and  Phil 
Mickelson  were  born  the 
same  year. 

That’s  not  to  say  that  we 
shouldn’t  still  be  talking 
about  climate  change.  We 
absolutely  should.  It  is  vital 
that  we  continue  to  do  so. 
It’s  just  baffling  to  see  the 
same  conversations  over 
and  over  again,  with  little 
progress  made.  We’re  like 
the  smoker  who  says,  “I’m 
going  to  quit  by  the  time  I 
turn  25,”  and  feels  like  he’s 
accomplished  something  as 
he  lights  up  another. 

Only  that’s  not  good 
enough  anymore.  Weather 
is  getting  crazier.  There’s 
a  continent  of  garbage 
floating  around  the  Pacific. 
Polar  bears  and  ice  caps  and 
forests  in  Southeast  Asia.  It 
all  sounds  so  dramatic  and 
far  away.  It’s  all  the  same 
fishbowl,  though.  There’s 
nowhere  else  to  go. 

If  we  are  to  solve  this 
problem,  which  is  to  say,  if 
humanity  is  going  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  exist,  we  have  to 
start  acting  systemically.  If 
you  have  an  aquarium,  and 
it’s  getting  dirty,  the  solu¬ 
tion  isn’t  to  collect  all  the 
waste  in  one  corner  so  that 
the  fish  might  live  comfort¬ 
ably  in  the  others.  You  clean 
the  tank.  Not  over  the  next 
86  years.  Now. 

The  summit  was  a  good 


thing  because  it  rekindled 
this  conversation.  It  was  a 
bad  thing  because  it  implies 
that  further  conversation 
is,  in  some  way,  progress. 
President  Obama  presented 
an  executive  order  requiring 
environmental  sustain¬ 
ability  to  be  considered  in 
international  development 
programs.  This  baby  step 
is  absolutely  in  the  correct 
direction  and  might  have 
been  impressive  if  it  didn’t 
come  44  years  into  the  dis¬ 
cussion.  As  it  stands,  it  feels 
like  the  illusion  of  progress. 
Just  enough  to  feel  good 
about  but  not  enough  to 
actually  make  a  difference. 

In  the  same  week,  the 
People’s  Climate  March 
happened  around  the  world, 
with  nearly  400,000  people 
in  New  York  alone  de¬ 
manding  that  something  be 
done  about  the  degradation 
of  our  planet.  This  kind  of 
talk  is  a  little  bit  harder  to 
ignore.  The  actual  goal  of 
the  protest  is  a  bit  unclear, 
and  it  risks  going  the  way 
of  the  Occupy  Movement 
(sensational,  but  ultimately 
ineffective).  It  does  show 
one  thing  though:  people 
care  about  this. 

And  that’s  the  point  real¬ 
ly.  We  care  about  this.  You 
should  care  about  this.  You 
should  make  your  friends 
care  about  this.  Let’s  lay  it 


out  as  clear  as  can  be:  the 
world,  as  we  know  it,  will 
not  continue  to  exist  unless 
humanity  does  something 
cohesive  and  immediate. 
This  is  not  alarmist.  This  is 
not  sensationalized.  This 
is  simply  the  reality  of  the 
world  we  live  on. 

We’re  not  the  naive  peo¬ 
ple  we  used  to  be,  think¬ 
ing  the  world  was  strong 
enough  for  us  to  lean  on 
as  hard  as  we  wanted.  We 
know  now  that  we  have  a 
very  real  ability  to  destroy 
our  own  habitat,  to  make 
our  fishbowl  uninhabitable. 

This  is  terrifying,  but  also 
kind  of  awesome,  because 
with  this  power  to  destroy 
we  also  have  a  very  real 
and  perhaps  more  amazing 
power  to  create.  It  is  not 
too  late  for  us  to  change. 
Almost,  but  not  quite.  We 
can  change,  we  can  pre¬ 
serve,  we  can  adapt,  but  we 
all  have  to  do  it  together 
and  we  all  have  to  do  it 
now.  There’s  no  time  to 
waste.  So  what ’re  you  wait¬ 
ing  for,  kid?  Get  out  there 
and  save  the  world.

Courier  coverage  of  no  confidence  vote 


Until  this  semester  I  was  a 
part-time  (adjunct)  faculty 
member  teaching  Speech 
1100.  I  am  now  a  speech 
consultant  in  the  Learning 
Commons. 

When  I  read  the  two  articles 
in  the  latest  Courier,  two 
things  jumped  out  at  me  im¬ 
mediately.  The  cover  gave  the 
line:  "Faculty:  No  Confidence 
in  Breuder.”  Same  line  on  page 
four,  but  with  the  explanation 
that  the  vote  was  from  189 
full-time  faculty  members  or 
81  percent  of  those  eligible  to 
vote. 

I  don't  view  it  as  being  dis¬ 
missive  that  the  administra¬ 
tion  pointed  out  that  the  vote 
only  represented  10  percent 
of  the  college  employee  base. 
What  does  the  other  90  per¬ 
cent  think? 

This  ties  into  the  second 
thing  that  jumped  out  at  me. 


Toward  the  end  of  the  opinion 
page  I  found  the  sentence,  “A 
S30  million  dollar  teaching 
and  learning  center  is  useless 
without  quality  instructors  to 
actually  teach  in  it." 

I  think  it  worth  pointing  out 
that  the  bulk  of  the  teaching 
load  is  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
adjunct  faculty.  Further,  the 
implication  is  that  without  the 
full-time  faculty,  we  would  not 
have  quality  instructors.  Even 
though  I  am  no  longer  an 
adjunct  faculty  member,  I  felt 
this  was  a  slap  in  the  face. 

I  would  ask  the  Courier  to 
be  specific  and  not  simply 
say  "faculty"  in  any  further 
headlines  unless  what  is  being 
printed  is  the  opinion  of  both 
the  full-time  and  part-time 
faculty.

The  Chaparrals  endured  a 
harsh  52-6  loss  against  the 
Georgia  Military  College 
Bulldogs  during  College  of 
DuPage’s  first  homecoming 


game  in  nearly  40  years. 

The  Chaparrals  started  off 
the  very  beginning  of  their 
homecoming  game  with 
an  interception  made  by 
cornerback  Tavaraus  Wade, 
resulting  in  a  touchdown 


for  COD. 

This  great  start  in  the  first 
20  seconds  made  it  look 
as  if  the  Georgia  Military 
Bulldogs  were  going  to 
have  their  work  cut  out  for 
them  against  COD. 


The  fans  roared  seeing  the 
Chaparrals’  defense  coordi¬ 
nate  so  well  together  which 
gave  a  morale  boost  among 
COD’s  athletes. 

Despite  a  hopeful  start, 
Georgia  Military  College 
quickly  came  back  and  were 
able  to  dominate  the  rest  of 
the  game. 

During  the  first  half  of 
the  game,  COD  was  able 
to  stand  a  fighting  chance 
against  the  bulldogs.  The 
Chaparrals’  defense  was 
able  to  stop  the  ball  from 
moving  across  the  field 
at  crucial  times.  COD’s 
offense  tried  everything  in 
their  power  to  move  for¬ 
ward  on  the  field,  and  was 
very  close  to  scoring  at  the 
end  of  the  first  half. 

However,  after  the  second 
half  began,  the  defense 
began  to  shut  down  and 
allowed  the  Bulldogs  to 
score  again  and  again. 


During  the  second  half, 
Georgia  Military  was  able 
to  capitalize  on  kickoff 
returns,  interceptions, 
and  long-distance  passes. 
Georgia  Military’s  defense 
prohibited  COD  to  make 
any  more  touchdowns 
throughout  the  game. 

Chaparral  head  football 
coach  Matt  Foster  admitted 
he  did  not  expect  such  a 
large  score  gap. 

“I  think  that  the  score 
total  from  the  first  half  was 
where  I  thought  we  might 
be  at.  However,  the  second 
half  was  way  off  on  how  I 
predicted  the  game  to  end,” 
Foster  said. 

Foster  acknowledged  the 
Chaparrals  made  errors  that 
aided  in  the  result  of  the 
huge  loss. 

“There  were  a  lot  of  mis¬ 
takes  that  could  have  been 
avoided.  Georgia  Military  is 
a  great  team,  and  you  can’t 


make  mistakes  like  we  did 
against  a  great  team.” 

Chaparral  quarterback 
Zach  Mahoney  remarked 
on  their  tough  opponent. 

“We  knew  that  Georgia 
Military  was  going  to  play 
as  hard  as  they  did,”  Ma¬ 
honey  admitted.  “From  the 
start  we  could  see  that  it 
was  going  to  be  a  battle  un¬ 
til  they  end,  and  they  didn’t 
let  up.  Their  defense  was 
especially  difficult  to  play 
against,  and  I  think  that 
there  was  a  lot  we  could 
have  changed  in  terms  of 
our  offense.” 

It’s  an  unfortunate  loss 
for  the  Chaparrals,  especial¬ 
ly  with  having  such  a  great 
start  to  their  season.  Their 
current  record  is  3-2,  and 
they  play  their  next  game 
against  Trinity  Valley  on 
Oct.  4.

Domestic  violence  speaker  gives  advice  to  college  students

Every  college  student 
knows  that  they  will  come 
to  face  obstacles  in  their 
time  at  school.  Some  may 
be  big,  some  may  be  small, 
and  no  two  people  will 
have  the  same  experiences. 

Karli  Johnson,  motiva¬ 
tional  speaker  and  crisis 
adviser,  visited  College  of 
DuPage  on  Oct.  3  as  the 
second  speaker  in  a  speaker 
series  sponsored  by  Pride 
Alliance.  In  the  hourlong 
workshop,  Johnson  focused 
on  domestic  violence  and 
modern-day  rape  culture 
while  giving  advice  based 
on  first-hand  experi¬ 
ence.  With  a  charismatic 
personality,  Johnson  was 
able  to  keep  the  environ¬ 
ment  inviting,  even  when 
focusing  on  life-damaging 
events. 

Johnson  has  been  a 
victim  of  a  school  shoot¬ 
ing,  an  abusive  relationship 
and  helped  council  a  friend 
through  sexual  assault. 

These  experiences  have 
shaped  Johnson  as  a  per¬ 
son,  and  led  her  to  the  life 
that  she  loves.  She  advises 
current  college  students 
not  to  stress  about  where 
they  will  end  up,  but  enjoy 
the  moments  that  they 
have  now. 

“Stress  of  the  future 
is  the  reason  you  are  in 
school,”  Johnson  said.  “Al¬ 
most  no  one  knows  what 
they  want  to  do  and  that’s  ’ 
okay.” 

She  herself  has  changed 
her  major  three  times  and 
believes  that  the  events  in 
a  person’s  life  will  guide 
them  to  a  future  that  they 
never  expected  before. 

Johnson  explained  what 
she  calls  a  butterfly  effect. 

“Horrible  things  will 
happen.  When  things  are 
stressful  and  terrible,  great 


things  will  happen  too.  I 
never  would  have  believed 
it  if  my  18-year-old  self 
said  I  would  be  in  a  career 
to  talk  about  domestic  vio¬ 
lence  but  the  events  in  my 
life  have  led  me  here  and 
this  is  the  job  I  love.” 

In  her  talk,  Johnson 
shared  that  many  victims 
do  not  realize  that  they 
have  been  sexually  as¬ 
saulted.  In  order  to  have 
a  healthy  relationship, 
Johnson  believes  in  com¬ 
munication  and  having  a 
support  group  to  get  indi¬ 
viduals  through  any  tough 
times  they  may  encounter. 

“Communication  is  key. 
It’s  so  important  in  every 
type  of  relationship,”  John¬ 
son  said.  “In  a  romantic 
relationship,  it  is  important 
to  talk  about  your  wants 
and  needs  and  establish 


boundaries  by  talking,  not 
assuming.” 

Johnson  believes  that 
outside  of  any  one  rela¬ 
tionship,  an  individual 
should  have  others  to 
support  them. 

“Having  a  support  group 
outside  of  a  single  rela¬ 
tionship  is  important.  Just 
having  someone  who  you 
are  comfortable  talking 
to  whether  it’s  a  family 
member,  friend,  mentor  or 
teacher  can  be  really  help¬ 
ful.  Someone  who  knows 
you  well  and  will  under¬ 
stand  you,”Johnson  said. 

A  support  group  of  close 
friends  may  not  be  enough 
in  many  cases.  Crisis 
lines  are  able  to  help  both 
victims  and  those  aiding 
them.  Victims  can  stay 
completely  anonymous 
when  using  any  phone  line 


resources. 

“A  professional  support 
group  is  also  important,” 
Johnson  said.  She  explains 
that  when  helping  anoth¬ 
er,  there  is  only  so  much 
you  can  do  as  a  friend.  In 
many  cases,  professional 
advice  can  be  helpful  on  a 
different  level. 

“I  was  a  [resident  assis¬ 
tant]  and  one  of  my  friends 
came  to  me  and  opened 
up  about  being  sexually 
assaulted.  I  was  there  for 
her  but  crossed  a  line  and 
became  more  like  her 
therapist  than  friend.” 

In  Johnson’s  presentation, 
she  spoke  of  how  college 
students  should  council  a 
friend  through  a  devastat¬ 
ing  event. 

“You  can’t  say  it’s  going 
to  be  OK.  I  have  never 
said  that,  because  you  don’t 


know  if  it  is.  You  can  say 
it’s  never  the  victim’s  fault 
and  that  you  believe  what 
they  are  saying, "Johnson 
said. 

Behind  Johnson  was 
a  white  board  with  the 
contact  numbers  of  Fam¬ 
ily  Shelter  Service  and 
YWCA  Metro  Chicago. 
These  contacts  can  aid  a 
victim,  or  someone  trying 
to  help  a  victim,  complete¬ 
ly  anonymously.  To  contact

Hozier’s  intense  album  makes  for  impressive  debut

Indie  rock  artist  Hozier 
has  proven  himself  to  be 
a  large,  if  not  the  biggest, 
competitor  in  alternative 
music  with  the  release  of 
his  self-titled  debut  album. 
’’Hozier”  was  third  on  the 
alternative  album  chart. 
Hozier’s  hit  single  “Take 
Me  To  Church”  made 
waves  over  the  summer 
and  put  him  on  the  map, 
but  the  single’s  popularity 
will  not  overshadow  his 
overall  talent.  Hozier  has 
created  an  album  that  will 
leave  listeners  drooling  for 
more,  completely  en¬ 
tranced  by  its  brilliance. 

The  album,  complete 
with  13  songs,  plus  four 
bonus  tracks  on  the  deluxe 
edition,  shows  multiple 
sides  of  his  sound.  With 
the  first  few  released  songs, 
it  was  expected  that  the  al¬ 
bum  might  fall  into  a  loop 
of  repetitive  songs  that,  by 
the  end,  listeners  can  not 
tell  apart. 

Luckily,  this  could  not  be 
further  from  the  truth,  al¬ 
though  many  of  the  songs 
have  similar  dark  messages 
that  make  listeners  think. 


The  order  of  the  album  is 
tailored  perfectly  to  give 
each  song  the  recognition 
it  deserves.  “Take  Me  To 
Church”  was  a  good  fore¬ 
shadowing  to  the  album 
with  a  melancholy  sound 
that  listeners  will  find 
throughout.  Despite  this 
common  sound,  the  fine- 
up  flows  in  a  way  to  refresh 
listeners  with  the  perfect 
amount  of  fife  after  a  long 
emphasis  on  death. 

Among  twisted  melodies, 
“Jackie  and  Wilson”  gives 
the  first  moment  of  fife 
to  a  rather  morbid  run  of 
songs.  The  song  almost 
takes  Hozier  out  of  the 
alternative  genre  and  into 
some  kind  of  uncharted 
territory  between  old 
school  rock  and  pop.  Al¬ 
though  the  theme  of  love 
is  a  common  thread  con¬ 
necting  the  album,  “Jackie 
and  Wilson”  may  be  the 
least  devastating  expression 
of  pure,  undying  love. 

As  the  album  progresses 
listeners  will  begin  to  real¬ 
ize  how  complex  Hozier’s 
songs  really  are.  With 
lyrics  so  brilliantly  written, 


every  word  is  important. 
Hozier  has  an  obvious 
talent  of  wording  things 
unlike  other  artists. 

“In  a  Week,”  featuring 
Karen  Crowley,  show¬ 
cases  a  gruesome  love 
story  which  speaks  of  the 
peacefulness  of  death.  The 
song  is  complete  with  bone 
chilling  harmonies  as  well 
as  lyrics  that  will  shock 
anyone  with  no  back¬ 
ground  on  the  story  it  tells. 
Lyrics  like  “And  they’d 
find  us  in  a  week  when  the 
weather  gets  hot,  after  the 
insects  have  made  their 
claim,  I’d  be  home  with 
you,”  speak  for  the  depth 
of  the  entire  album. 

The  album  is  jam  packed 
with  references  of  death 
and  love,  conflicting  inter¬ 
ests  that  make  the  album 
so  intense.  If  listeners  are 
expecting  a  happy-go- 
lucky  soundtrack  to  dance 
along  to,  they  have  chosen 
the  wrong  album.  Hozier 
has  created  a  masterpiece 
for  music  enthusiasts  to 
fully  immerse  themselves 
in. 

Although  overflowing 


with  speak  of  death,  the 
overall  message  is  not 
depressing.  It  serves  as  a 
celebration  of  love,  fife 
and  what  comes  after  and 
will  leave  listeners  with  a 
peaceful  mindset. 

“Hozier”  has  proven  to 
be  the  best  first  impression 
the  music  industry  has 
seen  in  a  long  time.  The 
complexity  of  the  entire 
album  makes  it  impossible 
not  to  feel  connected  to 
the  songs  and  lyrics.  In  a 
case  like  this,  the  storylines 
do  not  need  to  be  relatable 
to  make  a  listener  believe 
they  have  lived  every  word, 
and  that  is  a  truly  beautiful 
thing. 

Hozier  has  set  the  bar 
extremely  high  for  himself, 
as  well  as  other  artists  to 
follow.  It  is  bound  to  be  a 
few  years  before  we  hear 
more  from  the  alternative 
world’s  newest  prodigy,  but 
he  is  guaranteed  to  keep 
fans  on  the  edge  of  their 
seats  waiting  for  more.

It  is  common  for

“It’s  always  been  a  hobby 
to  create  something  of  my 
own  and  be  able  to  call  it 
my  own,  so  that’s  pretty 
much  how  I  realized  I  was 
an  entrepreneur,”  Terrazas 
said.  “I  had  this  vision  and 
I  didn’t  want  to  work  a 
job.  I  thought  I  had  to  do 
something,  and  it  had  to 
have  a  motive  behind  it. 

I  don’t  just  want  to  make 
money  I  want  to  help 


people.” 

Not  only  did  Terrazas 
want  to  build  his  own 
business,  but  he  has  also 
made  it  a  personal  mission 
to  help  others  his  age  find 
their  footing  in  order  to 
start  their  own  companies 
and  further  their  ideas. 

“We  don’t  just  make  and 
sell  clothes.  A  lot  of  stu¬ 
dents  don’t  know  where  to 
go  once  they  have  an  idea 
so  we  are  trying  to  accom¬ 
plish  a  better  guideline,” 
Terrazas  said.  “By  pur¬ 
chasing  Yasit  you’re  pretty 
much  saying  ‘I’m  gonna 
do  it’  because  anyone  can 
be  successful,  you  just  have 
to  try  and  we  can  help  you 
out.” 

Terrazas  has  dedicat¬ 
ed  part  of  his  business 
mission  to  inspiring  others 
in  hopes  that  they  will 
achieve  their  dreams.  With 
his  own  clothing  line, 
Terrazas  was  able  to  create 
a  personalized  brand  im¬ 


age.  He  explains  that  the 
motive  behind  his  business 
is  to  never  let  go  of  your 
dreams  and  finally  wake  up 
and  realize  you  have  ambi¬ 
tion  to  be  successful. 

In  order  to  help  out 
other  teens  with  a  dream, 
Terrazas  created  “The 
Exclusive  Society.”  This  is 
an  network  of  teens  who 
would  like  to  support  Yasit, 
as  well  as  further  their  own 
ideas.  The  young  entrepre¬ 
neurs  help  each  other  by 
supporting  their  ideas  and 
promoting  each  other  to 
their  own  following. 

“My  plan  is  to  keep 
expanding  our  message  to 
teens  in  other  areas  and 
help  them  out  by  promot¬ 
ing  them  on  my  'Exclusive 
Society’  and  I  can  get  them 
help  or  motivation  if  they 
needed.” 

One  success  story  is  that 
of  Izzy  Machado.  Macha¬ 
do  is  a  part  of  the  exclusive 
society  and  has  let  his  idea 


for  an  app  take  off.  The 
game,  titled  “Bipolar  Ball”, 
can  now  be  downloaded 
in  the  app  store.  With  the 
app  promotion  by  Yasit, 
both  ends  are  hoping  to 
see  positive  results. 

“I  want  people  to  do 
what  they  love  and  some¬ 
times  it  just  takes  motiva¬ 
tion  or  promotion  to  get 
serious  on  an  idea  you  wish 
to  accomplish,”  Terrazas 
said. 

While  continuing  to 
build  up  the  Exclusive 
Society,  Terrazas  sees  his 
own  company  growing. 

For  now,  Yasit  is  popular  in 
West  Chicago  and  Carol 
Stream.  In  the  upcoming 
years,  Terrazas  sees  his 
brand  taking  DuPage 
County  by  storm. 

“It’s  a  dream,  but  it’s  not 
something  that’s  impossi¬ 
ble, ”Terrazas  said. 

As  his  brand  expands  by 
county,  Terrazas  expects  it 
to  also  expand  by  selection. 


Yasit  is  currendy  focused 
on  designs  for  teenagers, 
but  Terrazas  and  com¬ 
pany  are  in  the  process 
of  expanding  to  include 
adult  options  of  ties  and 
jackets.  Terrazas  hopes  that 
by  2018,  Yasit  will  have  a 
physical  storefront  in  West 
Chicago.

Security  report  shows  dearth  of  crime  at  COD

Last  week,  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage 
Police  Depart¬ 
ment  released  their  Annual 
Security  Report  for 
2014.  The  report,  a  yearly 
requirement  for  colleges 
participating  in  federal  aid 
programs,  breaks  down  the 
crimes  that  were  reported 
to  campus  police.  This 
year’s  report  covers  the 
entirety  of  2013,  and  let  us 
tell  you;  the  report  looks 
good. 

To  be  fair,  the  Main 
Campus  is  wedged  neatly 
between  Glen  Ellyn  and 
Wheaton,  neither  of  which 
struggle  with  serious 
crime  problems,  but  even 
keeping  in  mind  the  locale 
the  numbers  are  impres¬ 
sive.  Three  burglaries,  11 
drug  law  arrests,  and  four 


incidences  of  domestic  vi¬ 
olence.  18  reported  crimes 
altogether.

New  board  meeting  rules  marginalize 


Our  board  of  trustees 
chose  to  break  with  past 
precedence,  at  the  Sept. 

25  board  meeting.  In  the 
past,  when  there  have  been 
large  numbers  of  citizens 
who  signed  up  to  speak, 
the  board  of  trustees  would 
move  the  public  comments 
section  of  the  meeting  up 
to  accommodate  the  pub¬ 
lic,  to  allow  them  to  speak 
and  go  home.  Previous 
boards  did  this  even  when 
they  knew  that  the  speak¬ 
ers  were  going  to  criti¬ 


cize  them.  The  board  of 
trustees  has  traditionally 
pushed  executive  sessions 
to  the  end  of  the  meeting 
when  they  were  going  to 
take  no  action  based  on 
the  session,  out  of  courte¬ 
sy  to  the  attendees. 

On  Sept.  25,  they  did 
not  do  this.  Instead,  they 
made  students,  faculty 
and  the  public  wait  over 
three  hours  while  they 
conducted  their  business 
in  executive  session.  They 
made  four  students  wait 


until  after  midnight  to 
speak.  Two  of  the  student 
speakers  spoke  eloquent¬ 
ly  about  the  need  for  all 
to  return  to  civility  and 
respect  at  board  meetings. 
They  called  on  speakers 
to  be  respectful  of  board 
members  in  their  com¬ 
ments  and  they  decried 
the  angry  tone  and  hostile 
manner  in  which  many 
speakers  and  audience 
members  addressed  the 
board  and  the  senior  man¬ 
agement  team. 


It’s  a  shame  that  the 
board  of  trustees,  in  its  zeal 
to  marginalize  dissent¬ 
ing  voices,  marginalized 
students  who  were  trying 
to  bridge  the  growing  gap 
between  the  board  of  trust¬ 
ees  and  the  public.

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Breuder  gets  faculty,  staff  input  for  controversial  teaching  center

College  of  DuPage  Presi¬ 
dent  Robert  Breuder  inter¬ 
acted  directly  with  faculty 
and  classified  staff  for  the 
first  time  since  the  college’s 
full-time  faculty  casted  a 
vote  of  no  confidence  in 
his  leadership  abilities.  Two 
sessions  hosted  Oct.  7  pro¬ 
vided  an  opportunity  for 
both  parties  to  weigh  in  on 
the  controversial  teaching 
and  learning  center. 

On  Sept.  18  the  college’s 
faculty  association  officially 
expressed  no  confidence  in 
the  president.  The  vote  was 
open  to  the  242  full-time 
faculty  members,  a  smaller 
number  of  which  attended 
the  information  sessions. 

The  second  session  host¬ 
ed  an  attendance  of  ap¬ 
proximately  40  college  em¬ 
ployees.  Breuder  asked  the 
faculty  and  classified  staff 
their  honest  opinion  on  the 
center.  All  those  present 


raised  their  hands  in  sup¬ 
port  of  its  construction. 

The  new  center’s  main 
purpose  is  to  provide  gen¬ 
eral  purpose  classroom 
space.  It  will  also  serve  to 
populate  the  west  end  of 
the  main  campus.  The  cen¬ 
ter  will  assume  building 
site  M  where  Building  M 
stood  until  its  demolition 
in  October  2013. 

“The  primary  function  of 
the  building  is  multi-pur¬ 
pose  learning  space  -  the 
‘meat  and  potatoes’  of  an 
academic  institution,” 
Breuder  said. 

In  May,  the  board  of 
trustees  committed  $30 
million  to  construct  the 
center  with  an  expectation 
that  an  additional  $20  mil¬ 
lion  in  state  appropriated 
funds  would  be  combined 
to  finance  the  proposed  $50 
million  building.  Breuder 
was  criticized  after  he  sent 


an  email  to  the  trustees 
about  his  intent  to  secure 
the  $20  million  in  what  the 
Chicago  Tribune  called  “a 
seedy  tittle  money  grab.” 

To  date,  the  college  has 
not  received  any  of  the 
funding  appropriated  in 
2002.  Breuder  stated  the 
college  will  move  forward 
with  the  building’s  con¬ 
struction  even  if  state  fund¬ 
ing  does  not  come  through. 

“At  the  moment,  we  sit 
with  the  board’s  commit¬ 
ment  of  $30  million.  We 
hope  to  continue  to  access 
the  $20  million  that  is  sit¬ 
ting  in  Springfield  for  us,” 
Breuder  said.  “If  we  don’t, 
we  still  have  the  capacity 
to  build  a  building  close 
to  $50  million  because 
we  have  the  money  in  the 
bank.” 

Community  members 
have  spoken  out  at  regu¬ 


lar  board  meetings,  stating 
recent  enrollment  growth 
figures  do  not  justify  the 
construction  of  additional 
classroom  space. 

According  to  Breud¬ 
er,  the  center  stems  from 
a  demonstrated  need  for 
more  classroom  space  by 
college  deans,  particular¬ 
ly  during  peak  hours  from 
9:00  a.m.  to  1:00  p.m.  The 
president  plans  to  set  aside 


unfinished  space  in  the  new 
center  for  future  use  so  the 
building  can  grow  to  meet 
evolving  needs  within  the 
college. 

Breuder  estimated  the 
building  would  be  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  spring  semes¬ 
ter  of  2016. 

After  Breuder  concluded 
on  the  teaching  and  learn¬ 
ing  center,  those  present 
were  given  the  opportu¬ 


nity  to  voice  any  concerns 
directly  to  the  president. 
From  the  proposal  of  a 
planetarium  to  the  need  for 
better  allocation  of  class¬ 
room  space  in  the  Tech¬ 
nical  Education  Center, 
faculty  and  classified  staff 
raised  an  array  of  concerns.

Every  college  student 
has  taken  a  class  that 
they  aren’t  too  keen  on. 
We  have  all  camped  out 
in  four-hour  lectures  and 
felt  as  if  pausing  time 
couldn’t  make  the  clock 
go  any  slower.  Yik  Yak  is  a 
new  college-oriented  app 
that  may  help  students 
pass  time,  and  also  gives 
them  an  oudet  to  share 
their  daily  triumphs  and 
tribulations. 

The  point  of  the  app 
is  to  give  users  an  anon¬ 
ymous  way  to  post  tips, 
jokes,  or  anything  that 
they  can  fit  in  200  char¬ 
acters  or  less.  Anyone 
scrolling  through  the  app 
can  rate  posts  up  or  down. 
Each  post  has  a  number 
next  to  it  based  on  how 
many  rates  up  or  down  it 
has  received.  Yaks  can  be 
viewed  by  most  recent  or 
most  popular,  and  there  is 


even  a  “peek”  feature  that 
allows  users  to  view  Yaks 
from  campuses  around  the 
country. 

Since  the  anonymous 
message  board  is  based  on 
location,  when  sitting  in 
class  at  College  of  DuP- 
age,  the  Yaks  that  users 
will  scroll  through  are  all 
within  a  close  distance  to 
campus.  This  keeps  posts 
relevant  to  what  is  new 
on  campus,  or  what  other 
student’s  are  doing.  In 
short,  Yik  Yak  is  basically 
an  anonymous  form  of 
Twitter  in  which  you  can 
only  see  what  people  near 
you  post. 

Because  of  the  anony¬ 
mous  feature  of  the  app,  I 
assumed  that  I  would  see 
some  controversial  things 
when  I  downloaded  it.  I’m 
sure  most  younger  COD 
students  remember  the 
days  ofFormspring.com, 
and  more  recently,  Askfm. 
com,  where  anonymous 


questions  could  be  directed 
at  specific  users.  The  drama 
that  went  hand  in  hand 
with  those  sites  is  pretty 
much  what  I  expected 
when  getting  a  YikYak. 
The  difference  is,  nothing 
is  directed  at  a  specific 
person.  The  closest  it  gets 
to  that  is  someone  posting 
anything  along  the  lines 
of  “hey  that  the  girl  in  the 
pink  sweater  near  campus 
central  is  cute  and  they 
hope  she  sees  the  post.” 
General  comments  are 
made  about  the  school, 
certain  classes  or  groups  of 
people.  That  is  where  the 
lines  get  blurry. 

At  COD,  Yik  Yak  is 
entertaining.  There  are 
some  really  hilarious  posts, 
and  I  can  tell  you  first 
hand,  it  makes  getting 
through  a  longer  class  a 
little  more  bearable.  As 
with  any  social  media  site, 
certain  topics  can  come  up 
that  are  offensive  to  some 


users.  This  is  mostly  based 
on  language  and  adult  con¬ 
tent.  Of  course  you’ll  pass 
by  a  handful  of  these,  but 
the  beauty  of  it  is  if  you 
are  truly  bothered  you  can 
rate  down  the  post  or  even 
report  the  anonymous  user. 
COD  also  seems  to  have 
a  few  users  set  on  making 
judgmental  posts  based  on 
race.  Usually,  these  posts 
are  rated  down  and  other 
users  will  confront  them. 

If  COD’s  Yik  Yak  has  a 
problem  that  needs  to  be 
addressed,  I  think  that 
would  be  it. 

At  big  universities 
around  the  country,  Yik 
Yak  is  huge.  At  a  big 
school  there  is  always  so 
much  going  on.  It  would 
serve  as  a  great  way  to  ad¬ 
vertise  events,  or  let  others 
know  what  is  going  on 
in  every  corner  of  a  giant 
campus.

Student  theater  produc¬ 
tion  “Earth  and  Sky”  is 
taking  the  MAC  Studio 
stage  to  make  audience 
members  feel  as  if  they  are 
living  the  story  alongside 
the  characters.

The  storyline,  set  in  1989, 
follows  poet/librarian  Sara 
throughout  Chicago  as  she 
tries  to  uncover  the  truth 
behind  her  boyfriend’s 
death. 

Director  Carl  Lindberg 
explained  the  interactive 


aspect  of  the  show  as 
promenade  staging.  This 
type  of  production  allows 
viewers  to  move  around 
instead  of  sit  in  one  place 
for  the  run  of  the  show. 
Throughout  the  95 -minute 
►performance,  audience 
members  are  encouraged 
to  move  around  and  seat 
themselves  wherever  they 
have  full  sight  of  the  stage; 
even  in  the  middle  of  the 
action.  Many  viewers  may 
find  themselves  inter¬ 
twined  with  the  story  and 
moving  along  with  the 
scenes. 

“The  show  isn’t  inter¬ 
active  in  the  sense  where 
the  audience  chooses  their 


adventure,  but  they  get 
to  follow  along  with  Sara 
as  she  pieces  together  the 
mystery  of  the  death  of  her 
lover,”  said  Lindberg.  “The 
show  is  written  in  a  way 
to  get  the  audience  more 
involved  with  Sara.”

One  Man  Show 

In  launching  solo  pop  career,  Nick  Jonas  transitions  to  adulthood

I  have  to  admit  right 
off  the  bat;  I  was  a  giant 
Jonas  Brothers  fan.  I  was 
in  middle  school  at  the 
height  of  their  career, 
so  I  basically  worshiped 
them.  Nick  was  always  my 
favorite  brother,  maybe  be¬ 
cause  of  his  awesome  curly 
hair,  but  you  can  safely 
assume  when  I  saw  he  was 
launching  a  solo  career,  my 
fossilized  fan  girl  instincts 
kicked  in.  That’s  right, 
Nick  Jonas  is  back,  but  I 
don’t  think  anyone  knows 
how  to  feel  about  it. 

Jonas  currently  has  three 
singles  out,  “Chains,”

years  of  Broadway  under 
his  belt,  his  voice  sounds 
much  more  polished  and 
mature  than  before. 

“Chains,”  the  first  single 
that  Jonas  dropped,  opens 
with  lyrics  “With  her 
wine  stained  lips,  yeah 
she’s  nothing  but  trouble/ 
Cold  to  the  touch  by 
she’s  warm  as  a  devil/I 


gave  all  my  heart  but  she 
wanted  my  soul  she  takes 
‘til  I  break  and  I  can’t  give 
more.”  All  three  singles 
seem  to  portray  different 
sides  of  a  not-so-healthy 
relationship.  In  “Numb,” 
Jonas  drops  the  f-bomb 
in  the  fourth  fine  of  the 
song  while  explaining  a 
girl  who  does  nothing  but 
mess  with  his  head.  The 
girl  these  songs  represent 
sounds  like  a  really  ma¬ 
nipulative  lady  but  she  did 
give  inspiration  to  some 
pretty  good  songs. 

It’s  not  unusual  to  come 
across  Disney  Channel 
stars  or  other  childhood 
actors  trying  to  break  out 
of  their  concrete  position 
as  an  idol  for  the  young 
generation.  We  have  all 
witnessed  some  not-so- 
graceful  transitions  like 
that  of  Miley  Cyrus  and 
Lindsay  Lohan.  At  first,

idolized  as  attractive  men 
for  the  length  of  their 
careers.  Jonas  is  now  22 
and  what  he  portrays  is 
completely  age  appropri¬ 
ate.  His  transition  to  the 
adult  world  is  completely 
justifiable. 

Jonas’ songs  really  are 
good.  They  have  a  sound 
that  many  enjoy  and  are 
easily  classified  as  radio 
material.  Jonas  has  come 
miles  since  he  last  ap¬ 
peared  as  an  artist,  and  if 
possible,  has  gotten  even 
more  good-looking.  All  of 
these  things  should  equal 
a  successful  pop  career, 


but  I  think  it  is  going  to 
be  hard  for  people  to  wrap 
their  heads  around  the  fact 
that  Jonas  is  an  adult.  If 
released  by  another  artist, 
there  would  be  no  ques¬ 
tioning  whether  or  not 
they  are  enjoyable  tunes.  It 
may  take  a  while  for  him 
to  break  the  image  of  the 
youngest,  scrawny  brother 
of  past  superstar  trio,  but 
when  he  finally  does,  Jonas 
should  be  successful.  He 
has  a  bigger  amount  of  raw 
talent  than  most  in  the 
industry,  so  hopefully  that 
will  propel  him  to  the  top 
of  the  charts.

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Scary  bad:  “Annabelle”  not  worth  seeing

The  idea  of  an  evil  doll  as 
a  gateway  for  a  pissed-off 
-spirit  to  torment  peo¬ 
ple  has  been  adequality 
exploited  in  movies  such  as 
“Child’s  Play”  and  its  many 
“Chucky”  sequels. 

In  “Annabelle,”  the 
creepy  possessed  doll  from 
last  year’s  “The  Conjur- 
ing”  gets  its  own  origin 
story.  “The  Conjuring”  was 
known  for  its  great  cine¬ 
matography  done  by  John 
R.  Leonetti,  who  directed 
“Annabelle.” 

Similar  to  “The  Con¬ 
juring,”  the  two  main 
characters,  a  young  married 
couple,  are  followed  by  the 
cameras  in  order  to  give  its 
audience  the  perspective  of 
the  actors. 

“Annabelle”  stars  Ward 
Horton  as  John  and 
Annabelle  Wallis  as  Mia. 
Mia  and  John  are  a  young 
married  couple  that  is 
_  expecting  a  baby.  As  a  gift 
to  his  wife,  John  gives  Mia 
an  antique  doll  to  add  to 
her  collection,  which  is 
kept  in  their  nursery  for 
the  baby  they’re  expecting. 
During  the  same  night 
the  doll  was  given  to  Mia, 
Mia  and  John  are  attacked 
by  two  cult  members  in 
an  attempt  to  raise  an 
unknown  entity.  After  the 
cult  members  are  killed 
by  police,  a  cult  member 
bleeds  on  the  antique  doll, 
making  her  spirit  attached 
to  the  doll. 

After  the  incident 
happens  with  the  two 
cult  members,  the  antique 
doll  named  Annabelle 
begins  to  torment  Mia 
when  she  is  home  alone. 
Annabelle  starts  a  fire  in 
their  home  by  heating  a 
jiffy  pop  package  over  the 
stove,  and  making  Mia 


have  to  be  rushed  to  the 
hospital.  When  John  goes 
to  the  hospital,  he  finds 
Mia  in  her  hospital  bed, 
and  a  nurse  holding  their 
newborn  baby. 

When  the  couple  comes 
back  home  wdth  their  new 
baby,  Mia  tells  John  that 
she  feels  uneasy  living  with 
the  Annabelle  doll.  Mia 
has  John  throw  out  the 
Annabelle  doll,  and  the 
couple  moves  to  Pasade¬ 
na,  Calif,  where  John  had 
landed  a  new  job. 

While  unpacking  into 
their  new  home,  Mia 
discovers  the  Annabelle 
doll  inside  one  of  her 
moving  boxes.  Mia  comes 
to  the  conclusion  that  it 
was  a  mistake  that  her 
doll  was  taken  with  them. 
She  decides  to  keep  the 
Annabelle  doll  as  a  trophy 
of  her  strength  over  the 
recent  events  that  have 
taken  place. 

Soon  after  the  couple 
is  settled  into  their  new 
home,  the  Annabelle  doll 
begins  attacking  Mia 
whenever  she  is  alone. 

John  and  Mia  decide  to 
ask  a  priest  for  help  with 
the  Annabelle  doll,  and 
learn  about  how  the  doll 
has  a  demon  controlling  it. 

The  priest  informs  the 
couple  that  the  demon 
wants  their  newborn’s  soul 
and  in  exchange,  it  will 
leave  the  couple  alone.  The 
couple  now  has  to  find  a 
way  to  please  the  demon, 
or  to  find  a  way  to  get  rid 
of  the  demon  that  has  been 
haunting  them. 

This  theme  of  following 
similar  techniques  to  “The 
Conjuring”  sums  up  the 
main  theme  of  “Anna¬ 
belle;”  it  brings  absolutely 


nothing  new  to  the  table. 
From  creepy  writings  on 
the  walls,  to  dramatic  irony 
being  used  throughout 
the  movie,  it  truly  gives  its 
audience  the  impression 
that  they  have  already  seen 
this  movie  before. 

The  only  difference  in 
this  movie  to  previous 
horror  flicks  similar  to  it 
is  that  the  couple  doesn’t 
even  bother  to  work  to¬ 
gether  against  the  demon 
who  is  tormenting  them. 
This  makes  the  movie 
much  less  enjoyable  only 
seeing  that  characters  acted 
in  a  defensive  way  the 
entire  time. 

For  what  it’s  worth, 
the  movie  does  serve  its 
purpose  of  informing  its 
viewers  of  why  it  may  have 
been  a  bad  decision  for  the 
young  child  to  touch  the 
Annabelle  doll.  However, 

I  would  much  rather  be 
told,  “It  was  possesed  by  a 
demon”  rather  than  having 


to  spend  S10.75. 

Overall,  this  movie  may 
be  of  interest  to  people 
looking  to  get  scared  from: 
creaking  doors,  a  demon 
jumping  out  at  them  and 
appliances  that  get  turned 
on  when  they’re  supposed 
to  be  off.  It  seems  that  the 
director  was  much  more 
focused  on  the  cinematog¬ 
raphy  and  much  less  inter¬ 
ested  in  actually  producing 
a  plot  for  the  movie. 

If  you  are  interested  in 
seeing  a  horror  film  with  a 
dynamic  story  and  a  lot  of 
build-up  to  a  certain  point 
in  the  movie,  then  don’t 
waste  your  time  on  this.

Tis  the  season  for  voting

Fall  is  here  in  full  swing. 
The  birds  are  leaving  their 
ponds  and  flying  south. 
Halloween  decorations 
have  been  on  sale  for  the 
past  month.  And,  if  you 
listen  very  closely,  you 
can  hear  the  voices  of 
rich  white  men,  bickering 
incessandy  between  your 
favorite  TV  shows. 

Yes,  election  season 
is  here  again.  The  2014 
midterm  advertising  cam¬ 
paigns  are  starting  to  ramp 
up,  and  in  true  Ameri¬ 
can  form,  we  are  already 
sick  of  them  and  have 
stopped  paying  attention. 
The  gubernatorial  ads  in 
particular  are  the  political 
version  of  a  Cialis  com¬ 
mercial:  boring,  insecure, 
overly  masculine  and  not 
at  all  directed  at  college 
students.  Plus,  tons  of  old 
people. 

We  at  the  Courier 
acknowledge  this.  It’s 
difficult  to  care  about  the 
election  this  year.  It’s  dif¬ 
ficult  to  think  your  voice 
matters,  that  your  vote  can 
make  a  difference,  or  that 
there  is  even  a  candidate 
worth  voting  for.  We 
admit  it. 

But  we  still  think  you 
should  vote  on  Nov.  4, 
2014.  Go  vote.  Just  do  it. 

Official  registration  is 
closed,  but  in  Illinois  you 
can  register  and  vote  at  the 
same  time  during  grace 


period  registration,  which 
runs  all  the  way  up  to  the 
general  election. 

We’ve  heard  the  man¬ 
tra  from  a  young  age.  It’s 
one  of  the  hallmarks  of 
American  democracy: 

Your.  Vote.  Matters.  It’s 
such  a  cliche  it’s  easy  to 
dismiss,  except  it  is  entirely 
true.  In  the  big,  presiden¬ 
tial  election,  the  electoral 
college  limits  the  impact  of 
any  one  person’s  vote.  That 
is  undeniable,  and  a  debate 
that  we  as  a  country  must 
continue  to  have  if  we  are 
to  improve  our  democ¬ 
racy.  In  smaller  elections 
though,  like  many  of  those 


on  Nov.  4,  the  individual 
vote  does  matter.  Elec¬ 
tions  are  close,  sometimes 
coming  down  to  just  a 
few  hundred  votes,  and 
whether  or  not  College 
of  DuPage  students  turn 
out  to  vote  can  absolutely 
change  the  outcome. 

On  the  ballot  this  year 
are  positions  that  will  have 
a  direct  and  noticeable 
effect  on  your  life.  Several 
top  positions  in  Illinois 
are  up  for  grabs,  including 
governor  and  many  judicial 
seats.  On  a  national  level, 
many  congresspeople  need 
your  help  to  keep  their  job. 

“But  I  don’t  trust  poli¬ 


ticians,”  many  people  say. 
“Remember  that  South 
Park  episode?  They’re  all 
the  same  anyway.” 

You  may  have  a  point. 
Some  elections,  in  your 
eyes,  might  very  well  be  a 
“lesser  of  two  evils”  situa¬ 
tion.  In  that  case,  wouldn’t 
you  rather  have  the  lesser 
evil?  The  idea  that  both 
candidates  are  equally 
undesirable  is  a  cop  out 
for  people  who  don’t  like 
to  think.  In  most  situa¬ 
tions,  with  a  few  moments 
research,  it  isn’t  hard  to 
find  which  candidate  more 
closely  aligns  with  your 
views,  even  if  you  still  don’t 


like  the  guy. 

Also  on  the  ballot  this 
year  are  some  public  advi¬ 
sory  questions,  which  will 
ideally  be  used  to  shape 
future  policies.  One  of  the 
questions  is  on  whether 
or  not  the  state  minimum 
wage  should  be  raised. 

One  is  on  whether  or 
not  insurance  companies 
should  be  required  to  pro¬ 
vide  birth  control  cover¬ 
age.  One  is  on  funding  the 
state’s  schools. 

Elections  are  the  system’s 
way  of  asking  you  what 
you  want  from  your  gov¬ 
ernment.  By  voting,  you 
make  a  statement.  Even  if 
you  “throw  your  vote  away” 
on  a  third  party.  Even  if 
you  leave  a  specific  posi¬ 
tion  blank  as  a  vote  of  no 
confidence.  Not  voting  at 
all,  however,  is  an  endorse¬ 
ment  of  the  status  quo 
whether  you  mean  it  to  be 
or  not.  By  not  voting  you 
are  telling  candidates  that 
they  don’t  have  to  worry 
about  what  you  want, 
because  your  opinion  will 
not  influence  how  likely 
they  are  to  keep  their  job. 
By  participating  in  the 
process,  you  are  at  the  very 
minimum  increasing  the 
turnout  of  college-aged 
voters.  If  enough  of  us 
turn  up,  at  a  certain  point 
they  will  have  to  listen. 

Let’s  say  you’re  not 
convinced.  You  have  no 


faith  in  your  government, 
you  think  elections  are 
dumb,  and  they’re  going  to 
do  what  they  want  anyway. 
Without  addressing  the 
validity  of  those  claims, 
we  would  suggest  you 
prove  your  point  by  voting. 
You’re  like  the  proverbial 
girlfriend  who  “doesn’t  care 
where  we  eat,  it’s  all  the 
same,”  then  gets  mad  when 
we  pick  Chipotle  again. 
Your  voting  makes  possible 
the  argument  that  you  are 
being  ignored.  By  remain¬ 
ing  silent,  you  invalidate 
your  own  argument. 

So  vote,  friends.  Vote 
to  your  heart’s  content. 
And,  if  you’re  content  not 
voting,  then  kindly  abstain 
from  talking  politics  for 
the  next  two  years.  After 
all,  it  doesn’t  matter  who 
wins,  right?

Offensive  push  leads  Chaps 
to  impressive  victory

College  of  DuPage’s 
women’s  soccer  team  beat 
Joliet  Community  College 
in  a  3-0  win  during  a  con¬ 
ference  match  on  Oct.  8. 

The  game  started  out  in 
stalemate  between  the  two 
opponents,  with  no  team 
being  the  true  controller 
over  the  ball.  The  ball  was 
being  constantly  stolen 
from  each  team,  and  the 
game  wasn’t  moving  along 
far. 

However,  the  Chaparrals 
began  to  work  together 
and  were  able  to  correct 
their  defense.  While  the 
Chaparrals  didn’t  have  a 
commanding  control  over 
the  ball,  COD  was  able 
to  intercept  the  ball  from 
the  Wolves  before  they 
were  able  to  capitalize  on 
it  during  their  possessions. 
This  was  evident  whenever 


the  Wolves  would  attempt 
to  near  the  Chaparrals’ 
goal.

2  QUIZLET 

Need  additional  study 
tools?  Try  Quizlet.  Quizlet 
is  an  online  study  tool  to 
make  flashcards.  As  I  have 
said  before,  flashcards  are 
a  very  useful  tool  to  aid 
studying.  But  making  them 
can  be  tedious.  This  site  is  a 
more  efficient  way  to  make 
flashcards.  Once  you  make 
an  account,  you  can  create 
sets  of  flashcards.  You  put 
the  word  or  phrase  on  one 
side  and  define  it  on  the 
other.  You  can  even  add 
images.  Then  you  can  go 
through  and  study  with 
them.  This  is  also  an  avail¬ 
able  app  for  smartphones. 


3  KHAN  ACADEMY 

Another  study  tool  you 
can  use  that  is  also  free 
is  Khan  Academy.  Khan 
Academy  is  a  non-profit 
learning  organization  pro¬ 
viding  world  class  educa¬ 
tion  to  all.  It  was  created 
in  2006  by  Salman  Khan. 
Once  you  sign  up,  educa¬ 
tion  is  at  your  fingertips 
and  available  with  the  click 
of  a  mouse.  Any  subject  you 
are  struggling  with,  they 
have  it  online.  They  also 
have  videos  to  show  you 
steps  for  subjects  such  as 
math.  The  site  also  has  test 
prep  for  those  who  need  to 
practice  taking  tests  like 
the  ACT. 


Why  is  it  that  many  students  who  hang  out  in  the  “listen  to  me!”  atmosphere  that  is 
our  student  study  areas  seem  to  believe  that  talking  extra  loud  to  a  deaf  or  hearing  im¬ 
paired  person  is  going  to  have  any  effect  whatsoever,  except  to  make  you  look  like  a  jerk 
to  that  person.

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College  financial  officials  'set  the  record  straight'

Lynne  Sapyta,  vice  president  of  financial  affairs,  at  the 
Oct.  16  regular  board  meeting. 


The  College  of  DuPage 
finance  office  gave  a  pre¬ 
sentation  at  the  Oct.  16 
board  of  trustees  regular 
meeting  in  an  effort  to  de¬ 
fend  the  college’s  financial 
integrity  against  claims 
made  at  previous  meetings 
that  its  internal  controls 
and  spending  were  out  of 
control. 

Twelve  financial  per¬ 
sonnel  stood  behind  Lynn 
Sapyta,  assistant  vice  pres¬ 
ident  of  financial  affairs,  as 
she  addressed  the  nature 
of  imprest  payments  -  a 
subject  that  has  been  the 
center  of  much  debate  in 
previous  months. 

Under  current  board  pol¬ 
icy,  all  payments  valued  in 
excess  of  $15,000  require 
approval  by  the  trustees. 
Payments  with  a  value  less 
than  that  amount  are  clas¬ 
sified  as  imprest  payments 
and  therefore  do  not  re¬ 
quire  explicit  board  ap¬ 
proval,  although  the  board 


does  approve  the  contracts 
against  which  many  of  the 
payments  are  made. 

In  any  given  month  the 
college  can  register  up¬ 
wards  of  2,400  payments, 
according  to  Thomas  Gla¬ 
ser,  senior  vice  president 
and  treasurer. 

“You  can  have  a  range  of 
debate  on  whether  a  board 
should  or  wants  to  see  every 
payment  that  goes  through 
the  college.  This  and  past 
boards  have  said  they  want 
to  focus  on  higher  level, 
more  strategic  matters,” 
Glaser  said  in  an  interview. 

Adam  Andrzejewski,  the 
founder  of  political  activ¬ 
ist  group  For  the  Good  of 
Illinois,  addressed  these 
imprest  payments  at  prior 
board  meetings,  stating  a 
number  of  the  payments 
were  made  in  quantities 
greater  than  $15,000  and 
that  college  administrators 
were  categorizing  payments 
under  the  imprest  account 


to  hide  questionable  fund¬ 
ing  from  the  board. 

A  document  handed  out 
by  Andrzejewski  at  the 
Sept.  22  regular  meeting 
entided  “Top  10  Oddities 
of  Imprest  Accounting 
Register”  was  the  subject 
of  much  of  Sapyta’s  pre¬ 
sentation.  The  document 
provides  a  sample  of  the 
college’s  line  item  expense 
reports  received  from  a 
Freedom  of  Information 
Act  request  by  Open  the 
Books.  According  to  the 
document,  the  sample 
provided  is  just  10  of  over 
1,300  double  vendor  en¬ 
tries  of  hidden  payments 
within  the  imprest  account. 

Sapyta  confirmed  the 
document  sent  by  the  col¬ 
lege  in  response  to  Open 
the  Book’s  FOIA  request 
was  consistent  with  the 
copy  posted  on  group’s 
website.  After  cross-ref¬ 
erencing  the  imprest  pay¬ 
ments  listed  on  the  Top  10 


Oddities  with  the  copy  of 
the  FOIA  on  the  website, 
Sapyta  labeled  the  entire 
document  inaccurate. 

“I  don’t  know  why  Open 
the  Books  would  hand  out 
a  document  like  this.  I  find 
it  totally  irresponsible.  It  is 
dishonest  and  unethical  to 
slam  the  personal  integri¬ 
ty  of  the  men  and  women 
who  stand  behind  me,”  said 
Sapyta. 

Andrzejewski  was  absent 
during  the  presentation 
but  was  present  during  the 
open  comments  section  of 
the  meeting  where  he  re¬ 
sponded  to  the  “40-minute 
personal  attack.” 

“We  filed  a  FOIA  with 
the  school  and  in  con¬ 
travention  of  the  FOIA 
law  the  school  provided 
a  locked  PDF  with  those 
payments.  Our  program¬ 
mers  unlocked  [the  PDF] 
after  five  hours  of  writing 
code”  Andrzejewski  said. 
“During  that  process,  ‘Is’ 


went  in  on  1300  accounts. 
According  to  Andrzejews¬ 
ki,  the  accidental  insertion 
of  the  ‘Is’  caused  the  inac¬ 
curate  analysis  of  the  in¬ 
formation  and  the  decod¬ 
ed  copy  was  immediately 
removed  from  the  group’s 
website. 

“I  don’t  understand  -  no 
one  understands  -  what  he 
meant  by  ‘locked,’”  Glaser 
said.  “We  sent  a  PDF  file 
to  him  so  the  data  could 
not  be  changed,  just  as  we 
would  in  any  other  FOIA 
request.  He  caught  his 


own  error  and  fixed  it  on 
his  website,  yet  he  came  to 
the  [regular  board  meeting] 
weeks  later  with  his  oddi¬ 
ties  handout.  He  knew  it 
was  wrong  when  he  handed 
it  out.  This  political  activist 
group  is  trying  to  create  an 
issue  here  where  there  is 
none.”

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Veterans  exhibit  takes  flight  in  Wings  Gallery

The  Wings  Student  Art 
Gallery  serves  as  a  tempo¬ 
rary  home  for  student  art¬ 
work  year-round.  The  small 
exhibit  space  in  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Services  Center  has 
seen  many  collections  come 
and  go,  but  its  current 
exhibit  will  mark  the  first 
of  its  kind.  “Artwork  by 
Student  Veterans"  features 
work  by  six  student  veter¬ 
ans:  JoAnn  Hartley,  Ted  E. 
Mueller,  Thomas  Gimm, 
Linda  Kirby,  and  Kenneth 
and  Henryk  Jacobs.  The 
artists  have  been  inspired 
by  their  travels  overseas  as 
well  as  while  adventuring 
just  a  few  states  away. 

One  of  the  artists 
featured  is  photography 
major  JoAnn  Hartley.  After 
dedicating  25  years  of  her 
life  to  raising  a  family, 
she  decided  to  go  back 
to  school  to  embrace  her 
creative  side.  While  visiting 
her  daughter  in  New  York 
City,  Hartley  embraced  the 
impersonal  culture  of  the 
subway  and  photographed 
it  as  if  she  were  an  outsider 


looking  in. 

Hartley  considers  herself 
to  be  a  worldly  person,  but 
felt  uneasy  on  the  streets 
of  the  city.  She  has  three 
photographs  on  display 
and  explains  many  would 
not  jump  to  assume  she 
created  them. 

“Every  artist  has  two 
sides.  There  are  marketable 
views  and  there  are  real 
world  views,”  Hartley  said. 
“This  is  the  edgiest  thing 
I  have  done.  Most  of  [my 
work]  is  of  children  and 
families. 

Painter  of  20  years  Ted 
E.  Mueller  has  taken 
advanced  painting  multiple 
times  under  the  instruction 
of  Jennifer  Hereth.

I  have  always  wondered 
why  there  isn’t  a  large 
selection  of  Halloween 
music,  or  at  least  why  the 
existing  isn’t  as  hyped  as 
Christmas.  When  the 
trailer  for  “American 
Horror  Story:  Freak  Show” 
came  out,  the  song  choice 
intrigued  me,  as  it  sound¬ 
ed  perfecdy  creepy  but 
seemed  to  be  unedited  for 
the  show’s  use. 

I  decided  to  do  some 
research  and  discovered 
that  the  song  was  “Carou¬ 
sel”  by  Melanie  Martinez,  a 
former  contestant  on  “The 
Voice.”  Martinez  had  made 
it  to  the  top  six  before  be¬ 
ing  eliminated.  The  19  year 
old  had  a  distinguished 
sound  on  the  show,  which 
has  carried  over  perfecdy 
to  her  independent  music 
career. 


Martinez  released  a  four- 
song  EP  tided  “Dollhouse” 
on  July  24.  By  becoming 
connected  to  “American 
Horror  Story,”  her  recog¬ 
nition  has  grown,  earning 
her  a  spot  in  the  top  130 
songs  on  iTunes.  Although 
the  standings  are  not  great, 
Carousel  is  climbing  the 
charts,  and  the  music  video 
is  being  shared  all  over  the 
Internet. 

All  of  Martinez’s  songs 
have  an  eerie  sound,  start¬ 
ing  with  “Dollhouse.”The 
lyrics  tells  a  story  about 
a  family  from  the  inside, 
while  portraying  their 
lives  in  a  dark,  whimsi¬ 
cal  way.

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Fincher's  suspenseful  Gone  Girl  thrills

Psychological  thriller 
“Gone  Girl”  has  proved 
to  be  an  entertaining 
film  sure  to  keep  viewers 
thinking  one  step  ahead. 
The  mystery  film  opened 
on  Oct.  3  and  brought  in  . 
an  opening  box  office  total 
of  at  least  $37  million. 

Directed  by  David 
Fincher,  it  at  least  ranks 
equal  to  his  other  mas¬ 
terpieces  such  as  “Fight 
Club,”  “The  Social  Net¬ 
work”  and  “The  Curious 
Case  of  Benjamin  But¬ 
ton,  movies  which  have 
enriched  American  culture 
for  years. 

This  film  follows  Nick 


Dunne,  played  by  Ben 
Affleck,  an  unsuccess¬ 
ful  writer  and  creative 
writing  professor  who  is 
also  co-owner  of  a  bar. 

He  visits  his  bar  on  the 
morning  of  his  fifth  wed¬ 
ding  anniversary  to  talk  to 
his  sister.  They  talk  about 
life  and  how  he  needs  to 
rebuild  his  relationship 
with  his  wife.  After  he 
leaves,  he  goes  home  to 
find  his  house  broken  into 
and  his  wife,  Amy  Dunne, 
played  by  Rosamund  Pike, 
missing. 

Dunne  calls  the  police 
and  as  they  investigate,

a  slut  and  your  son  is 
smoking  cannabis/  No  one 
ever  listens  this  wallpaper 
glistens/  don’t  let  them 
see  what  goes  down  in  the 
kitchen. ’’The  music  video 
shows  Martinez  dressed  as 
a  doll  living  in  a  dysfunc¬ 
tional  dollhouse. 

“Carousel,”  the  “Ameri¬ 
can  Horror  Story”  theme, 
includes  a  base  sound  of 
typical  carnival  music.  This 
is  what  gives  it  a  creepy 
vibe.  In  the  music  video, 
Martinez  is  at  a  carnival 
complete  with  carnies  that 
look  to  be  straight  out  of 
fright  fest.  The  whole  thing 
is  borderline  scary,  but  set¬ 
tles  to  be  more  artsy  than 
horror-filled.  Lyrics  in 


“Carousel”  are  not  nearly  as 
intriguing  as  “Dollhouse.” 
They  seem  basic  and  not  ^ 
very  well-thought  out,  but 
the  instrumentals  of  the 
song  are  so  impressive  it 
doesn’t  need  lyrical  perfec¬ 
tion  to  make  it  enjoyable. 
Lyrics  from  the  first  verse 
include  “Come,  come  one 
come  all /  You  must  be  this 
tall  to  ride  this  ride  at  the 
carnival.” 

The  other  two  songs, 
“Dead  to  Me”  and  “Bit¬ 
tersweet  Tragedy,”  speak 
of  death  and  a  break  up. 
Neither  is  a  stand  out 
compared  to  the  first  two 
songs,  but  if  one  was  better 
than  the  other,  it  would  be

clues  lead  Dunne  to  the 
suspect.  When  police  ques¬ 
tion  him  due  to  evidence 
of  possible  involvement. 
Dunne  cannot  remember 
basic  information  about 
his  wife  such  as  her  friends 
and  blood  type. 

This  movie  has  such  an 
eloquent  way  of  unfold¬ 
ing  the  story,  with  actual 
rhyme  and  reason  behind 
every  move  from  both 
the  protagonist  and  the 
antagonist.  After  the 
police  question  Nick,  the 
detectives  investigating 
the  house  find  an  enve¬ 
lope  with  the  words  “Clue 
One.”They  ask  him  about 
this  and  he  explains  how 
his  wife  sets  up  a  scavenger 
hunt  every  anniversary  for 
him  to  find  his  present.  In 
every  single  envelope  there 
is  a  riddle  with  innuendos, 
which  only  the  couple  can 
decipher. 


Although  Nick  doesn’t 
tell  them,  the  first  clue 
has  a  distinct  hint  that 
leads  him  to  his  father’s 
house.  Once  Nick  enters 
that  house,  he  notices  the 
second  clue  on  the  counter 
leaning  against  an  emp¬ 
ty  bottle  of  alcohol.  As 
the  movie  unfolds,  Nick 
fervently  searches  for  clue 
after  clue  with  twists  and 
turns  along  the  way.  These 
clues  are  a  small  part  of 
the  movie,  but  essential 
to  the  story.  Just  when 
Fincher  pushes  viewers 
to  a  suspenseful  breaking 
point,  Nick  finds  the  clue 
that  makes  this  nail-biting 
drama  worth  the  wait. 

Despite  twists  and  turns 
that  the  story  takes  to  keep 
viewers  involved,  the  movie 
has  major  plot  holes  that 
should  not  be  overlooked. 
Some  instances  in  the 
story  would  be  completely

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Board  Wars:  The  Administration  Strikes  Back 


In  row  over  college's  finances,  the  administration  needs  to  be  even  more  transparent 


Cue  Scrolling  Text. 

A  short  time  ago,  in 
a  board  room  very,  very 
close... it  is  a  period  of  civil 
war.  Rebel  Tea  Partiers, 
striking  with  accusations 
of  hidden  expenses  and 
sketchy  accounting,  have 
embarrassed  the  adminis¬ 
tration,  and  by  extension 
the  college. 

Open  The  Books  Illinois, 
an  outgrowth  of  conserva¬ 
tive  PAC  For  the  Good  of 
Illinois,  has  had  their  eyes 
focused  on  the  College  of 
DuPage  since  earlier  this 
year.  They  recendy  released 
a  500-page  document, 
detailing  a  number  of 
“hidden  expenses”  not 
approved  by  the  board. 
Included  are  such  damning 
accounts  as:  Office  Depot, 
Sodexo  and  Computer 
Discount  Warehouse.  Oh, 
and  us.  Yes,  friends,  The 
Courier  is  on  the  list. 

But  what  does  this  list 
actually  mean?  At  the 
board  meeting  last  week, 
the  financial  affairs  depart¬ 
ment  broke  it  down  for  us. 

The  payments  are  normal 
expenses.  Most  of  them 
are  entirely  uncontrover- 
sial.  The  reason  they  are 
classified  as  such  is  for 
efficiency’s  sake;  it  wouldn’t 
make  sense  for  the  board 
to  approve  of  every  $100 
transaction  made.  This  is 


standard  practice  for  gov¬ 
ernments  the  size  of  the 
college.  Nothing  sketchy 
here. 

Some  of  the  payments 
are  more  than  $15,000? 
That’s  because  multiple 
payments  to  the  same 
vendor,  each  less  than  the 
$15,000  cap,  have  been 
combined 
into  a  sin¬ 
gle  check 
for  con¬ 
venience’s 
sake.  This 
seems  a  bit 
less  intu¬ 
itive,  but 
it  makes 
sense  if  you 
think  about 
several 
different 
subgroups 
in  the  bu¬ 
reaucracy 
purchasing 
things 

from  the  The  entrance  to 

same  vendor.  Think  of  it 
like  a  parent  buying  lunch 
for  their  two  kids.  Each 
kid  orders  separately,  but 
the  parent  pays  for  it  all  at 
once. 

Then  we  get  to  the  weird 
stuff.  Over  $243,000 
spent  on  wine  and  alcohol, 
designated  as  instruction¬ 
al  supplies.  $23,000  to  a 
shooting  club  for  President 


Breuder.  The  sketch-dar  is 
going  off.  What’s  going  on 
here? 

The  “instructional  sup¬ 
plies”  thing  seems  laugh¬ 
able,  but  Lynn  Saptya, 
COD’s  financial  controller, 
wrote  the  concerns  off, 
stating  that  the  college 
didn’t  have  a  food  and 


explained.  It  is  used  as  an 
off-campus  meeting  site. 
The  college  pays  for  it, 
and  Breuder  takes  people 
there  for  meetings,  actually 
doing  college  business. 

This  is  apparendy  standard 
practice  for  community 
colleges.  Most  in  the  area

beverage  account  set  up. 

The  alcohol  is  presumably 
used  in  the  culinary  man¬ 
agement  program,  as  well 
as  the  Waterleaf  restaurant 
on  campus.  It  does  seem 
like  a  lot,  but  keep  in  mind 
much  of  it  is  resold-  it 
isn’t  sitting  in  a  cabinet  in 
Breuder ’s  office. 

The  shooting  club 
membership  can  also  be

bership  of  some  kind.  It 
seems  like  an  unnecessary 
expense,  given  the  quality 
of  the  public  golf  courses 
in  the  area  that  seem  like 
they  could  serve  a  similar 
purpose,  but  that  is  an 
entirely  different  conver¬ 
sation. 

The  problem  with  all  of 
this  is  that  it’s  so  com¬ 
plicated.  Accounting  at 


an  institution  such  as  the 
college  is,  believe  it  or  not, 
difficult.  There  is  a  massive 
amount  of  money  moving 
into,  and  out  of  this  place, 
and  as  such  it  seems  like  a 
special  amount  of  oversight 
is  required.  It  also  appears 
that  this  oversight  already 
exists.  We  can  talk  about 
whether 
or  not  the 
school 
should  be 
spending 
money 
like  this, 
but  that  is

ing  if  it  is 
allowed 


guments 
present¬ 
ed  by 
critics  of 

the  school  are  especially 
effective  because  they  are 
simple.  It  is  far  easier  to 
understand  and  digest 
“they’re  stealing  our  mon¬ 
ey”  than  it  is  to  really  un¬ 
derstand  what’s  going  on. 
Their  arguments  also  gain 
steam  emotionally.  We 
just  saw  a  picture  of  our 
president  standing  on  an 
endangered  species  that  he 


shot  plastered  all  over  the 
internet,  and  now  we  hear 
the  college  is  paying  for  his 
shooting  club?  Something 
doesn’t  seem  right  about 
that  at  a  gut  level. 

The  core  issue  is  one  of 
perception.  Whether  or 
not  the  administration 
has  done  anything  wrong, 
it  certainly  feels  like  they 
have.  Students  around 
campus  are  taking  note  in 
increasing  numbers.  The 
stories  have  run  on  several 
national-level  news  sites. 

At  the  Oct.  16  board 
of  trustees  meeting,  the 
administration  showed 
some  teeth  in  systemat¬ 
ically  dismantling  these 
accusations.  Their  job  is 
not  done,  however.  If  they 
want  to  regain  the  per¬ 
ception  of  legitimacy,  they 
must  redouble  their  efforts 
to  be  both  transparent  and 
to  explain  the  rationale 
behind  their  decisions 
when  it  comes  to  spending 
money.  The  Tea  Party  is 
winning  the  war  of  public 
opinion,  it  would  seem, 
even  if  they’re  wrong.

According  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Illinois’  Pathways 
website,  the  requirements 
for  students  to  stay  in  the 
program  are  a  maintenance 
of  a  3.2  overall  GPA  and 
a  3.3  GPA  in  technical 
courses.  Students  are  paired 
with  both  an  Illinois  advis¬ 
er  and  College  of  DuPage 
adviser.  In  order  to  be  ad¬ 
mitted  into  the  program, 
students  must  apply  during 
their  senior  year  of  high 
school  and  be  accepted  into 
the  program.  Admission  is 
kept  somewhat  competi¬ 
tive. 

The  students  who  do  get 


accepted  and  move  seem 
to  like  the  program. 

“I  received  a  scholarship 
so  I  save  two  whole  years 
of  tuition,  I  love  it,  there 
is  a  great  faculty,  a  great 
engineering  club,  it’s  awe¬ 
some,”  said  Sam  Ciucci,  a 
computer  science  major  in 
his  second  year  with  the 
Pathways  program. 

Ciucci  says  that  he  feels 
that  COD  has  more  than 
prepared  him  for  going  to 
the  University  of  Illinois 
next  fall. 

Every  engineering  ma¬ 
jor  is  available  through  the 
Pathways  program  except 
chemical  engineering  and 
bioengineering. 


Students  eager  to  see 
if  other  departments  will 
soon  create  a  similar  guar¬ 
anteed  admission  program 
will  have  to  wait. 

“After  seeing  the  success 
of  Pathways  to  Engineer¬ 
ing,  I  can  see  us  wanting 
to  do  other  Pathways  pro¬ 
grams,”  Dowling  said. 


For  Dowling,  Pathways  is 
just  another  way  the  COD 
continues  to  set  themselves 
apart  from  other  communi¬ 
ty  colleges. 

“It  is  really  what  makes 
this  school  so  different,”  he 
says.

With  the  release  of  her

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worst  on  the  album.  “1989" 
as  a  whole  resided  at  num¬ 
ber  one  on  the  pre-order 
charts  and  stayed  there  on 
release  day. 

I  sat  down  to  listen  to 
the  album  start  to  fin¬ 
ish,  sitting  through  the 
dreadful  opener  “Welcome 
to  New  York”  in  hopes  of 
keeping  the  album’s  flow. 

It  soon  became  obvious 
that  there  would  be  no 
audible  acoustic  guitars  or 
meaningful  ballads.  At  the 
start  it  seemed  like  Swift 
had  thrown  herself  into  the 
pop  world  with  full  force 
and  brought  along  little  of 
what  fans  kept  listening  to 
her  for. 

The  most  media-hyped 
song  on  the  album  may 
have  been  “Bad  Blood,” 
rumored  to  be  about  a 
Hollywood  feud  between 
Swift  and  Katy  Perry. 

From  the  first  second  of 
the  song,  listeners  can 
tell  it  is  completely  out  of 
Swift’s  comfort  zone.  The 
lyrics  are  simple  and  don’t 
seem  very  well  thought 
out.  Still,  they  are  stronger 


than  those  of  many  current 
pop  radio  artists. 

Despite  shortcomings, 
the  song  is  catchy  and  has 
all  of  the  elements  of  a  hit 
that  would  be  routinely 
played  on  KISS  FM.  It 
could  easily  be  translated 
to  a  break  up  or  serve  its 
original  purpose  as  a  rant 
about  friend  trouble,  and 
many  will  find  the  song 
relatable.  It  very  well  may 
be  the  next  bubblegum 
pop  anthem  of  2014. 

“Blank  Space”  may 
be  the  best  song  on  the 
album  because  of  its  clever 
lyrics  and  catchy  sound. 
Although  the  sound  is 
different,  the  song  does  not 
stray  too  far  from  what  one 
would  expect  from  Swift. 
She  is  able  to  poke  fun 
at  herself  with  lyrics  like 
“Got  a  long  list  of  ex-lov- 
ers  they’ll  tell  you  I’m 
insane/  'Cause  you  know 
I  love  the  players  and  you 
love  the  game.” 

The  deluxe  edition,  sold 
only  at  Target,  includes 
three  extra  songs  as  well  as 
three  original  “songwrit¬ 


ing  recordings”  taken  by 
Swift  on  her  phone’s  voice 
memos.  The  second  bonus 
track  “You  Are  In  Love” 
embodies  the  old  ballad 
love  song  that  Swift  has 
been  known  for.  It  doesn’t 
go  with  the  sound  of  the 
album,  but  seems  to  fit  as 
an  afterthought  because 
of  the  meaningful,  for¬ 
ever  love  that  it  portrays. 
“Clean,”  the  last  song 
on  the  album,  also  has  a 
similar  sound  and  focuses 
on  finally  moving  on  from 
a  past  love. 

The  entire  album  em¬ 
bodies  a  sound  unlike  what 
listeners  have  heard  from 
Swift,  giving  only  slight 
glimpses  into  her  past 
sound,  but  it  isn’t  bad.  The 
concept  is  there  and  Swift 
has  grown  as  an  artist; 
the  transformation  is  just 
shocking.  Some  listeners 
may  be  turned  off  by  the 
new  sound,  where  as  most 
fans  will  grow  along  with 
Swift.  I  was  mainly  disap¬ 
pointed  because  of  my  love 
for  the  sound  of  old  Swift, 
but  I  have  a  feeling  that 


“1989”will  grow  on  me  as 
well  as  many  others. 

As  I  listened  to  the 
album  a  second  and  third 
time,  I  began  to  get  it. 

Once  I  got  the  new  sound 
through  my  head,  I  found 
myself  enjoying  each  song 
more  and  more.  Although 
there  are  a  handful  that 
I  just  don’t  care  for,  the 
majority  of  the  album  is 
well-crafted  and  really  fun 
to  listen  to.  It  is  what  you 
would  expect  from  Swift  in 
a  different  sense. 

The  encouraging  part  is 
that  Swiff  has  not  sold  her 
soul  to  the  pop  industry. 
She  keeps  her  own  mark 
on  the  album  in  lyrics  that 
describe  her  personally 
and  sounds  as  if  she  is 
speaking  from  her  heart.  It 
is  obvious  Swift  put  time 
and  thought  into  rein¬ 
venting  herself  instead  of 
letting  others  do  it  for  her. 
Although  evolving,  Swift 
has  not  dumbed  down  her 
beliefs  to  fit  into  a  new 
genre.

It’s  unbelievably  com¬ 
mon  to  hear  song  lyrics 
and  movie  references 
about  wanting  to  fly.  I 
have  never  found  this 
particularity  relatable  as  I 
have  never  felt  the  need  to 
defy  gravity,  but  when  the 
opportunity  arose  for  me 
to  skydive  indoors  at  iFLY 
Naperville,  Ill.  there  was 
no  way  I  could  pass  it  up. 

iFLY  provides  a  sky¬ 
diving  simulator  allowing 
people  to  experience 
the  same  conditions  one 
would  feel  jumping  out  of 
a  plane.  Anyone  18  years 
or  older  can  fly,  as  well  as 
anyone  under  18  with  the 
consent  of  a  guardian.  An 
instructor  guides  new¬ 
bies  in  the  tunnel  while 
more  experienced  fliers 
or  professional  skydivers 
can  practice  tricks  on  their 


own. 

I  have  always  considered 
myself  to  be  an  adventur¬ 
ous  person  but  I  would 
never  go  as  far  as  to  call 
myself  an  adrenaline 
junkie.  New  experiences 
excite  me  but  also  go  hand 
in  hand  with  a  bundle  of 
nerves. 

In  the  week  leading  up 
to  my  flight  I  brushed  off 
the  unsteady  feelings  and 
focused  on  how  much  fun 
the  experience  looked  in 
videos.  The  wind  tunnel 
reminded  me  a  little  bit  of 
that  scene  in  “Charlie  and 
the  Chocolate  Factory” 
when  Charlie  and  his 
grandpa  couldn’t  stop 
floating  towards  the  ceiling 
to  certain  death  by  fan, 
but  it  took  standing  at  the 
door  of  the  wind  tunnel  to 
really  give  me  that  feeling 
of  “What  am  I  doing  right 
now?  Can  someone  get  me 
out  of  here?” 


When  I  arrived  at  iFLY, 
it  took  no  time  to  check 
in  because  I  had  already 
filled  out  the  flight  waiver 
online.  I  was  directed  to 
the  flight  deck  which  had

an  observation  area  as 
well  as  the  wind  tunnel, 
a  classroom  and  a  wall 
equipped  with  the  proper 
flight  attire.  I  expected 
the  experience  to  be  a  bit 
overwhelming,  but  at  first 
glance  the  whole  floor  felt 
cozy. 

My  flight  group  was 
complete  with  seven 
other  student  journalists,

We  all  got  to  know  each 
other,  which  was  how  I 
realized  that  my  nerves 


were  much  less  than  those 
of  most  of  my  fellow  fliers. 
We  cracked  jokes  and 
laughed  off  how  scared  we 
were,  and  I  slowly  felt  my 
anxiety  melt  away.  As  the 
group  before  us  left  the 
tunnel,  I  realized  they  all 
seemed  to  have  bonded  as 
well. 

We  finally  took  our  spot 
in  the  classroom  where  we 
went  over  safety  instruc¬ 
tions  and  the  correct 
posture  for  flight.  The 
key  was  basically  to  keep 
your  chin  up  and  stomach 
rounded.  It  sounded  easy 
enough  (spoiler  alert:  not 
actually  that  easy).  Four 
hand  signals  were  all  we 


needed  to  remember  in 
order  to  communicate  with 
our  flight  instructor. 

The  safety  session  was 
much  shorter  than  I 
expected  and  all  eight  of 
us  headed  to  the  wall  to 
suit  up.  Once  in  our  flight 
suits,  goggles,  earplugs  and 
helmets,  we  made  our  way 
into  the  flight  tunnel.  We 
were  informed  that  each 
flier  would  receive  two 
one-minute  sessions  in  the 
tunnel.  I  was  up  second, 
which  didn’t  give  me  much 
time  to  freak  out. 

As  I  made  my  way  to  the 
entrance  on  my  first  turn, 
my  stomach  was  in  knots. 
Once  I  was  floating,  the

amount  of  wind  holding 
me  up  was  shocking,  but 
the  strong  gusts  of  air  were 
surprisingly  easy  to  adjust 
to.  I  felt  myself  flopping 
around,  completely  unable 
to  stay  still  as  we  had  all 
been  previously  directed. 
Luckily,  everyone  else 
seemed  to  have  the  same 
problem,  so  I  wasn’t  the 
only  one  who  looked  like  I 
was  actually  trying  to  fly. 

My  instructor  began  to 
spin  me  around,  and  hon¬ 
estly,  I  had  no  idea  what 
was  going  on.  I  tried  my 
best  to  follow  the  positions 
she  told  me  to  take,  but 
when  I  stepped  out  of  the 
tunnel,  the  whole  flight 
was  a  blur.  I  took  my  seat 
at  the  end  of  the  bench 
and  noticed  that  my  entire 
body  felt  incredibly  hot 
and  shaky  and  brushed  off 
the  slight  sense  of  nausea 
that  had  settled  in  my 
stomach.  I  sat  back  and  re¬ 
alized  that  although  it  took 


me  a  while  to  comprehend 
what  had  happened,  it  was 
something  that  I  wanted  to 
do  again. 

Watching  the  other  fliers 
was  equally  as  fun  as  being 
the  one  flying.  It  made  me 
feel  much  better  knowing 
that  I  wasn’t  the  only  one 
who  looked  like  a  fish  out 
of  water.  It’s  definitely  not 
the  most  glamorous  way  to 
be  seen,  but  that’s  part  of 
the  fun.  Watching  every¬ 
one  else  helped  to  calm  me 
down,  so  by  the  time  my 
turn  came  around  again  I 
was  still  a  little  shaky  but 
ready  to  go. 

The  second  time  was 
much  easier.  I  felt  more  in 
control  of  my  body,  maybe 
because  I  knew  what  to 
expect.  I  flew  higher  and 
spun  more,  and  overall 
enjoyed  the  experience. 
When  I  stepped  out,  I 
felt  the  adrenaline  rush 
and  slight  addiction  I  had 
been  warned  about.  I  didn’t

think  twice  about  my 
shaky  hands. 

My  experience  at  iFLY 
was  unlike  anything  else 
I  can  imagine.  As  I  said 
before,  I  have  never  felt 
unsatisfied  with  my  life  on 
the  ground,  but  I  would 
absolutely  return  to  iFLY. 


The  temporary  ability  to 
fly  is  a  strange  sensation, 
but  it’s  a  sensation  that  I 
think  almost  anyone  would 
find  exhilarating.  I  would 
recommend  it  to  anyone 
of  any  age.  Not  only  will 
you  experience  something 
completely  unordinary, 
but  you  might  also  make 
some  pretty  cool  friends 
while  sweating  nervously 
awaiting  your  turn.  The 
way  I  see  it,  there’s  really 
no  reason  not  to  go  for  it.

Shakey  Graves  delivers  folk  work  of  art

A  few  years  ago  I  saw 
Alejandro  Rose-Garcia, 
stage  name  Shakey  Graves, 
perform  at  the  Metro  in 
Chicago.  He  was  opening 
for  some  two-bit  country 
band  to  a  crowd  that  didn’t 
come  close  to  filling  the 
1,100  capacity  theater.  He 
came  on  stage  a  bit  late, 
having  eaten  a  few  too 
many  oysters  at  Raw  Bar 
down  the  street,  wearing  a 
wide  brim  hat  and  a  Mar¬ 
lon  Brando-esque  white 
T-shirt,  a  few  days’  stubble 
on  his  face,  and  carrying 
a  pastel  blue  suitcase  with 
a  drum  cut  into  the  side 


of  it.  He  set  the  suitcase 
down,  strapped  on  a  guitar 
and  went  to  work. 

Now,  with  his  sopho¬ 
more  LP  “And  the  War 
Came,”  Rose-Garcia  has 
shown  that  he  is  no  one 
trick  pony;  the  one  man 
band  is  only  one  side  of 
him. 

The  Austin-based  musi¬ 
cian’s  second  LP  is  less  raw 
than  his  previous  offering 
“Roll  the  Bones,”  but  still 
preserves  the  folky  charm 
of  his  earlier  work.  The 
album  is  more  produced, 
with  a  full  band  on  several 
tracks,  and  has  a  much 
more  poppy,  country  feel 
than  we’ve  come  to  expect 
from  the  smoky-voiced 


artist. 

The  first  song,  “Only 
Son,”  is  powerful,  and 
perhaps  the  most  like  his 
older  stuff.  Quiet,  with  just 
a  voice,  guitar  and  mild 
percussion,  it  creates  a 
classically  folk  atmosphere 
of  loneliness  and  longing. 
Songs  like  riff-laden  “The 
Perfect  Parts,”  and  the 
overdriven  “If  Not  for  You” 
contrast  the  softer  offer¬ 
ings,  and  allow  Rose-Gar¬ 
cia  to  show  off  his  incredi¬ 
ble  versatility  on  guitar. 

The  best  songs  on  the 
album,  though,  are  the  du¬ 
ets.  Shakey  Graves  teams 
up  with  Esme  Patterson 
of  the  Denver  indie  outfit 
Paper  Bird  to  deliver  three 


golden  tracks.  “Call  It 
Heaven,”  which  closes  the 
album,  has  a  low-fi,  con¬ 
densed  sound  that  brings 
up  memories  of  classic 
folk.  The  song  sounds 
like  something  off  the  “O 
Brother,  Where  Art  Thou?’ 
soundtrack.  “Big  Time 
Nashville  Star,”  kicking 
off  the  second  half  of  the 
album,  has  a  more  country 
sound.  The  plodding  shuf¬ 
fle  is  reminiscent  of  west 
Texas  and  dirt,  with  lyrics 
invoking  dreams  of  success 
wandering  the  globe. 

The  standout  of  the 
album,  however,  is  “Dearly 
Departed. ’’The  powerful 
duet  strings  together  mas¬ 
sive,  gut-wrenching  har¬ 


monies  over  an  old-school, 
Austin  blues  arrangement. 
The  chorus,  “You  and  I 
both  know  that  the  house 
is  haunted  /  And  you  and 
I  both  know  that  the  ghost 
is  you,”  is  pure  Americana, 
a  love  song  to  a  wandering 
spirit.  The  climax  of  the 
song  is  chill-inducing,  and 
the  chemistry  between  the 
two  singers  is  absolutely 
astounding. 

From  beginning  to  end, 
the  album  is  a  work  of  art. 
It  leaves  you  with  some¬ 
thing  when  it’s  over.  Some 
connection  to  the  past,  or 
maybe  some  better  under¬ 
standing  of  the  man  him¬ 
self.  In  any  case,  the  project 
is  a  success,  and  Rose-Gar  -

cia  is  getting  recognition 
to  match.  Shakey  Graves 
is  coming  back  to  Chicago 
this  in  December,  playing 
at  Lincoln  Hall,  a  507-seat 
theater;  he’s  headlining 
this  time,  and  the  show 
sold  out  months  ago.

Chaparrals  win  region  playoff  game 
against  Madison  Wolfpack

Playing  against  Madison 
College  for  the  third  time 
this  season,  the  College  of 
DuPage  women’s  soccer 
team  won  their  regional 
playoff  game  in  a  3-0 
victory.  This  win  for  the 
Chaparrals  allows  COD 
to  move  up  to  the  region¬ 
al  championship  game, 
which  took  place  on  Oct. 
28,  against  Rock  Valley. 

The  game  started  off 
roughly  for  both  teams,  as 
it  was  obvious  Madison 
College  Wolfpack  was 
playing  their  hardest  to 
redeem  themselves  for 
last  week’s  loss  against  the 
Chaparrals. 

Both  teams  played 
aggressively,  which  showed 
as  the  ball  was  not  being 
moved  from  one  side 
another.  The  Wolfpack’s 
defense  started  off  very 
strong  and  discouraged 
COD  from  being  able 
to  move  far  on  the  field. 
Despite  Madison  College’s 
aggressive  playing  against 
COD,  the  Chaparrals 
were  able  to  begin  to  more 
control  over  the  ball  as 


the  first  half  progressed. 
Whenever  the  Chapar¬ 
rals  weren’t  in  possession, 
COD  was  able  to  quickly 
steal  the  ball  away  from 
Madison  College  at  every 
opportunity,  which  helped 
aid  in  stopping  any  move¬ 
ment  of  the  Wolfpack. 

Although  COD’s  defense 
was  very  troubling  for 
Madison,  the  Wolfpack 
was  still  able  to  near  the 
Chaparrals’  goal  a  number 
of  times,  which  allowed 
them  to  make  attempts  at 
scoring.  However,  all  five 
of  Madison  College’s  goal 
attempts  during  the  first 
half  never  found  their  way 
into  the  Chaparrals’  net. 
The  Chaparrals  on  the  oth¬ 
er  hand  were  able  to  make 
six  shots  on  goal  during 
the  first  half.  Two  of  these 
wound  up  in  Madison 
College’s  goal  thanks  to 
Angela  Torritto. 

During  the  second  half, 
Ashlee  Falco  made  a  goal, 
which  seemed  to  deter  the 
Wolfpack  from  putting 
forth  as  much  effort  as 


they  previously  made 
in  the  game.  Although 
Madison  College’s  offense 
died  out,  their  defense 
was  able  to  rally  together 
and  prohibit  COD  from 
scoring  during  the  rest  of 
the  game. 

From  this  point  on  until 
the  end  of  the  game,  the 
ball  was  seen  for  the  most 
part  in  the  center  of  field 
and  not  spending  time  on 
one  side  anymore  than  the 
other. 

Angela  Toritto  remarked 
on  this  saying,  “I  could 
definitely  tell  that  they 
weren’t  trying  as  hard 
in  the  second  half.  Their 
players  sort  of  died  out, 
and  didn’t  really  want  to 
push  us  as  hard  as  they  did 
in  the  first  half.  We  sort  of 
just  waited  for  the  game  to 
end,  and  I’m  glad  we  won 
by  such  a  good  margin.” 

This  game  marks  the 
Chaparrals’  third  victory 
over  Madison  College  this 
season.  This  victory  for 
the  Chaparrals  puts  their 
overall  record  to  13-2-2.

Baseball  team  already  prepping  for  spring  season

While  many  people  may 
be  excited  for  winter,  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  baseball 
coach  Kevin  Tyrrell  hopes 
we  continue  to  get  warm 
weather. 

This  is  because  his  base¬ 
ball  team  that  soon  has  to 
move  indoors  to  practice 
during  the  winter. 

“The  fall  season  is  closing 
in  on  us,  and  I  really  hope 
we  can  get  another  week 
or  so  of  warm  weather,” 
Tyrrell  says.  “Everyone 
kind  of  dreads  moving  in¬ 
doors  to  practice,  and  we ’re 
really  hoping  to  make  this 
weather  last  as  long  as 
possible.” 

Preparing  for  the  spring 
time,  which  is  baseball 
season,  is  a  time-consum¬ 
ing  feat  that  takes  dedica¬ 


tion  for  both  athletes  and 
coaches  from  start  to  fin¬ 
ish.  Out  of  the  60  baseball 
players  who  joined,  only 
around  30  are  expected  to 
stick  around  until  the  end 
of  the  season. 

College  of  DuPage’s 
baseball  team  began 
training  in  August  for  their 
fall  season,  which  lasts 
until  late  October.  After 
October,  the  baseball  team 
moves  indoors  during  the 
winter  months  in  order  to 
practice  through  the  harsh 
weather.  This  is  the  time 
where  all  baseball  players 
have  been  newly  recruited 
by  the  college,  and  they  be¬ 
gin  their  training  in  prepa¬ 
ration  for  the  season.  The 
fall  season  of  baseball  is 
very  important  for  coaches 


to  be  able  to  analyze  their 
teams  and  decide  on  what 
they  will  be  working  on  to 
improve  during  the  season. 

Based  on  six  years  of 
experience  of  coaching 
at  College  of  DuPage, 
Tyrrell  plans  on  improving 
his  team  through  various 
exercises,  including:  scrim¬ 
mages  with  other  teams 
and  “inner  squad”  games 
(where  teammates  play 
with  each  other),  weight 
training  and  conditioning, 
and  individual  exercises 
to  improve  certain  move¬ 
ments  vital  for  optimum 
performance  and  prevent¬ 
ing  injuries. 

The  scrimmages  and 
“inner  squad”  games 
add  up  to  thirty  practice 
games  total  during  the  Fall 
season.  These  games  give

the  coaches  an  important 
way  to  see  how  their  team 
performs,  and  be  able  to 
improve  on  their  weak 
points. 

The  weight  training 
and  conditioning  is  made 
for  the  players  to  play  at 
their  maximum  perfor¬ 
mance  without  becoming 
fatigued.  Along  with  the 
strength  training,  their  in¬ 
dividual  movement  routine 
is  important  for  import¬ 
ant  to  help  prohibit  any 
injuries  sustained  through 
practices  and  games. 

Tyrrell  anticipates  his 
team  will  benefit  greatly 
from  his  training  regimen 
and  practice  sessions. 


Although  moving  indoors 
isn’t  as  fun  as  playing 
outside,  Tyrrell  stays  opti¬ 
mistic  about  the  upcoming 
season. 

“It  definitely  isn’t  as  fun 
as  playing  outdoors,  but 
it’s  manageable,  and  the 
prospect  of  being  able  to 
go  down  to  Myrtle  Beach, 
S.C.  is  a  great  way  to  stay 
motivated,”  Tyrrell  says. 
“It’s  a  lot  of  fun,  and  the 
players  really  enjoy  it.” 

These  plans  that  are 
designed  to  improve  the 
team  as  quickly  as  possible 
are  vital  for  having  the  best 
possible  performance  of 
the  baseball  team. 

Their  first  official  game  is 


scheduled  to  be  on  Feb.  22, 
2015.  While  many  people 
may  look  at  this  date  and 
think  it’s  far  away,  Tyrrell 
believes  now  is  the  most 
important  time  to  get  his 
team  up  to  the  highest 
possible  skill  level. 

“We  really  use  this  time 
the  best  way  we  can,  and 
I  just  hope  we  can  keep 
improving  in  preparation 
for  this  upcoming  season,” 
Tyrrell  says.  “We  have  a 
lot  of  work  to  do,  so  I’m 
very  excited  to  see  how  our 
players  work  towards  their 
goals.”

Survey  says  students  generally  like  COD 

Students  give  high  marks  for  education,  low  marks 
for  advising,  parking

Overall  satisfaction 

among  College  of  DuPage 
students  is  at  an  all-time 
high,  according  to  a  recent 
survey.  Officially  known  as 
the  Noel-Levitz  Student 
Satisfaction  Inventory 
Survey,  the  study  revealed 
students  generally  approve 
of  COD’s  academics  and 
services. 

The  survey  also  yielded 
an  all-time  high  for  the 
number  of  students  who 
felt  COD  met  their  expec¬ 
tations. 

James  Bente,  vice  pres¬ 
ident  of  planning  and  in¬ 
stitutional  effectiveness, 
presented  the  survey’s  re¬ 
sults  at  last  month’s  board 


of  trustees  meeting. 

“I  can’t  be  more  pleased 
about  these  results,”  Bente 
remarked. 

“The  results  give  us  an 
overall  picture  of  how  well 
we  are  meeting  our  stu¬ 
dents’  expectations,”  Bente 
added  in  a  news  release. 
“We  are  pleased  that  the 
results  affirm  our  mission 
to  be  a  center  of  excellence 
in  teaching,  learning,  and 
cultural  experiences  by 
providing  accessible,  af¬ 
fordable  and  comprehen¬ 
sive  education.” 

Students  gave  high  sat¬ 
isfaction  ratings  for  in¬ 
structional  quality  at  the 
college.  Those  surveyed 
gave  high  marks  on  the 
quality  of  education,  vari¬ 


ety  of  courses  and  faculty 
members’  knowledge  in 
their  respective  fields.  An¬ 
other  strong  suit  of  COD 
is  registration  and  sched¬ 
uling.  Students  felt  they 
can  choose  classes  at  con¬ 
venient  times  and  register 
with  few  conflicts. 

While  those  surveyed 
said  advising  and  coun¬ 
seling  services  are  very 
important,  students  felt 
unsatisfied  with  these  ser¬ 
vices  at  COD.  Students 
gave  a  low  rating  on  the 
helpfulness  of  academic 
advisers,  a  recurring  chal¬ 
lenge  evident  in  previous 
student  satisfaction  sur¬ 
veys. 

And  perhaps  unsurpris¬ 
ingly,  students  remained 


frustrated  over  the  amount 
of  adequate  parking  space. 
This  contributed  to  the 
lowest  satisfaction  score 
regarding  parking  since 
the  college  began  admin¬ 
istering  the  survey  in  2004. 

The  survey,  given  every 
three  to  four  years,  asks 
1,382  people  a  variety  of 
questions  to  figure  out 
how  students  feel  about 
different  areas  of  COD. 
The  college  randomly  se¬ 
lected  students  across  dif¬ 
ferent  demographics. 

2010  marked  the  last 
time  the  college  adminis¬ 
tered  the  survey.

A  healthier,  cuter  and  cost  effective  alternative  for  nails

For  those  who  go  and 
get  their  nails  done  at  a 
salon,  it’s  time  for  a  new 
alternative.  By  going  to  a 
salon  you  are  stuck  with 
the  same  choices,  over¬ 
paying,  and  damaging  the 
health  of  your  nails. 

Jamberry  is  a  nail  decal 
company  launched  in  2010 
that  sells  hundreds  of  nail 
stickers  for  women  and 
young  girls.  Sisters  Lynd- 
sey,  Christy  and  Keri  Ek- 
strom  started  the  company. 
After  an  expensive  day  at

your  nails,  it  prevents  them 
from  breaking  and  also 
makes  your  nails  stronger. 

Speaking  from  experi¬ 
ence,  I  can  defend  that  last 
statement.  After  having 
these  stickers  on  for  about 
two  weeks,  when  I  take 
them  off  and  put  a  new  set 
on,  my  nails  have  grown 
and  are  stronger  than 
before. 

At  a  typical  salon,  mani¬ 
cures  and  pedicures  run  at 
about  $20,  and  if  someone 
has  fake  nails  and  gets 


animal  patterns,  hobbies 
and  activities,  “graphic 
punch,”  French  tips  and 
more.  There  is  a  style  for 
everyone,  and  if  there  isn’t, 
there  is  an  option  to  make 
your  own  sticker. 

A  concern  that  often 
raises  questions  is  how 
well  the  stickers  actually 
stay  on.  When  applying 
the  stickers,  Jamberry 
instructs  users  to  use  a  heat 
source  such  as  a  rice  bag, 
blow  dryer  or  mini  heater. 
The  heat  helps  strengthen 
the  adhesive  to  the  nail. 
When  the  stickers  are 
applied  properly,  it  creates 
a  waterproof  seal  on  the 
nail  preventing  water  from 
getting  underneath  the  nail 
and  loosening  the  sticker, 
which  as  a  result,  helps 
them  last  longer. 

I  use  these  stickers  all 
the  time  now.  When  I  was 
first  introduced  to  them, 

I  was  going  to  the  salon 
roughly  every  two  weeks 
getting  my  fake  nails  filled. 
But  after  being  introduced 
to  Jamberry,  I  haven’t  gone 
back.  My  nails  are  health¬ 
ier  and  longer  ever  since  I 
started  using  them  in  the 
spring  of  this  year.  I  would 
recommend  these  to  all 
women,  especially  young 
girls.  If  they  are  nail  biters, 
they  won’t  be  harming 
themselves  because  Jam¬ 
berry  is  toxin  free. 

Overall,  Jamberry  is  an 
excellent  nail  product  and 
I  would  recommend  it  to 
anyone,  even  to  males  as  a 
possible  gift  idea  for  their 
sisters,  mothers  or  signifi¬ 
cant  others.

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“Medicine”  cures  fans  of  music  drought

British  pop-rock  band 
The  1975  has  been  known 
for  their  unmistakable, 
upbeat  songs.  With  the 
Soundcloud  release  of  new 
single  “Medicine”  on  Oct. 
30,  the  band  has  proven 
that  they  are  capable  of 
more  meaningful  melo¬ 
dies  while  staying  true  to 
their  sound.  The  single  is 
the  first  new  sound  from 
the  band  since  their  hit, 
self-titled  debut  album  in 
2013. 

Medicine  was  written 
for  the  rescore  of  2011 
movie  “Drive”,  pulled 
together  by  BBC  Radio 
1.  Their  song  stands  along 
with  others  by  The  Neigh¬ 
bourhood,  Bring  Me  The 
Horizon,  CHVRCHES 
and  more. 

As  a  fan  of  the  band,  it 
seems  like  forever  since 
a  new  song  has  been 
released.  Although  there 
is  still  no  word  on  a  new 
album,  or  even  an  EP,  fans 
will  appreciate  hearing 
something  new  to  help 
pass  the  time  until  a  full 
set  of  songs. 

The  1975  is  well  known 
for  “Chocolate”,  the  up¬ 
beat  radio  hit  that  seemed 
to  take  America  by  storm 
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a  little  bit  late  compared  to 
overseas.  Chocolate,  as  the 
first  single  from  the  band’s 
album,  embodied  the 
sound  that  trademarked 
the  band. 

“Medicine”  strays  from 
the  sound  of  the  previous 
album  as  does  the  message, 
but  is  still  identifiable  as 
one  of  the  band’s  own.  It 
falls  closer  to  the  sounds  of 
the  band’s  early  EP  releas¬ 
es,  which  included  a  few 
slower  songs  without  the 
use  of  extreme  background 
instrumentals. 

Medicine’s  lyrics  fill 
some  of  the  space,  but 
the  verses  and  chorus  are 
minimal.  The  song  speaks 
of  a  love  so  strong  it  cures, 
referencing  to  it  as  “med¬ 
icine”.  The  second  verse 
goes  as  far  as  to  talk  about 
marriage  in  the  lyrics  “I 
wanna  marry  you,  I  said  I, 

1  adore  you  and  that’s  all  I 
have  to  say,  I  adore  you.” 

This  is  not  to  say  that 
before,  the  band  was  inca¬ 
pable  of  touching  on  more 
serious  topics  but  their  lyr¬ 
ics  tend  to  reference  drugs 
and  less  important  rela¬ 
tionships.  Medicine  takes  a 
leap  outside  the  boundaries 
of  content  which  the  band 


is  known  for. 

At  almost  6  minute  long, 
the  song  is  mostly  slow 
instrumentals  similar  to 
2013  release  “Menswear”. 

Still,  the  two  cannot  be 
compared  because  of 
Menswear ’s  message, 
which  focuses  on  getting 
in  a  fight  at  a  wedding. 

Although  straying  from 
their  usual  topics,  the  song 
is  easily  identified  as  their 
own.  The  1975  has  a  sig¬ 
nature  sound  which  mixes 
real  instruments  with 
electronic  tracks  to  create  a 
fusion  that  isn’t  heard  any¬ 
where  else.

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Student  survey  satisfies 


Here  at  The  Courier, 
we  spend  a  lot  of  time 
staying  up  to  date  on  the 
ins  and  outs  of  the  College 
of  DuPage.  Obviously, 
as  a  newspaper,  this  is  by 
definition  our  job,  but  we 
do  it  also  because  we  care 
about  the  college,  we  love 
going  here,  and  we  want  to 
understand  it  so  we  might 
more  effectively  help 
improve  it. 

With  this  in  mind,  we 
were  pleased  to  see  the 
2014  Noel-Levitz  Student 
Satisfaction  Inventory 
Survey  Report,  released 
last  week.  The  report, 
which  is  conducted  every 


three  or  four  years,  surveys 
students  on  a  variety  of 
topics  relating  to  their  gen¬ 
eral  satisfaction  with  their 
experience  at  the  college 
as  a  whole.  The  Office  of 
Planning  and  Institutional 
Effectiveness  publishes  it 
as  a  scorecard  of  sorts. 

This  past  year,  there 
have  been  many  reasons 
why  students  might  feel 
dissatisfied  with  their 
institution:  President 
Breuder’s  flubs  last  spring, 
the  ongoing  drama  with 
the  board  of  trustees,  the 
lack  of  parking.  Despite 
this,  the  report  shows  an 
overwhelming  sense  of  sat¬ 


isfaction  with  the  school. 

The  significant  points 
highlighted  in  the  report 
are  not  very  surprising.  83 
percent  of  the  students 
here  had  the  college  as 
their  first  or  second  choice. 
86  percent  of  them  cited 
cost  as  one  of  the  most  in¬ 
fluential  factors  associated 
with  attendance,  consistent 
with  the  traditional  view 
of  a  community  college.  69 
percent  cited  the  school’s 
academic  reputation  as 
reason  for  attendance. 

One  area  in  particular 
that  was  singled  out  is  “In¬ 
structional  Effectiveness.” 
According  to  the  survey, 


students  feel  good  about 
their  classes,  grow  through 
them  and  have  confi¬ 
dence  in  their  instructors’ 
confidence  and  commit¬ 
ment.  This  is  obvious  to 
anyone  who  goes  here.  The 
facilities  may  be  state-of- 
the-art,  and  the  adminis¬ 
tration  may  be  frustrating 
occasionally,  but  the  real 
meat  of  the  institution, 
the  teachers,  have  always 
been  top  notch.  Sure,  every 
once  in  a  while  you  might 
get  an  instructor  who  you 
don’t  entirely  vibe  with, 
but  these  are  few  and  far 
between. 

On  the  flip  side,  students 


didn’t  seem  to  be  excit¬ 
ed  about  the  Academic 
Advising  and  Counsel¬ 
ing  here.  Displayed  was 
a  feeling  that  academic 
advisers  didn’t  know  about 
program  requirements, 
transfer  requirements  mov¬ 
ing  forward,  and  that  the 
school  as  a  whole  doesn’t 
do  everything  it  can  to 
help  students  reach  their 
goals.  This  is  disappoint¬ 
ing,  but  not  surprising.  It 
is  incredibly  difficult  to 
even  get  an  appointment 
with  the  counseling  center, 
especially  before  the  start 
of  a  new  semester.  Many 
students  skip  it  entirely, 


preferring  to  do  their  own 
research  on  MyAccess  to 
compose  their  schedules. 

So  there  are  some  ups 
and  downs  about  this 
survey,  as  to  be  expected. 
Despite  the  downs,  the 
overall  consensus  is  incred¬ 
ibly  positive.  This  is  a  place 
people  want  to  go,  and 
they’re  happy  they  go  here. 
Except  for  the  parking. 
Everyone  still  hates  the 
parking.

LETTER  TO  THE  EDITOR 

Courier  should  do  journalism 


Ben  Bradlee,  former  edi¬ 
tor  of  the  Washington  Post 
passed  away  last  month. 
His  tenure  as  executive  ed¬ 
itor  of  one  of  the  most  in¬ 
fluential  newspapers  in  this 
country  was  remarkable 
to  say  the  least;  he  over¬ 
saw  watershed  moments 
including  the  publication 
of  the  Pentagon  Papers 
and  Watergate.  Bradlee 
helped  make  scrutiny  and 
the  challenge  of  authority 
tenants  of  journalism.  That 
thought  was  in  the  back  of 
my  mind  as  I  read  the  Oct. 
22  opinion  piece  “Board 
Wars”  because  as  I  read  it, 

I  was  struck  by  the  lack  of 
skepticism  any  respectable 
newspaper  would  exercise. 
The  role  of  a  newspaper  is 
to  challenge  authority,  not 
to  parrot  them,  and  in  this 
regard  The  Courier  has 
failed.  “Board  Wars”  is  the 
most  egregious  example  of 
this  journalistic  negligence 
to  date.  Citing  almost 


verbatim  the  presentation 
given  by  the  financial 
affairs  department  as 
justification,  The  Courier 
concluded  within  the  span 
of  one  paragraph  that  as 
far  as  imprest  payments  go, 
there’s  “Nothing  sketchy 
here. ’’That’s  surprising  to 
hear  because  as  far  as  I  or 
any  other  reader  can  tell, 
The  Courier  didn’t  bother 
to  do  its  own  research 
beyond  Ctrl+F’ing  its  own 
name.  Again.  It’s  evident 
throughout  the  piece  and 
most  other  pieces  regard¬ 
ing  the  administration 
that  The  Courier  is  more 
than  content  to  repeat  the 
same  cookie-cutter  press 
releases  broadcasted  by  the 
administration.  Take  the 
alcohol  and  club  dues  for 
example.

At  the  beginning  of  the 
fall  semester  this  year,  the 
newly  constructed  Chap¬ 
arral  Fitness  center  at 
College  of  DuPage  began 
giving  full-time  COD 
students  free  member¬ 
ships.  COD’s  new  fitness 
center,  which  opened  in 
the  spring  of  2014,  initially 
charged  everyone  a  fee 
for  its  use.  The  month¬ 
ly  or  optional  semester 
charge  varied  depending 
on  if  you  are  a  full-time

Matt  Cousins,  manager 


of  the  strength  complex 
center  remarked  on  the 
increase  in  student  usage. 

“We  definitely  see  a  lot 
more  busy  hours  during 
the  day,”  Cousins  said. ”It’s 
not  as  often  as  we  have 
time  where  it’s  incredibly 
slow  when  we’re  open.” 

The  Chaparral  Fitness 
center  has  attracted  not 
only  students  who  reg¬ 
ularly  exercise,  but  also 
students  who  never  have 
exercised  extensively  in 
the  past.  The  free  gym 
membership  gives  many 
students  who  may  not  be

financially  inclined  to  be 
able  to  afford  a  gym  mem¬ 
bership  an  opportunity  to 
take  advantage  of  such  a 
nice  facility.

Harris  talks  LGBT  politics  after  Republican  wave

State  representative, 
sponsor  of  gay 
marriage  law  visits 
COD  for  Pride  Alliance 
speaker  series

State  Rep.  Greg  Har¬ 
ris  said  he  remains  unsure 
about  Gov.-elect  Bruce 
Rauner  and  expressed 
disappointment  over  the 
recent  Republican  wave 
across  the  nation  during  a 
visit  to  College  of  DuPage 
on  Nov.  7. 

Harris  remained  reluc¬ 
tant  over  Rauner’s  political 
positions,  including  the 
newly-elected  executive’s 
stances  on  LGBT  rights. 

“We’ve  yet  to  see  where 


he  stands  on  the  issues,” 
Harris  told  The  Courier. 

“We’ll  see  if  he’s  collab¬ 
orative  or  confrontational,” 
Harris  added.  “We  just 
don’t  know  yet.” 

Harris,  the  primary 
sponsor  of  Illinois’  gay 
marriage  law,  reflected  on 
what  recent  national  GOP 
gains  meant  for  the  LGBT 
movement  when  he  spoke 
to  members  and  guests  of 
Pride  Alliance,  the  col¬ 
lege’s  LGBT  student  club. 

“We  saw  something  that 
was  not  so  good,”  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Democrat  told  the 
group,  regarding  the  mid¬ 
term  elections. 

On  the  national  lev¬ 
el,  Harris  said  with  the 
GOP’s  full  control  of 
Congress,  a  good  number 


of  LGBT- friendly  candi¬ 
dates  lost.  He  attributed 
the  Republican  wave  to 
low  turnout  among  pro¬ 
gressive  voters  like  young 
people. 

However,  Harris  pointed 
out  local  voters  re-elected 
many  Democratic  sup¬ 
porters  of  gay  marriage. 

“This  is  a  testament  to 
the  voters  in  Illinois,”  Har¬ 
ris  emphasized  the  Demo¬ 
crats’  continued  control  of 
the  state  legislature. 

Harris  touted  marriage 
equality  in  Illinois,  saying 
the  state’s  law  “could  be  a 
model  for  the  country,”  cit¬ 
ing  the  law’s  expansion  of 
gay  rights  while  allowing 
for  some  exemptions  for 
religious  institutions. 

Harris  also  touched  on 


the  expansion  of  gay  rights 
and  wider  societal  accep¬ 
tance,  calling  it  “one  of  the 
most  rapid  and  remarkable 
changes  in  U.S.  history.” 

Audience  members  had 
the  opportunity  to  ask 
Harris  questions,  includ¬ 
ing  ones  on  his  life  as  an 
openly  gay  politician. 

While  Harris  said  his 
sexual  orientation  does  not 
usually  present  an  issue  in 
his  profession,  he  receives 
hate  mail  and  even  death 
threats. 

“I  usually  don’t  write 
them  back,”  Harris 
quipped.

CBS  series  'Stalker'  is  here  to  stay

CBS  fall  premiere 
“Stalker”  has  been  given 
the  go  to  air  an  entire  first 
season,  with  good  reason. 
Similar  to  a  division  of 
“Law  and  Order,”  the 
show  focuses  specifically 
on  stalking  cases  and  the 
drive  behind  obsessions. 
Each  episode  has  a  unique 
story  line,  strung  together 
by  common  characters. 

I  have  always  been  a 
fan  of  crime  shows.  I’ve 
watched  so  many  in  my 
short  lifetime  that  I  can 
usually  tell  who  the  killer 
is  within  the  first  half  of 
the  episode,  but  “Stalker” 
takes  twists  and  turns 
unlike  any  other. 

While  some  networks 
allow  shows  to  come  to 
unfair  conclusions  and 
introduce  a  suspect  in  the 
last  five  minutes,  Stalker 
hides  clues  in  a  clever  way 
while  keeping  the  assailant 
under  viewer’s  noses  the 
whole  time. 


The  drama,  which  pre¬ 
miered  on  Oct.  1,  is  now 
on  its  seventh  episode. 
Each  storyline  is  driven 
by  a  specific  case,  but  even 
main  characters  have  stalk¬ 
ers  of  their  own,  which 
continue  through  each 
episode. 

While  shows  like  “CSI” 
and  “Criminal  Minds” 
can  get  away  with  large 
amounts  of  gore,  “Stalker” 
focuses  on  the  story  line 
with  minimal  amounts 
of  blood  and  guts.  For 
viewers  who  appreciate 
twisted  stories,  the  acts 
of  the  stalkers  make  up 
for  lack  of  graphic  details. 
From  pouring  gasoline  on 
victims  to  living  in  the  vic¬ 
tim’s  basement,  creepy,  yet 
creative,  details  keep  the 
show  nerve-wracking. 

It  is  common  to  see 
repetitive  themes  among 
shows  as  many  current 
series  are  long-running. 
Stalker  brings  a  fresh  per¬ 


spective  to  a  highly  over¬ 
hyped  industry.  Instead  of 
sitting  back  and  watching 
the  same  story  over  and 
over,  viewers  will  witness 
new  ideas  and  techniques 
applied  by  different  types 
of  detectives.  Of  course, 
not  every  idea  is  fresh, 
considering  in  the  crime 
drama  realm  every  idea  has 
been  used  multiple  times. 
Stalker  finds  the  most 
creative  way  to  twist  not- 
so-classic  ideas  into  genius 
solutions. 

While  other  series  like  to 
create  relatable  and  invit¬ 
ing  characters,  take  Abby 
Sciuto  from  “NCIS”  for 
example,  “Stalker’s”  charac¬ 
ters  are  plagued  with  their 
own  fife  problems.  They 
are  far  from  whimsical  and 
lighthearted,  which  may 
be  even  more  realistic  than 
inviting  personalities  cre¬ 
ated  to  make  viewers  feel  a 
connection  to  the  char¬ 
acter.  The  lead  detective, 


Lieutenant  Beth  Davis,  has 
been  stalked  herself.  That 
is  about  all  that  the  series 
will  reveal  to  viewers,  as 
she  is  a  very  guarded  and 
seemingly  cold  person. 

Davis  butts  heads  with 
newcomer  Detective  Jack 
Larson,  a  former  playboy 
and  detached  father.  Both 
seem  to  have  hidden  sides 
which  will  make  viewers 
coming  back  to  see  how 


their  stories  unfold. 

So  far,  Stalker  has  no 
shortcomings,  other  than 
the  fact  that  the  female 
detectives  can  get  away 
with  wearing  six-inch 
heels  on  the  job,  a  com¬ 
mon  misconception  that 
Hollywood  continuously 
gets  away  with.  The  show 
opens  viewers  up  to  a  new 
kind  of  crime  drama  with 
enough  similarities  to  oth¬ 


er  series  that  it  will  be  en¬ 
joyable  to  fans  of  the  genre. 
Still,  “Stalker”  takes  twists 
and  turns  able  to  leave 
even  the  most  cultured 
crime  solvers  stumped.

Nov.  4  of  this  year.  She 
has  been  promoting  her 
new  on  Instagram  and 
she  is  currently  on  tour 
promoting  the  five  track 
collection. 

Before  her  debut  on 
“One  Tree  Hill,”  Kate 
Voegele  started  to  gain 
interest  from  recording 
demos  for  record  labels. 
Her  first  demo,  “The 
Other  Side”  was  released 
in  2003.

Because  “One  Tree  Hill” 
incorporated  so  much 
music  on  the  show,  all 
music  on  the  show  would 
be  listed  after  airing.  This 
helped  to  grow  Voegele’s 
fan  base. 

I  was  an  avid  “One  Tree 
Hill”  fan,  and  when  I  was 
introduced  to  Voegele  I 
was  immediately  hooked. 
Her  first  album  “Don’t 
Look  Away”  was  great.  It 
was  more  on  the  rock  side, 
and  her  songs  had  a  pow-  •

erful  message  to  go  with 
her  powerful  voice. 

Her  next  album,  “A  Fine 
Mess,”  was  released  in 
2009.  A  lot  of  the  same 
sound  that  was  on  her  first 
album  continued  to  the 
second.  This  album  had 
more  heartbreak  songs 
than  her  last  album,  but 
some  of  her  songs  stayed 
on  the  slower  side.  “99 
Times”  is  one  of  her  faster 
songs  about  how  every 
time  she  would  look  this 


guy  in  the  eye,  she  saw 
that  he  was  liar.  Its  very 
fast  and  vengeful,  perfect 
to  listen  to  after  a  breakup. 
This  summarizes  the  sound 
of  her  second  album. 

Voegele’s  third  album 
“Gravity  Happens”  is 
where  her  sound  started 
to  change.

She  still  has  an  upbeat 
sound,  but  not  as  strong.

this  sound  like  “Enough 
For  Always”  I  liked  but 
weren’t  as  loud  or  strong.

Voegele’s  next  song 
“Carousel”  is  a  love  song 
about  how  she  is  stuck  in 
a  relationship  that  keeps 
going  in  circles.

“Caught  Up 
In  You”  (feat.  Inland  Sky) 
is  a  duet  about  love  too, 
being  caught  up  in  your 
significant  other.  This  song 
is  OK.  I’m  used  to  her 
faster  songs,  and  this  is  the 
opposite.  The  same  goes 
for  her  last  song,  “When 
I’m  Gone.”

A  Catholic  and  Lasallian  University 
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Maynard  case  revives  need  for  'right  to  die'  laws 


This  week’s  editorial 
board  meeting  was  a  bleak 
one.  When  we  decided  to 
focus  on  Brittany  May¬ 
nard’s  death,  we  knew 
we  had  to  get  it  right. 
Maynard,  as  many  of  you 
probably  know  from  the 
news  lately,  was  a  29-year- 
old  American  woman 
who,  after  being  diagnosed 
with  terminal  brain  cancer, 
eventually  took  her  own 
life  with  a  fatal  dose  of 
barbiturates  prescribed  by 
her  doctor. 

This  has  rekindled  a  na¬ 
tional  conversation  about 
whether  or  not  a  person 
Has  the  “right  to  die.” 

It  isn’t  illegal  to  end  one’s 


own  life.  This  is  a  good 
thing.  We  feel  strongly 
that  a  person  should  be 
able  to  decide  to  end  their 
own  life  in  a  manner  of 
their  choosing,  and  a  state 
should  not  actively  work  to 
prevent  someone  who  has 
made  this  decision  from 
carrying  it  out.  A  person 
cannot  truly  be  free  unless 
they  have  absolute  authori¬ 
ty  over  whether  or  not  they 
continue  existing. 

This  by  no  means  advo¬ 
cates  the  act  of  suicide.  We 
simply  mean  to  say  that  a 
state  should  not  be  able  to 
compel  someone  to  exist, 
from  a  legal  perspective. 

All  suicide  isn’t  the  same, 


we  agreed.  While  any  un¬ 
necessary  death  is  a  trag¬ 
edy,  in  the  case  of  suicide 
that  tragedy  is  amplified  by 
those  left  behind.  Suicide 
is  destructive.  Suicide  can 
be  selfish.  But  sometimes, 
like  in  the  case  of  Brittany 
Maynard,  suicide  makes  a 
lot  of  sense. 

Maynard  was  terminally 
ill,  and  had  no  expectation 
of  recovery.  Her  death 
would  be  slow  and  painful, 
and  she  expressed  a  fear  of 
becoming  resistant  to  the 
drugs  that  would  lessen  the 
pain  she  felt.  She  wouldn’t 
accomplish  anything  else. 
She  would  simply  lay  in  a 
bed  and  wait  to  die.  Her 


life  was  already,  effectively, 
over. 

It  is  easy  to  understand 
the  choice  that  Maynard 
made,  and  almost  impossi¬ 
ble  to  admonish  her  for  it. 

So  if  we  accept  that 
suicide  is  a  legitimate  and 
reasonable  decision  for 
Maynard  to  make,  the 
actual  method  by  which 
this  decision  is  carried  out 
is  largely  arbitrary.  The 
goal  is  obviously  to  allow 
the  person  to  die  with  the 
least  amount  of  pain  and 
suffering.  One  method 
of  ensuring  this  is  physi¬ 
cian-assisted  suicide. 

In  Oregon,  physician-as¬ 
sisted  suicide  is  legal.  A 


Britanny  Maynard,  diagnosed  with  a  terminal  illness,  chose  to  pass  away  earlier  this  month.

physician  can  prescribe 
medication,  but  it  must  be 
self  administered. 

Additional  criteria  must 
be  met: 

-The  patient  must  be 
diagnosed  by  two  doctors 
with  a  terminal  illness  that 
will  cause  their  death  with¬ 
in  six  months. 

-Must  be  18 

-Must  be  capable  of 
making  and  communicat¬ 
ing  health  care  decisions 
for  him/herself. 

-Must  request  the  med¬ 
icine  twice  orally  and  at 
least  once  in  writing. 

This  is  the  process  that 
Maynard  went  through.  It 
makes  a  huge  amount  of 
sense,  and  it  is  clear  from 
the  criteria  that  it  is  treated 
as  a  last  effort  medical 
decision. 

We  believe  that  this  is 
how  it  should  be  every¬ 
where.  This  type  of  option 


should  be  open  to  those  in 
Maynard’s  situation,  those 
who  recognize  that  their 
life  is  all  but  over  and  want 
to  leave  with  their  dignity 
intact,  of  their  own  accord. 
The  doctors  in  these 
cases  are  not  murderers,  or 
killers,  or  evil  men.  They 
are  saviors,  helping  these 
people  avoid  months  of 
torturous  pain. 

These  are  some  of  the 
things  we  talked  about,  a 
group  of  healthy  people  in 
a  basement  of  a  commu¬ 
nity  college.  It  is  hard  to 
imagine  being  in  May¬ 
nard’s  situation,  having  to 
choose  between  such  hor¬ 
rifying  options.  No  matter 
where  you  end  up  on  this 
issue,  one  thing  is  undeni¬ 
ably  true:  Maynard  went 
out  the  way  she  wanted  to. 
In  her  situation,  what  else 
could  you  ask  for?

Despite  both 
teams  playing  very  hard, 
the  Chaparrals  were  able 


to  maintain  a  decisive 
control  over  the  ball  during 
the  game.  This  aided  in 
giving  the  Chaparrals 
many  opportunities  to 
make  shots  at  the  right 
times,  and  also  collect 
rebounds  when  needed. 

As  the  game  progressed, 
there  were  a  lot  of  instanc¬ 
es  where  COD  players  had 
toppled  over  due  to  the 
rough  playing  of  Oakton. 
This  was  especially  true 
for  sophomore  Breanna 
Venson,  who  was  con¬ 
stantly  being  shoved  down 
after  making  attempts 
at  scoring.  However,  this 
did  not  prohibit  her  from 
being  the  second  highest 
point-earner  for  COD.

Oakton  had  continuous 
trouble  with  the  Chap¬ 
arral’s  defense  during  the 
first  half,  and  was  only 
able  to  have  a  35.5  percent 
two-point  ratio  and  also 
missing  both  three  point 
attempts.  The  first  half 
ended  with  the  Lady 
Chaparrals  in  the  lead 
39-23. 

Coming  back  from  the 
first  half,  Oakton  began  to 
play  with  a  different  style, 
which  didn't  last  long,  and 
they  soon  turned  back  to 
continuously  fouling  even 
more  of  COD’s  players. 

Despite  the  rejuvenated 
playing  style  of  Oak¬ 
ton,  there  was  still  a  low 
percentage  of  shots  made 


when  compared  to  the 
Chaparrals.  Okaton  had 
made  multiple  three-point 
attempts,  which  proved  to 
hurt  them  in  the  long-run 
because  the  Chaparrals 
were  able  to  quickly  get 
back  the  rebounds.  On  top 
of  the  unsuccessful  three- 
point  attempts,  Oakton’s 
shooting  percentage  was 
only  at  17.6  percent  in  the 
second  half,  which  made 
it  very  comforting  for  the 
Chaparrals  seeing  that 
their  defense  was  incapaci¬ 
tating  Oakton’s  offense. 

For  the  rest  of  the  game, 
the  lady  Chaparrals  had  an 
easy  time  controlling  their 
position  on  the  scoreboard, 
and  looked  happy  with 


their  performance. 

Women’s  basketball 
coach  Ryan  Connell  re¬ 
marked  on  the  team’s  first 
game,  and  this  showed  how 
important  it  can  be. 

“It  was  a  good  first  game, 
the  girls  came  out  ready 
play,  and  that  showed 


today.  They  took  advantage 
of  when  they  needed  to 
make  important  plays,  and 
it  showed  on  the  board.”

College  of  DuPage’s 
men’s  basketball  team 
beat  Oakton  Community 
College  in  a  84-5 1  victory. 
Despite  the  huge  margin, 
the  win  was  not  an  easy 
one  for  the  Chaparrals  to 
attain. 

Right  at  the  start  of  the 
first  half,  the  Chaparrals 
struggled  tremendously  to 
defend  against  Oakton’s 
commanding  offense. 


Many  COD  players  were 
rotated  in  and  off  the  court 
in  an  effort  to  get  fresh 
players  to  see  who  would 
perform  well. 

The  remaining  time  in 
the  first  half  continued  to 
tick  down,  and  the  game 
was  starting  to  look  very 
grim  for  the  Chaparrals. 
Oakton  Community 
College  was  leading  the 
first  half  in  a  24-12  lead 


and  gave  COD  a  very 
hard  time  moving  the  ball 
on  the  court.  The  Chap¬ 
arrals’  coaches  decided  to 
take  a  timeout  to  talk  to 
their  team  to  make  a  plan. 
Afterwards,  the  Chaparrals 
came  back  with  a  fresh 
start  to  their  game  and 
worked  their  way  to  catch 
up  to  Oakton.  With  solid 
teamwork,  the  Chapar¬ 
rals  were  able  to  end  the 


first  half  with  a  tie  after 
Leverenzel  Booth  scored  a 
two-point  shot,  tying  the 
game  31-31. 

When  asked  about  what 
was  discussed  during  the 
time-out,  men’s  basketball 
coach  T.  Earl  Reed  said, 
“We  just  talked  to  the 
boys  on  what  they  needed 
to  work  on  and  reminded 
them  of  what  they  learned 
in  practice.” 


After  the  second  half 
began,  the  Chaparrals 
turned  into  a  dominat¬ 
ing  team  that  controlled 
Oakton  both  offense  and 
defense.

Cathy  Brod,  the  execu¬ 
tive  director  of  the  College 
of  DuPage  Foundation 
explains  that  the  creation 
of  the  program  was  inevi¬ 
table. 

“We  have  so  many  alum¬ 
ni  doing  great  things,” 
Brod  said. 

Brod  says  that  the  alum¬ 
ni  were  nominated  based 
on  “how  alumni  contrib¬ 
uted  to  their  professional 
careers.”  The  alumni  also 
had  to  have  either  earned 
a  degree  or  certificate  from 
the  college  or  completed 
over  30  credit  hours  and 
had  graduated  over  10 
years  ago. 

After  sifting  through 
nominations,  an  alumni 


committee  selected  40  fi¬ 
nalists  from  which  eight 
were  given  the  Distin¬ 
guished  Alumni  Award. 

Along  with  Dahal,  seven 
other  accomplished  alum¬ 
ni  were  selected:  U.S  Army 
Attorney  Bryan  T.  Green, 
former  Redback  Networks 
CEO  Dennis  Marsema, 
“Chicago  Fire”  Actress 
Robyn  Coffin,  acclaimed 
music  composer  Amy 
Beth  Kirsten,  professor  of 
speech  communications 
Lauren  Morgan,  Vice 
President  of  global  sales 
for  Hyatt  Hotels,  Gus 
Vonderheide,  and  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Women’s  Health  at 
Prentice  Women’s  Hospi¬ 
tal  of  Northwestern  Med¬ 
icine,  Dr.  Kim  L.  Armour. 

Each  individual  who  was 
presented  with  the  award 
was  required  to  do  some 
sort  of  student  engage¬ 
ment  with  COD  students 
to  give  back  to  the  college. 

This  enabled  students  to 
hear  stories  and  ask  ques¬ 
tions  from  professionals 
who  were  sitting  in  the 
same  seats  years  ago. 

Nikki  Maas,  a  music  ma¬ 
jor  at  COD,  said  the  expe¬ 
rience  made  her  feel  more 
centered. 

“It  is  really  cool  to  see 
where  COD  can  take  you. 
It  makes  me  feel  like  I  am 
in  the  right  place,”  Maas 
said. 


Maas,  attended  a  class 
where  Amy  Beth  Kirsten 
spoke.  Kirsten  is  an  ac¬ 
complished  classical  mu¬ 
sic  composer  who  was 
awarded  a  Guggenheim 
fellowship  among  other 
accolades. 

Kirsten,  after  being  in¬ 
spired  by  the  faculty  and 
organizations  at  the  col¬ 
lege,  would  definitely 
agree  that  COD  is  the 
right  place  to  take  students 
above  and  beyond  in  their 
careers. 

“My  parents  wanted  me 
to  go  to  COD  to  figure  out 
that  I  didn’t  want  to  be  a 
music  major  but  the  oppo¬ 
site  happened  I  was  really 
inspired  by  the  music  pro¬ 
fessors  here,”  Kirsten  said. 

One  experience  in  par¬ 
ticular  that  Kirsten  counts 
as  defining  was  when 
COD’s  choir  performed 
the  first  piece  that  Kirsten 
composed. 

“I  got  to  hear  it,  and  it 
was  such  an  amazing  expe¬ 
rience  and  was  sort  of  the 
beginning  of  figuring  out  I 
wanted  to  be  a  composer,” 
Kirsten  said. 

One  thing  that  many  of 
the  distinguished  alumni 
agree  with  was  COD’s  in¬ 
fluence  in  their  life. 

Bryan  T.  Green,  an  attor¬ 
ney  for  the  U.S  Army,  felt 
COD  was  able  to  give  him 
the  basis  he  needed  for  the 


rest  of  his  life. 

“I  learned  time  manage¬ 
ment  and  take  advantage 
of  opportunities,  I  wish  it 
was  a  four-year  school  be¬ 
cause  I  would  have  stayed  ” 
Green  said. 

Opportunity  is  some¬ 
thing  that  COD  provided 
for  more  than  one  of  its 
distinguished  alumni. 

For  Robyn  Coffin,  an 
accomplished  actress  who 
has  appeared  in  several 
TV  shows  and  national  ad 
campaigns,  the  COD  was 
her  only  chance  at  an  ed¬ 
ucation. 

“I  had  no  money  and  no 
plan.  COD  was  my  only 
option,”  Coffin  said. 

Her  only  option  ended 
up  being  her  best  option 
as  she  says  her  professors 
became  fife-long  mentors 
who  still  advise  her  today. 
The  skills  she  learned  from 
her  professors  ended  up 
being  impressive  wherever 
she  went. 

“When  I  got  to  Colum¬ 
bia  College,  they  thought 
I  had  trained  at  Juilfiard,” 
Coffin  said. 

In  the  future,  Brod  hopes 
to  expand  the  Distin¬ 
guished  Alumni  Awards  as 
well  perhaps  have  a  more 
unified  way  of  contacting 
and  reaching  alumni. 

“Everyone  felt  good 
about  the  event,  we  have 
plans  for  a  more  formal

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alumni  program  soon,” 
Brod  said. 

From  the  sentiments  of 
the  distinguished  alumni,  it 
is  clear  to  see  that  the  COD 
is  highly  regarded  in  many 
of  its  past  students  hearts. 
Kirsten  hopes  that  more  than 
anything  students  can  realize 
how  great  of  a  resource  that 
students  have  right  in  front 
of  them. 

“There  is  a  wonderful  re¬ 
source  here  in  the  faculty, 
they  all  have  the  experience 
of  being  professionals,  tap 
into  the  resources  that  are 
already  in  front  of  you  at 
COD,”  Kirsten  said. 


Counseling  responds  to  low  student  satisfaction

College  of  DuPage’s  coun¬ 
seling  and  advising  office  is 
working  to  boost  its  effec¬ 
tiveness  in  advising  students, 
including  hiring  more  qual¬ 
ified  advisers.  The  new  plan 
comes  after  a  recent  student 
satisfaction  survey  found 
students  were  not  satisfied 
with  COD’s  counseling  and 
advising  services. 

Scott  Heck,  manager  of 
student  development  in  the 
department,  admits  there  are 
issues  with  counseling  and 
advising,  but  the  department 
has  already  been  taking  steps 
to  address  them. 

“We’re  taking  this  seriously,” 
Heck  said.  “There’s  a  lot  of 
things  happening  here  that 


the  true  fruition  of  those 
things  can’t  be  quite  seen 

.  n 

yet. 

In  the  survey  released  last 
month,  students  cited  ad¬ 
visers’  lack  of  knowledge 
about  program  and  transfer 
requirements  as  the  main 
reasons  for  their  discontent. 
Those  surveyed  also  felt  the 
school  does  not  do  every¬ 
thing  it  could  help  them 
reach  their  educational  goals. 
Heck  pointed  out  the  coun¬ 
seling  and  advising  office’s 
own  surveys  in  the  past  in¬ 
dicated  general  student  sat¬ 
isfaction. 

According  to  Heck,  the 
counseling  and  advising  of¬ 
fice  has  identified  key  areas 
of  concern,  including  the  ca¬ 
pacity  and  capability  to  serve 
students. 


The  department  has  aimed 
to  see  every  single  student 
to  meet  with  an  adviser  or 
counselor  once  per  semester. 
To  help  reach  that  overarch¬ 
ing  goal,  Heck  says  the  col¬ 
lege  is  looking  to  hire  more 
workers  in  the  department. 
Heck  also  wants  more  advis¬ 
ers  with  expertise  who  can 
provide  better  information 
on  specific  programs. 

“The  college  has  been  sup¬ 
portive,”  Heck  said.  “As 
the  college  has  grown,  the 
amount  of  resources  applied 
to  our  area  has  also  grown.” 
A  common  complaint 
among  students  is  the  de¬ 
partment’s  lack  of  ability  to 
handle  a  large  number  of 
students.  Heck  cautioned 
the  department  cannot  han¬ 
dle  a  large  amount  of  people 


simultaneously,  as  advisers 
and  counselors  meet  one- 
on-one  with  students.  Many 
students  procrastinate  in 
requesting  for  advising  ses¬ 
sions,  something  the  coun¬ 
seling  department  advises 
against. 

“We  can’t  do  our  job  with¬ 
out  [students]  participating 
in  it,”  Heck  said.  “We’re  cre¬ 
ating  your  dream  together.” 
Heck  emphasized  the  coun¬ 
seling  and  advising  office  is 
trying  to  help  students  their 
achieve  educational  goals. 
“We  are  strongly  committed 
to  student  success,”  Heck 
said.  “We  just  need  a  little 
more  time  for  implement¬ 
ing  [our  plans].”

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lArtists  take  New  Orleans

College  of  DuPage’s 
nonprofit  art  group, 
LArtists,  took  their  talents 
to  the  heart  of  their  inspi¬ 
ration.  The  group  opened 
their  two-month  art  show 
at  the  Gravier  Studio 
Gallery  in  New  Orleans  on 
Nov.  14. 

The  artist  group  focuses 
their  work  on  the  New 
Orleans  lifestyle,  from 
jazz  music  to  Mardi  Gras. 
These  paintings  are  then 
donated  to  families  affect¬ 
ed  by  Hurricane  Katrina. 
This  is  the  first  time  the 
artists  were  able  to  meet 
the  recipients  of  their  work 
personally. 

Art  professor  Jennifer 
Hereth  and  former  art  stu¬ 
dent  Karen  Gehse  started 
the  COD  nonprofit  in  the 
wake  of  Katrina.  Although 
the  storm  has  passed  and 
families  are  on  their  way  to 
recovery,  Hereth’s  painting 
students  are  still  given 
the  opportunity  to  create 
pieces  that  represent  new 
life  and  old  tradition. 


Hereth  believes  the 
group  is  special  in  focus 
and  that  COD  students 
and  faculty  should  be 
proud  of  the  art  depart¬ 
ment  in  the  wake  of 
school-wide  dysfunction. 

“For  us  to  keep  a  nine- 
year  commitment  when 
everyone  has  forgotten, 
and  to  be  recognized  by 
Brad  Pitt’s  organization 
‘Make  It  Right,’  the  school 
should  feel  proud,”  said 
Hereth.  “Even  though 
[Hurricane  Katrina  is] 
not  the  crisis  of  favor,  100 
students  in  Chicago  have 
not  forgotten.” 

Along  with  the  event  at 
the  Gravier  Studio  Gallery, 
new  student  artwork 
was  hung  in  the  ‘Make 
It  Right’  offices,  home 
to  Brad  Pitt’s  nonprofit 
group.  This  is  the  second 
time  Hereth  has  visited  the 
business  because  of  their 
love  for  student  artwork. 

In  the  weeks  before  the 
show,  longtime  IArtist 
member  Eve  Reed  looked 
forward  to  hanging  up  her 
painting  and  brightening  a 


recipient’s  day. 

“It’s  very  neat,”  said 
Reed.  “It’s  a  far  away  place, 
but  hopefully  we  are  able 
to  make  a  difference  for 
someone  and  make  them 
happy.” 

Hereth  believes  the  exhi¬ 
bition  would  not  have  been 
possible  if  it  weren’t  for 
the  support  of  COD.  Not 
only  was  this  the  first  time 
the  COD  art  department 
took  their  work  nationally, 
but  Hereth  believes  that 
LArtists  is  the  only  non¬ 
profit  art  group  stemming 
from  a  community  college 
in  the  country. 

“We  very  much  appreci¬ 
ate  that  the  liberal  arts  and 
academic  deans  depart¬ 
ments  supporting  this 
trip,”  said  Hereth.  “This  is 
unprecedented  in  COD’s 
history  or  any  community 
college  that  I  know  of.” 

Hereth  believes  that  the 
opportunity  is  unique  from 
those  of  any  other  commu¬ 
nity  college  and  is  hoping 
to  use  publicity  from  this 
trip  to  receive  a  grant  for 
the  program.  She  plans  to

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Livingston  Taylor  wows  MAC  audience

The  lanterns  of  the  Play¬ 
house  Theater  gleamed  as 
Livingston  Taylor  played 
his  acoustic  set  at  the  first 
Club  MAC  concert  of 
the  season  on  Nov.  14.  As 
Taylor  wrapped  up  his 
performance,  audience 
members  cheered  with 
smiles  on  their  faces. 

Livingston’s  brother, 
James  Taylor,  became  a 
household  name  in  folk 
music,  rising  above  his  al- 
so-talented  siblings.  As  the 
night  at  the  MAC  went 
on,  Livingston  proved  to 
Glen  Ellyn  residents  that 
he  does  not  reside  in  his 
brother’s  shadow.  Al¬ 
though  Taylor  has  a  similar 
sound  to  his  brother,  he 
brings  a  character  to  his 
songwriting  that  gives  him 
a  push  in  his  own  direc¬ 
tion. 

The  atmosphere  at  Club 
MAC  was  aimed  to  keep 
attendees  comfortable 
and  create  an  incredibly 
intimate  setting.  Snacks 
and  alcoholic  beverages 
were  available  for  purchase 
before  the  show  as  well 
as  during  intermission. 

The  night  was  arranged 
in  an  “unplugged”  style 
from  Taylor’s  exclusively 
acoustic  set  to  his  com¬ 
mentary  between  songs. 
The  feel  of  the  room  was 
so  close  audience  members 
even  responded  to  some  of 
Taylor’s  comments.  Taylor 
probably  didn’t  need  to 
use  a  microphone  with 
how  well  the  acoustics  in 
the  venue  resonated,  and 
the  crisp  guitar  filling  the 
room  made  the  show  that 
much  better. 

Many  audience  mem¬ 
bers  were  familiar  with 
Taylor,  but  most  did  not 
know  much  about  him.  To 
celebrate  his  71st  birth¬ 


day,  glen  ellyn  resident 
Billy  Ristau  came  with  an 
original  Livingston  Taylor 
record  in  tow,  even  though 
he  had  only  read  about 
the  concert  that  morning. 
Ristau  expected  Taylor 
to  have  an  acoustic,  folky 
set  similar  to  his  brother’s 
sound.  He  was  spot  on 
with  his  prediction. 

Taylor  took  the  stage 
with  his  acoustic  guitar 
and  a  piano  behind  him. 
The  simplicity  helped 
attendees  focus  on  the 
music  instead  of  becoming 
distracted  by  loud  instru¬ 
mentals.  He  took  time  to 
speak  in  between  songs 
explaining  how  he  wrote 
them  or  acknowledging  his 
musical  inspirations.  Taylor 
even  talked  specifically 
to  musicians  about  how 
he  learned  his  chords, 
and  also  commented  on  a 
common  complaint  among 
musicians  when  he  said, 
“Guitarists,  do  you  know 
how  bad  the  F  chord  used 
to  hurt?  Well,  it  never  goes 
away.  My  fingers  are  killing 
me  right  now.”  He  cracked 
jokes  and  told  stories  of 
his  travels,  which  long¬ 
time  fans  of  Taylor  found 
unusual. 

Lifelong  fans  of  the 
Taylor  brothers,  Roberta 
and  Ken  Klamm,  have 
followed  Livingston’s 
performances  for  the  last 
40  years.  “He’s  more  free 
formed  and  he  toys  around 
with  other  artist’s  songs,” 
said  Roberta  Klamm.  Ken 
Klamm  agreed  that  Taylor 
has  become  chattier  with 
age,  and  his  stage  presence 
has  improved  over  time. 

Taylor  brought  an 
obvious  sense  of  enjoy¬ 
ment  to  the  room.  It  was 
crystal  clear  that  he  plays 
and  writes  because  it  is 


his  passion,  not  because  of 
his  family’s  expectations 
or  his  own  namesake.  This 
is  a  man  who  could  play 
hours  upon  hours,  probably 
until  his  fingers  bled,  just 
because  he  loves  it  that 
much.  Audience  members 
watched  in  awe  as  Taylor’s 
nimble  fingers  moved  up 
and  down  the  neck  of  his 
guitar  faster  than  someone 
about  to  beat  the  highest 
level  on  guitar  hero.  De¬ 
spite  his  impressive  skills, 
Taylor’s  instrumentals  only 
aided  his  lyrics  and  folk 
sound,  steering  clear  of  up¬ 
staging  his  total  package. 

Not  only  do  Taylor’s 
lyrics  come  from  a  deeper 
place,  but  his  overall  desire 
to  strum  takes  over  as  he 
plays.  Audience  members 
could  tell  by  the  look  on 
his  face  that  he  had  truly 
found  his  bliss.  The  passion 
he  embodied  throughout 
the  night  was  an  incredible 
escape  from  modern  day 
music,  much  better  than 
“Anacondas”  and  “turning

up. 

The  Playhouse’s  atmo¬ 
sphere  was  so  relaxed  that 
audience  members  felt  as 
if  they  were  sitting  in  their 
own  living  room  watching 
a  talented  man  pick  up  his 
guitar  for  some  party  en¬ 
tertainment.  Taylor’s  stage 
presence  portrayed  him 
more  like  a  friend  than  an 
untouchable  figure  in  mu¬ 
sic,  and  the  show  should  be 
added  to  the  MAC’s  list  of 
greatest  successes.

Meet  the  woman  in  charge  of  COD's  cafeteria

They  say  that  the  quick¬ 
est  way  to  a  student’s  heart 
is  through  their  stomach. 
The  occasional  pumpkin 
spice  latte  doesn’t  hurt 
either. 

For  Lynn  Konicek,  gen¬ 
eral  manager  of  Sodexo  at 
College  of  DuPage,  simply 
providing  the  food  isn’t 
enough.  She  wants  to  do  it 
with  style. 

“We  don’t  just  want 
to  be  a  basic  cafeteria,” 
she  said.  “We  really  want 
people  to  have  fun.” 

It  isn’t  just  talk.  Star- 
bucks,  Einstein’s  Bagels 
and  all  the  options  in  the 
cafeteria  on  campus  are 
run  by  a  French  company 


called  Sodexo.  Konicek  has 
been  the  general  manager 
of  Sodexo  on  campus  for 
the  past  three  years.  In  that 
time  she  has  implemented 
several  programs  to  the 
benefit  of  students,  who 
she  sees  as  her  community, 
not  just  her  customers. 

Those  who  eat  in  the 
cafeteria  regularly  know 
that  every  so  often,  some¬ 
thing  special  is  going  on. 
Be  it  indoor  tailgating  for 
homecoming,  complete 
with  a  football  toss,  or  a 
live  polka  band  for  Okto- 
berfest,  that’s  all  Konicek. 

Konicek  says  she  plans 
these  events  as  a  means 
of  getting  people  excited 
about  the  cafeteria,  but 


also  admits  it’s  her  way  to 
have  some  creative  outlet 
at  work. 

It’s  also  about  building 
community.  Next  week, 
the  cafeteria  is  running 
a  Thanksgiving  buffet, 
complete  with  turkey, 
stuffing  and  other  sides. 
Konicek  seemed  excited 
to  be  bringing  the  holiday 
to  campus  in  a  more  direct 
way.  “You  can  share  it  with 
those  you  work  and  go  to 
school  with,”  she  said  with 
a  smile. 

The  St.  Charles  native 
never  planned  on  working 
at  the  college.  She  was 
dropped  here  by  Sodexo  at 
the  outset  of  their  con¬ 
tract  with  the  school  and 


quickly  worked  her  way  up 
to  general  manager. 

Despite  this,  Konicek 
loves  the  energy  at  the 
college.  Her  daily  schedule 
is  hectic  and  busy,  but  that 
doesn’t  prevent  the  food 
from  being  made  fresh 
every  day.  The  kitchen 
staff  arrives  between  5:30 
and  6  a.m.,  everyday,  to 
prepare  the  food  for  lunch. 
Some  of  that  staff,  like  the 
majority  of  the  employees 
at  the  Sodexo-run  Star- 
bucks  on  campus,  are 
students.  Konicek  says  this 
was  made  a  priority  during 
her  tenure. 

It  can’t  always  be  turkey 
and  gravy  though.  Based

Azealia  Banks  delivers  on  delayed  album

Banks  finally  gives  us 
something  to  say  thanks 
for.  Azealia  Banks,  the 
feisty  female  MC  who  had 
the  music  scene  buzzing 
when  she  released  her  sin¬ 
gle  “212”  in  2011,  released 
her  long  awaited  debut 
album,  “Broke  With  Ex¬ 
pensive  Taste”  on  Nov.  6. 

After  two  years  of  Twit¬ 
ter  fights  and  label  delays, 
Banks  barely  hinted  to  her 
album,  despite  a  few  mys¬ 
terious  tweets,  and  released 
it  with  no  promotion. 
Twitter  was  abuzz  for  a 
few  hours  as  fans  rejoiced 
over  the  female  rapper 
finally  dropping  more  than 
woes  over  label  problems. 
The  phrase  “Broke  With 
Expensive  Taste,”  even 
trended  worldwide  for  a 
few  hours. 

So,  after  two  years  of 
teasing  and  tweeting,  was 
“Broke  With  Expensive 
Taste”  worth  the  wait? 
While  it  certainly  has 


room  for  improvement, 
Banks  delivers.  The  album, 
which  features  16  songs 
including  the  hit  “212”  and 
the  moderate  hit  “Yung 
Rapunxel,”  sounds  like 
nothing  else  out  in  rap 
right  now.  In  fact,  it  is  hard 
to  believe  it  is  a  rap  album. 
“Ice  Princess,”  the  chilly 
ninth  track  produced  by 
AraabMuzik,  is  the  only 
song  that  could  possibly  be 
a  hip-hop  hit.  Aside  from 
this  all  of  the  other  tracks 
are  a  medley  of  experimen¬ 
tal  sounds  featuring  Banks’ 
slick  deep  voice  and  thick 
New-York  accent. 

Her  songs  tell  her  story 
as  well.  On  “Idle  Delilah, 
the  album’s  opener  track. 
Banks  raps  about  procras¬ 
tination  in  the  form  of  a 
spirit.  She  mixes  it  with 
a  stellar  beat  that  fea¬ 
tures  monkey  howls.  On 
“Desperado,”  Azealia  tells 
the  tale  of  her  rise  to  the 
top  and  features  a  sample 


of  New  York  Radio  DJ 
Pete  Rosenberg  ironically 
saying  that  he  has  been 
“waiting”  for  Azealia 
Banks. 

On  some  tracks  like 
“BBD”  and  “Heavy  Metal 
and  Reflective,”  Banks  is 
at  her  best  displaying  her 
signature  fast  rap  flow 
over  heavy,  hard  bass  beats. 
Banks  seems  comfortable 
on  most  tracks,  the  only 
thing  missing  is  really  the 
hunger  and  fight  seen  on 
“212,”  the  song  which  is 
the  album’s  fifth  track, 
stands  out  as  Banks  yells 
and  screams  for  recog¬ 
nition.  Her  dark  voice 
sounding  so  pleasant  that 
dozens  of  expletives  that 
she  utters  are  almost  un- 
noticeable.  Almost. 

Is  there  another  “212,” 
on  the  album?  No,  but 
while  Banks  does  not 
provide  another  breakout 
hit  for  the  radio,  she  does 
provide  even  more  evi¬ 


dence  that  she  is  a  rapper, 
singer  and  songwriter 
who  is  skilled  at  providing 
danceable  music  in  an 
unconventional  way. 

On  “Gimme  A  Chance,” 
she  goes  from  full  out 
singing  and  rapping  to 
singing  in  Spanish  to  a 
salsa  beat  and  eventually 
rapping  in  Spanish.  On 
“Miss  Camaraderie,”  she 
proves  that  she  can  go 
seamlessly  from  singing  to 
rapping  and  tell  a  pulchri¬ 
tudinous  love  story  at  the 
same  time. 

If  there  is  anything  that 
Banks  does  extraordinarily 
well,  it’s  providing  music 
that  is  both  pleasant  to 
listen  and  also  makes  lis¬ 
teners  think.  For  example, 
“Wallace,”  which  sounds 
like  it  details  a  romance 
gone  wrong,  is  actually 
about  a  man  with  a  dog’s 
head  signified  by  the  bark¬ 
ing  at  the  end  of  the  song. 
Her  lyrics  can  be  taken  at 
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Lynn  Konicek,  general  manager  of  Sodexo.  Sodexo  has 
ownership  of  all  the  cafeteria  restaurants,  Starbucks  and 
Einstein  Bagel  on  campus. 


cafeteria  is  focusing  on 
having  more  healthy  op¬ 
tions  and  highlighting  the 
options  that  already  exist. 
Wholly  Habaneros,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  has  vegetarian  op¬ 
tions  for  those  with  a  more 
restrictive  diet.  For  those 
who  are  interested,  Sodexo 
has  put  a  map  on  the  wall 


of  the  cafeteria,  highlight¬ 
ing  the  local  sources  of 
produce  used  in  the  food 
they  offer.  Konicek  hopes 
to  expand  programs  like 
these  to  get  students  more 
involved  with  their  food.

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A  poor  lesson  in  leadership 

Mandated  honors  program  class  has  no  depth 


Students  at  College  of 
DuPage  make  a  lot  of 
choices.  We  choose  to 
come  here;  as  the  recent 
student  satisfaction  survey 
reveals,  most  of  the  people 
who  attend  this  school 
selected  it  as  one  of  their 
top  choices.  We  choose 
what  we  wish  to  pursue; 
a  student  can  choose  to 
follow  their  passions, 
selecting  a  degree  pro¬ 
gram  that  inspires  us  and 
revitalizes  our  drive  to 
learn  after  the  slog  that  is 
high  school.  And,  for  the 
most  part,  we  choose  our 
classes;  students  can  select 
which  classes  they  want 
to  use  to  meet  the  criteria 
for  their  degree  and  have 
a  large  amount  of  freedom 
to  do  so.  We  can  even 
choose  to  pursue  a  degree 
with  honors  distinction,  if 
we  desire. 

We  accept  a  limit  to  this 


freedom.  Obviously  if  one 
wishes  to  get  an  associate 
of  science  degree,  they 
have  to  take  more  STEM 
classes.  If  they  want  to 
get  a  nursing  certificate, 
they  have  to  take  nursing 
classes.  And,  if  they  want 
to  graduate  with  honors 
distinction,  they  have  to 
take  honors  classes,  and  do 
well  in  them. 

The  last  one  is  of  partic¬ 
ular  interest.  To  achieve 
honors  status  is  no  simple 
feat.  At  COD,  the  mini¬ 
mum  GPA  to  get  “honors” 
on  your  degree  is  a  3.2 
—  nothing  to  scoff  at.  But 
that  isn’t  enough  for  the 
honors  program.  To  grad¬ 
uate  as  an  “honors  scholar,” 
a  student  must  complete 
15  credit  hours  of  honors 
classes.  This  is  still  reason¬ 
able.  The  next  step  is  where 
it  gets  a  bit  extreme. 

In  order  to  graduate 
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as  an  honors  scholar,  a 
student  must  meet  all  the 
above  requirements,  while 
also  completing  an  honors 
seminar  class  or  a  leader¬ 
ship  development  class. 
This  might  not  seem  like 
an  unreasonable  request, 
until  you  start  to  unpack 
the  actual  content  of  this 
requirement.  The  semi¬ 
nars  can  be  double-taught 
interdisciplinary  classes,  in 
which  students  get  credit 
for  both  classes  involved. 
The  classes  are  usually 
interesting,  like  a  combina¬ 
tion  film  and  biology  class 
focusing  on  food  running 
this  semester,  or  a  political 
science  and  physics  combo 
running  in  the  spring. 
These  classes  are  generally 
taught  by  great  teachers 
and  are  academically  rigor¬ 
ous  and  challenging.  They 
also  might  manifest  as 
traditional,  single-teacher 


classes,  but  generally  with 
a  more  specific  focus  than 
normal  course  material. 

The  shortfall  of  the  sem¬ 
inar  program  is  twofold. 
First,  the  specificity  of 
these  classes  means  that  a 
student  might  not  actually 
need  them  for  his  or  her 
degree,  or  might  not  be 
remotely  interested  in  the 
subject  material.  Secondly, 
and  significantly  more 
important,  is  the  scarcity  of 
these  classes.  There  are  very 
few  classes  offered  each 
semester,  and  very  few 
sections  in  each  of  those 
classes.  A  cap  on  class  size 
also  means  that  students 
are  left  out  in  the  cold. 

Problem  exists.  Possible 
solution:  leadership  devel¬ 
opment. 

Except  that  the  leader¬ 
ship  development  cur¬ 
riculum  is,  for  lack  of  a 
better  term,  bad.  It  uses  a 
Phi  Theta  Kappa  textbook 
that  summarizes  various 
“Great  Leaders”  of  history 
in  manner  and  depth  rem¬ 
iniscent  of  a  fifth-grade 
book  report,  combining 
excerpts  of  their  speeches 
with  articles  clipped  from 
only  the  best  of  self-help 
books.  Turn,  for  a  mo¬ 
ment,  to  the  description 
of  honors  courses  posted 
on  the  program’s  home 
page.  “Honors  courses... 
are  enhanced  in  terms  of 
teaching  approach  and 
depth  of  course  content. 


Classes  in  the  Honors 
Program  encourage  inter¬ 
active,  cooperative  learning 
and  provide  a  challenging 
experience,”  it  reads.  This 
class  is  lacking  in  depth. 
The  leadership  lessons 
contained  within  have  a 
heavy  slant  towards  cor¬ 
porate  leadership,  and  the 
textbook  often  attempts 
to  draw  parallels  between 
historic  examples  of 
leadership  and  the  business 
world.  The  class  isn’t  in  and 
of  itself  terrible;  it  merely 
falls  short  of  its  goal,  to 
develop  leadership  in  a 
classroom  setting. 

Based  on  one  of  our  edi¬ 
tor’s  experience  in  the  class, 
the  academic  depth  was 
largely  instigated  by  the 
instructor,  often  in  spite 
of  the  curriculum.  A  class 
which,  by  its  nature,  ham¬ 
strings  a  great  teacher  in 
encouraging  introspection 
and  deep  critical  though 
is  inherendy  flawed.  And 
that’s  the  real  meat  of  this 
problem.  The  class  doesn’t 
feel  like  it  was  crafted  by 
educators  —  rather,  by 
administrators.  It  feels  like 
a  class-by-committee.  A 
pet  project  of  some  out- 
of-touch  administrator 
promising  too  much  on  a 
course  description  with¬ 
out  understanding  how  it 
might  actually  play  out  in 
a  classroom.  Combine  this, 
with  the  same  problem  of 
availability  as  the  semi¬ 


nar  class,  and  you  can  see 
the  ridiculousness  of  this 
whole  process.  It’s  a  bad 
class,  that  you  might  have 
to  take,  that  you  might  not 
be  able  to  get  in. 

This  specific  class  re¬ 
quirement  on  the  “honors 
scholar”  program  is  not  a 
time-tested  approach.  It 
was  added  after  a  2009 
Presidential  Commission 
to  review  the  honors  pro¬ 
gram,  put  forth  by  college 
President  Robert  Breuder. 
Among  the  recommen¬ 
dations  adopted  was  a 
reduction  in  total  honors 
hours,  but  the  addition 
of  the  specific  program 
requirements  outlined 
above.  The  honors  depart¬ 
ment  does  not  craft  its 
own  policy.  The  adminis¬ 
trative  decision  has,  at  the 
classroom  level,  negatively 
impacted  students  hop¬ 
ing  for  honors  scholar 
status.  The  real  tragedy  is 
that  there  are  likely  many 
dedicated,  bright  students 
who  did  not  receive  honors 
scholar  status  due  to  these 
arbitrary  requirements, 
simply  because  they  could 
not  fit  these  specific  classes 
into  their  classes  during 
their  short  time  at  COD. 
The  college  leadership 
needs  to  correct  these 
mistakes  before  they  keep 
deserved  commendation 
from  any  more  would-be 
honors  scholars.

Fighting  for  the  F  word 

Unrelated  arguments  keep  feminism  in  the  hot  seat

In  the  modern  day 
fight  for  feminism,  some 
supporters  of  feminism 
have  begun  to  pull  ammu¬ 
nition  from  any  topic  in 
reach.  From  disrespectful 
catcalling,  to  a  woman’s 
household  role,  empty  ar¬ 
guments  are  being  thrown 
around  and  taking  away 
from  the  true  goal:  that 
men  and  women  should 
qualify  as  equals. 

This  semester,  a  feminist 
alliance  was  created  at 
the  College  of  DuPage. 
Auguste  Baltrimaviciute, 
founder  of  the  alliance,  be¬ 
lieves  that  there  are  many 
small  issues  that  need  to  be 
tackled  before  women  can 
achieve  ultimate  equiva¬ 
lence  to  men.  She  stresses 
that  demoting  men  is  not  a 
part  of  feminism,  and  that 
feminism  is  a  movement 
for  women. 

“[Feminism  is]  essential. 
A  lot  of  people  like  to 
boil  it  down  to  equality, 
and  of  course  that’s  the 
end  goal;  but  to  get  there 
it’s  more  complex  than 
that,”  said  Baltrimaviciute. 
“Equality  really  means  to 
be  the  same,  so  I  wouldn’t 
want  women  to  have  the 
power  to  catcall  men  on 
the  street.  It  should  be  like 
dismantling  the  system.” 

Through  Baltrimavi- 
ciute’s  interactions  with 


the  alliance  she  has  found 
that  most  students  at 
COD  are  supporters  of 
the  feminist  movement. 
Those  who  don’t  agree 
have  come  to  her  with 
illogical  arguments  or  the 
idea  that  feminism  is  a  cult 
dedicated  to  man  shaming. 
Baltrimaviciute  explains 
that  those  who  have  ques¬ 
tioned  her  viewpoint  so  far 
have  been  misinformed, 
or  have  translated  the  idea 
wrong.  She  chalks  this  up 
to  being  misled  by  media 
or  praising  celebrities  who 
don’t  get  the  point. 

In  my  research  on  the 
topic  I  have  found  that  too 
often  any  slightly  related 
argument  is  shoved  under 
the  feminism  umbrella. 
College  campuses  protest 
sexual  assault  and  rape  in 
the  name  of  injustice  to 
women  yet  ignore  that 
women  are  not  the  only 
victims. 

Throwing  the  fight 
against  domestic  and 
sexual  violence  into  the 
same  pot  as  feminism  is  a 
mistake.  These  are  issues 
faced  by  many,  not  just 
females. 

Last  year,  the  Nation¬ 
al  Crime  Victimization 
Survey  interviewed  40,000 
households  on  sexual 
assault  and  found  that  38 
percent  of  victims  were 


male.  It  is  selfish  and 
absurd  to  forget  about  the 
thousands  of  male  victims 
plagued  with  the  same  life 
changing  events,  and  to 
forget  about  their  rights 
as  women  fight  to  make 
way  for  themselves.  These 
crimes  are  not  acceptable 
in  any  form,  but  should 
be  fought  against  on 
their  own  gender-neutral 
platform. 

The  point  of  feminism  is 
to  give  women  the  equal 
amount  of  respect  as  their 
male  counterparts.  It  is  not 
to  overpower  the  tradition¬ 
al  role  of  a  man  whether 
in  the  workplace  or  in 
the  home.  Personal  values 
and  roles,  like  who  pays 
for  the  date  or  who  does 
the  housework,  are  things 
that  should  be  discussed 
between  couples,  not  inter¬ 
nationally  between  people 
with  individual  viewpoints. 

We  live  in  a  world  unable 
to  sell  products  without 
sexualizing  women.  Many 
times  this  is  on  a  wom¬ 
an’s  own  terms;  take  Kim 
Kardashian  on  the  cover  of 
Paper  magazine  for  exam¬ 
ple.  The  feminist  argument 
that  women  should  be  able 
to  do  what  they  please 
with  their  own  bodies  does 
not  fit  with  the  argument 
that  men  need  to  be 
trained  to  ignore  impulses 


toward  female  anatomy. 
Let’s  be  realistic  here, 
it’s  impossible  to  change 
multiple  generations’ 
reactions  to  sex  appeal  just 
because  part  of  the  current 
population  has  deemed  it 
offensive. 

Feminism  in  some  form 
is  absolutely  necessary. 

I  would  like  to  see  what 
any  anti-feminist  woman 
has  to  say  about  making 
only  78  cents  to  the  dollar 
that  her  male  co-worker 
makes.  Let’s  stop  packing 
in  contradicting  issues  and 
focus  on  the  real  point  of 
feminism:  that  a  person’s 
gender  does  not  affect  their 
worth  as  a  person. 

It’s  time  for  college 
students  to  start  asking  the 
question  “Why  shouldn’t 
women  be  equal?”  Now  is 
your  chance  to  speak  up 
for  the  rights  of  women. 
This  quickly  accelerating 
topic  is  going  to  have  an 
effect  on  your  life  no  mat¬ 
ter  what,  so  take  advantage 
of  COD’s  new  alliance  and 
make  sure  your  voice  is 
heard.

'H.O.M.E.'  wants  forum  on  campus 


Under  the  assumption 
that  people  should  hear 
more  than  one  side  of  an 
issue  before  they  make 
up  their  minds  about  the 
issue,  I’d  like  to  offer  your 
school  a  proposal  regard¬ 
ing  a  possible  forum  on 
campus.  (This  letter  is  a 
reaction  to  the  Courier 
article  "State  Rep.  Harris 
talks  LGBT  politics  after 
Republican  wave.") 

I  represent  a  group, 
acronymed  H.O.M.E. 
(that  "comfortable"  acro¬ 
nym  stands  for  the  more 
awkward  Heterosexuals 
Organized  for  a  Moral 
Environment),  which  has 
been  active  on  homosex¬ 
ual  issues  for  over  twenty 
years.

sor  a  forum  on  campus 
where  this  side  of  the  story 
can  fairly  be  presented. 

Two  of  our  members, 
myself  and  John  McCart¬ 
ney  (we're  both  retired— 
-John  for  decades  was  an 
English  teacher  at  Mar¬ 
shall  H.S.  in  Chicago  and 
I  was  a  freelance  writer), 
have  years  of  experience 
discussing/ debating  ho¬ 
mosexual  issues  with  high 
school  and  college  students 
as  well  as  with  teachers 
and  parents.  We  have  been, 
for  years,  in  our  spare  time, 
going  on  public  college 
campuses  where  we  set 
up  information  tables  on 
homosexuality  and  talk  to 
whoever  is  open  to  hearing 
our  side  of  the  story. 


We  always  try  to  be 
sensitive  to  the  emotional 
needs  of  the  students,  but 
the  points  we  respectfully 
make  do  challenge  the 
preconceptions  many  of 
them  have  about  homo¬ 
sexual  activity.  (E.g.,we 
point  out  that  no  one  has 
yet  found  a  homosexual 
gene  in  human  beings,  and 
we  present  strong  evi¬ 
dence  that  societal/cultural 
factors — like  childhood 
sexual  abuse — can  predis¬ 
pose  a  person  towards  a 
homosexual  orientation.  In 
other  words,  we  present  a 
strong  argument  that  many 
homosexuals  were  born 
heterosexual  but  became 
sexually  disoriented  due  to 
abnormal  societal/ cultural 


factors.) 

We  would  like  the 
opportunity  to  politely 
and  respectfully,  though 
of  course,  frankly,  discuss/ 
debate  homosexual  issues 
on  your  campus.  One  of 
our  goals  is  to  dispel  the 
common  and  mean-spirit¬ 
ed  stereotype  that  people 
opposed  to  homosexual  ac¬ 
tivity  are  haters,  bigots,  ho¬ 
mophobes,  Neanderthals, 
etc.,  etc.,  ad  nauseum.  If 
you  think  COD's  student 
government  should  fairly 
sponsor  a  presentation  of 
homosexual  issues  by  us 
please  urge  it  to  do  so.

College  of  DuPage  has  a 
student  body  consisting  of 
28,627  students,  the  sec¬ 
ond  largest  school  in  the 
state  of  Illinois.  In  order 
to  present  itself  as  much 
more  than  an  average 
community  college,  COD 
has  taken  steps  to  make 
itself  closer  and  closer  to  a 
four-year  institution.  Like 
many  other  large  institu¬ 
tions,  COD  offers  clubs 
and  competitive  sports. 
However,  unlike  these 
other  large  schools,  COD 
doesn’t  offer  a  structured 
intramural  sport  programs 
for  students  who  wish  to 
participate  in  a  non-com¬ 
petitive  sporting  environ¬ 
ment. 

While  COD  offers  a 
plethora  of  competitive 
sports  that  students  can 
join,  there  are  currendy  no 
ways  for  students  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  a  non-compet¬ 
itive  environment.  This  is 
very  discouraging  for  many 
students  that  attend  COD 
who  may  want  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  an  activity  without 
feeling  pressure  to  perform 
at  a  certain  skill  level. 

Although  it’s  uncom¬ 
mon  for  many  community 
colleges  to  offer  intramu¬ 


ral  sports  to  its  students, 
COD  is  an  uncommon 
community  college.  COD’s 
student  enrollment  is 
higher  than  schools  such 
as  ISU,  DePaul  University 
and  many  other  high¬ 
er-education  institutions. 
Almost  all  sizable  four- 
year  institutions  offer 
intramural  sports  programs 
for  their  students  to  play 
together  in.  Most  colleges 
that  offer  intramural  sport 
programs  to  their  students 
often  have  success  with 
getting  enough  partici¬ 
pants  for  the  program.  A 
high  amount  of  participa¬ 
tion  among  these  programs 
means  that  more  students 
are  drawn  closer  together 
for  an  activity  that  they  en¬ 
joy  and  this  helps  increase 
socialization  on  campus. 

While  many  people  may 
not  have  an  opinion  to 
intramural  sports,  there  are 
many  students,  who  take 
intramural  sports  offerings 
into  consideration  for  their 
college  selection.  While 
it’s  obviously  not  a  major 
factor  in  the  college  deci¬ 
sion-making  process,  there 
are  many  college-bound 
students  who  take  into  ac¬ 
count  the  intramural  sport 


programs  offered  because 
they  want  to  know  they 
have  clubs  that  interest 
them. 

When  asked  about  the 
topic  of  intramurals  at 
colleges,  Jordan  Raineri,  a 
student  looking  at  different 
schools  for  the  next  year 
said,  “All  of  the  schools 
I’m  looking  at  for  next  year 
offer  intramurals,  so  I’m 
happy  about  that.  I  really 
like  playing  football  and 
softball  with  my  friends, 
so  I’m  pretty  excited  for  a 
league  that’s  competitive, 
but  just  for  fun.  Intramu¬ 
rals  aren’t  a  huge  thing 
for  me,  but  I’m  just  glad 
I’ll  be  able  to  keep  myself 
occupied  and  meet  new 
people  when  I’m  not  busy 
with  class  work.” 

With  COD  being  col¬ 
lege  where  students  have 
to  commute  to  attend,  it 
makes  it  very  challenging 
to  be  able  to  meet  new 
people  and  form  new 
friendships.  Intramural 
sport  programs  offer  stu¬ 
dents  the  chance  to  be  able 
to  socialize  on  the  college 
campus. 

Any  students  interested 
in  starting  a  club  has  the 
ability  to  do  so  by  getting 


in  contact  with  student 
life  and  can  organize  the 
club  themselves.  However, 
the  college  doesn’t  offer  its 
students  the  opportunity 
to  do  so  when  it  comes 
to  starting  an  athletics 
program.  This  means 
that  the  large  amount  of 
students  at  COD  who  may 
be  interested  in  intramu¬ 


rals  on  campus  don’t  have 
the  option  to  start  a  club 
on  their  own  for  physical 
activities. 

For  a  school  that  has 
historically  been  rumored 
to  eventually  evolve  into 
a  four-year  school,  adding 
intramurals  for  its  students 
to  participate  in  is  a  great 
way  to  start  the  transi¬ 


tion  into  a  school  where 
students  have  a  way  to 
participate  and  not  just  go 
to  school  for  their  classes. 
It  gives  students  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  participate  in 
activities  they  enjoy,  meet 
new  friends  on  campus  and 
a  nice  way  to  stay  active.

1  Coffee  is  a  must

Winter  may  be  average,  forecasters  say

A  NORMAL  WINTER  IN  CHICAGO 

Last  year’s  winter  was  the  “worst  winter  in  many 
people’s  imagination,”  said  Paul  Sirvatka,  professor  of 
meteorology.  Weather  forecasters  now  predict  a  more 
norma]  winter  for  the  Chicago  area,  but  what  does  that 
look  like?  Here  are  some  figures  to  give  an  idea:

Forecasters  think 
winter  may  turn 
out  normal  but 
uncertainty  still 
exists

Winter  made  an  early  re¬ 
turn  as  unseasonable  cold 
and  snow  have  gripped 
the  Chicago  area  over  the 
past  few  weeks.  However, 
it  is  difficult  to  tell  what’s 
in  store  for  the  rest  of  the 
season. 

The  National  Oceanic 
and  Atmospheric  Admin¬ 
istration  says  there  are 
“equal  chances”  average 
temperatures  will  remain 
above  or  below  normal  this 
winter  in  the  Midwest. 

The  Chicago  branch 
of  the  National  Weather 
Service  expects  a  colder 
than  normal  winter.  Local 


weather  forecasters  also 
predict  slightly  more  snow 
than  usual.  However,  the 
weather  service  says  it  does 
not  mean  the  region  will 
experience  conditions  like 
last  year’s  harsh  winter. 

Paul  Sirvatka,  meteorol- 
ogy  professor  at  College 


of  DuPage,  echoes  the  un¬ 
certainty  in  the  outlook  for 
the  upcoming  season. 

“This  year,  there  are  such 
different  signals,”  Sirvatka 
said.  “I  don’t  have  a  good 
feel  for  this  winter.” 

The  recent  cold  spell 
during  November,  with 


temperatures  averaging  at 
least  7  degrees  below  nor¬ 
mal,  contributed  to  a  cool 
year  in  Chicago,  according 
to  Sirvatka.  However,  No¬ 
vember’s  chilly  air  does  not 
give  a  good  indication  to 
how  cold  the  next  couple 
of  months  could  be. 

Sirvatka  says  the  long¬ 
term  outlook  for  the  next 
three  months  is  not  clear- 
cut,  as  the  El  Nino  phe¬ 
nomenon  is  “proving  to  be 
difficult.” 

According  to  the 
NOAA,  El  Nino  is  an 
“ocean-atmospheric  phe¬ 
nomenon. ..that  affects 
global  weather  patterns.” 
The  government’s  outlook 
says  this  year’s  El  Nino 
is  expected  to  be  weak, 
meaning  drought-strick¬ 
en  parts  of  the  nation  like 
California  may  not  see  the 
rain  it  needs. 

Locally,  a  weak  El  Nino 
could  mean  an  average 
to  slightly  above  average

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amount  of  snowfall. 

Regardless  of  how  harsh 
the  winter  turns  out,  Sir- 
vatka  encourages  the  public 
to  be  aware  and  prepared 
for  hazardous  weather  this 
season. 

In  the  short  term,  warm¬ 
er  weather  is  on  the  way 
for  the  Chicago  area.  A 
recendy  issued  short-term 
oudook  from  the  weather 
service  suggests  above  aver¬ 
age  temperatures  could  last 
through  mid-December.

Here 
are  tips  to  prepare  for 
winter  weather: 

Sign  up  for  alerts 

Students  and  staff  can 
get  emergency  alerts 
through  phone,  email 
or  text  when  the  sign 
up  at  getrave.com/log- 
in/cod.  Once  registered, 
students  and  staff  will 
get  a  notice  if  College 
of  DuPage  closes  due  to 
severe  weather. 


Bundle  up  and  cover 
exposed  skin 

No  brainer  here:  wear 
warm,  loose  clothing  in 
layers  when  going  out  in 
the  cold.  Prevent  frost¬ 
bite  by  covering  exposed 
skin. 

Prepare  an  emergency 
kit 

Winter  storms  can 
trap  people  inside  their 
homes.  The  weather  ser¬ 
vice  recommends  people 
should  have  food,  water 
and  other  emergency 
supplies  to  last  three 
days.  Cars  should  also 
be  stocked  with  essen¬ 
tials,  including  blankets.

BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

External  audit  of  imprest  account  rejected

College  of  DuPage’s 
board  of  trustees  unani¬ 
mously  rejected  an  external 
independent  audit  of  the 
school’s  imprest  account 
during  their  monthly 
meeting  in  November. 

The  independent  audit, 
which  would  have  cost 
the  college  $85,000,  was 
intended  to  quiet  qualms 
regarding  COD’s  imprest 
payments,  each  amounting 
to  under  $15,000. 

Over  the  past  few 
months,  conservative 
watchdog  groups  and 
concerned  citizens  al¬ 
leged  COD  has  funneled 
at  least  $95  million  since 
2009  through  the  imprest 
account.  The  trustees  do 
not  have  to  authorize  pay¬ 
ments  under  the  account. 


Citing  the  cost  of  the 
audit,  Vice  Chair  Kathy 
Hamilton  turned  down 
the  proposal.  Hamilton 
suggested  the  trustees  and 
public  should  be  able  to  see 
payments  from  the  imprest 
account  for  each  month’s 
board  meeting. 

“They  just  want  transpar¬ 
ency,”  Hamilton  asserted, 
pointing  to  concerned  cit¬ 
izens  attending  the  meet¬ 
ing. 

During  the  meeting, 
Trustee  Dianne  McGuire 
rebuked  outside  watchdog 
groups  for  feeding  “mis¬ 
information”  regarding 
COD’s  finances  and  called 
for  an  end  to  “vicious,  un¬ 
warranted  attacks”  on  the 
administration.

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'Snappening'  serves  as  reminder  to  be  cautious  online

in  a  major  hacking  incident  known  as  the  “Snappening." 


While  the  backdrop  of  a 
snowy  winter  wonderland 
may  seem  like  the  perfect 
setting  for  your  next  selfie, 
students  may  want  to  think 
twice  about  what  they  post 
to  social  media  this  winter 
break. 

In  October,  thousands  of 
users  of  Snapchat,  a  popu¬ 
lar  photo-sharing  app,  were 
victim  to  a  photo-hacking 
scandal  where  their  private 
photos  were  made  available 
to  the  public.  The  fact  that 
anything  from  a  picture  of 
a  person  doing  the  “duck- 
face”  during  a  boring  class, 
or  a  special  picture  sent  to 
a  significant  other  could  be 
seen  by  the  entire  public, 
was  a  shock  to  some. 

Brennen  McKim,  a 
student  studying  busi¬ 
ness  management  at  the 
College  of  DuPage,  feels 
that  the  ‘Snappening’ was  a 
much-needed  wake  up  call. 

“I  think  that  this  is 
the  rude  awakening  the 
public  needed.  People  are 
forgetting  just  how  easy 
it  is  to  ‘hack’  software  like 
Snapchat,”  McKim  says. 


Snapchat  is  an  app  used 
mainly  for  sending  pictures 
to  specific  users,  ranging 
from  friendly  photos  sent 
to  a  friend  to  seductive 
pictures  sent  by  underaged 
teenagers.  Like  many  of 
the  apps  now  available  for 
smartphones,  Snapchat 
provides  a  unique  and 
seemingly  safe  way  to 
communicate  with  friends. 

According  to  Dejang 
Liu,  a  professor  of  com¬ 
puter  systems  information 
at  COD,  it  is  the  unique 
qualities  of  these  apps  that 
get  people  hooked. 

“The  Internet  is  like  a 
double  edged  sword,  there 
are  risks  but  it  also  makes 
life  very  convenient,”  he 
says. 

McKim  agrees  that  the 
Internet  is  a  tool  that  peo¬ 
ple  have  become  extremely 
dependent  on. 

“It  speeds  life  up.  [You 
can  get]  help  with  assign¬ 
ments  can  be  achieved 
with  a  simple  question  to 
Google,”  McKim  says. 

However  Liu  warns  that 
college-aged  students,  in 


particular,  need  to  be  aware 
of  the  risks  the  Internet 
has. 

“Don’t  treat  websites  like 
Facebook  as  your  private 
storage  area,”  Liu  says.  “It 
is  very  easy  for  information 
to  get  out  from  those  type 
of  websites.” 

This  is  a  sentiment 
McKim  agrees  with. 

“iCloud  is  a  product  of 
one  of  the  biggest  comput¬ 
er  software  companies  in 
the  world  and  was  ‘hacked’ 
by  someone  who  proba¬ 
bly  wasn't  more  familiar 
with  computers  than  your 
average  IT  guy”,  McKim 
says.  “The  real  problem  is 
the  people  who  had  their 
photos  leaked  don't  under¬ 
stand  just  how  easy  it  is  to 
take  a  screenshot  without 
them  noticing.” 

McKim  knows  first¬ 
hand  the  harms  the 
Internet  can  have.  He  was 
a  victim  of  fraud  when  his 
Paypal  account  was  used  to 
buy  items  that  he  did  not 
purchase.  This  experience 
taught  him  a  great  lesson 
about  online  safety. 


“I  learned  that  taking 
advantage  of  these  new, 
great  websites  have  the 
downside  of  being  vulnera 
ble,”  McKim  says. 

Even  with  these  risks 
involved,  people  are  still 
becoming  more  and  more 
intertwined  with  smart¬ 
phones  and  social  media. 
Walking  down  the  halls  at 
COD,  it  is  easy  to  see  how 
many  students  who  eyes 
are  fixated  on  their  cell 
phones  or  who  are  camped 
out  in  a  corner  checking 
out  social  media  sites  on 
their  laptops. 

With  no  sign  of  the 


craze  for  the  digital  wear¬ 
ing  off,  Liu  has  tips  for 
people  to  stay  safe  online. 

“Of  course,  be  careful 
and  try  to  use  different 
passwords  for  different 
websites,”  Liu  says.  “If  you 
are  scared  of  something 
getting  out,  don’t  post  it  or 
send  it.” 

Liu  also  says  that  there 
are  a  plethora  of  softwares 
available  aimed  at  protect¬ 
ing  Internet  users. 

As  for  McKim,  he  uses 
his  own  judgment  when  it 
comes  to  keeping  himself 
safe  online. 

“When  I  want  to  down¬ 


load  or  use  a  new  app,  I 
think  really  hard  about 
what  the  worst  possible 
outcome  could  be,  and  that 
usually  decides  whether  or 
not  I  use  it,” McKim  says. 

With  this  in  mind, 
students  should  remember 
as  they  share  their  holiday 
fun  through  social  media 
that  the  footprints  they 
leave  in  the  digital  cannot 
be  as  easily  covered  up 
as  a  sidewalk  by  winter’s 
snowflakes.

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A  Tea  Party  Board:  More  Hemlock  than  Chamomile 


The  board  of  trustees 
meeting  on  Nov.  20  was  a 
largely  dull  one,  especially 
when  compared  to  the 
riotous  affairs  we’ve  come 
to  expect  in  the  past  few 
months.  Glenn  Hansen, 
president  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  Faculty 
Association,  called  for  the 
replacement  of  college 
President  Robert  Breuder, 
an  expected  event  given 
the  association’s  vote  of  no 
confidence  in  the  presi¬ 
dent  earlier  this  semester. 
The  board  debated  an 
$85,000  audit  of  imprest 
payments,  likely  spurred 
by  negative  publicity  for 
the  college  in  the  wake  of 
several  high  profile  articles 
by  Tea  Party  watchdog 
Adam  Andrzejewski.  This 
was  unanimously  reject¬ 
ed,  though  the  reasons 
for  individual  objection 
varied,  highlighting  the 
ideological  differences  on 
the  board. 

With  the  election  of 
Bruce  Rauner  as  gover¬ 
nor,  President  Breuder 
suggested  in  his  newsletter 
that  we  will  not  be  seeing 
the  $20  million  he  was 
aggressively  seeking  earlier 
this  year.  In  fact,  the  state 
has  advised  schools  to 
scale  back  their  budget, 
in  anticipation  of  even 
more  cuts.  All  the  embar¬ 
rassment  the  college  went 
through  this  year  was, 


indeed,  for  nothing. 

The  full-time  faculty  is 
against  the  administration, 
President  Breuder  didn’t 
get  the  results  he  was  hop¬ 
ing  for,  and  Andzrejewski’s 
smear  campaign  has  shown 
itself  to  be  very  successful. 

That’s  the  story  so  far. 
The  story  that  we  will  pick 
up  again  in  the  spring 
and  follow  to  conclusion. 
But  what  does  it  mean  for 
students?  Where  does  that 
leave  us? 

Looking  forward,  we 
have  to  keep  the  upcoming 
election  for  three  board  of 
trustees  members  in  mind. 
Kathy  Hamilton,  the  Tea 
Party  sympathetic,  vice 
chairwoman  of  the  board 
has  been  on  a  media  blitz 
these  past  few  months, 
presumably  in  anticipation 


of  this.  She  told  the  con¬ 
servative  website  Illinois 
Review  that  she  is  looking 
for  three  candidates  to 
run  for  these  positions, 
candidates  we  can  reason¬ 
ably  assume  will  share  her 
conservative  affiliation. 

Candidates  for  this 
position  have  to  declare  by 
the  end  of  December.  The 
scary  thing?  Depending 
on  who  they  are,  they’re 
looking  pretty  strong.  The 
current  board  and  the 
Breuder  administration 
seem  to  be  in  a  pretty  vul¬ 
nerable  position  given  the 
media  assault  we’ve  seen.  It 
stands  to  reason  that  one 
or  more  hyperconserva¬ 
tive  candidates  could  very 
realistically  get  elected  in 
the  current  local  political 
climate. 


This,  we  feel,  would  be 
disastrous  for  the  student 
body.  The  ideology  of  the 
Tea  Party  seems  direcdy 
opposed  to  the  goals  and 
needs  of  a  community 
college.  We  are,  in  no  un¬ 
certainty,  a  big  government 
entity.  A  damn  good  one. 

A  necessary  one.  One  that 
helps  people,  allows  them 
opportunities  that  simply 
would  not  exist  without 
the  College  of  DuP¬ 
age.  The  anti-tax,  small 
government  stance  of  the 
Tea  Party  would  logically 
result  in  the  tightening 
of  resources  here,  and 
the  rejection  of  proposals 
that  might  result  in  a  tax 
increase  for  local  taxpay¬ 
ers.  The  college  would  be 
hamstrung  at  the  least,  and 
gutted  at  the  very  imag¬ 


inable,  very  realistic  worst. 
We’ve  seen  this  happen 
around  the  country. 

“But  that’s  what  we  need 
around  here,”  you  might 
say.  “We  need  someone  to 
sell  the  stupid  wine.  Close 
the  stupid  restaurant.  Trim 
the  fat.  Someone  needs 
to  put  an  end  to  the  Dark 
Lord  Breuder ’s  bacchana¬ 
lian  orgies  on  the  taxpayers 
dime!” 

Sure.  We  don’t  agree 
with  the  way  some  things 
have  been  handled  by  the 
current  administration.  We 
do  need  a  change.  There 
are  things  that  need  to  be 
fixed  here  at  the  college, 
and  this  election  could  be 
an  opportunity  to  start  that 
process.  But  let’s  be  rea¬ 
sonable.  This  college  does 
more  things  right  than  it

does  wrong.  We  still  have 
great  facilities  and  better 
professors.  We  still  have 
solid  degree  programs, 
certificate  programs,  and 
a  plethora  of  options 
to  transfer  to  four  year 
schools.  If  we  think  of  the 
college  as  a  car  that  isn’t 
running  well,  we  might 
consider  an  oil  change. 

The  election  of  a  Tea  Party 
majority  board  might  be 
thought  of  as  changing 
the  engine.  And  getting  a 
cheaper  set  of  tires.  And 
putting  one  of  those  dumb 
spoilers  on  the  back,  with 
duct  tape. 

So  be  angry  at  Breuder, 
and  his  office  full  of  dead 
animals.  Be  angry  at  the 
administration,  and  the 
silly  ways  in  which  they 
sometimes  spend  your 
tuition.  Be  angry  at  the 
board,  who  have  made  a 
mockery  of  this  institution. 
Demand  cheaper  books, 
better  classes,  lower  cost 
and  more  convenience.  But 
in  doing  so,  don’t  take  the 
nuclear  option.  We  don’t 
need  radical  change  at  this 
school.  We  certainly  don’t 
need  the  radical  change 
the  Tea  Party  would  no 
doubt  bring.  Think  about 
that  over  break,  before  we 
throw  away  the  proverbial 
baby  with"  the  bathwater, 
and  if  the  Tea  Party  gets 
their  way,  the  tub.

means  thousands  of  com¬ 
munity  college  students 
preparing  for  the  grueling 
task  of  transferring  and 
creating  a  plan  for  their 
college  career.  For  Erik 
Katz,  a  College  of  DuP- 
age  student  and  athletics 
commentator,  this  means 
coming  to  a  final  decision 
on  where  to  go  to  further 
pursue  his  passion  of 
sports  broadcasting.  Katz 
has  big  plans  for  his  sports 
announcing  ambitions  and 
has  been  working  towards 
his  goal  for  the  past  three 
years. 

Starting  his  senior 
year  in  high  school,  Katz 
developed  a  passion 
in  keeping  the  crowds 
posted  on  important  plays 
during  sporting  events. 

He  learned  early  on  about 
what  commentating  is  and 
through  his  own  personal 
experience  has  created  a 
method  of  keeping  the 
attendees  at  games  posted 
on  vital  information 
pertaining  to  the  game. 

He  commentates  at  many 
home  COD  games  and 
has  worked  hard  to  create 


the  best  experience  for  the 
crowd. 

On  top  of  announcing 
sport  games,  Katz  does 
something  different  from 
many  other  announcers. 

He  posts  live  play-by-play 
sport  updates  via  Twitter 
and  YouTube. 

“Having  the  play-by-play 
definitely  makes  games 
more  visible  for  fans  who 
can’t  attend  COD  games,” 
Katz  said.  “It  makes  it  easy 
for  parents  to  see,  and  also 
to  people  who  just  live  too 
far  away  to  see  a  COD 
game.” 

Katz  emphasizes  that 
utilizing  play-by-plays 
along  with  his  game 
commentary  allows  him 
to  connect  more  people  to 
COD  athletics. 

Katz  says  that  his  work 
has  payed  off  so  far  in  his 
early  start  to  his  sport 
broadcasting  career  and 
is  looking  forward  to  the 
future  to  announce  even 
bigger  games. 

Katz  offers  his  own  tips 
on  how  to  get  in  sports 
broadcasting  at  an  age 
such  as  his.  He  says  one 
needs  to  create  their  own 
opportunities. 

“If  you’re  interested  in 
sport  commentating,  you 


need  to  check  with  your 
school  to  see  if  they  offer  a 
broadcast  club,”  Katz  said. 
“If  they  don’t  offer  one, 
then  you  just  have  to  put 
in  some  extra  work  and  try 
to  start  one  on  your  own. 
You  also  have  to  be  a  bit 
different  with  it  and  work 
on  your  style.” 

Katz  is  happy  with  where 
he  is  currently  at  for  his 
sports  commentating  and 
credits  his  satisfaction 
through  planning  ahead. 
While  Katz  currendy 
shares  his  position  with 
Chris  Viverito,  who 
does  sports  announcing 
professionally,  Katz  says 
he  is  grateful  for  being 
able  to  commentate  many 
of  COD’s  home  sporting 
events  and  is  optimistic 
about  his  career  choice. 

“I’ve  seen  myself  be  im¬ 
pacted  by  this,”  said  Katz. 
“I’m  excited  for  where  it 
takes  me,  and  I  really  hope 
to  see  myself  get  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  do  this  at  the 
college  I  transfer  to.”

The  next  couple  of 
months  may  mark  change 
for  College  of  DuPage.  In 
April  2015,  three,  six-year 
term  positions  on  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage’s  board  of 
trustees  will  be  up  for  elec¬ 
tion. 

Nancy  Svoboda  of 
Downers  Grove,  Kim  Sav¬ 
age  of  Darien  and  Allison 
ODonnell  of  Winfield  will 
all  have  their  terms  expire 
in  2015.  For  a  board  con¬ 
sisting  of  seven  trustees, 
over  a  quarter  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  may  be  replaced. 

To  register  as  a  candidate 
for  the  upcoming  election, 
nominations  papers  must 
be  filed  between  Dec.  15 
and  Dec.  23. 

The  election  comes  at  a 
crucial  time  as  COD  has 
been  under  heavy  scrutiny 
over  its  finances. 

Several  watchdog  groups 
and  citizens  have  criticized 
COD’s  administration  over 
allegations  of  excessive  and 
questionable  spending. 

Vice  Chair  Kathy  Ham¬ 
ilton,  who  was  censured  by 
her  fellow  trustees  in  Au¬ 
gust,  told  the  conservative 
website  Illinois  Review  that 
she  wants  to  see  the  three 
trustee  spots  up  for  election 
be  filled  by  like-minded  in¬ 
dividuals  who  want  reform 
at  the  college. 

To  register  as  a  candidate 
for  the  upcoming  election, 
nomination  papers  must  be 
filed  by  Dec.  23. 

Eligible  citizens  residing 
in  district  501  will  be  able 
to  vote  for  candidates  on 
April  7.

Campus  emergency  call  boxes  used  rarely

The  emergency  call 
boxes  dotting  College 
of  DuPage’s  campus  can 
serve  as  a  lifeline  or  a  tool 
for  reporting  crime.  How¬ 
ever,  more  often  than  not, 
the  boxes  are  used  to  get 
help  finding  or  jump  start¬ 
ing  a  car. 

According  to  Joe  Girten, 
lieutenant  of  COD’s  po¬ 
lice  department,  most 
people  have  used  the  call 
boxes  to  request  vehicle 
assistance. 

The  call  boxes,  also 


known  as  blue  light 
phones,  are  also  used  spar- 
ingly. 

“They  are  used  from 
time  to  time,  but  not  a  real 
lot,”  Girten  said. 

Between  Feb.  1  and 
Dec.  1, 30  calls  were  made 
through  the  machines,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Girten. 

Instead  of  using  the  call 
boxes,  many  call  the  po¬ 
lice  on  their  cellphones 
or  simply  walk  over  to 
the  police  dispatch  center 
in  the  Student  Resource 
Center  when  they  request 
help. 

“In  the  age  of  smart¬ 


phones,  you  would  seem 
to  think  [call  boxes]  aren’t 
as  necessary,”  Girten  said. 
“But  they  won’t  go  away. 
They’ll  still  serve  a  pur¬ 
pose.” 


There  are  51  call  boxes 
on  the  Glen  Ellyn  campus. 
Activated  by  the  push  of  a 
button,  a  call  box  allows 
police  dispatchers  to  com¬ 
municate  with  the  person 


requesting  help.  On  some 
call  boxes,  dispatchers 
can  see  the  machines’  sur¬ 
roundings,  as  the  button 
switches  on  a  surveillance 
camera  mounted  on  sever¬ 
al  call  box  poles. 

Some  of  the  call  boxes 
display  “out  of  order”  signs 
from  time  to  time.  The 
Courier  counted  three  call 
boxes  on  the  main  campus 
with  “out  of  order”  signs, 
at  the  time  of  publication. 

Girten  attributed  call 
box  disruptions  to  recent 
construction  on  campus 
and  the  machines’  battery 
life.  Some  of  the  call  boxes 
are  solar-powered,  and  an 
overcast  day  can  diminish 
battery  life. 

The  police  department 
attempts  to  quickly  fix 
malfunctioning  phones 
and  has  a  supply  of  batter¬ 
ies  for  the  machines. 

“They’re  usually  not  out 
of  service  for  very  long,” 
Girten  said. 

Police  officers  test  the 
call  boxes  every  few  weeks. 

Emergency  call  boxes 
are  a  ubiquitous  sight  on 
many  university  campus¬ 
es  across  the  country  and 
at  other  local  community 
colleges  such  as  Harper 
College  and  Joliet  Junior 
College.

As  the  weather  turns 
colder  and  the  days  get 
bleak,  look  no  further  than 
the  Wings  Gallery  to  add 
a  pop  of  color  to  your  day. 
“Chromatic  Atmospheres” 
by  Mike  Hunnicutt 
opened  Dec.  3  featuring 
a  collection  of  paintings 
designed  by  smearing  paint 
layers  over  fluorescent  base 
colors. 

After  retiring  from 
his  lifelong  sales  job, 
Hunnicutt  began  to  get 
bored  without  a  full-time 
position.  He  turned  to 
the  College  of  DuPage 
for  painting  classes  under 
the  instruction  of  art 
Professor  Jennifer  Hereth. 
Because  of  his  desire  to 
learn  at  every  point  in  his 
life,  Hunnicutt  found  his 
artistic  talent  and  began 
exploring  his  own  style. 


Hunnicutt  does  not 
use  brushes  like  a  typical 
painter.  Instead,  he  uses 
a  series  of  scraping  tools 
to  smear  his  paints  across 
the  canvas.  To  generate 
the  3-D  effect  given  off  by 
his  pieces,  he  first  paints 
a  background  layer  and 
proceeds  to  combine  colors 
in  the  foreground.  This 
technique  creates  a  depth 
designed  to  look  intention¬ 
ally  messy. 

Many  artists  find  in¬ 
spiration  from  others  in 
their  genre  of  work,  and 
although  Hunnicutt  draws 
from  the  work  of  Gerhard 
Richter,  his  main  source  of 
inspiration  comes  from  a 
different  place. 

Hunnicutt  designs  his 
pieces  to  be  perplexing  to 
the  viewer.  He  strives  to 
create  a  sense  of  non-real¬ 


ity  and  hopes  that  anyone 
looking  at  his  pieces  leaves 
with  questions  about  what 
the  painting  is  supposed  to 
represent. 

“In  my  opinion,  pho¬ 
tography  has  taken  away 
representational  art,”  said 
Hunnicutt.  “I  want  my 
art  to  look  like  something 
you’ve  never  seen  before.  I 
hope  that  it  evokes  a  feel¬ 
ing  or  memory,  and  people 
think  ‘What  is  that?’” 

Hunnicutt  believes  that 
the  exhibition  takes  place 
at  the  perfect  time.  In  the 
midst  of  the  dreary  winter, 
he  hopes  to  bring  life  to 
anyone  passing  by  the 
gallery. 

“I  hope  that  students 
walk  by  and  see  the  splash 
of  color  and  it  can  trans¬ 
port  them  to  another,  more 
enjoyable  place,  like  sum¬ 


mer,  even  for  five  minutes,” 
said  Hunnicutt. 

The  seven-piece  exhibit 
will  be  on  display  in  the 
Wings  Gallery  through 
Jan.  23.  The  gallery  is  open 


to  the  public  from  11  a.m. 
to  3  p.m.,  Monday-Friday.

The  Glen  Ellyn  Aikido 
Club,  one  of  College  of 
DuPage’s  longest  standing 
groups,  is  celebrating  40 
years  of  bringing  harmony 
to  COD’s  campus. 

When  the  club  began  in 
the  early  1970s,  meetings 
were  held  on  campus  as 
an  extracurricular  activity. 
After  all  campus  groups 
posing  a  liability  based  on 
dangerous  activity  were 
banned,  the  club  merged 
into  the  physical  education 
department. 

The  Glen  Ellyn  Aiki¬ 
do  Club  now  resides  in 
COD’s  Aikido  I  and  II 
classes  and  continues  to

of  self-defense  to  its  core 
members,  as  well  as  assort¬ 
ed  students  semester  to 
semester. 

Aikido  is  different  from 
traditional  martial  arts  in 
the  way  it  teaches  self-de¬ 
fense.  Club  member  Paul 
Simpson  explains  the  idea 
of  the  art  is  to  channel 
any  negative  energy  into 
positive  energy. 

“It  is  self-defense  and 
a  martial  art,  but  it  isn’t 
an  attacking  art,”  Simp¬ 
son  said.  “There  are  no 
attacking  moves.  It’s  taking 
energy  from  your  attacker 
and  bringing  no  harm  to 
yourself  or  to  them.” 

Simpson  believes  the  art 


is  hard  to  comprehend,  due 
to  the  modern  era’s  stress 
on  violent  defense. 

“It’s  easy  in  our  culture 
to  grasp  block  and  strike. 
You  see  it  in  movies  and 
it’s  taught  from  a  young 
age,  but  the  whole  idea 
of  harmonizing  with  the 
attacker  and  bringing  it  to 
a  safe  place  is  different,” 
said  Simpson. 

COD  student  Matt 
Levins  has  been  a  part  of 
the  club  for  the  past  year. 
He  has  experimented  with 
different  types  of  martial 
arts  throughout  his  life,  but 
he  has  found  aikido  to  be  a 
more  graceful  and  peaceful 
practice.

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“I  love  aikido  because 
it’s  a  gentle  martial  art,” 
Levins  said.  “I  can  go 
home  and  do  other  stuff 
instead  of  being  exhausted. 
It  helps  me  mentally,  phys¬ 
ically  and  emotionally.  You 
come  practice  and  leave  all 
trouble  off  of  the  mat.” 

Students  are  encouraged 
to  take  the  classes  and 
practice  as  their  schedule 
allows.  Levins  believes  the 
club  offers  a  learning  ex¬ 
perience  that  one  may  not 
expect  from  a  martial  art. 

“One  of  my  teachers 
once  said  something  like 
‘Aikido  is  more  like  a 
philosophy  class  exercised 
through  physical  move¬ 
ment,’”  said  Levins.  “You 
learn  so  much  and  don’t 
realize  it  because  most  of 
the  art  is  not  measurable 
like  knowledge.  It’s  not 
how  many  pushups  or 


symbolizes  what  aikido  is 
all  about. 

“Aikido  really  goes  for 
the  concept  of  family  and 
community,”  Levins  said. 
“If  you  are  a  part  of  [an 
aikido  group],  you  are  part 
of  the  community  all  over 
the  world.”

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Little  college  on  the  prairie 


Ladies  and  gendeman, 
let’s  talk  about  the  prairie. 
You’ve  no  doubt  noticed  it, 
looming  over  there  in  the 
comer  of  campus,  sand¬ 
wiched  between  the  park¬ 
ing  lot  and  Lambert  Road; 
the  spot  the  landscapers 
forgot  to  mow.  It’s  full  of 
bugs  and  critters,  pollen  to 
stuff  your  nose  and  ticks  to 
bite  your  ankles.  And  guys, 
we  wouldn’t  have  it  any 
other  way. 

The  Russell  R.  Kirt 
Prairie,  in  the  middle  of 
campus,  and  the  Ecologi¬ 
cal  Study  Area,  on  the  east 
end,  are  just  two  of  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage’s  Natural 
Restoration  and  Preserva¬ 
tion  Areas.  The  projects, 
started  in  1985  and  1975 
respectively,  exist  because 
of  a  simple  ideology:  the 
natural  history  of  Illinois 
is  a  valuable  thing.  It  is 
good,  the  project  founders 
reasoned,  to  try  and  pre¬ 
serve  a  tiny  microcosm  of 
the  way  things  were  before 
we  tore  it  down  and  built 
our  subdivisions,  parking 
lots  and  taxpayer  subsi¬ 
dized  wine  collections.  We 
can  study  them,  and  in 
doing  so  understand  the 
history  of  this  land,  how  it 
relates  to  the  present,  and 
how  our  current  actions 
might  affect  our  future  — 
lessons  no  one  has  ever 
learned  from  a  suburban 
turf  field.  For  years,  the 


college  recognized  these 
lessons  and  invested  in 
them. 

Today  though,  these  tiny 
connections  to  our  history 
are  threatened.  Invasive 
species  are  dominating  the 
small  areas  we’ve  set  aside. 
Years  without  the  periodic 
burnings  that  allow  prai¬ 
ries  to  thrive  have  choked 
the  plant  life  and  prevent¬ 
ed  full,  dramatic  blooms. 
Over  the  years,  we’ve  seen 
a  gradual  reduction  in  the 
areas  dedicated  to  pres¬ 
ervation  and  study.  Areas 
on  the  east  side  of  campus 
have  been  converted  into 
turf  fields.  There  was  a 
time  when  we  had  a  nat¬ 
ural  areas  manager,  whose 


job  it  was  to  take  care  of 
these  fragile  ecosystems. 
Not  any  more  —  it’s  just 
the  biology  department 
and  the  occasional  care 
from  the  grounds  crew. 

This  shouldn’t  be  much 
of  a  surprise,  given  the 
attitude  of  college  admin¬ 
istration. 

“It  looked  like  ‘Little 
House  on  the  Prairie’  five 
years  ago,”  President  Rob¬ 
ert  Breuder  told  Crain’s 
Chicago  Business  last  year, 


referring  to  the  College 
of  DuPage’s  campus  prior 
to  recent  construction 
projects.  “No  17-year-old 
wants  to  move  in  with 
Laura  Ingalls.” 

They  might,  Dr.  Breud¬ 
er,  if  you  took  the  time 
to  teach  them  why  they 
should.  To  flippandy 
dismiss  the  value  of  the 
prairie  because  it  isn’t  as 
easily  marketed  in  a  pam¬ 
phlet  reveals  a  completely 
perverse  ideology,  one 


which  prioritizes  shallow 
aesthetic  appeal  over  actual 
academic  value. 

Teaching  someone  how 
something  benefits  them 
in  a  less-than-obvious 
way  is  one  of  the  basic 
functions  of  an  institution 
of  learning.  In  the  same 
way  that  a  child  learns 
that  vegetables  are  good 
for  them,  even  if  candy  is 
initially  more  appealing,  so 
too  might  a  student  body 
come  to  understand  the 
intricate  beauty  of  natural 
ecosystems,  especially  in  a 
suburban  environment  so 
comfortable  with  dismiss¬ 
ing  them. 

But  that  requires  valuing 
the  Earth  more  than  just 


a  disposable  canvas  onto 
which  we  might  expand 
indefinitely,  something  the 
administration  has  proven 
it  is  unwilling,  or  unable 
to  do.  It  is  no  surprise  that 
the  man  leading  them  is 
the  same  who  once  told 
The  Courier  that  financing 
big-game  hunting  is  the 
reason  he  comes  to  work  in 
the  morning.  He  likes  per¬ 
fectly  manicured  turf  lawns 
and  bronze  statues  in  the 
middle  of  well-groomed, 
deserted  plazas.  That’s 
where  his  passions  lie: 
the  domination  of  nature. 
Power,  not  love. 

That  being  said,  he  does 
have  a  point  —  most  of 
us  don’t  really  understand 
why  we  have  a  prairie  and 
why  we  should  protect  it. 
So  let’s  change  that.  Let’s 
take  back  our  heritage,  our 
history  and  the  history  of 
the  land  upon  which  we 
live.  There  might  come 
a  day  when  there  is  no 
accessible  prairie  left,  when 
we  accept  that  the  average 
COD  student  can  easily 
live  their  life  in  a  suburban 
desert,  never  hearing  the 
buzz  of  grasshoppers  in  a 
field  or  seeing  the  bloom 
of  wildflowers  in  a  sea  of 
wild  grass. 

Let’s  try  to  put  that  day 
off  as  long  as  possible.  Lit¬ 
tle  college  on  the  prairie.  It 
has  a  nice  ring  to  it,  doesn’t 
it?

LETTER  TO  THE  EDITOR 

Is  the  Tea  Party  the  real  issue? 


Back  in  September, 
about  the  time  that  the 
faculty  association  held 
the  vote  of  no  confidence 
in  the  college  president,  I 
became  aware  of  a  refrain 
making  the  rounds.  It  went 
something  along  the  lines 
of  “settling  our  differences” 
and  working  together  to 
defeat  the  Tea  Party,  be¬ 
cause  “they”  were  going  to 
take  over  the  college  and 
destroy  it.  I  heard  it  from 
several  disparate  sources 
so  I  presumed  it  was  an 
organized  campaign.  The 
editorial  in  the  Dec.  3  edi¬ 
tion  ofThe  Courier  echoes 


that  mantra. 

In  efforts  to  deflect 
criticism,  it  is  not  uncom¬ 
mon  for  embattled  regimes 
to  accuse  external  agents 
provocateurs  and  foreign¬ 
ers  for  stirring  up  unrest. 

In  this  case,  the  Tea  Party 
is  said  to  be  to  blame,  with 
one  trustee  in  particular 
responsible  for  orchestrat¬ 
ing  their  unwelcome  and 
unseemly  appearances  at 
board  meetings  to  “further 
her  ambitions”  or  so  it 
goes. 

A  couple  of  points  I 
wanted  to  make.  Firstly,  I 
find  it  a  gross  oversimpli¬ 


fication  to  brand  all  these 
“activists”  as  Tea  Party 
loyalists.  Granted,  Mr. 
Andrzejewski  ran  (unsuc¬ 
cessfully)  in  the  Republi¬ 
can  gubernatorial  primary 
in  2010,  but  his  activities 
with  Open  the  Books  is 
focused  on  transparency 
in  government  spending 
regardless  of  political 
persuasion. 

Secondly,  a  review  of 
the  recent  history  of  the 
College  of  DuPage  board 
of  trustees  suggests  that, 
if  indeed  the  Tea  Party 
is  a  real  political  organi¬ 
zation,  it  has  enjoyed  a 


close  association  with  the 
COD  board  for  several 
years.  Staunch  Republican 
board  members  leaving  in 
2009  include  former  board 
Chair  Michael  McKinnon 
and  Trustee  Kory  Atkin¬ 
son,  the  latter  infamous 
for  waving  giant  checks  at 
subsequent  board  meet¬ 
ings,  accusing  the  faculty 
of  buying  the  trustees.  At¬ 
kinson  was  also  the  prime 
mover  in  attempting  to  in¬ 
sert  the  discredited  Bill  of 
Academic  Rights  (ABOR) 
into  the  college  fabric.  For¬ 
mer  Chair  David  Carlin, 
who  was  endorsed  along 


with  current  vice-chairman 
Kathy  Hamilton  (current¬ 
ly  identified  as  the  Tea 
Party  provocateur)  by  the 
Daily  Herald  in  the  2013 
election,  used  to  work  for 
the  self-proclaimed  Tea 
Party  loyalist  Congress¬ 
man  Joe  Walsh,  until  the 
latter  flamed  out  against 
Tammy  Duckworth.  In 
the  2011  election,  current 
board  Chair  Erin  Birt  ran 
her  campaign  coupled  with 
Jim  Long  of  Downers 
Grove.  The  latter  was  not 
ashamed  to  post  pictures  of 
Sarah  Palin  on  his  website. 

So  ask  yourself,  is  the  Tea 


Party  the  real  issue  here, 
or  is  it  something  else  that 
the  college  would  rather 
not  address?

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New  Year's  fitness  goals:  things  to  keep  in  mind

With  the  start  of  the 
new  year  soon  coming, 

.  .this  means  New  Year’s 
resolutions.  For  many 
people,  it’s  time  to  once 
again  make  a  fitness  goal. 
However,  many  do  not 
seriously  stick  with  their 
goal,  so  this  year  you’re 
going  to  get  some  tips  on 
how  to  truly  stick  with 
your  plans. 

The  first  step  to  be  taken 
into  making  your  fitness 
plan  would  be  to  have  a 
goal  in  mind.  Carl  Gal¬ 
loway,  personal  trainer  at 
-College  of  DuPage,  sug¬ 
gests  people  should  make 
goals  that  are  attainable. 

“Goals  can  be  subdivid¬ 
ed  into  smaller  goals  that 
you  can  work  towards,” 
Galloway  added. 

The  first  step  in  picking 
your  goal  may  be  to  make 
a  specific  goal.  Galloway 
recommends  forming  your 
fitness  around  a  sport  that 
you  may  participate  in.  For 
example,  if  you  participate 
in  a  popular  winter  sport 
such  as  snowboarding, 
Galloway  recommends  to 
exercise  the  movements 
which  pertained  to  the 
muscles  used  in  snow¬ 


boarding.  Starting  off  with 
an  activity  one  already  en¬ 
joys  can  be  a  good  starting 
point. 

Many  people  think 
they  have  to  stick  with 
either  focusing  on  gain¬ 
ing  strength  or  work  on 
losing  weight  because  both 
can’t  be  done  successfully. 
However,  this  isn’t  true.  In 
fact,  many  people  who  lose 
weight  while  doing  lifting 
exercises  see  large  strength 
improvements.  For  people 
trying  to  lose  weight,  it’s 
important  to  remember 
that  your  weight  isn’t 
everything. 

“The  scale  can  kind  of  he 
to  you  at  times,”  Galloway 
said.  “It  changes  based 
on  your  stress  levels,  how 
much  you’ve  eaten,  what 
time  of  the  day  it  is.  It’s 
more  important  to  pay 
attention  to  body  fat  per¬ 
centages  and  inches.” 

There  are  many  instances 
where  people  may  be  dis¬ 
couraged  about  their  prog¬ 
ress  due  to  their  weight. 

By  recording  body  fat 
percentage  and  size,  you’re 
able  to  record  a  much  more 
accurate  reading  on  your 
progress. 


When  trying  to  reach 
your  fitness  goals,  there 
are  three  things  to  keep  in 
mind:  nutrition,  exercise 
and  rest. 

When  deciding  your 
nutrition  plan,  you  should 
try  to  keep  one  simple 
rule  in  mind.  If  you're 
attempting  to  gain  weight, 
you  need  to  have  a  surplus 
of  calories,  and  if  you're 
trying  to  lose  weight,  then 
you  need  a  calorie  deficit. 
Following  this  rule  is  the 
simplest  way  to  either  gain, 
or  lose  weight,  and  if  done 
properly,  you  will  have  no 
problem  meeting  your  goal. 
However,  it’s  very  import¬ 
ant  to  see  a  nutritionist  to 
see  what  they  recommend 
for  your  health.  Seeing 
a  professional  is  the  best 


way  to  ensure  you’re  eating 
properly. 

Depending  on  what  your 
goals  are,  you  should  try  to 
find  a  nutrition  plan  that 
works  for  you,  which  are 
now  easier  to  find  than 
ever.  One  popular  option 
is  to  use  MyFitnessPal, 
a  mobile  app  for  smart¬ 
phones  that  allows  its  users 
to  track  their  caloric  intake 
during  their  day.  This  app 
also  records  your  calories 
burned,  which  makes  it 
easier  to  get  an  accurate 
estimation  on  what  you 
should  be  consuming 
during  the  day.  While  it’s 
important  to  stick  with 
your  nutrition  plan,  you 
don’t  always  have  to  be 
extremely  dedicated  to  it. 

“I  sometimes  will  eat 


pizza,”  Galloway  admitted. 
“You  don’t  have  to  always 
skip  out  on  the  foods  you 
love,  and  it  gives  me  a 
reason  be  motivated  to 
keep  working  out.  I  don’t 
believe  in  dieting.  I  believe 
in  nutrition.” 

When  it  comes  to  exer¬ 
cise,  everyone  has  a  differ¬ 
ent  goal  in  mind.  Whether 
it’s  to  gain  muscle,  or  lose 
weight,  you  can  easily  find 
hundreds  of  plans  that  per¬ 
tain  your  goal.  However, 
it’s  crucial  to  keep  in  mind 
that  seeing  a  professional 
trainer  before  you  attempt 
any  exercises  can  help  pre¬ 
vent  injuries.  Having  good 
form  and  being  informed 
on  your  workout  is  vital. 

After  you  find  a  workout 
plan  that  you  want  to  try, 
there  are  three  key  princi¬ 
ples  to  keep  in  mind.  First, 
and  this  one  is  basic:  stick 
with  the  workout  plan. 

“You  have  to  plan  fitness, 
so  that  you  trip  over  it,” 
Galloway  said.  “If  you 
prioritize  fitness  in  your 
schedule,  you’11  be  able 
to  pay  more  attention  to 
it.  You’ll  come  to  enjoy 
it  more  and  more  as  it 
becomes  a  part  of  your 


routine.” 

Second,  it’s  essentia]  to 
track  your  numbers.  This 
will  show  you  where  you 
have  improved,  and  will 
double  as  a  motivational 
tool  to  know  that  you  have 
gained  strength,  or  lost  a 
certain  amount  of  weight. 

Third,  you  should  try 
to  focus  on  ensuring  you 
have  good  form  to  prevent 
injuries  from  exercising. 
Injuries  are  a  sure-fire  way 
to  put  a  stop  to  anyone 
working  towards  your  fit¬ 
ness  goals.  To  be  sure  you 
have  proper  lifting  form, 
you  should  talk  to  a  trainer 
at  your  local  gym,  or  ask 
someone  you  know  who  is 
knowledgeable  to  critique 
your  form.

College  of  DuPage  de¬ 
feated  Daley  College’s  bas¬ 
ketball  team  in  a  decisive 
84-53  victory  on  Dec.  4. 

At  the  beginning  of 
the  game,  the  scoreboard 
showed  a  promising,  con¬ 
stant  lead  for  the  Chapar¬ 
rals.  Despite  the  lead,  the 
Chaparrals  had  committed 
multiple  fouls  against 
the  Bulldogs,  which  hurt 
the  morale  of  the  team. 
However,  after  players 
were  rotated  to  and  from 
the  bench,  the  Chapar¬ 
rals’  teamwork  improved.

New  Students5  Guide  to  COD 

With  a  new  school  comes  a  thousand  new  things  to  learn.  Whether  you're fresh  from  high  school  or  returning  to  college for  the  third 
time ,  new  students  at  College  of DuPage  usually  have  to  figure  things  out for  themselves.  Lucky  for  you,  we  have  curated  a  collection 
of  important  things  to  know.  From  finding  your  grades  on  Blackboard  to finding  a  parking  spot,  this  guide  gives  important  tips  and 
tricks  that  will  help  you  navigate  your  way  at  COD  in  no  time. 


Parking  Pro-Tips 


Since  paying  $85  per  semester  for  a  closer  parking 
spot  can  be  expensive,  it’s  important  to  know  how 
to  find  a  parking  spot  and  get  to  class  on  time. 

•  Arrive  on  campus  at  least  45  minutes  before 
you  have  to  be  here.  Chances  are,  you  will  find  a 
parking  spot. 

•  The  parking  lots  are  usually  jam-packed  by  10:00 
a.m.  To  avoid  all  of  the  traffic  from  people  trying 
to  find  a  spot,  just  head  straight  over  to  the  soccer 
field  lot  or  lot  6.  However,  parking  in  these  areas 
requires  a  long  walk  to  class. 

•  Consider  biking,  walking  or  using  public 
transportation. 

•  As  the  weeks  go  on  during  the  semester,  keep  in 
mind  that  students  drop  classes,  freeing  up  more 

.  parking  spaces. 

•  Another  thing  to  keep  in  mind:  in  the  aftermath 
of  snow,  there’s  less  parking.  Some  parking  spaces 
may  be  piled  with  snow.  It’s  also  hard  to  see  the 
parking  fines  in  the  lots,  which  means  cars  taking 
up  more  space  than  usual. 


Accessing  Blackboard 

Blackboard  is  the  course  management  resource 
used  at  the  college.  You  may  not  love  it,  but  you 
will  depend  on  it.  Instructors  can  post  assign¬ 
ments,  readings,  test  dates  and  even  grades. 

•  Navigate  to  bb.cod.edu. 

•  Type  in  your  myAccess  ID  and  your  password. 

Voila.  You’re  in.  You’ll  see  a  clickable  fist  of  courses 
you’ve  registered  for.  On  the  top  right  side  of  the 
screen,  you’ll  see  your  name,  next  to  which  a  Face- 
book-esque  red  number  will  appear  when  items 
require  your  attention. 


Study  Hard 

Studying  in  college  is  a  bit  different  for  everyone. 
It  may  take  you  some  time  to  transition  into  the 
college  mindset,  but  a  few  things  are  the  same  for 
everybody. 

•  Be  proactive.  Your  teachers  have  a  lot  of  students. 
Very  few  of  them  will  force  you  to  do  anything.  If 
you  think  you  might  need  something,  seek  it  out 
as  quickly  as  possible. 

•  Craft  a  studying  schedule.  Set  aside  time  to 
go  over  class  notes.  Figure  out  if  the  teacher  is 
a  “book”  teacher,  or  a  “lecture”  teacher  and  plan 
accordingly. 

•  Try  not  to  procrastinate.  You  will,  but  try  not 
to.  While  you  might  be  able  to  grind  it  out  the 
night  before  a  test,  you  won’t  retain  much  of  that 
information.  This  can  be  a  killer  in  a  world  of 
cumulative  finals.  Try  to  space  things  out  as  much 
as  you  can. 


Avoid  the  Line  at  Starbucks 

Starbucks  inside  campus?  Great.  The  long  fine 
of  people  buying  coffee  from  Starbucks?  Not  so 
great. 

•  If  you  don’t  care  where  you  get  your  coffee  from, 
grab  a  cup  from  Einstein  Bagels  in  the  MAC  or 
the  self-serve  station  in  the  cafeteria. 

•  During  peak  hours,  the  fine  at  Starbucks  can 
extend  out  into  the  hallways.  The  best  times  to 
fine  up  are  early  morning,  mid-afternoon  and  in 
the  evening. 

•  If  you  have  to  fine  up,  know  your  order  ahead 
of  time  and  have  your  method  of  payment  ready. 
If  everyone  pitches  in  this  way,  the  fine  will  move 
quickly. 


The  Chaparral  Fitness  center  is  excellent,  there’s 
absolutely  no  denying  it.  There’s  a  pool,  an  indoor 
track,  a  state  of  the  art  workout  floor  and  other 
amenities.  The  best  part  is  that  it  is  free  for  full¬ 
time  students.  Simply  bring  your  class  schedule 
and  student  ID  into  the  Physical  Education 
Center  and  they’ll  sign  you  up  for  a  semester-long 
membership.

Six  facts  about  Obama's  free  community  college  plan

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'Chaparral  Express'  makes  pilot  run  on  main  campus

It’s  not  exactly  a 
roadrunner,  but  it’s 
transporting  commuters 
around  campus  roads 
quickly. 

Dubbed  the  “Chaparral 
Express,”  College  of 
DuPage  launched  a 
shuttle  service  on  its  main 
campus  to  save  students 
and  staff  from  taking  long 
walks  from  their  cars  to 
the  buildings.  The  shuttle 
connects  parking  lots  on 
the  west  side  of  campus 
to  the  Student  Resource 
Center  area. 

According  to  Jim 
Ma,  director  of 
facilities  operations,  the 
transportation  program  is 
in  a  limited  trial  period. 


A  parking  committee  will 
gather  ridership  data  to 
decide  if  the  service  will 
run  at  the  start  of  the  fall 
term. 

During  the  first  two  days 
of  the  spring  semester,  no 
more  than  19  riders  used 
the  shuttle,  according  to 
Ma. 

The  shuttle  makes  a  stop 
every  five  to  10  minutes 
from  8:30  a.m.  to  1:30 
p.m.  weekdays  at  these 
locations: 

•  College  parking  lot  6 

•  SRC  south  entrance 

•  Between  the  HSC  and 
SRC  North 

•  Fawell  parking  lot  E 

The  shuttle  service  runs 
through  Feb.  27.

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NOTIFICATION  OF  STUDENTS’  RIGHTS  UNDER  THE 
FAMILY  EDUCATIONAL  RIGHTS  AND  PRIVACY  ACT  (FERPA) 

The  Family  Educational  Rights  and  Privacy  Act  (FERPA)  afford  eligible  students  certain  rights  with  respect  to 

their  education  records.  (An  “eligible  student”  under  FERPA  is  a  student  who  is  1 8  years  of  age  or  older  or 

who  attends  a  postsecondary  institution.)  These  rights  include: 

1 .  The  right  to  inspect  and  review  the  student's  education  records  within  45  days  after  the  day 
College  of  DuPage  Student  Records  office  receives  a  request  for  access.  A  student  should  submit 
to  the  Office  of  Student  Records  written  requests  that  identify  the  record(s)  the  student  wishes  to 
inspect.  The  College  will  make  arrangements  for  access  and  notify  the  student  of  the  time  and  place 
where  the  records  may  be  inspected.  If  the  records  are  not  maintained  by  the  College  official  to  whom 
the  request  was  submitted,  that  official  shall  advise  the  student  of  the  correct  official  to  whom  the 
request  should  be  addressed. 

2.  The  right  to  request  the  amendment  of  the  student’s  education  records  that  the  student 
believes  are  inaccurate,  misleading,  or  otherwise  in  violation  of  the  student's  privacy  rights 
under  FERPA.  A  student  who  wishes  to  ask  College  of  DuPage  to  amend  a  record  should  write  the 
school  official  responsible  for  the  record,  clearly  identify  the  part  of  the  record  they  want  changed,  and 
specify  why  it  is  inaccurate  or  misleading.  If  College  of  DuPage  decides  not  to  amend  the  record  as 
requested,  the  College  will  notify  the  student  in  writing  of  the  decision  and  advise  the  student  of  his 
or  her  right  to  a  hearing  regarding  the  request  for  amendment.  Additional  information  regarding  the 
hearing  procedures  will  be  provided  to  the  student  when  notified  of  the  right  to  a  hearing. 

3.  The  right  to  consent  to  disclosures  of  personally  identifiable  information  (not  ‘Directory 
Information')  contained  in  the  student’s  education  records,  except  to  the  extent  that  FERPA 
authorizes  disclosure  without  consent.  One  exception  which  permits  disclosure  without  consent 
is  disclosure  to  school  officials  with  legitimate  educational  interests.  A  school  official  is  a  person 
employed  by  the  College  in  an  administrative,  supervisory,  academic  or  research,  or  support  staff 
position  (including  law  enforcement  unit  personnel  and  health  staff);  a  person  serving  on  the  board  of 
trustees;  or  a  student  serving  on  an  official  committee,  such  as  a  disciplinary  or  grievance  committee. 
A  school  official  also  may  include  a  volunteer  or  contractor  outside  of  College  of  DuPage  who  performs 
an  institutional  service  or  function  for  which  the  school  would  otherwise  use  its  own  employees  and 
who  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  school  with  respect  to  the  use  and  maintenance  of  Pll  from 
education  records,  such  as  an  attorney,  auditor,  or  collection  agent  or  a  student  volunteering  to  assist 
another  school  official  in  performing  his  or  her  tasks.  A  school  official  has  a  legitimate  educational 
interest  if  the  official  needs  to  review  an  education  record  in  order  to  fulfill  his  or  her  professional 
responsibilities  for  College  of  DuPage. 

4.  The  right  to  file  a  complaint  with  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  concerning  alleged  failures 
by  College  of  DuPage  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  FERPA.  The  name  and  address  of  the 
Office  that  administers  FERPA  is:

Between  nursing  multi¬

Jollette  now  balances 
her  time  between  both 
of  her  passions,  dancing 
more  than  20  hours  a  week 
and  acting  three  days  a 
week.  Despite  the  time 
commitment,  Jollette  has 
found  similarities  between 
the  two  that  make  either 
impossible  to  give  up. 

“Dance  gives  me  this 
feeling  that  nothing  else 
can  give  me,”  said  Jollette. 
“I’m  in  love  with  the  art  of 
it  and  the  joy  that  it  brings 
me  when  my  movement 
spreads  my  emotions  with¬ 
in  me  and  others.” 

“Acting  is  almost  the 
same.  In  acting,  you  make 
someone  feel  what  you 
feel.  I  just  love  transform¬ 
ing  myself  into  different 
characters  in  certain  scripts 
I  read  and  even  in  the 
dances  that  I  preform.” 

Success  injollette’s 


acting  career  began  to 
compete  with  time  for  her 
dance  training  until  three 
consecutive  injuries  to  her 
back  and  ankle  prevented 
her  from  auditioning  for 
dance  academies.  Despite 
multiple  surgeries  and  dis¬ 
comfort,  the  injuries  have 
placed  Jollette  in  a  position 
to  pursue  both  of  her 
passions  instead  of  cutting 
back  on  one. 

Taking  classes  at  COD 
gives  Jollette  the  flexibility 
to  attend  classes  only  two 
days  a  week,  entirely  con¬ 
structing  her  school  sched¬ 
ule  around  her  outside 
commitments.  Jollette  is 
currendy  enrolled  in  three 
classes  while  she  balances 
what  she  predicts  to  be  a 
busy  year,  filled  with  col¬ 
lege  dance  auditions  and 
reading  for  new  roles. 

“I’m  kind  of  glad,”  said 
Jollette  in  reference  to  her 
injuries.  “That  leaves  me  at 
COD  for  another  year.  If 
I  had  gone  away  to  college 
this  year  I  wouldn’t  be  able 
to  audition  for  anything. 
Dance  takes  up  my  whole 
life  when  I’m  there  full 
time,  and  I  don’t  really 
have  time  to  do  anything 
else,”  said  Jollette. 

Although  Jollette  does 
not  dance  as  strenuously, 
due  to  her  injuries,  she 
works  to  build  her  strength 
and  return  to  full  hours. 
Even  when  she  returns,  she 
does  not  plan  on  cutting 
back  her  acting  hours. 

“I  just  love  entertaining 
and  will  take  any  chance 
that  I  get  to  do  so,”  said 
Jollette.  “That’s  why  I  can’t 
choose  dance  over  acting, 
or  vice  versa,  and  I  try  my 
hardest  with  both.”

Let’s  talk  about  “The  In¬ 
terview.”  Chances  are,  over 
winter  break  you  paid  little 
attention  to  current  events 
around  you,  but  caught 
wind  of  the  international 
conflict  sparked  by  the 
Sony  Pictures  film.

“The  Interview”  may  be 
just  the  tip  of  the  iceberg 
when  it  comes  to  the  war 
on  terror;  this  won’t  be  the 
last  terror-driven  event  in 
our  lifetime,  so  hopefully 
we  can  learn  from  it.  The 
moral  of  the  situation  is 
that  our  right  to  free  ex¬ 
pression  has  been  threat¬ 
ened,  and  in  the  future, 
any  right  that  we  cherish 
must  be  fought  for  instead 
of  making  the  decision 
recede  from  unsolicited 
dispute. 

The  most  important 
thing  is  that,  despite  the 
catfight,  the  film  is  now 
available  to  the  public.

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Warming  up  to  the  truth  about  climate  change 


As  we  rang  in  the  New 
Year  over  winter  break, 
we  also  said  goodbye  to 
the  hottest  recorded  year 
on  earth.  That’s  right, 
according  to  NASA,  since 
heat  records  were  first  kept 
in  1880,  the  ten  hottest 
years  all  occurred  after 
1997,  with  2014  breaking 
the  record  for  the  warmest 
year  in  history.  Amazingly 
enough,  The  Associated 
Press  ran  a  poll  shordy 
after  these  records  were  re¬ 
leased  ranking  Americans’ 
confidence  in  the  concept 


of  global  warming.  The 
results  showed  that  about 
4  in  10  Americans  doubt 
or  completely  disbelieve 
in  the  reality  of  climate 
change,  something  that 
is  somewhat  unbelievable 
itself. 

Suspicions  have  sur¬ 
rounded  the  idea  of  global 
warming  for  quite  some 
time  now,  on  both  a  pedes¬ 
trian  and  a  political  level. 
More  often  than  not,  the 


argument  is  fueled  by  mis¬ 
information  and  miscon¬ 
ceptions  surrounding  the 
concept  of  climate  change. 
While  politicians  dispute 
whether  or  not  the  issue 
is  significant  enough  for 
our  attention  (essentially 
stating  “not  my  problem”), 
uninformed  citizens  hear 
the  words  “global  warm¬ 
ing”  and  wonder  why  there 
is  snow  on  the  ground.  If 
you  happen  to  be  someone 


that  experienced  the  bitter 
cold  this  winter  break 
and  scoffed  at  the  idea  of 
climate  change,  perhaps 
you  should  consider  that 
DuPage  County  is  not 
the  extent  of  our  planet, 
and  that  a  global  average 
of  escalating  tempera¬ 
tures  outweighs  any  chilly 
breeze  you  may  experience. 

More  recently  however, 
the  debate  seems  to  be 
more  centered  on  the  idea 


that  maybe  the  planet  is 
getting  hotter,  but  it  isn’t 
necessarily  by  fault  of 
humans.  Because  of  this, 
one  can’t  help  but  wonder 
why  anyone  would  choose 
to  worry  over  who  caused 
global  warming  instead 
of  how  to  stop  it.  Does  it 
really  matter  more  where 
to  place  the  blame  than 
the  fact  that  the  earth  is 
in  danger?  It  seems  less 
like  an  argument  of  valid 
reasoning  and  more  like  a 
petty  attempt  to  keep  the 
word  “debate”  surrounding 
the  topic. 

Also,  for  clarification: 
there  is  some  ground  to 
stand  on  for  those  that  say 
carbon  dioxide,  the  green¬ 
house  gas  most  responsible 
for  causing  global  warm¬ 
ing,  exists  in  the  atmo¬ 
sphere  without  the  help  of 
humans.  However,  because 
of  manmade  emissions, 
the  concentration  of  C02 
reached  400  parts  per  mil¬ 
lion,  the  highest  amount 
observed  in  recorded 
history,  according  to  the 

NOAA. 

Despite  the  large-scale 
argument  surrounding  the 
topic,  here  at  COD,  the 
debate  does  seem  less  heat¬ 
ed.  Classes  in  climate  and 


global  change  are  offered 
to  introduce  students  to 
climatology  and  issues  we 
face  today  such  as  extreme 
weather,  rising  sea  levels, 
extinction  of  species  and 
destruction  of  agriculture 
due  to  the  collapse  of 
ecosystems.

COD  endures  harsh  loss  against  Harper

College  of  DuPage’s 
women’s  basketball  team 
suffered  a  58-66  loss 
against  Harper  College’s 
women’s  basketball  team 
on  Jan.  17.  The  conference 
game  was  a  close  match 
and  the  scoreboard  repre¬ 
sented  this  during  most  of 
the  game. 

Harper’s  defense  gave 
the  Chaparrals  a  very  hard 
time  moving  the  ball  down 
the  court.  Despite  this, 
COD  was  able  to  make 
many  attempts  for  jump- 
shots,  but  many  proved 
to  be  useless  against  the 
pressure  that  Harper  was 
putting  on  the  Chaparrals. 
Harper’s  quick  reaction  to 
rebounds  aided  in  COD’s 
difficulty  in  getting  much 
time  in  control  of  the  ball. 
This  went  both  ways  for 
the  teams,  which  helped 


produced  the  low  numbers 
on  the  scoreboard.  Half¬ 
way  into  first  quarter,  the 
teams  were  tied  at  a  score 
of  10-10.  This  slow  scoring 
carried  on,  with  Harper 
only  scoring  12  additional 
points  by  the  end  of  the 
quarter. 

The  second  quarter 
started  off  with  Harper 
leading  the  Chaparrals 
22-21,  and  it  proved  to  be 
a  much  more  eventful  part 
of  the  game  in  terms  of  a 
more  aggressive  playing 
style  by  COD.  Despite 
this,  Harper  was  able  to 
maintain  a  score  that  was 
near  COD’s  throughout 
the  quarter.  After  a  dura¬ 
tion  of  about  12  minutes 
in  the  second  quarter  of 
the  game,  Harper  began  to 
score  enough  points  to  put 
a  gap  between  themselves 


and  the  Chaparrals.  How¬ 
ever,  Harper’s  star  player, 
Joslyn  Nicholson,  was 
pulled  from  the  game  for 
a  critical  foul,  which  made 
a  huge  impact  on  Harper. 
With  only  four  minutes 
left  in  the  game,  COD  had 
an  opportunity  to  close  the 
7-point  gap,  which  would 
have  evened  out  the  score. 
Unfortunately,  due  to  mul¬ 
tiple  fouls  offended  by  the 
Chaparrals,  Harper  had  no 
trouble  scoring  a  few  extra 
points  to  solidify  their  lead 
and  their  victory  over  the 
Chaparrals. 

It  was  a  hard  loss  for  the 
Chaparrals. 

“It  was  a  bad  loss  for  us, 
and  we  just  have  to  keep 
improving  in  the  areas 
that  we  lack  in,”  coach 
Ryan  Connell  said.  “It  has 
been  a  hard  adjustment 


with  a  few  of  our  players 
not  being  able  to  contin¬ 
ue  to  participate  to  due 
to  not  meeting  eligibility 
standards  required  by  the 
league.

In  an  attempt  to  avenge 
the  loss  the  COD  wom¬ 
en’s  basketball  team’s  loss 


against  Harper,  COD 
quickly  worked  together 
to  bring  the  game  in  their 
favor.

of  Harper,  COD’s  defense 
wouldn’t  let  up  and  gave 
Harper  a  hard  time  to 
score  each  time  they  made 
the  attempt.  COD  fouled 
Harper  three  times  within 
a  span  of  five  minutes, 
which  helped  bring  up 
Harper’s  score  a  small  deal. 
The  first  quarter  ended 
with  a  score  of  30-19,  with 
COD  in  the  lead. 

The  second  quarter 
started  out  very  strongly 
for  the  Chaparrals.  Both 
the  offensive  and  defensive 
sides  of  the  Chaparrals 
worked  extremely  well. 
Right  at  the  beginning 
of  the  second  quarter, 

Paris  Dunlap  made  four 


consecutive  baskets,  with 
two  of  them  being  3-point 
shots.  Paris  Dunlap  didn’t 
stop  at  this,  he  proved  to 
be  a  commanding  player 
throughout  the  rest  of  the 
second  quarter.  The  soph¬ 
omore  was  able  to  score  a 
total  of  22  points  during 
the  game.  This  brought  the 
Chaparrals  into  a  com¬ 
manding  lead  over  Harper, 
and  the  fans  roared  in 
excitement  as  COD  began 
to  coordinate  together  very 
effectively,  which  created 
a  gap  that  was  too  far  for 
Harper  to  bring  back  up. 

Harper  College  tried 
their  best  to  fight  back 
against  the  Chaparrals, 


which  proved  to  be  futile 
as  the  game  ended  with 
COD  in  a  23 -point  lead. 

Paris  Dunlap  was  pleased 
with  his  performance  and 
attributed  it  to  being  a 
more  aggressive  player, 
saying,  “My  aggression 
this  game  really  helped  me 
come  up  on  top.  I  hope  in 
the  future  to  play  the  same 
way,  and  continue  to  do 
this  well.” 

COD  plays  their  next 
home  game  against  Wilbur 
Wright  College  on  Jan.  25.

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A  buyout  for  Breuder 

Trustees  grant  $762,000  as  part  of  retirement  package 
COD  president  to  retire  March  2016

College  of  DuPage  Pres¬ 
ident  Robert  Breuder  will 
be  seeing  the  end  of  his 
presidency  soon. 

COD’s  board  of  trustees 
voted  6-1  on  Jan.  22  to 
grant  Breuder  a  severance 
package  to  the  tune  of 
$762,000. 

Breuder  will  retire 
March  31,  2016,  as  op¬ 
posed  to  sometime  in  2019 
as  originally  stipulated  in 
his  contract.  As  part  of  the 
buyout  package,  Breuder 
would  get  the  Homeland 
Security  Education  Center 
building  named  after  him 
and  help  choose  his  suc¬ 
cessor. 

Before  the  trustees  voted 
for  Breuder’s  contract  ad¬ 
dendum,  several  individ¬ 
uals  spoke  out  against  the 
severance  package. 

Adam  Andrzej  ewski, 
founder  of  the  OpenThe- 
Books  watchdog  group, 
told  the  board  their  sur¬ 


reptitious  moves  over  the 

payout  package  was  an 

example  of  “corruption 

unfolding  before  our  very 
» 

eyes. 

Vice  Chair  Kathy  Ham¬ 
ilton,  the  lone  “no”  vote, 
also  criticized  the  payout. 

“To  award  a  golden 
parachute  to  Dr.  Breud¬ 
er  is  nothing  more  than 
a  wanton  betrayal  of  our 
students,”  Hamilton  said. 
“Instead  we  should  show 
Dr.  Breuder  the  door.” 

Glenn  Hansen,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  faculty  asso¬ 
ciation  that  expressed  no 
confidence  in  Breuder  in 
September,  said  the  whole 
process  of  Breuder’s  buy¬ 
out  lacks  transparency. 

“The  college  communi¬ 
ty  is  in  the  dark,”  Hansen 
told  The  Courier. 

The  college  president’s 
tenure  has  been  plagued  by 
criticism  of  overspending 
and  lack  of  transparency 
over  the  past  few  months. 

In  an  email  sent  in  May, 
Breuder  pushed  to  se¬ 
cure  a  $20  million  grant 
by  identifying  “a  project 


that  would  help  release 
our  state  funding,”  co¬ 
inciding  with  Gov.  Pat 
Quinn’s  commencement 
speech.  Watchdog  groups 
also  questioned  the  use  of 
school  money  for  expenses 


such  as  Breuder’s  member¬ 
ship  for  a  private  shooting 
club. 

In  a  letter  sent  to  the 
board  of  trustees  on  Jan. 
20,  Breuder  wrote  he  had 
been  exploring  his  retire¬ 


ment  options  for  at  least  6 
months.  Breuder  made  his 
final  decision  over  the  hol¬ 
iday  break. 

“With  age  comes  the  in¬ 
evitable  reality  that  time  is 
precious,”  Breuder  wrote. 
“I  concluded  the  time  was 
at  hand  to  make  a  life  de¬ 
cision.” 

“I  feel  privileged  to  have 
been  a  part  of  the  current 
family  that  made  educa¬ 
tional  opportunity  avail¬ 
able  to  students  and  served 
our  community  with  excel¬ 
lence,”  Breuder  continued. 

Several  other  trustees 
members  expressed  soli¬ 
darity  with  Breuder  and 
appeared  sad  to  see  the 
president  leave. 

“I  and  others  are  of 
course  saddened  that  Dr. 
Breuder  will  be  leaving  the 
college  next  year,”  Chair 
Erin  Birt  said  in  a  state¬ 
ment.  “His  list  of  accom¬ 
plishments  is  staggering. 
COD  will  benefit  from  his 
foresight  and  guidance  for 
generations  to  come.  We 
are  pleased  to  have  come 
to  an  agreement  that  best 


serves  the  college  while 
recognizing  the  incredible 
leadership  Dr.  Breuder  has 
shown.” 

Student  Trustee  Omar 
Escamilla,  saying  “yes”  to 
the  payout,  remarked  on 
Breuder’s  impact  on  the 
college. 

“Dr.  Breuder  has  been  a 
great  president  in  this  in¬ 
stitution,”  Escamilla  told 
The  Courier.  “Although  it’s 
sad  to  see  him  leave,  I  see 
this  as  another  step  for  our 
college  to  move  forward.”

Presidential  proposal  puts  higher  ed

President  Barack  Obama 
announced  a  potential  ini¬ 
tiative  to  make  communi¬ 
ty  college  tuition-free  has 
thrust  community  colleges 
like  College  of  DuPage 
into  the  spotlight.  The  pro¬ 
posal  has  gotten  everyone 
from  school  administrators 
to  famous  actors  focusing 
on  the  importance  of  com¬ 
munity  college. 

In  his  most  recent  State 
of  the  Union  address, 
President  Barack  Obama 
said  he  hopes  “two  years 
of  college  becomes  as  free 
and  universal  in  America 
as  high  school  is  today.” 

Earl  Dowling,  vice  pres¬ 
ident  of  student  affairs  at 
COD,  doesn’t  see  why  any¬ 
one  should  not  be  excited. 

“Why  wouldn’t  you,  es¬ 
pecially  if  you  work  for  a 
community  college,”  Dow¬ 
ling  said. 

While  Dowling  believes 
the  U.S.  may  not  com¬ 
pletely  see  free  community 
college  for  some  time,  he 


does  believe  the  attention 
that  community  colleges 
are  getting  is  a  good  thing. 

“It  really  shows  the  im¬ 
portance  and  role  of  com¬ 
munity  college  that  we 
have  been  seeing  at  COD 
[with  the  increases  in  en¬ 
rollment]  for  over  five 
years,”  Dowling  said. 

When  it  comes  to  com¬ 
munity  college,  Dowling 
feels  COD  has  served  as  a 
model  of  what  community 
college  should  be. 

“Families  can  look  to  us 
for  an  area  of  affordable 
career  growth  and  route  to 
the  baccalaureate  degree” 
Dowling  said. 

Dowling  cites  programs 
like  the  college’s  3+1  pro¬ 
gram  as  well  as  its  expan¬ 
sion  and  vast  resources  as 
setting  COD  a  step  ahead 
in  providing  an  affordable 
education. 

“I  can  say,  tongue  in 
cheek,  we  were  a  little 
ahead  of  the  president,” 
Dowling  said. 

Brennen  McKim,  a 
business  management  ma¬ 


jor  at  COD,  agrees  with 
this  sentiment. 

“Community  college  has 
had  such  a  great  impact  on 
my  life,”  McKim  said.  “Be¬ 
ing  able  to  attend  classes 
while  working  has  been 
such  a  great  help.” 

President  Obama  men¬ 
tioned  in  his  speech  that 
more  than  40  percent  of 
college  students  choose 
community  colleges  like 
COD  for  reasons  ranging 
from  affordability  to  the 
ability  to  go  to  school  close 
to  home. 

For  McKim,  it  was  a 
mixture  of  all  of  these  fac¬ 
tors  that  made  him  choose 
COD. 

“I  decided  to  go  [to 
COD]  because  it  was  close 
to  home,  could  balance 
work  and  school,  and  be¬ 
cause  it  wouldn’t  be  too 
expensive.” 

Helping  students  figure 
out  their  major  and  steer¬ 
ing  them  in  the  right  di¬ 
rection  is  something  that 
COD  strives  to  do,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Dowling. 


“When  we  bring  a  stu¬ 
dent  to  this  campus,  we 
want  to  do  our  best  to  steer 
them  in  the  right  direction 
and  see  what  we  can  do  to 
help,”  Dowling  said. 

Dowling  believes  that 
COD  students  are  more 
than  able  to  compete  with 
other  students  at  four-year 
institutions  and  in  the 
workforce. 

“Students  who  attend 
community  college  get 
good  jobs  equal  to  or  bet¬ 
ter  than  their  counterparts 
who  didn’t.  We  are  proud 
of  our  students,”  Dowling 
says. 

Tom  Hanks,  an  Os¬ 
car-winning  actor,  attend¬ 
ed  a  community  college 
in  California.  In  a  recent 
New  York  Times  opinion 
editorial,  he  stated  com¬ 
munity  college  “made  me 
what  I  am  today.” 

While  many  people  don’t 
believe  the  U.S.  can  ever 
completely  afford  to  make 
community  college  free, 
Obama  aims  to  strive  to 
make  his  initiative  a  reality.

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Club  reaches  for  the  stars,  hopes  for  astronomical  turnout

When  Ray  Schlosser 
began  his  stars  and  galaxies 
course  last  semester,  he 
was  unaware  that  it  would 
shape  his,  as  well  as  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage’s  future. 

In  the  class,  Schlosser  fos¬ 
tered  his  love  for  astrono¬ 
my,  and  found  all  necessary 
parts  to  establish  COD’s 
very  own  Astronomy  Club. 

Schlosser  has  always  held 
a  fascination  with  astron¬ 
omy.  When  others  in  his 
class  began  to  voice  their 
own  interests,  Schlosser 
recruited  enough  partici¬ 
pants  to  start  a  club  under 
the  college’s  regulations. 
Within  a  few  weeks,  the 
club  was  ready  to  welcome 
members  to  its  observation 
nights  and  weekly  meet¬ 
ings. 

Barely  a  full  semester  old 
in  its  existence,  the  club 
aims  to  cover  topics  from 
every  interest  area  relat¬ 
ed  to  astronomy,  giving 
all  attendees  a  variety  of 
knowledge  covering  Earth 
and  universe  around  them. 

“Our  overall  goal  is  to 


promote  awareness  of 
astronomy  throughout 
COD  and  the  community 
around,”  Schlosser  said. 

As  many  astronomy 
students  have  come  to 
find,  math  and  physics 
are  a  large  part  of  the 
study.  Succeeding  in  these 
categories  may  be  import¬ 
ant  for  one  who  hopes  to 
make  astronomy  a  career, 
but  Schlosser  feels  students 
who  do  not  feel  drawn  to 
these  areas  should  not  be 
turned  off  by  the  club. 

“The  beautiful  thing 
about  astronomy  is  that  it’s 
really  this  perfect  mixture 
of  math,  science  and  art,” 
said  Schlosser.  “It’s  geared 
towards  everybody.  Who, 
at  one  point,  hasn’t  looked 
up  at  the  stars?  In  a  way, 
it’s  like  a  scientific  philos¬ 
ophy.” 

As  the  United  States  gets 
ready  for  a  new  wave  of 
space  exploration,  Schloss¬ 
er  feels  the  club  will 
continue  to  grow. 

“Right  now,  we’re  at 
a  pivotal  point  where 


astronomy  is  starting  to  get 
back  into  being  cool,”  said 
Schlosser.  “I  think  it  has 
a  lot  to  do  with  technol¬ 
ogy;  at  this  point  in  time 
we  can  do  things  that  we 
couldn’t  do  10  or  20  years 
ago.” 

COD’s  astronomy  de¬ 
partment  has  the  technolo¬ 
gy  to  support  the  club  and 
give  students  opportunities 
they  would  not  have  with 
their  own  home  telescopes. 
At  the  club’s  observation 
nights,  attendees  will  have 
a  chance  to  use  the  depart¬ 
ment’s  telescopes,  and  even 
capture  their  own  pictures 
of  that  night’s  universe 
phenomena. 

As  Schlosser  gears  up 
for  the  observation  season 
ahead,  he  is  also  thinking 
big  in  regards  to  the  club’s 
future.  He  hopes  to  see  the 
club  gain  ground  as  a  well- 
known  part  of  student  life 
on  campus. 

“I’d  like  to  see  some  kind 
of  prestige,”  said  Schlosser. 
“I  don’t  want  this  to  be  a 
secret.  I’d  like  to  get  to  a

point  where  people  look 
forward  to  going  to  astron¬ 
omy  club  and  going  to  the 
events  even  if  they  aren’t 
an  officer.  I  want  to  get  to 
the  point  where  it’s  bigger 
than  COD  and  we  interact 
with  other  astronomy  clubs 
in  an  intercollegiate  way.” 

Schlosser’s  dream  may 
not  be  far  out  of  reach,  as 
has  watched  the  club  gain 
recognition  week  by  week. 


“We  don’t  have  any  mem¬ 
bers  that  drop  out,  but  we 
keep  getting  new  ones,” 
said  Schlosser.  “Now  we’re 
starting  to  need  a  bigger 
room.”  • 

The  next  event  held  by 
the  club  will  be  a  bake 
sale  on  Feb.  10.  Students 
who  are  interested  in  the 
club,  or  would  like  more 
information,  will  have  a 
chance  to  meet  Schlosser 


and  other  members  at  the 
Valentine’s  Day  themed 
celebration. 

Once  the  weather  gets 
warmer,  the  club  will 
host  a  number  of  obser¬ 
vation  nights,  open  to  all. 
The  club  also  hopes  to  take 
more  trips  to  the  Adler 
Planetarium  this  semester, 
as  well  as  continue  weekly 
meetings.

The  Cleve  Carney  Art 
Gallery  unveiled  “Tra¬ 
ditions  in  Transition:

Free  community  college  proposal  good  in  theory,  but  questions  remain

On  Jan.  20,  Americans 
gathered  around  their 
televisions  and  tuned  in 
to  watch  President  Barack 
Obama’s  State  of  the 
Union  address.  Among  a 
variety  of  the  usual  bullet 
points — taxes,  minimum 
wage,  and  job  creation — an 
issue  that  stood  out  as  one 
of  the  most  highly  antici¬ 
pated  was  the  proposal  of 
free  community  college 
tuition. 

Earlier  this  month, 
Obama  announced  his 
plan  to  put  an  end  to  the 
inaccessibility  of  higher 
education  as  a  result  of 
financial  insufficiency.  He 
proposed  that  any  student 
that  earned  a  2.5  GPA  in 
high  school  and  main¬ 
tains  such  in  college  could 
attend  community  college 
at  no  cost.  Well,  at  no  cost 
to  them. 

The  federal  government 
would  be  expected  to  cover 
75  percent  of  the  expense, 
with  state  governments 
providing  the  other  25 
percent.  This  led  to  many 
questions  surrounding 
the  plan  during  the  weeks 
leading  up  to  the  State  of 
the  Union:  Where  will  this 
money  come  from?  How 
will  this  affect  funding 
for  individual  schools? 

Can  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  manage  to  pay  their 


required  contribution?  Can 
the  states  do  it?  And  most 
importantly,  will  the  plan 
even  work? 

Unfortunately,  those 
who  watched  the  address 
to  receive  answers  to  these 
questions  fell  short  of  their 
goal.  On  the  other  hand, 
those  hoping  to  find  an 
uplifting  speech  about 
the  American  dream  and 
the  power  of  a  “tight  knit 
family”  in  “tough  times” 
got  just  what  they  were 
looking  for.  While  Obama 
did  mention  the  proposal 
in  his  speech,  citing  it  as  a 
“chance  to  graduate  ready 
for  the  new  economy, 
without  a  load  of  debt,”  he 
only  spoke  on  the  matter 
for  about  2  minutes.  And 
so,  we  are  left  to  more 
speculation  as  to  how  ex¬ 
actly  this  plan  is  meant  to 
be  implemented  and  how 
it  will  affect  us. 

This  issue,  particularly  for 
students  at  COD,  should 
be  a  big  deal.  While  on  the 
surface  it  may  seem  like 
this  plan  will  only  impact 
future  community  college 


students,  depending  on 
when  it  is  put  into  effect, 
many  of  us  could  be  saving 
some  serious  cash.  It’s  al¬ 
ready  been  proven  to  work 
in  Tennessee  and  Chicago; 
Obama  based  his  proposal 
on  their  free  community 
college  initiatives. 

Yet  despite  the  benefits, 
those  vital  unanswered 
questions  won’t  go  away. 
The  issue  of  attaining  the 
funding  for  this  process 
won’t  be  easy  on  either  a 
state  or  federal  level,  and 
with  such  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  government-paid 
tuitions  and  the  possibility 
of  higher  enrollment  rates, 
community  colleges  will 
have  to  find  the  means  of 
housing  more  students  at 
less  cost.  These  aren’t  exact¬ 
ly  the  kinds  of  feats  we  can 
afford  to  take  lightly,  espe¬ 
cially  at  COD,  where  lack 
of  parking  and  classroom 
space  is  already  an  issue. 

Not  only  that,  but  it 
essentially  lowers  the 
threshold  for  the  full 
tuition  scholarship  that 
already  exists  at  COD:  the 


Presidential  Scholarship. 
Presidential  Scholars  must 
meet  the  criteria  of  a  3.8 
GPA  (or  a  27  or  higher 
composite  ACT  score), 
submit  a  250  word  essay 
and  complete  20  hours  of 
service  learning  by  the  end 
of  their  first  year  at  the 
college.  Even  after  meeting 
all  of  the  aforementioned 
requirements,  only  a  select 
number  of  students  receive 
the  scholarship. 

Needless  to  say,  this  is 
a  much  more  rigorous 
standard  for  students  to 
achieve  in  comparison  to 
a  2.5  GPA.  Depending  on 
how  one  looks  at  it,  this  is 
either  a  huge  opportunity 


for  thousands  of  more 
students  or  a  slap  in  the 
face  to  those  that  worked 
to  meet  the  scholarship 
requirements  for  the  same 
benefits.  Then  again,  the 
scholarship  could  be  re¬ 
moved  altogether,  consid¬ 
ering  that  if  the  proposal 
is  put  into  action  it  will  be 
rendered  useless. 

In  the  end,  it  seems  as 
though  we  can’t  win  either 
way.  Implement  the  pro¬ 
posal,  and  state  and  federal 
governments  are  left  pay¬ 
ing  the  tab  on  a  bill  they 
just  simply  can’t  afford, 
potentially  by  raising  taxes. 
Yet  without  it,  the  US 
remains  without  the  means 


for  its  entire  people  to 
receive  the  higher  educa¬ 
tion  that  today’s  workforce 
demands.  Depending  on 
where  you  stand  econom¬ 
ically,  the  better  option 
differs. 

As  for  our  attitude,  we 
lie  somewhere  between  the 
shades  of  gray.  It’s  quite 
the  plan  on  paper,  but 
put  it  into  action  and  the 
logistics  get  too  muddled. 
There’s  still  the  possibility 
of  a  miracle;  every  question 
could  find  an  answer  and 
every  hardworking  student 
could  get  the  education 
they  deserve.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  however,  it’s  import¬ 
ant  to  see  this  proposal  for 
what  it  is:  an  idea,  still  only 
half-baked,  with  the  po¬ 
tential  of  becoming  some¬ 
thing  bigger  after  a  litde 
more  time  on  the  drawing 
board.  Still,  it  never  hurts 
to  remain  hopeful. 


The  issue  of  attaining  the  funding  for  this  process  won't  be

Parking  pass  a  good  premium  during  winter

We’ve  all  heard  the 
horror  stories  from  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage’s  parking 
lots,  and  most  of  us  live 
through  them  everyday. 

To  say  there  is  parking 
problem  is  an  understate¬ 
ment;  in  order  to  get  a 
good  spot,  students  have 
to  leave  their  house  well 
before  their  class  time  and 
scan  the  parking  lots  up 
and  down.  If  they  still  are 
unable  to  find  a  parking 
space,  they  can  end  up 
walking  quite  the  distance 


in  the  freezing  cold,  only 
to  arrive  to  class  late.  But 
the  very  worst  part  of  the 
entire  endeavor  comes 
just  before  reaching  the 
building  that  was  once  so 
far  off  in  the  distance.  The 
very  worst  part  is  pass¬ 
ing  by  empty  space  after 
empty  space,  all  reserved 
for  those  lucky  enough  to 
have  a  parking  pass. 

These  next  few  weeks 
are  by  far  the  most  diffi¬ 
cult  to  not  have  a  parking 
pass.  Long  walks  in  the 
summer  heat  now  seem 
more  like  a  stroll  through 


the  park.  However,  park¬ 
ing  passes  and  those  who 
have  them  are  not  evil, 
and  believe  it  or  not,  they 
weren’t  made  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  annoying  those 
that  go  without.  The  idea 
is  actually  pretty  smart; 
pay  a  small  fortune  and 
avoid  the  daily  struggle 
of  finding  parking.  And 
while  it  does  seem  as 
though  the  spaces  reserved 
for  parking  pass  holders 
are  so  often  empty,  it’s 
important  to  remember 
that  those  people  paid  the 
price — literally — to  have 


that  spot  for  a  semester. 
Whether  or  not  they  use 
it  is  their  own  problem. 

In  the  meantime,  the 
issue  for  everyone  else  is 
clear:  there  are  simply  not 
enough  parking  spac¬ 
es.  The  solution,  on  the 
other  hand,  isn’t  quite  as 
easy.  Expanding  parking, 
either  with  more  lots  or 
a  parking  deck,  would  be 
an  enormously  expensive, 
difficult  and  inconve¬ 
nient  task.  There  is  the 
Chaparral  Express,  newly 
implemented  shuttles  that 
take  students  from  the 


SRC  to  the  west  parking 
lots  to  save  them  a  walk, 
but  even  those  aren’t  an 
ideal  solution.  So  what 
more  can  be  done? 

This  is  when  the  parking 
passes  come  in  to  play.  We 
as  students  have  to  make 
the  decision  of  either  pay¬ 
ing  $85  for  a  parking  pass 
or  enduring  long  distance 
walks  while  our  faces  turn 
numb  from  the  cold  and 
our  skin  cracks  from  the 
dry  air.

What  you  missed  during  the  Winter  X  Games

The  Winter  X  Games 
took  place  on  Jan.  22  to 
Jan.  25  in  Aspen,  Colo. 

The  annual  event  featured 
three  different  sports: 
snowboarding,  skiing 
and  snowmobiling.  Each 
sport  contained  separate 
events  and  competitors 
were  scored  based  on  their 
performance  and  the  top 
scorers  earned  medals  for 
their  competition.  The  four 
days  of  competition  hosted 
19  events  in  which  athletes 
can  win  a  medal  and  had 
a  grand  total  of  28  total 
events.  Over  the  course  of 
the  four  days  of  competi¬ 
tion,  the  world’s  greatest 
winter  sport  athletes  com¬ 
peted  for  their  shot  at  the 
prestigious  opportunity  of 
achieving  a  gold  medal.  On 
top  of  the  competitions, 
the  event  hosted  multiple 
music  acts  such  as  Snoop 
Dogg  and  Skrillex.  Here’s 
a  recap  of  the  event. 

Thursday,  Jan.  22  -  The 
first  day  of  the  X  Games 
included  three  medal-qual¬ 
ifying  competitions.  Out 
of  the  three  gold-medal 
winners,  a  very  notable 
one  was  53-year  old  Chris 
Devlin-Young,  who  won 
with  a  huge  lead  over  his 
younger  competitors  in 
the  mono  skier  event.  The 
other  events  hosted  on  the 
first  day  also  included  the 
popular  ski  slopestyle  com¬ 
petitions  and  had  elimina¬ 
tions  set  up  to  get  the  best 
competitors  to  compete  in 
the  finals  for  later  in  the 
week. 

Friday,  Jan.  23  -  Out  of 
the  seven  events  that  took 


place  on  Friday,  there  were 
a  total  of  five  medal-quali¬ 
fying  events.  However,  one 
of  the  most  exciting  events 
to  watch  was  the  snow¬ 
mobile  long  jump  event, 
in  which  Heath  Frisby 
won  gold  for  a  long  jump 
of  164’ll”.The  rules  to 
the  snowmobile  longjump 
truly  reflect  those  rules  of 
the  ordinary  long-jump 
event  that  track-and-field 
athletes  would  compete 
with.  Each  competitor  is 
given  a  certain  distance  as 
a  run-up,  and  the  athletes 
need  to  give  themselves 
somewhat  of  a  boost  in 
order  to  get  the  farthest 
distance. 

Saturday,  Jan.  24  -  Satur¬ 
day  was  a  very  interesting 
day  due  to  the  fact  that  it 
had  medal-ranked  events 
for  both  men’s  and  wom¬ 
en’s  slopestyle  events.  With 
slopestyle  being  a  huge 
part  of  the  winter  action 
sport  scene,  this  was  not  an 
event  that  you  should  not 
have  missed.  Nick  Goep- 
per  took  gold  for  the  mens 
division  with  an  incredible 
run  that  featured  much  of 
his  skiing  in  a  switch-po¬ 
sition,  meaning  he  rode 
down  the  slope  backwards 
as  he  approached  each 
feature  on  the  hill.  As  for 
the  women’s  ski  slope- 
style,  Emma  Dahlstrom 
won  gold  in  her  division, 
with  a  run  that  included 
some  extremely  advanced 
freestyle  skiing.  Part  of  her 
impressive  routine  includ¬ 
ed  quick  spin-maneuvers 
onto  the  hand-rails  on 
the  hill.  Also,  Dahlstrom 


finished  her  run  with  huge 
540’s  and  also  implement¬ 
ed  grabs  along  with  her 
spin  maneuvers  off  of  the 
large  jumps  at  the  end  of 
the  run. 

Sunday,  Jan.  25  -  The 
last  day  of  the  X  Games 
included  the  men’s  and 
women’s  snowboard 
slopestyle  competition, 
both  medal-ranked  events. 
There  were  a  grand  total  of 
five  medal-ranked  events 
on  this  day.  Along  with 
the  snowboard  slopestyle 


events,  two  events  that 
were  very  exciting  to 
watch  was  the  snowmobile 
snocross  event,  and  also 
the  snowmobile  adaptive 
snocross  event.  One  of 
the  most  notable  winners 
of  the  entire  X  Games 
event,  was  Tucker  Hib- 
bert  who  won  his  eighth 
gold  medal  in  snowcross 
at  the  X  Games.  Hibbert 
amazed  the  crowds  with 
his  controlled  handling  of 
his  snowmobile  and  his 
incredible  talent  of  making 


tight  turns  while  main¬ 
taining  a  high  speed.  Just 
as  exciting  to  watch  was 
the  performance  of  Mark 
McMorris,  who  won  gold 
in  men’s  slopestyle.  The  X 
Games  veteran’s  run  was 
significantly  better  than 
his  competitors.  A  very 
exciting  part  of  his  run 
was  a  very  fast  backside 
270  onto  the  handrail 
just  before  performing  a 
very  hard  spin-maneuver 
off  of  one  of  the  large 
jumps.  McMorris  had  an 


excellent  run  and  left  the 
viewers  very  satisfied  with 
ending  the  last  day  of  the 
X  Games  on  such  a  good 
note. 

The  Summer  X  Games 
will  be  taking  place  in 
Austin,  Texas  from  June 
4-7.  The  summer  games 
will  also  include  a  variety 
of  action  sport  competi¬ 
tions  and  anyone  who  had 
interest  in  the  Winter  X 
Games  will  also  enjoy  the 
summer  event.

1  Confidence  is  Key

PRESIDENT’S  PAYOUT 

Student  leaders  upset  by  negative  coverage

Last  month,  College 
of  DuPage  students  saw 
their  school’s  name  on  TV, 
in  newspapers  and  on  the 
radio.  College  President 
Robert  Breuder’s  $763,000 


severance  package  became 
COD’s  claim  to  fame  for 
the  week.  As  the  board  of 
trustees  reaffirmed  a  buy¬ 
out  for  Breuder’s  retire¬ 
ment  Jan.  28,  COD  was 
thrown  under  a  magnify¬ 
ing  glass. 


Stephanie  Torres,  stu¬ 
dent  body  president  and 
former  student  trustee, 
was  saddened  to  see  the 
school  that  has  given  her 
an  abundance  of  opportu¬ 
nities  portrayed  in  such  a 
cynical  manner. 


“I  am  not  happy  that  we 
are  getting  negative  media 
attention  because  COD 
has  provided  so  many  op¬ 
portunities  to  both  tradi¬ 
tional  and  nontraditional 
students,” Torres  said. 

“I  think  it  is  important 
to  know  that  the  articles 
don’t  tell  the  whole  story,” 
Torres  added. 

Public  knowledge  of  the 
contract  was  widespread 
by  the  Jan.  28  meeting. 
Nearly  400  people  gath¬ 
ered  in  the  imposing  SSC 
lobby,  known  as  the  Living 
Room,  with  many  people 
speaking  out  against  the 
college. 

“Do  you  have  any 
shame?,”  a  member  of  the 
crowd  questioned.  As  he 
stared  into  a  red-faced 
Breuder’s  eyes,  police 
stormed  to  take  him  away 
from  the  microphone  as 
his  comment  was  deemed 
“unnecessary”  by  the 
board.  His  comment  was 
just  one  of  many  that  crit¬ 
icized  the  personal  charac¬ 
ter  of  the  college  president 
and  members  of  the  board. 

Student  Trustee  Omar 


Escamilla,  saying  “yes”  to 
the  payout,  condemned 


Student  Trustee  Omar  Escamilla 
said  he  does  not  feel  ashamed 
about  College  of  DuPage,  unlike 
critics. 

the  crowd’s  protestations. 

“I’m  very  proud  to  say 
I  go  to  COD,”  Escamilla 
told  The  Courier  on  the 
night  of  the  Jan.  28  vote. 
“I  don’t  feel  ashamed  or 
embarrassed  unlike  many 
people  who  commented 
tonight.” 

Rachel  Musselwhite, 
president  of  the  Pride  Al¬ 
liance  at  COD,  called  for  a 
more  civil  discussion. 

“I  dunk  both  sides  could 
have  done  better  in  how 
they  expressed  it,  and  I 
hope  that  going  forward 


they  do  change  how  they 
act  and  are  more  respect¬ 
ful  and  more  transparent,” 
Musselwhite  said. 

Torres  sympathized  with 
the  trustee  members. 

“I  can  only  imagine  what 
it  is  like  to  have  people 
come  each  month  and  crit¬ 
icize  you  and  your  leader¬ 
ship  style.  It  is  not  easy,” 
Torres  said. 

Breuder  will  retire 
March  31,  2016,  as  op¬ 
posed  to  sometime  in  2019 
as  originally  stipulated  in 
his  contract.  As  part  of  the 
buyout  package,  Breuder 
would  get  the  Homeland 
Security  Education  Cen¬ 
ter  building  named  after 
him  and  help  choose  his 
successor. 

Aside  from  the  backlash 
from  Breuder’s  buyout, 
COD  will  likely  remain  in 
the  headlines  for  the  next 
few  months  with  the  up¬ 
coming  board  of  trustees 
election  in  April.

State  lawmaker  takes  action 


Despite  buyout  criticism,  COD  president  presses  on 


Legislation  is  already 
being  proposed  to  ensure 
that  no  public  official  ever 
gets  a  severance  package 
as  large  as  Breuder’s  again. 

Peter  Breen,  state  repre¬ 
sentative  for  House  Dis¬ 
trict  48,  which  includes 
College  of  DuPage,  said 
he  will  introduce  a  law  to 
be  given  the  moniker  of 
the  “Breuder  Rule.” 

“Instead  of  naming  a 
building  after  COD  Pres¬ 
ident  Robert  Breuder,  we 


should  name  reform  leg¬ 
islation  after  him,”  Breen 
said  in  a  press  release. 

Along  with  banning 
large  payouts,  the  pro¬ 
posed  legislation  would 
prevent  property  tax  and 
tuition  increases  in  com¬ 
munity  college  districts 
where  an  excessive  buyout 
occurs.

Brushing  off  the  recent 
scrutiny  on  College  of 
DuPage,  President  Robert 
Breuder  laid  out  several 
institutional  plans  during 
an  internal  meeting  for 
college  employees  Jan.  29. 

“I  am  not  going  to  think 
about  last  night,”  Breud¬ 
er  said  regarding  the 


much-publicized  board  of 
trustees  meeting  on  Jan. 
28.  That  meeting,  attended 
by  many  angry  citizens,  fo¬ 
cused  on  Breuder’s  contro¬ 
versial  $763,000  severance 
package. 

Instead,  Breuder  told  the 
hundreds  of  employees 
gathered  in  the  McAninch 
Arts  Center  that  he  will 
work  to  accomplish  a 
handful  of  audacious  goals 
before  his  retirement  on 
March  31, 2016. 

“I  can’t  check  out  for  13 


months,”  Breuder  asserted. 
“I  want  to  give  the  best  of 
who  I  am  and  the  best  of 
my  35  years  of  experience.” 

Breuder  announced  he 
will  recommend  the  trust¬ 
ees  to  use  the  college’s 
funds  to  build  the  Teach¬ 
ing  and  Learning  Center, 
which  was  the  subject  of 
controversy  last  summer. 
In  an  email  sent  in  May, 
Breuder  referred  to  the 
proposed  center  as  “a  proj¬ 
ect  that  would  help  release 
our  state  funding,” 


coinciding  with  former 
Gov.  Pat  Quinn’s  com¬ 
mencement  speech.  Quinn 
ultimately  withheld  $20 
million  in  state  funding. 

Breuder  maintained  his 
goals  of  reaching  all-time 
college  enrollment  records 
and  lobbying  for  state  leg¬ 
islation  to  allow  communi¬ 
ty  colleges  to  offer  bache¬ 
lor’s  degrees.

BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

A  student  guide  to  the  trustee  election

In  the  past  two  weeks, 
President  Robert 
Breuder’s  large  sever¬ 
ance  package  has  caused 
College  of  DuPage  to 
become  the  hot  topic  of 
local  and  regional  news 
media.  Words  like  “buy¬ 
out,”  and  “secrecy”  have 
been  thrown  into  the 
media  storm  hovering 
over  COD.  And  soon, 
the  words  “board  of 
trustees”  and  “election” 
will  be  the  center  of 
attention. 

Citizens  of  district 
502  will  have  the  power 


to  vote  to  fill  three  emp¬ 
ty  seats  on  the  board  of 
trustees  April  7.  Many 
COD  students  will  have 
the  opportunity  to  make 
a  decision  that  will  have 
lasting  impact  on  the 
college  and  perhaps 
a  lasting  impact  on 
their  own  experience  at 

COD. 

The  Courier  created 
this  guide  to  help  intro¬ 
duce  what  is  at  stake  in 
the  next  few  weeks.  The 
Courier  talked  to  Chris 
Goergen,  a  professor  of 
political  science  for  an 
added  perspective. 


What  is  the  board  of 
trustees? 

“They  are  the  primary 
board  at  the  college.”  Go¬ 
ergen  said.  “They  can  select 
and  appoint  the  president, 
they  make  major  financial 
decisions,  they  are  really  in 
charge.” 

What  does  the  board  of 
trustees  decide  and  what 
does  that  mean  to  me? 

•Tuition:  Trustees  can 
raise  or  lower  tuition. 
Currendy,  tuition  is  $140 


per  credit  hour  for  district 
residents,  $327  for  out  of 
district  residents  and  $397 
for  non-Illinois  residents. 

•COD  employee  sala¬ 
ries: 

“They  determine  the 
pay  of  everyone  from  the 
president  to  the  last  jani¬ 
tor,”  Goergen  said. 

•Funding  for  student 
clubs  and  organizations. 

Why  is  the  2015  elec¬ 
tion  important? 

With  the  resignation 
of  President  Breuder,  this 


new  board  helps  to  decide 
the  new  president  of  the 
college. 

“Many  people  are  un¬ 
happy  with  Breuder’s  pay¬ 
out  and  there  has  been  a 
lot  of  scrutiny  with  this 
past  board,”  Goergen  said. 

What  are  the  issues 
with  the  board  of  trust¬ 
ees? 

The  Board  has  come  un¬ 
der  fire  for  its  6-1  approv¬ 
al  to  Breuder’s  $763,000 
buyout  package  but  the 
current  board  of  trustees  is 


no  stranger  to  controversy. 

In  the  summer  of  2014, 
the  board  voted  to  censure 
Vice  Chair  Kathy  Ham¬ 
ilton  over  her  “inappro¬ 
priate  and  embarrassing 
conduct.” 

Nancy  Svoboda,  Kim 
Savage  and  Allison 
O’Donnell  all  have  their 
seats  open.  However, 
O’Donnell  is  not  running 
for  re-election.

President  presses  on 

his  severance  package. 

As  for  his  critics,  Breuder  re¬ 
quested  they  look  elsewhere. 

I  am  appalled  at  people  who 
criticize  this  institution,”  Breud¬ 
er  said.  “Go  to  Springfield  and 
fix  that.” 

While  Breuder  focused  his 
address  on  the  college’s  plans,  he 
also  told  the  crowd  they  helped 
the  college  achieve  outcomes 
that  Breuder  felt  his  detractors 
were  quick  to  overlook. 

“You  built  it,  you  achieved  it, 
you  accomplished  it,”  Breuder 
said. 

Breuder  also  encouraged  col¬ 
lege  employees  to  pay  attention 
to  the  upcoming  board  of  trust¬ 
ee  elections. 

“Do  not  disengage  yourself,” 
Breuder  said.  “Make  an  in¬ 
formed  decision.”

The  College  of  DuP- 
age  art  department  has  a 
knack  for  bringing  people 
together  and  the  current 
Wings  Gallery  exhibit 
shows  this  first  hand. 
“Fleeting  Moments”  is 
made  up  of  photography 
by  five  female  artists,  all  of 
whom  met  in  an  extended 
project  class. 

The  women  became 
close  friends  while  work¬ 
ing  to  create  a  collection 
that  represented  all  of 
them  individually. 

“We  have  an  inter¬ 
esting  mix  of  skills  that 
work  well  together,”  said 
Dee  Hudson.  “We  work 
together  to  encourage 
each  other’s  skill  and  really 
support  each  other.” 


Patsy  Davis  may  have  the 
most  unique  style  in  the 
exhibit,  using  darkroom 
techniques  to  create  work 
through  a  photography 
process  known  as  wet  plate 
collodion.  The  practice 
was  typically  used  in  the 
1800s.  What  Davis  enjoys 
about  the  process  is  that  it 
is  impossible  to  predict  the 
outcome  of  the  artwork. 

Lorae  Mundt  uses  smoke 
to  create  colorful  represen¬ 
tations  on  a  dark  back¬ 
ground.  The  fluorescent 
strokes  can  be  interpreted 
differendy  by  every  eye, 
giving  a  taste  mystery  to 
the  exhibit. 

Carol  Byron,  Dee  Hud¬ 
son  and  Becky  Jane  Davis 
use  more  of  a  traditional 
photography  approach  and 


really  capture  the  title  of 
the  exhibit.  Hudson’s  work 
is  inspired  by  Illinois  Prai¬ 
ries,  and  shows  beauty  in 
simple  pictures  surrounded 
by  color. 

Each  woman  has  her 
own  photography  style, 
making  the  exhibit  en¬ 
tertaining  to  all  types  of 
viewers.  No  two  pictures 
are  alike,  but  together,  they 
come  together  to  capture 
the  true  feeling  of  “Fleet¬ 
ing  Moments.” 

Despite  the  women’s 
laid  back  attitude  regard¬ 
ing  their  artwork  and  the 
exhibit  in  general,  their 
partnership  has  proved  to 
be  a  large  success.

Blackhat:  Beautiful  but  Bumpy

Although  cliche  and 
somewhat  drawn  out, 
Blackhat  is  a  beautiful 
film.  This  flick  has  its 
share  of  ups  and  downs 
and  a  few  plot  holes,  but 
Blackhat  has  interesting 
characters  and  a  strong 
enough  plot  to  keep  the 
audience  engaged. 

Blackhat  centers  on 
a  temporarily  released 
convict  Nick  Hathaway 
(Chris  Hemsworth)  who, 
along  with  his  partners 
in  the  American  and 
Chinese  governments,  try 
to  uncover  a  distinguished 
cybercrime  network  by 
attempting  to  follow  the 
breadcrumbs  of  the  orga¬ 
nization’s  coded  mistakes 
back  to  the  source. 

This  movie  is  a  cli¬ 
che  from  the  beginning 
because  it  uses  the  famous 
plotline  model  where 
the  only  person  who  can 
diffuse  the  situation  is 
in  jail,  and  is  offered  his 
freedom  if  he  can  com¬ 
plete  the  job.  The  idea  has 
been  employed  by  many 


movies,  most  notably  from 
the  famous  80’s  sci-fi  film 
“Escape  from  New  York.” 
This  isn’t  necessarily  bad, 
but  there  are  a  combi¬ 
nation  of  plot  holes  and 
uneven  developments  that 
make  this  movie  somewhat 
unbelievable. 

The  first  thing  you  notice 
when  you  get  past  the  fast 
paced  development  is  Nick 
Hathaway’s  sudden  rela¬ 
tionship  with  his  partner 
Chen  Lein  (Wei  Tang). 
The  romance  seems  out  of 
the  blue  since  both  charac¬ 
ters  have  only  known  each 
other  for  a  few  days,  and 
there  is  no  foreshadowing 
of  this  until  they’re  staring 
into  each  other’s  eye’s  pas¬ 
sionately  about  30  seconds 
after  a  fight  in  a  Chinese 
restaurant. 

This  was  completely  un¬ 
necessary  until  later  in  the 
film,  when  they  could  only 
rely  on  each  other.  This 
is  what  I  call  a  hole  and  a 
patch,  or  where  a  plot- 
hole  appears,  but  is  later 
patched  up  by  an  action  or 


development  by  the  char¬ 
acters.  After  that,  there 
were  many  different  minor 
problems  with  how  the 
story  continued  to  unfold; 
such  as  plot  and  character 
inconsistencies. 

Although  the  movie’s 
plot  isn’t  smooth,  the  cine¬ 
matography  was  top  notch. 
The  movie  looked  stunning 
throughout,  and  some  of 
the  perspectives  were  truly 
great.  The  CGI  introduc¬ 
tion  was  also  very  interest¬ 
ing,  because  of  the  unusual 
viewpoint  from  where  it 
was  presented  and  how  it 
expressed  that  something 
so  small  can  make  a  huge 
impact. 

Overall,  this  movie  was 
fun  to  watch.  If  you’re 
looking  to  watch  the  next 
Pulp  Fiction  or  American 
Beauty,  then  go  and  see 
American  Sniper.

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Time  to  move  forward 


For  the  past  6  years,  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  President 
Robert  Breuder  has  ruled 
with  a  controversial  hand. 
He’s  been  reprimanded  by 
critics,  both  within  COD 
and  in  the  community,  for 
focusing  on  unnecessary 
amenities  and  questionable 
spending.  His  conten¬ 
tious  leadership  style  has 
gotten  to  the  point  where 
full-time  faculty  voted  that 
they  have  no  confidence 
in  his  abilities  as  a  presi¬ 
dent,  something  that  has 
never  happened  in  COD’s 
history. 

This  vote  came  in  last 
September,  and  since  then 
the  issue  has  unraveled 
steadily.  At  the  Jan.  21 
board  of  trustees  meet¬ 
ing,  the  board  announced 
a  buyout  for  Breuder:  a 
$763,000  severance  pack¬ 
age  and  the  naming  of  the 
Homeland  Security  Ed¬ 
ucation  Center  after  him 
in  exchange  for  his  early 
retirement  in  March  2016, 
3  years  ahead  of  schedule. 
The  board’s  decision  was 
6-1,  with  Vice  Chairman 
Kathy  Hamilton  as  the 
sole  “no”  vote.” 

For  those  who  have 
been  following  the  story 
for  some  time  now,  this 
outcome  came  as  no  sur¬ 
prise.  Hamilton  has  long 
been  at  the  front  of  the 
campaign  against  Breuder. 
She’s  notoriously  outspo¬ 


cation  Center,  the  MAC, 
the  Physical  Education 
Center  and  the  overall  aes¬ 
thetic  improvement  of  the 
campus.  He’s  not  a  Disney 
villain  out  to  destroy  the 
college.  Hamilton  isn’t  ei¬ 
ther.  They  are  simply  peo¬ 
ple  who  want  to  do  well  by 
the  school  and  the  citizens 
of  DuPage  County.  They 


just  happen  to  have  com¬ 
pletely  different  ideas  on 
how  to  go  about  that. 

If  a  happy  medium  exists 
between  these  two  oppo¬ 
sites,  we’d  better  find  it, 
and  fast.  Soon  Breuder  will 
be  gone,  and  with  that  a 
new  era  begins  along  with 
a  new  president.  Hamilton 
and  Breuder  will  have  to 


put  their  differences  aside 
in  order  to  find  the  right 
fit.  It  won’t  be  easy,  but  it 
will  be  necessary. 

And  so,  this  epic  Breud- 
ergate  saga  must  come  to  a 
close.  This  schoolyard  fight 
has  gone  on  long  enough 
and  leaves  a  significant 
scar  on  our  renowned 
reputation.  Nearly  every 


ken  about  her  negative 
feelings  toward  him,  and 
remains  such  in  the  wake 
of  his  retirement.  She 
hadn’t  voted  “no”  because 
she  wants  Breuder  to  stay; 
she  voted  “no”  because 
she  wants  him  fired  with 
no  compensation.  Her 
views  may  stem  from  the 
fact  that  they’re  complete 
opposites:  Breuder  is  seen 
as  fiscally  irresponsible  and 
Hamilton’s  goal  is  to  save 
the  taxpayer’s  wallet. 

That  tension  between 
Breuder  and  Hamilton 
have  played  out  these  past 
few  months.  At  board 
meetings,  some  members 
and  citizens  alike  have 
voiced  their  opinions  in 
the  manner  of  a  pas¬ 
sive-aggressive  bunch  of 
teenagers.  However,  the 
bottom  line  is  this:  we 
elect  trustees  to  make  our 
college  better,  and  for  the 
most  part,  they  try  their 
best  to  accomplish  that. 

It’s  easy  to  focus  on  the 
low  points  of  Breuder’s 
presidency,  but  to  be  fair, 
he  has  had  his  highlights 
too:  the  3+1  programs,  the 
Homeland  Security  Edu¬ 


They  are  simply  people  who  want  to  do  well  by  the  school  and  the 
citizens  of  DuPage  County.  They  just  happen  to  have  completely  differ¬ 
ent  ideas  on  how  to  go  about  that. 


headline  about  COD  has 
been  negative  lately.  Not 
one  publication  or  TV 
news  outlet  will  focus  on 
the  quality  education  and 
amenities  this  college  has 
to  offer  when  it’s  more  en¬ 
tertaining  to  shout  “fight” 
in  a  huddled  circle. 

Instead  of  fueling  this 
fire,  let’s  finally  move 
forward.  No  more  pointing 
fingers,  no  more  “he  said, 
she  said,”  and  no  more 
petty  comments.  We  are  an 
important  and  respectful 
institution.  It’s  time  to 
start  acting  like  it.

One 
last  thing  I  want  to  say  is 
that  I  admire  the  notion 
of  men  and  women  who 
enlist  in  any  branch  of  the 
military  service.  It  is  very 
courageous  and  a  huge 
sacrifice  they  are  willing  to 
make. 

If  you  are  like  me,  it  is 
hard  to  take  a  stance  on 
this  topic.  On  one  hand 
you  want  to  admire  him 
for  his  service  to  this  coun¬ 
try,  but  you  have  also  heard 
some  not  great  things 
about  him.  Know  that  it 


is  okay  to  feel  a  certain 
way,  and  know  you  aren’t 
necessarily  wrong  either 
way.  It  is  something  none 
of  us  will  ever  really  know 
the  truth  about.

Cloudy  with  a  chance  of  cheatballs 

Why  the  Patriots  needed  to  win  the  Super  Bow

On  Jan.  18,  the  New  En¬ 
gland  Patriots  defeated  the 
Indianapolis  Colts  by  a  large 
margin  of  45-7.  The  Patriots 
had  run  all  over  the  opposing 
defense  scoring  three  rushing 
touchdowns  to  go  along  with 
relentless  defense  to  demolish 
the  Colts.  Head  coach  Bill 
Belichick  showed  off  why  he 
is  the  best  in  the  league  by 
drawing  up  trick  plays  which 
flummoxed  the  defense  and 
exploited  the  lack  of  leader¬ 
ship  on  the  other  side  of  the 
ball.  It  was  typical  Patriots 
football.  For  the  Patriots 
organization  and  its  loyal  fan 
base,  this  was  more  than  just 
a  win  for  the  team.  It  was  an 
event  that  not  only  rejuve¬ 
nated  the  state  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  who  had  witnessed 
two  heart  wrenching  Super 
Bowl  losses  in  the  last  8  years, 
but  the  NFL  as  well.  After  a 
year  where  domestic  violence 
was  an  enormous  problem 
and  highlighted  by  almost 
every  major  news  networks 
across  the  country,  the  NFL 
needed  a  win.  They  finally 
had  something  to  smile  about 


as  they  watched  one  of  their 
most  storied  and  disciplined 
franchises  get  another  crack 
at  greatness. 

Then  all  hell  broke  loose. 

A  news  outlet  from  India¬ 
napolis  released  a  story  saying 
the  Patriots  allegedly  deflated 
their  footballs  to  gain  an  ad¬ 
vantage  in  a  game  where  cold 
weather  affected  the  ability  of 
how  both  quarterbacks  could 
throw  the  ball.  At  first,  no  one 
took  this  allegation  seriously 
and  even  Patriots  quarterback 
Tom  Brady  laughed  hysteri¬ 
cally  as  if  someone  was  trying 
to  pull  a  fast  one  on  him. 

The  story  became  national 
news  when  ESPN’s  Chris 
Mortensen  reported  that 
11  of  the  12  footballs  were 
considered  under-inflated  and 
should  not  have  been  in  the 
game. 

This  is  exacdy  what  the 
NFL  did  not  need  2  weeks 
before  the  Super  Bowl.  Of 
course  the  media  jumped  at 
the  chance  to  create  headlines, 
bashing  the  Patriots  with 
lingo  like  “deflatriots”  or  “Be- 
licheat,”  even  as  the  investiga¬ 
tion  is  ongoing.  Players  from 
around  the  league  were  com¬ 


paring  these  allegations  to 
performance  enhancing  drugs, 
saying  the  Colts  should  play 
in  the  Super  Bowl  instead  of 
the  disdainful  Patriots.  With 
all  the  backlash  in  the  media, 
the  NFL  was  once  again  a  hot 
topic  of  conversation. 

With  2  weeks  before  the 
Super  Bowl,  the  NFL  was 
poised  to  get  this  controversy 
of  out  the  public  eye.  They 
implemented  rules  before  the 
Super  Bowl  to  shut  down  any 
notion  that  there  would  be 
any  alteration  of  the  balls  or 
their  air  pressure.  They  even 
hired  an  impartial  ball  boy 
so  that  there  was  no  chance 
of  someone  tampering  with 
balls.  Unfortunately  the  NFL 
was  unable  to  reach  a  conclu¬ 
sion  to  what  actually  hap¬ 
pened  that  cold  night  of  the 
AFC  championship. 

With  only  a  couple  days 
before  the  Super  Bowl  it 
became  apparent  that  in  order 
to  preserve  the  integrity  of 
the  NFL,  the  Patriots  needed 
to  win  the  Super  Bowl.  Their 
franchise  is  considered  to  be 
one  of  the  greatest  in  sports 
history  and  is  known  for  its 
professionalism  and  disci¬ 
pline.  Since  Belichick  was 
named  the  head  coach  in 
2000,  he  created  an  atmo¬ 
sphere  based  on  the  idea  of 
unity  and  selflessness.

The  one  pristine  example  the 
NFL  has  of  organizational 
function  would  be  forever 
branded  with  negative  cogi¬ 
tations. 

This  task  was  an  uphill 
battle  as  Seattle  was  the 
reigning  champion  and  held 
the  reputation  for  being  the 


NFL’s  toughest  defense.  They 
too  were  on  a  mission  and 
had  just  as  much  motivation 
to  win  as  the  Patriots  did. 

Though  it  was  a  close  game 
right  up  to  the  final  sec¬ 
onds  of  the  NFL  season,  the 
Patriots  got  a  much  needed 
win  for  themselves  and  the 
NFL.

More 
importantly,  the  Patriots  won 
the  Super  Bowl  without  any 
“unfair”  advantage. 

While  the  NFL  is  breathing 
a  sigh  of  relief,  they  still  have 
a  lot  to  figure  out  before  they 
can  regain  all  of  their  dignity. 
According  to  USA  Today, 
since  2006,  there  have  been 
50  cases  of  domestic  violence 
cases  against  NFL  players 
that  have  been  pursued  by 
the  authorities.  The  NFL  has 
failed  in  the  to  update  their 
code  of  conduct  policies  to 
penalize  players  excessive¬ 
ly  for  this  kind  of  deviant 
behavior.  The  problem  of 
domestic  violence  had  sub¬ 
sided  until  the  Patriots  were 
allegedly  caught  cheating. 

Now  that  the  Patriots  have 
won  fair  and  square,  the  NFL 
can  turn  back  to  the  more 
important  issue  at  hand.  Of 
course  until  the  investigation 
is  complete,  the  Patriots  aren’t 
completely  out  of  the  woods 
but  no  one  can  take  away 
what  they  achieved  Sunday 
and  the  NFL  can  now  use 
this  win  to  validate  their  best 
franchise.

A  full  recap  of  Super  Bowl  XLIX

Going  into  Super  Bowl 
XLIX,  there  wasn’t  a  clear 
favorite  to  take  home  the 
Lombardi  trophy.  The 
Patriots  faced  adversi¬ 
ty  having  to  answer  to 
“deflategate”  questions 
all  week  which  added 
more  pressure  to  validate 
themselves  as  champions.. 
The  Seahawks  were  on 
a  mission  to  become  the 
first  team  since  the  ’04 
Patriots  to  win  back-to- 
back  Super  Bowls.  Going 
into  this  tight  matchup  we 
knew  it  was  going  to  be  a 
blood  bath  between  two 
NFL  powerhouses,  and 
they  sure  didn’t  disap¬ 
point. 

1st  Quarter 

After  both  teams  were 
unable  to  produce  any 
points  on  their  first  drives, 
the  Patriots  marched 
down  the  field  as  Tom 
Brady  completed  seven 
passes  in  a  row  to  get 
them  in  the  red-zone. 
Brady’s  eighth  pass 


however  ended  up  in  the 
hands  of  corner  Jeremy 
Lane  who  returned  it  for 
11  yards. 

2nd  Quarter  (0-0) 

After  another  unsuc¬ 
cessful  Seahawks  posses¬ 
sion,  Brady  was  able  to 
redeem  himself  leading 
the  Patriots  down  the 
field  to  Seatde’s  goal  fine. 
Brady  delivered  a  strike  to 
teammate  Brandon  LaFell 
for  an  11 -yard  touchdown 
to  open  the  scoring.  Both 
teams  traded  back  unsuc¬ 
cessful  drives  until  Seattle 
finally  had  an  answer 
for  the  Patriots  defense. 
The  Seahawks  racked  up 
19  yards  on  four  short 
yardage  plays  to  start  the 
drive.  On  the  next  play, 
Wilson  took  a  shot  down 
field  and  connected  with 
rookie  Chris  Matthews, 
for  a  gain  of  44  yards. 
Running  back  Marshawn 
Lynch  ran  the  ball  three 
straight  times  before  he 
scored  on  a  3 -yard  run. 
The  Patriots  answered 
immediately  when  Brady 
lobbed  a  22 -yard  pass  to 


tight  end  Rob  Gronkow- 
ski  putting  the  Patriots 
ahead  14-7.  When  it 
seemed  like  the  Patriots 
would  go  into  halftime 
with  a  one-possession 
lead,  Wilson  orchestrat¬ 
ed  a  drive  that  led  to  an 
improbable  touchdown 
for  the  Seahawks.  With 
six  seconds  left  in  the  half, 
Wilson  hooked  up  with 
Matthews  again  for  an 
11-yard  touchdown. 

3rd  Quarter  (14-14) 

It  only  took  the  Se¬ 
ahawks  seven  plays  to 
go  down  the  field  and 
take  the  lead  on  a  Ste¬ 
ven  Hauschka  27-yard 
field  goal.  On  their  next 
possession,  Brady  made 
another  crucial  mistake 
when  he  tried  to  thread 
the  needle  to  Gron- 
kowski  that  ended  up  in 
the  hands  of  linebacker, 
Bobby  Wagner.  Starting 
at  midfield,  Wilson  and 
Lynch  combined  for  33 
rushing  yards  which  put 
them  in  scoring  range. 
They  capped  off  the  drive 
with  a  1-yard  touchdown 


to  receiver  Doug  Baldwin 
who  was  able  to  escape 
corner  Darrelle  Revis  who 
collided  with  the  referee 
on  the  play. 

4th  Quarter  (24-14; 
Seahawks  winning) 

The  Patriots  didn’t  come 
alive  until  they  obtained 
possession  with  12:11 
left  in  the  game.  Brady 
came  through  on  third 
and  fourteen  when  he 
completed  a  pass  to  Julian 
Edelman  for  21  yards. 
Running  back  Shane 
Vareen  caught  a  screen- 
pass  from  Brady  that  was 
a  good  for  a  gain  of  9 
yards  which  put  them  on 
Seatde’s  side  of  the  field. 
When  Vareen  was  tackled 
out  of  bounds,  safety  Earl 
Thomas  delivered  a  late 
hit  which  resulted  in  a  15- 
yard  penalty.  Later  in  the 
drive,  Brady  faced  a  third 
and  long  situation  again 
but  found  Edelman  for 
another  20-yard  comple¬ 
tion  to  get  them  in  the 
red-zone.  Brady  complet¬ 
ed  the  drive  with  a  four- 
yard  touchdown  to  Danny 


Amendola.  The  Patriots 
defense  came  up  with  a 
stop  after  Wilson  threw 
two  incompletions  to  end 
the  drive.  With  6:52  left 
on  the  clock,  the  Patriots 
offense  took  the  field  with 
the  momentum  in  their 
favor.  Brady  completed  all 
nine  of  his  passes  to  four 
different  recievers  during 
the  drive.  With  2:06  left, 
Brady  threw  a  three-yard 
pass  to  Edelman  to  put 
the  Pats  up  28-24. 

Last  Two  Minutes  (28- 
24;  Pats  winning) 

The  Seahawks  started 
the  drive  on  their  own  20- 
yard  line.  On  the  first  play, 
they  exploited  an  unfair 
matchup  where  convert¬ 
ed  middle  linebacker, 
Jamie  Collins,  was  put  up 
against  Lynch.  Lynch  beat 
Collins  off  the  ball  and 
reeled  in  an  easy  catch  for 
31  yards.  After  moving  up 
the  field,  the  unthinkable 
happened.  Wilson  threw 
up  a  pass  between  two 
Patriot  defenders  that  was 
deflected  and  looked  to 
be  incomplete.  As  both 


defenders  and  Seattle 
receiver,  Jeremy  Kearse, 
were  falling  to  the  ground, 
the  ball  bounced  three 
times  off  of  Kearse  and 
ended  up  in  his  hands 
for  a  33-yard  completion. 
This  put  Seattle  on  New 
England’s  six  yard  fine  v  ■ 
with  only  1:06  left  in  the 
game.  Lynch  took  the 
next  hand  off  and  was 
able  to  pick  up  five  yards 
before  being  tackled  at  the 
1-yard  fine.  After  taking 
time  off  the  clock  Wilson 
threw  a  pass  intended  for 
Lockette  which  was  in¬ 
tercepted  by  rookie  corner 
Malcolm  Butler  in  the 
end  zone.  As  the  Patriots 
attempted  to  take  a  knee 
and  claim  glory,  two  of 
Seattle’s  defenders  went  " 
after  Gronkowski  which 
triggered  a  fight  between 
both  teams.  Only  one 
ejection  was  issued  against 
Seattle.  The  Patriots  were 
able  to  take  a  knee  which 
sealed  their  victory.

1  Check  Traffic

make  sure  your  gas  tank  is 
at  half  tank.  With  all  the 
cold  weather,  it  is  possible 
for  the  gas  to  freeze  in  the 
tank  and  that  can  cause 
your  car  not  to  start.  To 
prevent  that  from  happen¬ 
ing  don’t  let  your  tank  go 
below  a  quarter  of  tank  or 
you  will  be  facing  some 
serious  car  trouble. 


4  Wipe  the  Snow 

I’ve  witnessed  it  today 
driving  to  school  this  week, 
some  cars  do  not  have  all 
of  the  snow  wiped  off  from 
their  cars.  If  that  is  you, 
wipe  it  off.  It  is  dangerous 
for  you  and  other  drivers  if 
there  is  still  snow  on  top  of 
your  car.  It  blows  off  your 
car  onto  other  cars  causing 
them  not  to  see  properly, 
and  it  can  also  slide  down 
to  your  rear  window  and 
that  is  also  not  good.  Take 
the  time  and  make  sure 
you  get  all  the  snow  off  of 
your  car. 


5  Drive  Carefully 

Last,  drive  carefully  and 
cautiously.  Like  I  said,  not 
all  of  the  roads  are  com¬ 
pletely  plowed  yet,  so  drive 
slow.  Be  prepared  that  oth¬ 
er  people  will  be  driving 
slow  also.  Do  not  tailgate. 
Keep  a  safe  distance  away 
from  them  in  case  you 
have  to  stop  suddenly. 

Be  patient  out  there  this 
week  driving,  and  be  safe. 
Summer  is  right  around 
the  corner.

New  American  Welding  Society  certificate 


The  College  of  DuPage  will  now  offer  an  American  Weld¬ 
ing  Society  certificate. The  17-credit  hour  program  will  pre¬ 
pare  students  for  entry-level  positions  in  the  metalworking 
field.  The  certificate  was  recently  approved  by  the  Illinois 
Community  College  Board. 

"The  American  Welding  Society  certificate  provides  stu¬ 
dents  with  industry  recognized  credentials  that  will  jump- 
start  their  careers,"  COD  board  Chairman  Erin  Birt  said  in 
a  news  release. 

The  certificate  includes  five  new  courses.  Upon  comple¬ 
tion,  students  can  take  the  the  required  test  to  become 
certified. 

New  mechatronics  technology  certificate 

The  College  of  DuPage  now  offers  a  mechatronics 
technology  certificate.  The  certificate  will  teach  students 
skills  in  mechanics,  electronics,  industrial  electronics  and 
computer  control. 

The  certificate,  which  was  recently  approved  by  the 
Illinois  Community  College  Board,  will  assist  students  in 
securing  entry-level  positions  as  systems  and  automa¬ 
tion  technicians,  maintenance  technicians,  automation 
specialists,  human/machine  interface  programmers  and 
controls  specialists.The  16  credit-hour  certificate  will 
feature  one  new  class,  "Electricity  and  Electronics  for 
Mechatronics,"  and  five  existing  courses.

Spring  enrollment  up  3.6  percent

College  of  DuPage  posted  enrollment  gains  for  the  spring  2015  term.  Overall  enrollment  reached  29,108 
students.

For  College  of  DuPage 
students,  the  college  reaching 
its  largest  spring  enrollment  yet 
might  mean  a  longer  wait  in 
line  at  Starbucks  or  less  open 
parking  spots.  But  for  Earl 
Dowling,  vice  president  of  stu¬ 
dent  affairs,  the  higher  enroll¬ 
ment  means  the  hard  work  him 
and  his  colleagues  put  in  has 
proved  useful. 

“It’s  reaffirmation  that  all 
the  work  that  went  into,  say 
reducing  tuition,  has  paid  off.” 
Dowling  said. 

This  spring,  COD  achieved 
its  highest  enrollment  yet, 
enrolling  29,108  students  with 
15,952  full-time  students. 
Compared  to  last  spring,  over¬ 
all  enrollment  increased  3.6 
percent. 

COD  is  the  only  community 
college  in  the  state  to  grow  in 
full-time  enrollment  in  the  past 
5  years,  according  to  the  Illinois 


Community  College  Board. 
Dowling  believes  that  this  is 
due  to  COD’s  commitment 
to  appeal  to  non-traditional 
students. 

President  Robert  Breuder 
also  felt  that  COD  had  found 
a  way  to  separate  itself  from 
other  colleges. 

“We  have  differentiated 
ourselves  through  our  pro¬ 
grams,  faculty,  facilities  and 
innovation,”  Breuder  said  in 
a  news  release.  “This  historic 
enrollment  substantiates  our 
hard  work.” 

Beyond  the  numbers,  Dow¬ 
ling  enjoys  seeing  the  stories 
of  the  students  that  come  to 

COD. 

“I  am  struck  most  by  the 
stories  from  students  telling 
me  about  their  experiences  [at 
COD],”  Dowling  said. 

One  story  in  particular  that 
Dowling  remembers  came  from 
a  mother  of  a  student  earning 
his  masters  in  IT  at  a  presti¬ 


gious  institution. 

“She  told  me  that  it  wouldn’t 
of  been  possible  without 
COD,”  Dowling  said.  “  When 
I  see  that  COD  is  setting 
enrollment  records,  I  see  that 
students  are  recognizing  our 
quality.”

Q+A 

Student  Trustee  Omar  Escamilla 

As  the  College  Of DuPage  board  of  trustees  was  criticized  over  President  Robert  Breud- 
er's  $763,000  severance  package,  there  was  a  COD  student  who  experienced  the  backlash 
firsthand.  Omar  Escamilla  has  served  as  student  trustee  since  last  April.  On  March  1 7  and 
March  18,  students  will  have  the  opportunity  to  elect  a  new  student  trustee.  The  Courier 
talked  to  Escamilla  to  see  a  student's  role  on  the  board  of  trustees. 


What  do  you  do  as  the 
student  trustee? 

“It’s  not  just  going  to  the 
board  meetings.  You  are 
allowed  to  sit  in  on  closed 
sessions  and  you  get  all  the 
confidential  documents 
that  the  board  of  trustees 
get.  I  get  to  see  everything. 
I  represent  the  student’s 
voice  on  the  board  of  trust- 

n 

ees. 

Does  the  student  trustee 
vote  count? 

“It  is  an  advisory  vote.  It 
does  not  legally  count,  but 
the  board  members  do 
take  it  into  account.  Stu¬ 
dent  trustees  always  vote 
first,  so  my  vote  isn’t  influ¬ 
enced  by  any  of  the  other 
trustees.” 


What  was  it  like  being  the 
student  trustee  this  year? 

“Life’s  a  climb  but  the  view 
is  great.  I  don’t  think  I  was 
prepared  for  the  amount  of 
media  attention.  I  wasn’t 
really  used  to  that  envi¬ 
ronment... I  learned  to 
take  criticism.  There  are 
always  going  to  be  people 
with  different  viewpoints. 
It  is  important  to  listen  to 
them.” 

What  do  you  say  to 
people  who  believe  that 
the  student  trustee 
position  is  just  a  resume 
booster? 

“That  is  not  true.  I  probably 
spent  over  25  hours  a  week 
working  on  this  position. 


It  is  a  voluntary  position. 
You  do  not  get  paid.  There 
is  this  misconception  that 
it  is  just  showing  up  to 
board  meetings.  It  is  great 
to  put  on  your  resume  but 
you  worked  really  hard  to 
put  that  on  your  resume.” 

How  did  you  become 
student  trustee? 

Escamilla  said  that  he  filed 
a  petition  and  ran  a  cam¬ 
paign.  To  his  advantage,  his 
four  competitors  dropped 
out  of  the  race,  leaving  Es¬ 
camilla  the  only  candidate 
running.  This  year,  Esca¬ 
milla  wants  to  ensure  that 
as  many  students  as  possi¬ 
ble  run  for  student  trustee 
and  stay  in  the  race. 

Petitions  are  available  in 


the  Office  Of  Student 
Life,  SSC  1217,  until  Fri¬ 
day,  Feb.  20. 

Why  do  you  want  to 
encourage  students  to  run 
for  student  trustee  and 
vote  for  the  trustees  in  the 
upcoming  election? 

“We  need  a  student  voice 
right  now  everything  that 
is  going  on  at  the  college, 
I  want  other  students  to 
have  the  same  opportuni¬ 
ties  I  have.  I  am  willing  to 
talk  to  anyone  who  wants 
to  be  the  student  trustee.”

Williams’  back¬ 
up  dancers  raised  their 
hands  up  while  dressed  in 
Trayvon  Martin-inspired 
hoodies. 


This  year’s  Grammy 
Awards  ceremony  was 
only  an  aberration  in  the 
universe  of  pop  culture, 
right?  Maybe  not. 

Earlier  this  month,  we 
expected  to  be  bombarded 
by  images  of  objectified 
women,  talking  animals 
and  laugh-out-loud  Super 
Bowl  advertisements. 

Instead,  we  watched 
fathers  lovingly  raise  up 
their  children,  charitable 
people  making  an  impact 
in  the  world  and  a  child 
who  unfortunately  could 
not  escape  a  preventable 
death. 

And  during  the  Golden 


Globe  Awards  in  January, 
film  and  TV  stars  took 
the  podium  to  deplore 
the  Charlie  Hebdo  attack 
and  Hollywood’s  gender 
problem. 

Yes,  the  biggest  pop  cul¬ 
ture  events  of  the  year  so 
far  gave  us  plenty  to  tweet 
about,  but  not  enough  to 
smile  about.

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Underutilized  access  codes  not  worth  the  price 


Once  upon  a  time,  a 
textbook  was  a  textbook. 
No  gimmicks,  no  fancy 
add-ons,  just  pages  of 
chapters  bound  together. 
Somehow,  it  just  isn’t  that 
simple  anymore. 

In  a  time  when  technol¬ 
ogy  is  so  prevalent,  it  may 
be  hard  to  believe  that  stu¬ 
dents  are  up  in  arms  over 
the  incorporation  of  online 
learning  in  their  classes. 
However,  the  use  of  online 
amenities  integrated  in 
a  classroom  setting  is 
proving  to  be  less  than 
beneficial  the  majority  of 
the  time. 

More  than  ever,  classes 
at  College  of  DuPage 
require  the  purchase  of 
online  access  codes  in 
addition  to  the  necessary 
text.  Sounds  helpful,  right? 
Well,  in  theory,  they  can 
be.  These  sites  typically 
correlate  with  the  class 
readings  and  offer  study 
materials  and  homework 
questions.  These  aren’t 
merely  online  textbooks, 
but  rather  access  to  addi¬ 
tional  learning  to  benefit 
students  in  the  related 
class.  The  catch  is  that 
while  these  sites  open  the 
doors  to  a  variety  of  study 
options,  the  few  numbers 
of  an  access  code  aren’t  re¬ 
ally  worth  their  expensive 
price  tag. 

Access  codes  can  usually 
cost  somewhere  between 


$100  and  $150.  In  addition 
to  the  cost  of  the  actual 
class,  the  textbook,  and  any 
other  required  material, 
access  codes  can  add  up  to 


a  small  fortune,  but  that’s 
not  even  the  worst  of  it. 

To  make  matters  more 
frustrating,  besides  the 
exorbitant  price  of  an  ac¬ 
cess  code,  in  most  classes, 


the  sites’  features  are  used 
sparingly  at  most,  at  least 
in  our  student  experience. 
Two  or  three  assignments 
may  be  posted  by  the 


instructor,  or  possibly  a 
few  quizzes,  but  other  than 
that,  the  access  codes  often 
go  virtually  unused  for  the 
entire  semester. 

After  the  thrill  of  bring¬ 


ing  technology  into  and 
outside  of  the  classroom 
ends,  it’s  pretty  obvious 
that  it  isn’t  furthering  our 
learning  any  better  than  a 


classic  textbook  and  a  sim¬ 
ple  lecture  presentation.  If 
anything,  it’s  high  price  tag 
brings  with  it  a  resentment 
toward  online  studying. 

While  some  students 


who  struggle  with  a  course 
could  actually  benefit  from 
the  extra  learning  outside 
of  class,  the  majority  of 
students  don’t  bother  using 


the  sites  simply  because 
they  have  no  need  for 
them.  Therefore,  it  would 
make  more  sense  to  make 
the  purchasing  of  access 
codes  optional,  or  even  get 


rid  of  them  altogether.  This 
concept  would  be  the  best 
solution  to  the  problem. 

In  an  ideal  world,  one 
of  the  aforementioned 
options  would  be  imple¬ 
mented.  However,  there 
hasn’t  been  a  time  in 
history  when  a  techno¬ 
logical  advancement  was 
later  removed,  and  in  all 
likelihood,  it  won’t  happen 
now  either.  This  leaves 
truly  only  one  option:  if 
access  codes  are  here  to 
stay,  students  might  as  well 
get  some  use  out  of  them. 

We’re  not  saying  that 
anyone  comes  to  college 
expecting  to  drop  only  a 
few  bucks  —  it’s  a  huge 
lifetime  investment.  What 
we  are  saying  is  that  no 
one  should  have  to  pay 
more  than  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  an  already 
expensive  class,  especially 
when  the  product  isn’t 
benefiting  their  education. 

And  so,  to  professors  that 
require  the  purchase  of  ac¬ 
cess  codes:  if  you’re  going 
make  students  pay  through 
the  nose,  at  least  make  it 
worth  their  time  and  mon¬ 
ey.  Utilize  the  applications 
available  and  post  infor¬ 
mation  and  assignments 
online.  Otherwise,  students 
are  paying  for  nothing  but 
disappointment.

COLUMN  |  BLACK  HISTORY  MONTH 

An  unknown  heavyweight

During  Black  History 
Month  it  is  important  to 
appreciate  the  athletes 
who  risked  their  lives  and 
careers  to  give  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  participating  in 
professional  sports  to  fu¬ 
ture  generations.  The  first 
names  that  come  to  mind 
for  when  we  think  about 
civil  rights  athletes  are 
Jackie  Robinson,  Muham¬ 
mad  Ali  and  Jesse  Owens, 
all  of  whom  take  most  of 
the  credit  for  overcoming 
racism  and  prejudice  with¬ 
in  their  respective  sports. 
There  are  many  athletes 
who  have  gone  unnoticed 
however  and  remain  in 
the  shadows  of  these  other 
icons.  For  the  remainder 
of  Black  History  Month, 

I  am  going  to  profile  the 
athletes  who  have  been 
forgotten  in  their  fight 
against  oppression. 

Ever  since  he  was  born 
into  poverty  in  Galves¬ 
ton,  Texas,  Jack  Johnson 
was  fighting  for  his  life. 
Johnson  came  from  a 
family  that  couldn’t  afford 
to  keep  all  their  children 
in  school  and  was  forced 
to  work  to  help  support 
his  family.  It  was  until 
Johnson  was  16  years  old 
when  he  decided  to  take 


up  boxing  as  a  profession. 
Johnson  had  the  physical 
makeup  to  be  a  successful 
boxer  as  he  stood  at  6’2” 
and  had  a  reach  that  was 
6  inches  longer  than  his 
height.  To  go  along  with 
his  God-given  ability  to 
dodge  opponent’s  punches, 
he  was  a  cocky  individual 
who  wasn’t  afraid  to  take 
on  any  fighter  even  if  they 
were  more  experienced 
than  he  was. 

After  becoming  a  house¬ 
hold  name  in  the  under¬ 
ground  boxing  industry, 
Johnson  wanted  to  com¬ 
pete  for  the  heavyweight 
championship.  There  was 
one  problem  though.  Some 
white  professional  boxers 
refused  to  fight  him  since 
he  was  African-American. 
Johnson  was  out  to  make 
a  name  for  himself  though 
and  took  any  fight  that  was 
offered  to  him.  In  1901  in 
Galveston,  Johnson  got 
his  chance  to  fight  white 
heavyweight  boxer,  Joe 
Choynski.  Choynski  was 
able  to  knock  out  Johnson 
in  the  third  round.  Con¬ 
troversy  arouse,  however, 
when  both  fighters  were 
arrested  since  prizefighting 
was  illegal  in  Texas  at  the 
time.  They  spent  23  days 
in  prison  together  and 
Choynski  gave  Johnson 
tips  on  how  to  approach 
his  future  matchups. 
According  to  Ken  Burn’s 
documentary  “Unforgiv¬ 
able  Blackness:  The  Rise 
and  Fall  of  Jack  Johnson,” 
Johnson  says  Choynski 
taught  him  how  to  fight 
during  their  time  together 
in  jail. 

When  he  got  out  of  jail, 
Johnson  won  the  World 
Colored  Heavyweight 
Championship  in  1903, 
but  for  him  it  wasn’t 


enough.  For  years,  Johnson 
had  sought  out  heavy¬ 
weight  champion,  Jim 
Jeffries,  to  fight  him  but 
Jefferies  refused.  Johnson 
got  his  chance  at  the  tide 
when  Jeffries  retired  in 
1905  which  meant  that 
Tommy  Burns  was  the 
new  heavyweight  champi¬ 
on.  Johnson  stalked  Burns 
and  went  to  every  fight 
that  Burns  fought  in.  John¬ 
son  relendessly  heckled 
Burns  for  not  accepting  his 
challenge.  He  would  give 
quotes  to  the  media  calling 
out  Burns  which  tampered 
Burns’  reputation  for  years. 

In  1908,  Burns  final¬ 
ly  caved  in  to  Johnson’s 
antics  and  agreed  to  fight 
him  in  Sydney,  Australia. 
Johnson’s  strategy  against 
his  opponents  was  to  wear 
them  down  to  the  point 
where  he  would  only  be 
defensive  early  on  in  his 
fights.  Johnson  used  this 
to  his  advantage,  as  he  was 
able  to  knockout  Burns  in 
the  fourteenth  round. 

Once  the  news  got  out 
that  an  African-American 
boxer  was  the  heavyweight 
champion,  people  pleaded 
with  former  champion 
Jefferies,  to  come  out  of 
retirement  to  take  on 
Johnson.  Jefferies  was  of¬ 
ten  called,  “The  Big  White 
Hope”  and  was  seen  as  the 
only  fighter  who  could 
defeat  Johnson.  He  agreed 
to  come  out  of  retirement 
for  one  last  match  in  1910 
and  at  the  time  news 
publications  were  calling  it 
the  “Fight  of  the  Century.” 
As  racial  tensions  grew 
across  the  country,  there 
was  a  concern  over  what 
would  transpire  if  Johnson 
indeed,  defeated  Jefferies. 
Everyone  who  attended 
the  fight  was  inspected  for 


firearms  and  alcohol  was 
permitted  from  the  event. 

The  match  took  place  on 
July  4, 1910  with  Jefferies 
being  the  favorite  to  win, 
with  10-7  odds  in  his  favor. 
This  didn’t  faze  Johnson  as 
he  was  able  to  knockdown 
Jefferies  twice  which  was 
a  first  for  Jefferies  in  his 
career.  The  fight  ended 
with  Jefferies  resigning 
from  the  match  in  the 
fifteenth  round,  which 
validated  Johnson’s  title  as 
a  champion. 

This  was  more  than  a 
championship  for  John¬ 
son;  it  was  symbol  of  hope 
for  the  black  community 
across  the  country.  Johnson 
was  a  heroic  figure  that 
was  able  to  battle  against 
all  the  racist  naysayers  who 
claimed  African-Amer¬ 
icans  couldn’t  make  it  in 
professional  sports.  He  not 
only  got  by;  he  thrived  in 
harsh  situations.  He  was 
an  inspiration  to  Afri¬ 
can-Americans  as  he  was 
able  to  show  the  world 
that  African-Americans 
can  be  apart  of  the  white 
dominated  world. 

Johnson’s  reputation  was 
slowly  ruined  when  he  was 
arrested  multiple  times 
after  his  boxing  career  and 
served  a  year  in  prison. 
Many  believe  that  he  was 
set  up  by  white  rioters 
and  was  wrongly  accused 
of  violating  the  Mann 
Act.  When  the  story  got 
out  that  he  was  in  prison, 
people  began  to  turn  on 
him  and  his  legacy  became 
mangled.  Despite  his  crim¬ 
inal  record,  Johnson  should 
be  remembered  for  what 
he  did  in  and  out  of  the 
ring  and  should  be  com¬ 
memorated  for  his  efforts 
in  the  early  1900s.

Lady  Chaps  must  meet  academic  standards

All  across  the  nation, 
thousands  of  students  sign 
up  at  their  schools  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  athletics.  Some 
students  join  for  the  thrill 
and  overall  enjoyment  of 
their  sport,  others  join  for 
the  hope  of  receiving  a 
scholarship  and  many  join 
for  mixed  reasons.  How¬ 
ever,  one  principle  that  is 
absolute  for  all  student 
athletes  is  that  all  students 
enrolled  in  community 
college  must  adhere  to 
the  national  guidelines  to 
be  eligible  to  play  a  sport. 
College  of  DuPage  is  of 
course  no  different  than 
any  other  community  col¬ 
lege,  and  its  athletes  must 
follow  the  Illinois  Junior 
College  Athletic  Associa¬ 
tion  guidelines.  According 


to  the  guidelines,  a  student 
athlete  must  earn  a  1.75 
GPA  their  first  year  of 
college,  and  complete  a 
minimum  of  12  credit 
hours.  During  their  second 
year  of  college,  they  must 
have  completed  24  credit 
hours,  and  have  a  GPA 
of  a  2.0  or  above.  Despite 
these  standards  not  being 
set  especially  high,  there 
are  some  students  who  fail 
to  meet  these  standards, 
thus  making  them  ineligi¬ 
ble  to  play. 

During  this  year’s  bas¬ 
ketball  season,  two  student 
athletes  on  COD’s  wom¬ 
en’s  team  were  not  able  to 
play  due  to  not  meeting 
the  eligibility  standards, 
according  to  COD’s  soft- 
ball  and  women’s  basket¬ 


ball  coach  Ryan  Connell. 

“Losing  players  is  one 
thing,”  Connell  said. 
“However,  grades  are  far 
more  important  than 
athletics,  and  I  want  our 
students  to  know  that.” 

In  order  to  help  students 
meet  this  requirement  and 
to  excel  above  it,  Connell 
has  created  a  plan  that 
helps  his  student  athletes 
keep  playing  throughout 
the  entire  season. 

“While  it  makes  a  large 
impact  on  the  overall  play¬ 
ing  of  the  team,  it’s  vital  to 
make  sure  our  student-ath¬ 
letes  meet  these  required 
standards.” 

According  to  Connell, 
members  of  the  softball 
team  have  an  average  GPA 
of  3.2. 


“We  have  a  lot  of  mem¬ 
bers  on  the  softball  team 
working  together  not  only 
during  practice,  but  there 
is  a  fair  amount  of  peer-tu¬ 
toring  that  goes  on  to  help 
each  other  out,”  Connell 
said.  “This  helps  a  lot  and 
it’s  nice  to  see  students 
taking  the  initiative  to  do 
well  in  school.” 

Connell  believes  that 
it’s  essential  to  be  able  to 
market  his  athletes  to  four- 
year  schools  for  scholar¬ 
ships,  and  he  knows  that 
grades  are  a  huge  part  of 
the  process  when  it  comes 
to  earning  a  scholarship. 

Connell  has  been 
coaching  COD’s  softball 
team  for  8  years,  and  this 
is  his  first  year  as  COD’s 
women’s  head  coach. 


Connell  emphasized  a 
message  for  anyone  inter¬ 
ested  in  joining  any  form 
of  athletics  programs  at 
their  school. 

“Athletics  are  really  just 
a  bonus  for  students,” 
Connell  said.  “Everyone 
needs  to  remember  that 
school  comes  before  sports,

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Campus  Internet  attacked,  perpetrator  unknown

College  of  DuPage  stu¬ 
dents  who  use  their  lap¬ 
tops,  cellphones  and  iP¬ 
ads  may  have  noticed  the 
campus  Internet  was  down 
several  times  last  week.  The 
college  received  several  de¬ 
nial  of  service  attacks,  ac¬ 


cording  to  Charles  Currier, 
vice  president  of  informa¬ 
tion  technology. 

“Basically,  somebody  hit 
our  website  with  millions 
of  hits  in  the  space  of  three 
minutes,”  Currier  said. 

COD’s  online  system  is 
not  designed  to  handle  that 
many  hits.  As  a  result,  users 
were  blocked  from  using 


the  school  Internet  and  ac¬ 
cessing  crucial  services  like 
Blackboard  and  the  school 
email  system. 

Currier  and  his  team  are 
working  to  find  out  who 
exactly  is  attacking  COD’s 
Internet  service. 

“I  would  like  students  to 
know  that  we  have  involved 
the  law  enforcement,”  Cur¬ 


rier  said. 

Until  officials  know  ex- 
acdy  who  is  attacking 
COD’s  internet  service,  the 
attacks  cannot  be  stopped. 

“We  are  doing  everything 
in  our  power  to  alleviate  it,” 
Currier  said. 

While  COD  is  at-risk  of 
more  attacks  until  the  at¬ 
tackers  are  found,  Currier 


wanted  to  reassure  students 
their  personal  data  is  in  safe 
hands. 

“There  have  been  no  data 
breaches,”  Currier  said. 

Whoever  is  attacking 
the  school  could  face  legal 
charges.  And  if  the  perpe¬ 
trator  were  a  student,  they 
could  face  expulsion  from 

COD. 


Last  December,  two  stu¬ 
dents  from  St.  Charles 
East  High  School  carried 
out  similar  attacks.  This 
resulted  in  a  lack  of  service 
for  the  entire  St.  Charles 
school  district  and  the  in¬ 
volvement  of  the  FBI.  The 
students  were  eventually 
caught  and  expelled  from 
the  school  district.

College  diversity  center  focuses  on  black  students 

Diversity  push  includes  Black  History  Month,  new  student  alliance

Home  to  more  than 
2,000  African-Ameri¬ 
can  students  and  founded 
during  the  heat  of  the  civil 
rights  movement,  College 
of  DuPage’s  new  center  for 
diversity  and  inclusion  has 
formally  celebrated  Black 
History  Month  for  the 
first  time. 

The  college’s  efforts  to 
recognize  the  black  com¬ 
munity  came  out  of  a  reali¬ 
zation  that  DuPage  Coun¬ 
ty  was  changing,  according 
to  David  Swope  Sr.,  inter¬ 
im  director  of  diversity  and 
inclusion. 

“They  were  trying  to 
reach  a  more  diverse  group 
of  students,”  Swope  said. 
“The  college  realized  that 
they  had  to  make  them¬ 
selves  more  welcoming 
and  more  in  tune  to  the 
diverse  group  of  students 
that  they  serve.” 

Swope  said  that  while 
the  center  for  diversity  and 
inclusion  initially  aims  to 
focus  on  African-Ameri¬ 
can  students,  he  eventually 
wants  to  affect  all  students 
on  campus. 

“We  want  to  make  sure 


COD  can  speak  to  all  stu¬ 
dents,  all  cultures,  and  all 
backgrounds,”  Swope  said. 
“Diversity  is  more  than 
just  an  ethnic’  thing.  But, 
with  any  initiative  there  is 
always  a  starting  point.” 

Earl  Dowling,  vice  pres¬ 
ident  for  student  affairs, 
said  that  from  an  enroll¬ 
ment  standpoint,  COD 
was  losing  out  on  talented 
African-American  stu¬ 
dents. 

“Black  history  is  Amer¬ 
ican  history.  I  think  we  all 
realized  [celebrating  Black 
History  Month]  was  the 
right  thing  to  do,”  Dowl¬ 
ing  added. 

Black  History  Month 
has  been  recognized  in 
the  U.S.  since  1976  when 
the  federal  government 
expanded  Black  History 
Week  to  a  month. 

Zach  Harvey,  a  first  year 
criminal  justice  major,  said 
finding  out  that  it  took 
COD  almost  40  years  to 
formally  celebrate  Black 
History  month  left  him 
astonished. 

“It  was  surprising,”  Har¬ 
vey  said.  “I  just  hope  that 
they  can  continue  it  after 
we  all  leave.” 


Harvey  took  the  action 
of  continuing  the  trend 
into  his  own  hands.  Har¬ 
vey  is  a  member  of  a  newly 
formed  club,  the  Afri¬ 
can-American  Student 
Alliance,  or  AASA. 

“I  definitely  want  to  see 
this  club  succeed,”  Harvey 
said. 

Karlesia  Toney-Pickett, 
a  second-year  elementa¬ 
ry  education  major  and 
member  of  AASA,  also 


believes  that  the  club  can 
be  beneficial  to  the  com¬ 
munity. 

“It  is  beneficiary  not  just 
to  me  but  also  to  others  as 
well,” Toney-Pickett  said. 

While  attendance  for 
the  some  of  COD’s  Black 
History  Month  events  has 
been  noticeably  low,  stu¬ 
dent-led  efforts  have  fared 
better.  Last  Friday,  the 
AASA  held  its  first  meet¬ 
ing  and  received  a  higher 


turnout  than  expected. 
Students  of  different  eth¬ 
nicities  gathered  togeth¬ 
er  in  a  classroom  as  they 
enjoyed  pizza  and  learned 
more  about  a  club  that  is 
the  only  one  of  its  kind  on 
campus. 

Many  students  were  glad 
to  see  COD  had  a  club 
that  represented  students 
of  diverse  backgrounds. 
Adamma  Ihemeson,  a 
first-year  nursing  stu¬ 


dent,  said  joining  the  club 
helped  her  feel  more  a  part 
of  the  community. 

“I  was  hoping  there  was 
going  to  be  a  club  for  Af¬ 
rican-Americans,”  Iheme¬ 
son  said.  “I  haven’t  really 
been  involved  in  things 
like  this  before.” 

Getting  more  involved 
in  college  is  something 
that  Matt  Powell,  a  first- 
year  business  major,  said 
inspired  him  to  help  orga¬ 
nize  the  club. 

“I  almost  regretted  not 
being  more  involved  in 
high  school,”  Powell  said. 
“Doing  that  here  is  a  pret¬ 
ty  cool  thing.” 

For  Swope,  seeing  stu¬ 
dents  get  involved  is  more 
than  just  a  bullet  point  on 
an  agenda  or  sentence  in  a 
job  description;  it  is  a  per¬ 
sonal  calling. 

Swope  graduated  from 
Howard  University  with  a 
degree  in  architecture  and 
engineering.  He  found 
that  talking  to  students 
and  seeing  them  reach 
their  potential  was  where 
his  heart  was. 

“Students  have  a  lot  to

“With  added  support 
from  peers,  students  will  do 
better  in  school  and  bring 
us  closer  together  as  a  com¬ 
munity,”  Roark  said. 

“We  accept  anyone  and 
everyone,”  Roark  added,  “it 
is  all  just  about  celebrating 
culture.” 

As  Black  History  Month 
draws  to  a  close,  Swope 
hopes  the  message  of  di¬ 
versity  is  something  that 
will  five  on  in  the  halls  on 
campus  for  much  longer 
than  February’s  28  days. 

“People  are  diverse  be¬ 
cause  they  are  different,” 
Swope  said.  “What  makes 
us  stronger  is  when  we  can 
galvanize  diversity  and  give 
everyone  a  platform.”

Pride  Alliance  hosts  speed  dating  mixer

In  celebration  of  Valen¬ 
tine’s  Day,  Pride  Alliance 
hosted  their  third  annual 
Speed  Dating  event.  The 
hourlong  lunch  social 
focused  on  bringing  people 
together  for  friendship  or 
the  occasional  love  connec¬ 
tion. 

Entering  into  the  event, 
no  attendee  seemed  to 
know  what  to  think.  Ex¬ 
pectations  were  nonexis¬ 
tent  for  most,  as  many  just 
hoped  to  have  a  good  time. 
Several  seemed  to  be  more 
excited  for  the  free  pizza 
than  for  the  possibility  of 
true  love. 

Student  Mark  Murphy 
came  into  the  experience 


with  no  expectations. 

“At  a  school  of  over 
30,000  students,  you 
never  know  who  the  hell 
will  show  up,”  Murphy 
explained. 

When  walking  in,  some 
hovered  at  the  sides  of  the 
room,  not  sure  if  par¬ 
ticipating  was  right  for 
them.  Student  Luis  Diego 
was  curious  to  see  how 
the  event  worked  before 
deciding  if  he  should  jump 
in.  He  felt  that  the  setting 
wasn’t  an  unrealistic  way  to 
make  a  connection. 

“I  think  the  best  pos¬ 
sible  outcome  would  be 
actually  finding  someone 
and  starting  to  date,”  said 
Diego.  “I  definitely  think 
it’s  possible.” 

As  the  clock  struck  noon, 
daters  arranged  themselves 
around  two  large  tables,  set 
with  battery  powered  can¬ 
dles  and  bowls  full  of  ice¬ 
breaker  questions.  Ques¬ 
tions  included  prompts 
like,  “What  do  you  do 
during  thunderstorms?” 
and  “Sweet,  sour,  spicy  or 
bitter  food,  and  why?”  For 


those  who  didn’t  know 
the  person  opposite  them, 
the  pre-written  questions 
helped  provide  an  instant 
conversation  starter. 

Each  “couple”  was  given 
two  minutes  to  talk  before 
the  alarm  sounded  and 
they  were  required  to  ro¬ 
tate  to  the  next  person. 

Although  the  mixer 
was  originally  designed 
with  Valentine’s  Day  in 
mind,  over  the  years  Pride 
Alliance  has  seen  friend¬ 
ships  blossom  from  the 
opportunity.

Counselor  Dana 
Thompson  has  aided  Pride 
Alliance  in  the  mixer  all 
three  years  and  sees  the 
opportunity  as  a  way  to 


get  to  know  those  in  the 
surrounding  college  com¬ 
munity  that  attendees  may 
not  get  the  chance  to  meet 
otherwise. 

“I  think  a  lot  of  people 
really  associate  the  whole 
‘speed  dating’  term  with

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'Cake'  falls  short  of  potential

I  was  excited  to  see 
“Cake,”  partially  because 
of  my  love  for  Jennifer 
Aniston,  but  also  because 
of  the  emotionally  raw 
concept  that  was  portrayed 
in  the  trailers.  When  I  left 
the  theater,  I  was  disap¬ 
pointed  by  the  failure  to 
pull  together  the  storyline 
in  a  way  that  would  aid  the 
sentimentality  of  the  film. 

The  movie  follows  the 
day-to-day  life  of  a  woman 
named  Claire  Simmons 
(Aniston),  battling  chronic 
pain,  as  well  as  coming  to 
terms  with  a  tragedy  that 


rewrote  her  life.  Although 
the  heartbreak  is  never  ful¬ 
ly  elucidated,  viewers  come 
to  assume  the  narrative 
through  brief  references 
and  Claire’s  full  body  scars, 
sparingly  framed  by  the 
camera. 

As  the  movie  begins  it 
is  made  almost  immedi¬ 
ately  apparent  that  Claire 
has  a  serious  prescription 
drug  addiction  and  has 
had  trouble  coming  to 
terms  with  her  immobility. 
This  causes  her  to  have  a 
bitter  outlook  and  heart¬ 
less  attitude  towards  most 
everyone  that  crosses  her 
path. 

As  the  movie  goes  on, 
Claire  begins  to  have 
visions  of  a  young  woman 


from  her  support  group, 
Nina  (Anna  Kendrick), 
who  committed  suicide. 
The  visions  propel  her 
into  a  deep  obsession  with 
the  woman’s  story,  as  well 
as  the  family  Nina  left 
behind. 

“Cake”  focuses  on  tug¬ 
ging  at  viewers  emotionally 
in  small  stretches  of  deep 
sentiment,  but  lacks  an 
overall  focus.  As  movie¬ 
goers  observe  the  path 
that  Claire  takes,  there  are 
no  events  that  jump  out 
as  major  turning  points. 
Those  which  seem  to  be 
life  altering  prove  to  be  just 
bumps  in  the  road  as  the 
plot  fails  to  pull  together 
the  emotional  impact  on 
not  only  Claire,  but  the 


characters  surrounding  her. 

The  fault  was  in  the 
failure  to  articulate  in¬ 
terpersonal  relationships, 
while  the  script  gave  too 
much  attention  to  the 
dramatics.  Unlikely  friend¬ 
ships  formed  throughout 
the  film,  all  of  which 
viewers  could  anticipate 
accelerating.  At  the  end  I 
was  left  feeling  unsatisfied 
with  the  state  of  most  of 
the  film’s  relationships.  Too 
often  a  character  would 
enter  the  picture  as  an 
important  part  of  Claire’s 
life,  never  to  be  seen  in  the 
plotline  again. 

For  example,  within  the 
first  twenty  minutes  of  the 
film,  Claire  is  seen  as  the 
mistress  to  a  handyman 


working  at  her  house. 

After  his  departure  from 
her  home  he  is  never  seen 
again,  pushing  out  any 
possibility  of  a  major  story 
advancement.  Similar  holes 
are  found  with  a  man  re¬ 
lated  to  Claire’s  accident  as 
well  as  Claire’s  ex  husband, 
leaving  certain  scenes  feel¬ 
ing  poindess  and  looking 
like  a  way  to  fill  space. 

The  focus  on  true,  raw 
depression  was  the  best 
part  of  the  movie.  The 
concept  was  not  over 
glamorized  in  any  way.  I 
feel  the  overall  argument 
of  the  movie  would  have 
been  much  more  pow¬ 
erful  to  viewers  if  it  had 
only  tied  in  the  effects 
of  Claire’s  emotions  on 


those  other  than  Claire 
and  occasionally  her 
caregiver.  The  movie,  as  is, 
was  tear-jerking  but  the 
questions  left  with  viewers 
acted  as  a  barrier  blocking 
the  possibility  to  really  feel 
for  Claire  throughout  each 
breakdown. 

That’s  not  to  discredit 
the  acting  abilities  of  those 
involved.  Each  character 
portrayed  exacdy  whom 
they  were  supposed  to. 
Aniston  embodied  a  life- 
sick,  depressive  woman 
in  such  a  beautiful  way, 
giving  her  resume  even 
more  of  an  impressive  line 
up.  The  shortcomings  were 
completely  in  the  writing 
and  the  multiple  missed 
opportunities  in  direction.

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Black  History  Month  needs  greater  push 


Ernest  Hemingway 
once  said  Oak  Park  is  “a 
place  of  broad  lawns  and 
narrow  minds.”  Grant¬ 
ed,  this  was  sometime  in 
the  early  20th  century, 
when  racism  was  about  as 
common  as  breathing,  but 
that  doesn’t  mean  it’s  not 
still  true.  There  may  not  be 
“whites  only”  signs  hung 
on  bathroom  doors,  but 
there’s  still  a  significant 
amount  of  white  privilege 
on  a  nationwide  level. 

And  while  Oak  Park  isn’t 
actually  located  in  DuPage 
County,  it  isn’t  that  far  off, 
and  a  number  of  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  students 
live  there.  This  leaves  us 


wondering:  how  far  have 
we  come? 

About  five  decades  ago, 
DuPage  County  was  white. 
As  in,  all  white.  We  are 
known  as  a  county  built  on 
the  concept  of  white-flight, 
the  shift  of  the  white 
population  as  a  result 
of  African-Americans 
moving  into  their  neigh¬ 
borhoods.  Today,  diversity 
is  more  apparent  here  than 
ever  before.  According  to 
the  U.S.  Census  Bureau, 
the  majority  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  DuPage  County  is 
white  at  nearly  70  percent, 
with  the  second  highest 
being  Hispanics  at  nearly 
14  percent.  Asians  account 


for  1 1  percent,  and  Afri¬ 
can-Americans  account  for 
roughly  5  percent. 

College  of  DuPage  has 
similar  student  demo¬ 
graphics,  with  slightly  dif¬ 
ferent  proportions.  Here  is 
a  breakdown  of  race  at  the 
college,  according  to  the 
2013  COD  Factbook:  55 
percent  identify  as  white, 
21  percent  as  Hispanic,  10 
percent  as  Asian  and  7.5 
percent  as  African-Amer¬ 
ican.  So  what  does  this 
say  about  our  county  and, 
more  specifically,  our 
school?  Well,  for  starters, 
we’ve  grown  significantly 
in  both  size  and  diversity. 
The  more  people  who 
move  to  DuPage  County 
and,  subsequently,  the 
more  people  who  attend 
COD,  the  more  diverse 
our  community  becomes. 
However,  we  still  have  a 
long  way  to  go  when  it 
comes  to  celebrating  all 
races  and  cultures. 

Take  for  example,  the 
Black  History  Month 
celebrations  happening 
on  campus  right  now.  The 
college  definitely  did  its 
part  in  planning  events  to 
honor  African-American 
culture  —  the  school  host¬ 
ed  a  film  festival,  an  art 
exhibit,  a  daylong  celebra¬ 
tion,  and  other  events  to 
recognize  African  Amer¬ 
icans  and  their  cultural 


background.  Despite  these 
actions  taken  by  COD, 
there  was  still  an  issue  that 
plagued  the  festivities. 
Looking  around  during 
any  number  of  the  events 
on  the  roster  for  Black 
History  Month,  it  was  easy 
to  tell  what  was  missing: 
attendance.  Some  faculty 
members  were  present  and 
even  a  few  board  members 
could  be  seen,  but  few 
students  seemed  to  even 
know  about  the  celebra¬ 
tion  taking  place  around 
them.  The  problem  didn’t 
lie  in  the  content  of  the 
events;  it  was  the  lack  of 
marketing  and  outreach 
to  students  that  made  the 
school’s  efforts  go  to  waste. 

Perhaps  this  wouldn’t 
have  been  a  problem  if 
there  had  been  more  effort 
put  forth  to  spread  the 
word  of  these  activities. 
Classes  that  focus  on 
culture,  race  and  ethnicity 
could  have  offered  extra 
credit  to  students  who 
attended  one  of  the  events, 
or  even  entire  classes 
could  have  taken  part. 

As  for  marketing,  there 
was  hardly  any  notice¬ 
able  push  of  information 
other  than  a  few  sheets 
of  computer-paper  sized 
posters  hung  sporadically 
throughout  the  halls  and  a 
full-page  advertisement  in 
this  newspaper.  This  isn’t  a

petty  complaint  when  one 
takes  into  consideration 
the  numerous  ways  the 
school  could  have  boosted 
attendance  for  something 
so  important.  Keep  in 
mind  most  students  did 
not  receive  one  email 
message  regarding  Black 
History  Month  activities, 
at  least  through  the  stu¬ 
dent  email  system. 

It’s  subtle,  and  not  at  all 
intentional,  but  the  op¬ 
pression  is  there.  This  sort 
of  oversight  in  advertising 
led  to  a  failure  in  properly 
celebrating  diversity  and 
culture  within  our  school 
and  county,  and  when 
dealing  with  these  issues, 
an  oversight  means  every¬ 
thing.  While  the  adminis¬ 
tration  was  so  focused  on 
what  the  events  would  be, 
they  forgot  to  publicize 
them  sufficiently  and,  thus, 
they  became  essentially 
insignificant.  The  same  can 
be  said  about  the  school’s 
lack  of  recognition  of 
other  cultures  that  don’t 
have  a  month  dedicated  to 


them;  the  college  makes 
no  public  effort  to  honor 
their  heritage.  If  diversity 
is  celebrated  and  no  one 
is  there  to  experience  it, 
did  the  celebration  really 
happen? 

What  we  are  still  lacking 
in  racial  recognition  can  be 
fixed  quite  easily,  but  that 
isn’t  to  say  it’s  a  small  issue. 
Minorities  of  all  races  and 
ethnicities  are  discrimi¬ 
nated  against  every  day  all 
around  the  country,  and 
that  doesn’t  exclude  DuP¬ 
age  County  or  COD.  It’s 
tempting  to  dance  around 
the  topic  because  of  its 
sensitivity,  but  it’s  more 
important  to  address  the 
problem  head-on.  The  only 
way  to  increase  awareness 
and  change  perceptions  of 
others  and  their  cultures 
is  to  educate  ourselves. 

To  reference  Hemingway, 
we  shouldn’t  rest  until  our 
minds  are  as  open  and 
broad  as  our  lawns.

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Baseball  team  swings  into  gear

Even  with  below  zero 
temperatures  being  a 
daily  occurrence  and  snow 
covering  the  baseball 
diamond,  the  baseball 
team  is  preparing  for  their 
upcoming  season.  The 
team  finished  with  a  23-20 
record  last  year,  which  was 
the  first  time  they  had 
finished  with  a  record  over 
.500  in  six  years.  They  hope 
to  build  off  that  success 
from  last  year  since  they 
have  added  depth  to  an 
already  deep  roster. 

Out  of  the  36  players  on 
their  team,  18  of  them  are 
pitchers,  which  gives  head 
coach  Kevin  Tyrrell  many 
options  to  turn  to. 

“On  the  mound  this 
is  the  deepest  we  have 
ever  been,”  said  Tyrrell.  “I 
can  actually  see  10  to  12 
guys  starting  games  for  us 
at  different  times  in  the 
season.” 

Since  last  season,  the 


team  has  added  two 
pitchers  who  previously 
played  at  the  division  I 
level  (Wiatt  Trautwein 
and  Steve  Waldrop)  to  go 
along  with  two  returning 
sophomore  pitchers,  Tomas 
Aguilar  and  Jason  Adams. 
In  the  mix  to  be  one  of  the 
top  four  starting  pitchers  is 
sophomore  Mike  Hansen 
who  spent  the  majority 
of  his  season  at  third  base 
last  season.  With  all  of 
the  talent  surrounding  the 
rotation  they  plan  on  using 
an  eight-man  rotation  over 
the  span  of  their  56-game 
season. 

The  team’s  lineup  is  also 
full  of  consistent  hitters 
who  have  had  previous 
success  at  the  NJCAA  lev¬ 
el.  Ritchie  O’Neal  finished 
seventh  in  the  nation  in 
hitting  last  year  sporting 
a  .460  batting  average. 
Tyrell  also  expects  a  lot 
from  his  centerfielder,  Elias 


Perez,  who  was  first  team 
all-region  last  year  and 
also  hit  over  .400  for  the 
Chaparrals. 

Even  with  a  roster  that 
is  poised  to  make  noise  in 
the  playoffs,  the  Chaparrals 
aren’t  getting  too  cocky  as 
they  know  that  their  con¬ 
ference  rival  Madison  has 
been  the  powerhouse  of 
the  conference  for  the  last 
decade.  Madison  is  a  divi¬ 
sion  II  team  which  gives 
them  the  upper  hand  since 
they  can  offer  scholarships 
to  high  school  prospects. 

It  would  be  a  surprise  if 
they  didn’t  rank  nationally 
in  the  top  four  teams  since 
they  usually  construct  a 
competitive  roster. 

Even  though  Madison 
has  won  the  past  seven 
conference  tides,  Tyrrell 
is  more  concentrated  on 
his  team’s  trip  to  Myrtle 
Beach,  South  Carolina. 
Every  year,  the  team  takes 


a  trip  down  south  to  begin 
their  season  since  the 
temperatures  give  them  a 
chance  to  play  in  a  warmer 
atmosphere.  The  teams  the 
Chaparrals  play  in  South 
Carolina  are  a  mixture  of 
division  I  and  II  teams 
who  have  been  able  to 
practice  year-round  unlike 
COD.  Still  Tyrrell  believes 
this  will  be  a  good  test  for 
his  team. 

“I  think  it  will  be  a  good 
test  of  character,”  said 
Tyrrell.  “We  might  not  win 
a  game  down  there  but  it 
will  be  interesting  to  see 
who  steps  up  and  plays  at 
that  level  from  day  one  and 
see  who  backs  down.  That’s 
why  we  schedule  it  this 
way.  We  like  to  play  really 
good  teams  early  so  we 
know  who  we  can  count 
on  and  who  we  can’t  and 
to  see  who  will  step  up  and 
be  a  leader.” 

Usually  the  team  travels 


to  New  Orleans  to  play 
against  top  tier  southern 
baseball  programs  but  due 
to  the  inconsistency  in  the 
weather  and  lack  of  artifi¬ 
cial  fields,  Tyrrell  chose  to 
go  to  Myrtle  Beach. 

With  high  expectations 
and  a  new  baseball  season 
upon  us,  Tyrrell  sounds 
encouraged  about  this 
year’s  team. 


“This  is  the  most  talented 
we  have  ever  been  by  far 
but  that  only  gets  you  so 
far,”  said  Tyrrell.  “It’s  any¬ 
one’s  guess  but  talent-wise, 
we  have  the  potential  to 
do  something  special  this 
year.”

BLACK  HISTORY  MONTH 

Larry  Doby:The  American  League's  Jackie  Robinson

Many  of  us  know  the 
story  of  Jackie  Robinson 
and  how  he  was  able  to 
break  the  color  barrier  in 
Major  League  Baseball. 
Few  know  of  the  other 
African-American  player 
who  was  playing  at  the 
same  time  as  Robinson. 
His  name  was  Larry  Doby. 

Doby  began  his  career 
in  the  Negro  Leagues  at 
age  17  and  thrived  despite 
being  one  of  the  youngest 
players  in  the  league.  He 


helped  lead  his  team,  the 
Newark  Eagles,  to  the 
championship  in  1946. 
This  caught  the  eye  of 
Cleveland  Indians  owner, 
Bill  Veeck,  who  signed 
Doby  for  $15,000  in  1947. 
He  was  the  first  player  to 
go  directly  from  the  Negro 
Leagues  to  the  Majors. 

Unfortunately,  Doby 
wasn’t  able  to  enjoy  all  the 
perks  of  being  a  profes¬ 
sional  ballplayer.  Segre¬ 
gation  was  still  tolerated 


at  this  time,  which  forced 
Doby  to  sleep  at  different 
hotels  and  eat  at  other 
restaurants  than  his  team¬ 
mates.  Even  in  the  ballpark 
he  was  chastised.  Fans 
would  yell  racial  slurs  at 
him  when  he  was  hitting 
while  also  throwing  broken 
bottles  at  him  when  he  was 
playing  center  field.  De¬ 
spite  all  of  the  distractions 
on  and  off  the  field,  Doby 
was  able  to  tune  out  the 
bigoted  audience  and  play 


his  game. 

In  1948,  the  Cleveland 
Indians  won  the  World 
Series  thanks  to  Doby’s 
efforts.  He  compiled  at 
.318  batting  average  while 
also  hitting  a  2-run  home 
run  in  game  four  to  put 
the  Indians  ahead  in  the 
series.  He  was  the  first 
African-American  to  hit 
a  home  run  in  the  World 
Series  and  the  first  to  a 
win  a  title. 

His  career  didn’t  stop 


there.  Doby  would  go  on 
to  be  a  7-time  all-star, 
lead  the  league  in  homers 
twice  and  finish  in  the  top 
fifteen  for  the  MVP  award 
three  times.  According  to 
Baseball-Reference.com 
Doby  had  five  different 
seasons  where  he  drove  in 
100  runs  to  go  along  with 
his  eight  seasons  of  hitting 
20  or  more  home  runs.  He 
retired  with  a  .283  batting 
average  while  hitting  253 
home  runs  in  his  13 -year

stint  in  the  majors. 

So  why  was  Doby  not  in 
the  same  spotlight  Jackie 
Robinson  was  in  at  this 
time?  Statistically,  yes, 
Robinson  was  a  better 
player  and  his  accom¬ 
plishments  speak  for 
themselves  but  Doby  was 
also  tearing  up  the  league 
during  the  same  period 
as  Robinson.  They  both 
withstood  the  pressures  of 
being  professional  Afri¬ 
can-American  athletes  in 
a  segregated  society,  but 
for  some  reason  Robinson 


takes  all  the  glory.  To  put 
Doby’s  lack  recognition 
into  perspective  here  is  a 
fun  fact:  Jackie  Robinson 
was  elected  into  the  Hall 
of  Fame  in  1962.  Doby  on 
the  other  hand  was  elected 
into  the  hall  in  1998.  Rob¬ 
inson  entered  the  league 
11  weeks  before  Doby 
signed  with  the  Indians. 
This  is  not  a  significant 
difference  in  time.  Maybe 
if  Doby  had  followed  Rob¬ 
inson’s  lead  a  couple  years 
after  Robinson  had  already 
debuted  with  the  Dodg¬ 


ers,  we  could  make  the 
argument  that  Doby  wasn’t 
a  pioneer.  To  leave  him  out 
of  the  Hall  of  Fame  for 
34  years  after  he  retired  is 
crime  since  he  had  fought 
the  same  battle  Robinson 
did  years  prior. 

Don’t  get  me  wrong, 
Robinson  was  a  more  elec¬ 
trifying  player  to  watch. 

He  stole  bases,  played 
three  different  positions 
and  won  the  World  Series 
in  a  time  where  New  York 
was  still  the  powerhouse 
of  the  baseball  world.  But 


being  a  civil  rights  figure  in 
history  isn’t  all  about  how 
athletic  you  are  or  what 
great  teams  you  played 
for.  It’s  about  perseverance 
and  the  mental  mindset  of 
being  bigger  than  the  ones 
who  want  to  take  away  an 
entire  race’s  inherent  worth 
and  dignity.  Larry  Doby 
deserves  just  as  much  cred¬ 
it  as  Jackie  Robinson  gets 
from  the  entire  baseball 
world  and  the  rest  of  us 
who  reflect  on  our  heroes 
during  Black  History 
Month.

Penalize  Jackie  Robinson's  coaching  staff,  not  the 
team  members

In  the  past  week,  news  of 
Chicago’s  own  Jackie  Rob¬ 
inson  West  Little  League 
team  and  their  U.S.  title 
being  stripped  from  them 
surfaced  on  media  outlets. 
While  everyone  has  a 
different  opinion  on  this 
issue,  one  thing  is  certain; 
the  adults  in  charge  of  the 
team  were  the  ones  who 
knowingly  and  willingly 
broke  the  rules  to  gain  an 
unfair  advantage  for  their 
team.  For  those  who  don’t 
know  why  the  team  was 
stripped  of  its  US  title 
months  after  winning, 
it’s  because  the  coaches 
falsified  a  boundary  map, 
saying  that  some  of  its 
players  lived  in  areas  where 
they  actually  didn’t.  This 
means  that  the  team  would 
be  able  to  have  a  larger 
recruiting  area,  which  gives 


them  a  larger  selection  of 
athletes  that  could  poten¬ 
tially  play. 

Despite  this  horrible 
news  for  many  Chica¬ 
goans,  many  people  are 
standing  together,  saying 
that  the  team  members  of 
the  Jackie  Robinson  Little 
League  team  still  are  world 
champions  in  their  eyes. 
Chicago  Mayor  Rahm 
Emanuel  even  went  as  far 
as  making  championship 
rings  for  the  team  mem¬ 
bers,  which  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  them  sometime 
in  the  next  month.  A  very 
meaningful  gesture  from 
Chicago’s  mayor  helps  il¬ 
lustrate  how  important  this 
team’s  success  was  when  it 
came  to  bringing  together 
a  sense  of  community. 

Another  talked  about 
subject  in  this  heavily 


debated  decision  is  that  the 
timing  for  this  revoking 
of  awards  could  not  have 
been  worse  considering 
that  we’re  in  the  middle  of 
Black  History  Month.  A 
time  to  celebrate  Afri¬ 
can-Americans’  contribu¬ 
tions  to  the  United  States, 
it’s  very  hard  to  see  an  all 
African-American  baseball 
team  be  stripped  of  their 
title,  making  them  feel  as 
if  their  work  was  all  for 
nothing. 

While  the  team  techni¬ 
cally  did  have  an  advantage 
over  its  competitors,  many 
people  argue,  and  for  good 
reason  that  the  athletes 
themselves  shouldn’t  be 
affected  by  the  Little 
League’s  decision  to  strip 
away  the  Little  League 
World  Series  tide.  A  series 
of  poor  decisions  made  by 


a  coaches  and  parents  who 
values  winning  too  much 
was  the  reason  why  their 
kids’  are  now  suffering. 
Instead,  there  should’ve 
been  a  decision  that  focus¬ 
es  more  on  penalizing  the 
coaching  staff  instead  of 
the  young  kids  that  tried 
their  hardest  to  be  the  best 
in  the  world.  Penalizing 
the  kids  sends  a  message  to 
all  young  athletes  around 
the  world  that  are  aspiring 
to  be  their  greatest,  that  an 
error  made  by  other  people 
can  ruin  your  hard  work. 
Stripping  this  team  of 
their  tide  is  unfair  to  them, 
and  completely  demeans 
all  of  their  effort  they 
have  put  in  to  winning  the 
World  Series.

As  student  election  nears,  leaders  reflect  on  time  at  COD

Most  College  of  DuPage 
students  will  be  filled  with 
hope  of  the  start  a  color¬ 
ful  spring  next  month,  but 
for  Stephanie  Torres,  stu¬ 
dent  body  president,  and 
Michelle  Gallardo,  stu¬ 
dent  body  vice  president, 
spring’s  bright  beginnings 
bring  the  earnest  endings 
of  a  leadership  experience 
that  has  shaped  the  both 
of  them. 


“It  is  really  sad,  most  of 
us,  are  leaving  to  for  anoth¬ 
er  college,’’  Gallardo  said. 
The  “us”  she  refers  to  are 
the  members  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Leadership  Coun¬ 
cil.  In  mid-March,  online 
elections  will  take  place 
for  student  trustee,  student 
body  president  and  stu¬ 
dent  body  vice  president. 
There  are  two  candidates 
running  for  each  position. 

Even  with  sadness  that 
surround  a  close  group 


of  colleagues  disbanding, 
Torres  and  Gallardo  re¬ 
alized  that  the  upcom¬ 
ing  elections  should  be  a 
pleasant  time  for  students 
at  COD. 

“It  is  really  exciting  be¬ 
cause  we  know  we  are 
going  to  get  more  people 
involved,”  Gallardo  said. 

While  Torres  is  complet¬ 
ing  a  3+1  nursing  program 
with  Benedictine  Univer¬ 
sity,  she  hopes  to  continue 
leading  students  on  a  big¬ 
ger  platform  this  time. 

“I  am  running  for  the 
student  seat  on  the  Illi¬ 
nois  Community  Col¬ 
lege  Board,”  Torres  said. 
“When  you  start  getting 
involved  it  is  really  hard 
to  just  move  on  with  your 
fife  without  continuing  to 
do  it.” 

As  Torres  and  Gallar¬ 
do  reveal,  the  key  phrase 
is  “getting  students  in¬ 
volved.”  As  they  explain, 
getting  students  to  take 
the  first  step  is  the  hard¬ 
est  part.  Last  year,  student 
election  turnout  was  very 
low. 

“Around  500  people  vot¬ 
ed  out  of  almost  30,000 
students, "Torres  said. 


Thus,  Torres  and  Gallar¬ 
do  want  to  ensure  that  as 
many  students  as  possible 
know  about  the  elections 
and  vote. 

Erick  Mariano,  a  first- 
year  nursing  student,  was 
initially  unaware  of  stu¬ 
dent  elections  and  feels 
COD  is  doing  a  disservice 
to  students  by  not  inform¬ 
ing  them. 

“I  think  most  students 
just  don’t  know  [about  the 
elections],”  Mariano  said. 
“They  are  really  good  at 
sending  emails  for  oth¬ 
er  stuff.  They  should  send 
emails  to  inform  students 
on  what’s  going  on.” 

It  should  be  noted  that 
for  a  college  the  size  of 
COD,  the  Student  Lead¬ 
ership  Council  is  very 
small. 

“We  have  six  people  rep¬ 
resenting  almost  30,000 
people,”  Torres  added.  “If 
we  knew  how  to  get  more 
students  involved,  there 
would  be  more  students 
involved.” 

Despite  this,  Torres  said 
that  she  understands  why 
many  students  are  not  that 
informed.  During  her  first 
year,  she  explained  that  she 


was  not  very  involved. 

“I  would  just  come  to 
school  and  go  home,”  Tor¬ 
res  said. 

That  summer,  after  being 
tired  of  sitting  at  home, 
Stephanie  Torres  decided 
to  sign  up  for  a  free  re¬ 
treat  hosted  by  the  Living 
Leadership  program. 

“That  was  the  turning 
point,”  Torres  said. 

Now  after  a  year  as  stu¬ 
dent  trustee  and  a  year  as 
the  SLC  president,  Torres 
describe  her  role  at  COD 
as  being  a  “student  voice” 
to  the  administration. 

“They  really  do  listen  to 
us,”  Torres  said  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration,  “we  are  part 
of  a  bigger  dynamic  ma¬ 
chine.” 

The  SLC  consists  of  a 
president  and  vice  presi¬ 
dent,  who  are  elected  and 
then  appoint  coordinators 
who  oversee  things  like 
outreach  and  community 
service.  The  members  of 
the  SLC  take  part  in  the 
college  decision-making 
process  and  are  called  on 
by  the  administration  to 
represent  the  students. 

Torres  believes  her 
achievements  can  attest 


to  taking  part  in  school 
affairs. 

“While  we  haven’t  done 
everything  on  our  agenda, 
we’ve  had  events  like  Pizza 
with  the  President,”  Tor¬ 
res  said.  “  I’m  very  proud 
of  the  volunteer  work  we 
did.” 

As  Torres  and  Gallar¬ 
do  prepare  to  step  down 
from  their  positions,  Tor¬ 
res  wants  students  to  look 
back  and  know  that  her 
and  her  colleagues  wanted 
the  best  for  students. 

“I  would  like  them  to 
know  that  we  represented 
them  with  dignity,”  Torres 
said.  “We  really  did  every¬ 
thing  in  our  power  to  in¬ 
form  them.”

Board  opts  to  freeze  tuition  for  fall  2015

College  of  DuPage’s 
board  of  trustees  voted  to 
hold  tuition  at  S140  per 
credit  hour  for  the  fall 
2015  term. 

Last  September,  the 
board  voted  to  reduce  tui¬ 
tion  from  $144  to  $140  for 
district  502  students.  The 


move  was  the  first  time, 
the  college  had  reduced 
tuition  for  the  spring  term. 
Also,  it  will  be  the  first 
time,  the  college  has  fro¬ 
zen  tuition  for  an  entire 
fiscal  year. 

Board  Chair  Erin  Birt 
was  happy  to  keep  tuition 
steady  during  a  turbulent 
time  in  the  cost  of  higher 


education. 

“We  are  in  a  unique  po¬ 
sition  to  keep  our  tuition 
reasonable  and  open  up 
higher  education  to  many 
students  who  might  oth¬ 
erwise  be  unable  to  attend 
college  due  to  escalating 
costs,”  Birt  said  in  a  news 
release.  “By  maintaining 
our  fiscal  health  and  en¬ 


suring  our  programs  are 
relevant  to  today’s  job 
market,  we  keep  our  focus 
where  it  belongs  —  on  stu¬ 
dent  success.” 

With  the  recent  news 
that  Gov.  Bruce  Rauner 
will  cut  almost  $387  mil¬ 
lion  in  higher  education 
funding,  President  Breud- 
er  acknowledged  that 


COD  must  plan  ahead  as 
much  as  possible. 

“Sound  fiscal  manage¬ 
ment  and  operating  this 
institution  like  a  busi¬ 
ness  these  past  six  years 
has  made  this  decision  to 
freeze  fiscal  year  2016  tu¬ 
ition  possible,”  Breuder 

said  in  a  news  release.

Up-and-coming  band  puts  two  COD  students  in  spotlight 

Funk/rock  band  to  play  at  House  of  Blues

Chicagoland-based 
funk/rock  band  Walsher 
Clemons  may  be  one  to 
watch  out  for.  Working 
their  way  up  the  Chicago 
music  scene,  the  six-man 
band  has  just  cut  their  first 
album  and  is  prepared  to 
take  their  music  career  to 
new  heights. 

With  a  recently  added 
keyboard  player,  guitarist 
Patrick  Walsh,  a  student 
at  College  of  DuPage, 
feels  the  band  is  finally 
complete  and  ready  for  the 
future. 

Up  until  this  point,  the 
band  has  played  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  venues.  They  have 
held  slots  at  Beat  Kitchen 
and  Double  Door  while 
balancing  time  with  a 
handful  of  college  shows. 
Soon,  they  will  take  on 
the  House  of  Blues  stage 
Feb.  28,  which  they  feel  is 
a  new  level  for  the  type  of 
venues  they  have  played. 

Lead  vocalist  Riley 
Pettrone  also  attends 
COD.  Both  Pettrone  and 
Walsh  find  themselves 
taking  a  fight  load  of 
classes,  in  order  to  balance 
schoolwork  and  their 
music  career. 

Walsh  explains  that 
music  comes  first  for  all  of 
the  band  members. 

“If  we  had  an  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  go  out  on  tour  right

now,  I’d  drop  out  of  school 
in  a  second,”  said  Walsh. 

The  band  came  togeth¬ 
er  in  a  mix  of  longtime 
friends,  family  members 
and  even  by  scouting  on 
craigslist. 

The  band  has  decided 
that  their  next  step  is 
hiring  advertising  agents 
to  help  them  promote 
their  music  both  on  radio 
and  in  media.  “We  want 
to  improve  our  credibility 
and  get  more  press  and 
music  plays,”  said  Walsh. 
“The  next  step  would  be  to 
get  approached  by  man¬ 
agement  and  hopefully  get 
signed.” 

Walsh  considers  the 
band’s  target  market  to  be 
young  adults  age  18  to  30 
years  old. 

With  the  release  of  their 
album  in  the  near  future, 
Walsh  feels  that  their  fives 
may  pick  up  speed.  “Ideally 
in  the  next  five  years,  we’ll 
be  touring  and  on  the 
radio,”  said  Walsh. 

The  band  does  not  expect 
to  be  overnight  sensations, 
or  even  to  make  it  on  ma¬ 
jor  airwaves.  They  would 
prefer  a  less  traveled  route 
with  the  ability  to  get  their 
music  to  the  ears  that  will 
enjoy  it  for  its  true  value. 
“I’m  not  thinking  that  this 
is  going  to  be  a  big  KISS 
FM  kind  of  thing,”  said

Walsh.  “Maybe  like  XRT 
and  stuff  like  that.” 

Walsh  can’t  pinpoint 
exactly  what  the  reason  for 
his  love  of  music  is,  but 
knows  the  reason  the  band 
is  so  dedicated  to  each 
other  and  the  possibilities 
in  its  future. 


“It’s  our  passion,”  said 
Walsh.  “It’s  what  we  love 
to  do.  It’s  hard  to  describe, 
it’s  just  a  feeling  inside, 
as  cheesy  as  that  sounds. 

I  can’t  see  myself  doing 
anything  else.” 

Currently  the  band  has 
two  songs  released  on 


Soundcloud.  Their  full 
album  can  be  expected 
shortly.

Open  Your  Mind 

Conscious  Mind  Fest  brings  urban  monk  to  campus

Finding  balance  and 
composure  in  life  can  be  a 
difficult  task  in  college.  It 
may  seem  that  everyone 
surrounding  you  is  over¬ 
whelmed  or  being  pulled 
in  all  directions.  Hustle 
and  busde  can  be  distract¬ 
ing,  but  the  life  of  Urban 
Monk  Gadadhara  Pandit 
Dasa  proves  that  peace  can 
be  found  in  the  busiest  of 
lifestyles. 

On  Feb.  25  and  26,  Dasa 
will  return  to  College  of 
DuPage  a  second  time  as 
the  main  feature  of  the 
Conscious  Mind  Fest. 

This  is  the  first  year  that 
the  Fest  will  take  place 
on  campus,  thanks  to  the 
partnership  of  the  Liv¬ 


ing  Leadership  program, 
Religious  studies,  Asia 
Committee,  and  Philoso¬ 
phy  Club. 

The  organizations 
came  together  due  to  the 
overwhelming  turnout  of 
Dasa’s  first  visit  last  April. 
“It  was  such  a  wonder¬ 
ful  presentation  that  we, 
in  Living  Leadership, 
connected  with  other 
organizations  on  campus 
to  cosponsor  this  event,” 
said  Living  Leadership 
Program  Coordinator 
Stephanie  Quirk. 

Dasa  has  fought  battles 
of  hardship  throughout 
his  life,  as  explained  in  his 
book  “Urban  Monlc  Ex¬ 
ploring  Karma,  Conscious¬ 
ness,  and  the  Divine.” 
While  overcoming  the  fall 


from  rich  to  poor,  Dasa 
found  shelter  in  Hinduism 
and  meditation.  Now  that 
he  has  found  a  leveled 
lifestyle,  he  has  been  fea¬ 
tured  on  PBS,  NPR  and  in 
the  New  York  Times  and 
currently  spends  his  time 
lecturing  and  writing  for 
the  Huffington  Post. 

Quirk  believes  that  the 
messages  Dasa  teaches  fit 
perfectly  into  the  goals  the 
Living  Leadership  Pro¬ 
gram  aims  to  accomplish. 

“One  of  our  tenants  in 
the  Living  Leadership 
Program  is  the  importance 
of  conscious  decision 
making,  so  of  course  it’s  a 
natural  fit  for  our  program 
to  sponsor  something  like 
this,”  said  Quirk. 

“In  the  principles  of 


Living  Leadership,  we  talk 
conscious  decision  making 
all  the  time,  so  being  very 
deliberate  in  our  decision 
making,  and  how  we  can 
draw  lessons  from  the  past 
and  make  a  difference  in 
our  communities  from 
making  conscious  deci¬ 
sions.” 

Through  this  event 
the  Living  Leadership 
Program  hopes  to  bring 
students  an  open  mind  and 
the  capability  to  cope  with 
any  kind  of  stress. 

“Students  who  attend 
these  events  are  certainly 
going  to  have  a  perspective 
that  they  wouldn’t  have 
before,”  said  Quirk. 

“They’re  going  to  be  able 
to  open  their  mind  to  a 
new  religion,  perhaps  if 


they  aren’t  familiar  with 
Hinduism,  but  also  an¬ 
other  perspective  on  how 
to  manage  stress.  I  think 
there’s  a  lot  of  ways  that 
people  can  do  it  and  have 
done  it  successfully  but 
Pandit  will  bring  a  differ¬ 
ent  perspective  on  how  to 
do  that.” 

Dasa  will  hold  four 
lectures  while  on  campus 
this  week.  The  first,  “Stress 
Management  for  School/ 
Life  Balance”  will  be  ben¬ 
eficial  to  all  students,  as  it 
will  provide  new  ideas  into 
staying  on  top  of  school 
work,  while  having  time  to 
focus  on  other  areas  of  life. 

“Exploring  Hinduism” 
will  give  insight  to  those 
who  may  not  have  an 
idea  of  the  religion’s  main 


points. 

For  the  second  time  on 
campus,  Dasa  will  give 
his  “The  Matrix  through 
Hinduism”  lecture.  In  this, 
he  explores  the  parallels  of 
Hindu  beliefs  to  the  film 
“The  Matrix”.  All  previous 
lectures  will  tie  into  the 
concluding  “Principles  of 
Conscious  Leadership”  as 
Dasa  teaches  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  being  a  successful 
leader. 

All  events  are  free 
and  open  to  the  public. 

The  Living  Leadership 
program  will  be  filming 
each  lecture.  If  you  cannot 
attend,  but  wish  to  see  one, 
you  can  do  so  by  speaking 
with  Student  Life.

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Pulsera  Project  returns  to  campus

The  Pulsera  Project 
has  made  its  way  back  to 
campus,  this  time  bigger 
than  ever. 

The  Pulsera  Project  is 
a  nonprofit  organization 
that  connects  Nicaraguan 
children  with  the  world  in 
hopes  for  providing  educa¬ 
tion,  shelter  and  food  for 
their  community.  Schools 
around  the  world  connect 
with  the  project  and  agree 
to  sell  “pulseras,”  a  Spanish 
word  for  bracelets.  The 
money  raised  is  given  back 
to  those  who  made  the 
bracelets. 

The  project  made  its  way 
to  College  of  DuPage  last 
year,  and  raised  a  total  of 
$2,650.  Student  Lead¬ 
ership  Council  member 
Ilham  Hussaini  felt  that 
after  the  success  from  last 
year,  students  are  capable 
of  reaching  an  even  higher 
goal. 

“It  was  an  import¬ 
ant  event  to  have  again 
because  the  project  was  so 
successful  last  year,”  Hus¬ 
saini  said  in  an  email.  “I 
believe  that  we  could  raise 
more  than  $3,000  this  year 
for  the  Nicaraguan  people. 

“I  also  wanted  to  expand 
the  project  from  last  year 


by  increasing  the  number 
of  clubs  we  collaborated 
with,  and  also  by  inviting 
other  community  colleges 
to  join  in  on  the  efforts. 
This  project  is  so  adaptable 
that  I  see  the  potential  of  it 
being  a  community  college 
wide  event  and  perhaps  a 
nation-wide  event.” 

Last  year,  COD  was  the 
only  community  college 
in  Illinois  participating  in 
the  project.  This  year,  the 
college  has  invited  Joliet 
Junior  College  and  Mor¬ 
ton  College  to  participate 
in  the  project.  All  three 
schools  will  be  selling 
throughout  the  same 
weeks  and  the  total  from 
all  will  be  tallied  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  project. 

Hussaini  believes  that 
the  program  is  beneficial  to 
not  only  Nicaraguan  youth, 
but  also  to  students  who 
purchase  a  pulsera. 

“I  encourage  students  to 
buy  the  bracelets  because 
their  purchase  helps 
support  underprivileged 
people  in  Nicaragua.  Five 
dollars  is  able  to  provide 
education,  shelter,  and 
essential  everyday  needs  to 
the  Nicaraguan  people.  By 
buying  a  bracelet,  one  can 


add  color  to  their  lives.” 

Each  bracelet  is  arti¬ 
san-made  and  one-of-a- 
kind.  Options  range  in 
color  and  size,  and  SLC 
members  are  confident 
that  each  student  will  be 
able  to  find  one  that  fits 
their  style. 

“Each  Pulsera  is  so 
unique,  that  it  comes  along 
with  a  tag  depicting  the 
signature  and  picture  of 
the  individual  that  made 
it,”  said  Hussaini. 

“You  can  visualize  how 
the  personalities  of  the 
artisans  emerge  through 
distinctive  patterns  and  use 
of  multiple  colors.  Each 
bracelet  sustains  within  a 
little  piece  of  Nicaragua 
that  we  can  embrace,  and 
carry  with  us,  despite  our 
distance.” 

Students  can  purchase 
pulseras  through  Feb.  27 
in  the  Student  Leadership 
Council  office  in  SSC 
2214  or  the  Student  Life 
Office  in  SSC  1217. 

SLC  will  host  a  pulsera 
party  on  the  final  day  of 
sales.  Anyone  who  has  pur¬ 
chased  a  bracelet  will  be 
admitted  to  the  event.

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What's  in  a  name 

Building  should  not  be  named  after  president

The  Homeland  Security  Education  Center  will  be  renamed  after  President  Robert  Breuder. 


Without  a  doubt,  one  of 
the  most  heavily  cov¬ 
ered  stories  in  College  of 
DuPage  history  President 
Robert  Breuder’s  upcom¬ 
ing  retirement.  Along  with 
a  S763,000  buyout  issued 
by  the  board  of  trustees, 
Breuder’s  severance  pack¬ 
age  features  an  unusual 
clause: 

“The  Board  will  install 
a  sign  on  the  Homeland 
Security  Education  Center 
consistent  with  the  Board’s 
action  on  May  7, 2013, 
naming  the  building  in  Dr. 


Robert  Breuder’s  honor 
subject  to  the  President 
maintaining  conduct  that 
is  not  materially  detrimen¬ 
tal  to  the  reputation  of  the 
Board  and/or  the  College.” 

The  bottom  line:  if 
Breuder  keeps  himself  out 
of  trouble — well,  out  of 
any  more  trouble — he  gets 
the  Homeland  Security 
Education  Center  named 
after  him. 

This  isn’t  the  first  time 
a  COD  president  will 
receive  such  an  honor. 

Both  the  Berg  Instruction¬ 


al  Center  (BIC)  and  the 
McAninch  Arts  Center 
(MAC)  were  named  after 
former  presidents  Rodney 
K.  Berg  and  Harold  D. 
McAninch.  However,  there 
is  a  significant  difference 
between  the  naming  of 
those  buildings  and  the 
naming  of  the  Homeland 
Security  Education  Center 
after  Breuder:  those  were 
out  of  honor,  and  his  is 
seemingly  to  entice  his 
departure  for  failing  our 
school. 

While  it’s  no  surprise 


that  Breuder  would  want 
to  leave  his  legacy  behind 
at  COD,  that  doesn’t  mean 
naming  a  building  after 
him  is  the  right  route. 
When  his  term  is  up,  his 
parking  space  cleared,  and 
his  multiple  secretaries  left 
behind,  he’ll  want  to  feel 
like  he  left  his  mark  on  the 
school.  It’s  understandable. 
It  just  really  isn’t  appro¬ 
priate.  Aside  from  his  few 
good  moments,  Breuder 
is  far  from  a  great  school 
president,  so  far  that  he  has 
been  bought  out  by  two 


different  colleges:  COD 
and  Harper  College. 

He  has  already  tar¬ 
nished  the  school’s 
reputation,  if  not  by  his 
actions,  by  the  media 
wildfire  that  has  sur¬ 
rounded  the  college  these 
past  few  months  because 
of  his  controversies. 
Considering  the  fact  that 
the  board  clearly  stated 
that  he  wouldn’t  receive 
the  honor  if  he  harmed  our 
reputation,  this  begs  the 
question:  why  is  he  worthy 
of  this  honor?  Was  up¬ 
wards  of  three  quarters  of  a 
million  dollars  not  enough 
for  him,  or  does  the  board 
not  consider  his  conduct  to 
be  detrimental  enough? 

It  may  seem  like  a  petty 
complaint,  but  we  can’t 
help  but  feel  like  the  board 
is  reluctandy  rewarding 
Breuder’s  reputation, 
even  when  there  is  a 
much  more  eligible  and 
worthy  candidate  up  for 
the  same  honor.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  the 
building  be  named  after 
Army  Staff  Sgt.  Robert  J. 
Miller,  a  Medal  of  Honor 
recipient  from  Wheaton, 
Ill.  who  died  in  combat  in 
2008  in  Afghanistan.  An 
online  petition  to  support 
naming  the  building  after 
Miller  already  has  over  700 
signatures.

Considering  the  backlash 
the  buyout  has  caused  so 
far,  it  doesn’t  seem  worth  it 
to  go  against  the  judgment 
of  700  citizens  wanting 
to  honor  a  fallen  veteran, 
and  instead  accommodate 
the  decision  of  four  board 
members  in  favor  of  a 
controversial  president. 

So  here’s  our  solution: 
name  the  Homeland 
Security  Education  Center 
after  Sgt.  Miller,  and  give 
Breuder  something  more 
fitting,  such  as  a  foun¬ 
tain,  tree,  or  bench.  It’s  a 
downgrade,  but  he’ll  still 
have  his  legacy  for  all  its’ 
worth.  Otherwise,  if  we 
accommodate  Breuder,  we 
will  be  reinforcing  harmful 
behavior,  disrespecting  the 
wishes  of  DuPage  county 
citizens,  and  disregarding 
the  heroic  efforts  of  Sgt. 
Miller.

I  then  re-read  the  article  again 
and  took  away  a  far  different 
perspective;  one  that  I  feel  I 
must  compliment  the  author. 

The  suggestions  were  helpful  and 
the  feedback  positive;  ideas  that 
we  can  certainly  consider  in  the 
planning  of  Black  History  Month 
2016.  However,  I  feel  we  must 
remember  that  this  was  our  first 
attempt  to  host  a  Black  History 
Month  celebration  at  the  College. 


There  is  always  room  for  improve¬ 
ments. 

As  with  every  first-time  event, 
you  identify  things  that  you  want 
to  do  differendy,  improvements  or 
changes  to  make  the  event  even 
more  successful  and  spectacular 
than  the  previous  year.  We  have  a 
full  year  to  incorporate  the  many 
ideas  put  forward  by  participants 
in  the  various  Black  History 
Month  panels.  For  instance,  at 
the  Intercollegiate  Panel  on  Afri¬ 
can  American  Awareness  mod¬ 
erated  by  Dr.  Mark  Collins,  one 
of  the  panelists  commented  that 
discussion  like  this  should  occur 
more  frequendy  than  once  a  year. 
In  response,  I  have  asked  Student 
Life  and  the  Center  for  Diversity 
&  Inclusion  to  collaborate  in  the 
development  and  implementation 
of  a  full-slate  of  panel  discussions. 
Information  will  be  forthcoming 
as  it  develops. 

So,  while  we  may  disagree  on 
the  details,  we  can  all  agree  that 
together  we  will  make  Black  His¬ 
tory  Month  2016  even  better.

BUCK  HISTORY  MONTH 

Curt  Flood:The  Forgotten  Free  Agent

For  this  week’s  Black 
History  Month  ath¬ 
lete  in  focus,  I  will  be 
profiling  an  athlete  who 
has  fallen  off  the  radar 
despite  being  one  of  the 
most  important  figures  in 
sports  history.  Without 
Curtis  Charles  Flood,  the 
business  aspect  of  Major 
League  Baseball  would 
not  be  where  it  is  now. 

In  1969,  Curt  Flood 
had  built  up  an  impres¬ 
sive  baseball  resume.  He 
had  spent  12  years  with 
the  St.  Louis  Cardinals 
and  was  a  consistent 
offensive  force.  During 
his  tenure  with  the 
Cards,  Flood  won  seven 
golden  gloves,  made  three 
all-star  appearances,  and 
won  two  World  Series 
titles.  His  .987  fielding 
percentage  is  still  held  in 
high  regard  and  he  was 
considered  to  be  one  of 
the  best  defensive  center 


fielders  of  his  time. 

After  the  1969  season, 
Flood  was  traded  from  the 
Cardinals  to  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Phillies.  This  did 
not  sit  well  with  Flood 
since  he  had  no  say  in  the 
matter.  At  this  time,  there 
wasn’t  a  free  agency  sys¬ 
tem,  which  allows  players 
to  negotiate  with  other 
teams  and  gives  them  the 
freedom  to  control  their 
baseball  career.  Players  in 
this  era  signed  lifetime 
contracts,  referred  to  as 
the  reserve  clause,  which 
gave  the  owners  all  the 
power  to  trade  players 
away  and  take  the  reigns 
of  the  business  aspect  of 
the  game.  So  when  Flood 
refused  to  go  to  the  Phil¬ 
lies,  everyone  turned  their 
attention  towards  the  situ¬ 
ation.  The  only  significant 
protest  to  unfair  wages  and 
agency  over  players’ rights 
was  with  the  1919  Chicago

Black  Sox  who  threw  away 
the  World  Series,  since 
their  owner  wouldn’t  pay 
them  as  much  money  as 
the  people  who  set  up  the 
scandal. 

Flood  immediately  hired 
a  lawyer  and  sued  Major 
League  Baseball  for  not 
giving  him  the  right  to 
negotiate  with  other  teams. 
Going  into  the  trial,  Flood 


was  told  by  his  lawyer  that 
he  did  not  have  a  strong 
chance  of  winning  the 
case  since  the  owners  had 
a  long  history  of  coming 
out  on  top.  This  did  not 
stop  Flood  from  pursuing 
the  case,  and  he  knew  that 
if  he  had  won  he  probably 
would  not  be  signed  by 
another  team.  This  was 
much  bigger  than  his

Who  would  win  in  a 
fight,  Floyd  Mayweather, 
or  Manny  Pacquiao? 

This  question  has  been 
asked  by  boxing  fans  and 
enthusiasts  for  years  now. 
It  will  now  be  answered 
May  2  where  the  two  will 
fight  at  the  MGM  Grand 
in  Las  Vegas,  Nevada. 

On  Feb.  20,  Floyd 
Mayweather  updated  so¬ 
cial  media  with  a  picture 
of  the  signed  contract  for 


desert:  Pacquiao  and  Mayweather  to  fight 


the  fight.  Considering  the 
skill  level  and  the  rivalry 
between  the  two  high¬ 
ly-rated  fighters  makes 
this  match  truly  a  historic 
event.  The  two  never  made 
a  serious  effort  to  set  up 
the  fight  in  previous  years 
of  their  careers,  and  with 
both  of  the  fighters  getting 
older,  this  seems  to  be  their 
last  chance  to  be  able  to 
do  so. 

Floyd  Mayweather, 


currently  the  world’s 
highest  earning  athlete  is 
yet  to  be  defeated  in  his 
professional  career  and 
holds  47  wins.  Mayweather 
also  holds  ten  world  titles, 
and  is  a  world-champion 
in  five  different  profes¬ 
sional  divisions  of  boxing. 
Mayweather  is  a  boxer  that 
is  known  around  the  world 
for  utilizing  shoulder  rolls 
in  his  fights.  He  is  able  to 
dodge  opponents’  blows 


with  ease,  and  is  able  to 
strike  when  an  opportu¬ 
nity  arises.  By  mastering 
shoulder  rolls,  Mayweather 
is  able  to  frustrate  even  the 
best  fighters  in  the  world, 
so  much  so,  that  they  begin 
tire  out,  giving  him  the 
chance  to  land  devastating 
blows. 

Manny  Pacquiao,  the 
world’s  first  and  only 
eight-division  world 
champion  holds  a  record

future  career  with  baseball. 
He  knew  the  importance 
of  the  player’s  right  to 
choose  their  career  path 
and  not  be  imprisoned 
by  the  history  of  baseball 
owner’s  dominance  over 
their  players. 

Flood  had  few  sup¬ 
porters.  The  players  were 
scared  that  if  they  publicly 
sided  with  Flood  that  their 
owners  would  terminate 
their  contracts  and  ruin 
their  baseball  careers  in 
the  process.  The  only  two 
stars  that  were  on  Flood’s 
side  were  Jackie  Robinson 
and  Hank  Greenberg  and 
they  were  no  longer  in  the 
league  at  that  point.  Flood 
eventually  lost  the  case  but 
he  started  a  revolution. 

After  years  of  the  players 
union  protesting  the 
owners’  complete  control 


over  them,  the  free  agency 
idea  was  finally  underway. 
In  1975,  two  players  played 
without  signing  a  contract 
and  an  arbitrator  ruled 
them  as  free  agents.  This 
forced  owners  to  accept 
free  agency  and  the  con¬ 
cept  of  it  spread  through¬ 
out  the  sports  world.  Not 
only  did  the  players  had 
the  choice  to  pick  the 
teams  they  wanted  to  sign 
with,  they  also  were  getting 
paid  more  since  teams 
would  fight  to  sign  them 
on  their  team. 

Unfortunately  Flood  was 
not  able  to  take  advantage 
of  what  he  had  influenced. 
After  he  lost  the  case  to 
Major  League  Baseball, 
teams  refused  to  sign  him 
as  a  way  of  shaming  him 
for  questioning  the  system. 
Once  a  perennial  All-Star, 


he  turned  into  a  lost  figure 
in  baseball  history  since  he 
is  not  someone  who  people 
recognize  when  talking 
about  sports  heroes.  He 
did  get  some  recognition 
in  1992  when  he  received 
the  Jackie  Robinson 
Award  but  that  came  23 
years  after  Flood  had 
been  unofficially  banished 
from  baseball.  Though  his 
personal  achievements  go 
unnoticed,  Curt  Flood’s 
efforts  to  fight  for  players 
rights  is  something  that 
shouldn’t  be  forgotten  as 
he  paved  the  way  for  future 
stars  and  the  salaries  they 
deserved.

of  57  wins  and  five  losses. 
Fighting  with  a  southpaw 
stance,  Pacquiao  is  known 
for  his  punching  power 
despite  being  around  144 
pounds,  an  advantage 
over  Mayweather  that 
shouldn’t  be  overlooked. 
However,  an  advantage 
that  Floyd  Mayweather 
has  over  Manny  is  that 
his  defense  will  prohibit 
Pacquiao  from  landing 
many  of  these  powerful 
punches  during  the  fight. 
Mayweather’s  shoulder 
rolls  help  him  maintain  a 
feeling  of  control  during 
his  fights,  allowing  him 
to  not  expend  a  great  deal 
of  energy  and  to  simply 
roll  away  from  punches. 
Pacquiao's  southpaw  style 
may  have  trouble  break¬ 
ing  through  Mayweath¬ 
er’s  defense,  along  with 


Mayweather’s  classic  style 
of  feeling  when  in  trouble. 
If  Pacquiao’s  punches  do 
make  it  through,  they  will 
do  a  great  deal  of  damage 
to  Mayweather.  This  fight 
is  a  classic  example  of 
speed  and  reflexes  versus 
precision  and  power. 

The  fight  will  be  avail¬ 
able  on  Pay-Per-View  at 
a  record  high  of  $89.95, 


and  even  more  if  viewers 
wish  to  see  the  fight  in 
High-Definition.  This 
fight  is  expected  to  set  a 
record-high  of  earnings 
for  the  fighters,  and  the 
price  of  the  Pay-Per-View 
reflects  that.

As  the  board  of  trustees 
election  draws  closer,  key 
college  stakeholders  have 
decided  to  back  candidates 
they  feel  will  change  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage. 

Last  month,  the  col¬ 
lege’s  faculty  association 
endorsed  three  candidates: 
Sandra  Pihos,  Deanne 
Mazzochi  and  Dan  Bailey. 
The  full-time  faculty  union 
used  a  democratic  process 
in  selecting  their  candi¬ 
dates,  according  to  Bob 
Hazard,  the  chairman  of 
the  faculty  political  action 
committee. 

“We  invited  all  the  can¬ 
didates  to  fill  out  question¬ 
naires  and  come  in  for  in¬ 


terviews,”  Hazard  said. 

After  the  interviews, 
Hazard  says  the  commit¬ 
tee  decided  which  candi¬ 
dates  would  best  represent 
the  college. 

“They  are  all  strong  in 
their  own  way,”  Hazard 
said. 

The  endorsements  came 
in  light  of  the  faculty  as¬ 
sociation’s  release  of  their 
14-page  resolution,  which 
detailed  the  reasons  for 
the  association’s  vote  of 
no  confidence  in  college 
President  Robert  Breuder. 
Breuder  responded  days 
later  with  a  34-page  doc¬ 
ument  highlighting  his 
achievements  at  the  col¬ 
lege. 

“Change  is  going  to 


happen  whether  it  is  good 
change  or  bad  change,” 
Hazard  said.  “We  believe 
that  [the  faculty-endorsed 
candidates]  are  the  best  for 
a  positive  change.” 

The  committee  decided 
not  to  rally  around  incum¬ 
bent  candidates  Nancy 
Svoboda  and  Kim  Savage, 
two  trustees  they  have  pre¬ 
viously  endorsed. 

“It  was  a  very  difficult 
not  endorse  them  both,” 
Hazard  said.  “I  know  them 
both  and  like  them,  but  we 
need  a  change.” 

Deanne  Mazzochi  was 
also  endorsed  by  current 
Trustee  Kathy  Hamilton. 
Hamilton,  who  has  been 
censured  by  her  fellow 
board  members,  endorsed 


three  candidates  in  what 
has  been  branded  as  the 
“Clean  Slate.” 

The  Clean  Slate  also 
features  candidates  Frank 
Napolitano  and  Charles 
Bernstein. 

“By  endorsing  these  fine 
individuals,  each  with  stel¬ 
lar  qualifications  to  con¬ 
tribute  to  COD’s  repair, 
I  am  giving  our  district 
a  solution  to  the  current 
problem,”  the  vice  chair¬ 
woman  said  in  a  news  re¬ 
lease. 

Aside  from  the  endorsed 
candidates,  there  are  six 
other  candidates  running 
for  election:  Matt  Gambs 
of  Naperville,  Claire  Ball 
of  Addison,  Roger  Kem- 
pa  of  Darien,  Joseph  M. 


Wozniak  of  Naperville,  and 
David  Carlin  of  Naperville. 

COD  trustee  elections 
will  be  held  April  7  and 


open  to  registered  voters  in 
community  college  district 
502. 


Trustees  forum  canceled  by  administration

The  College  of  DuPage 
administration  has  can¬ 
celled  a  trustees  candidate 
forum  that  was  supposed 
to  take  place  March  11, 
due  to  its  violation  of 
board  policy. 

The  forum,  organized  by 
COD’s  adjunct  associa¬ 
tion,  was  intended  to  be  a 
way  for  the  COD  commu¬ 
nity  to  access  candidates 
for  the  election. 

Joseph  Moore,  vice  pres¬ 
ident  of  marketing  and 
communications,  said  the 
college’s  attorney  advised 
COD  not  to  allow  the 
event. 

“On  the  advice  of  the 


college’s  attorney,  we  ad¬ 
vised  CODAA  that  the 
event  would  be  in  conflict 
with  board  policy  and  state 
statute,”  Moore  said  in  a 
statement. 

College  Attorney  Ken¬ 
neth  Florey  believed  the 
event  violated  a  board 
policy  outlining  the  use  of 
facilities  for  a  political  ac¬ 
tivity. 

“It  is  in  my  opinion  that 
the  college  should  not  al¬ 
low  college  facilities  to 
hold  political  events  even 
if  the  event  describes  itself 
as  a  candidate  forum,”  Flo¬ 
rey  said  in  his  opinion. 

Cheryl  Baunbach-Ca- 


plan,  president  of  the  ad¬ 
junct  association,  felt  the 
administration  had  closed 
a  chance  for  the  COD 
community  chance  to  con¬ 
nect  with  the  candidates. 

“The  role  of  every  com¬ 
munity  college  is  to  reach 
out  and  touch  the  lives  of 
the  broader  community, 
and  candidate  forums  are 
one  effective  way  of  doing 
this.  Baunbach-Caplan 
said.  “This  opportunity  has 
now  been  lost  in  2015.” 

The  Student  Leader¬ 
ship  Council,  which  rep¬ 
resents  the  student  body, 
had  previously  encouraged 
students  to  get  involved  in 


the  democratic  process  by 
attending  this  forum. 

Stephanie  Torres,  stu¬ 
dent  body  president,  was 
looking  forward  to  having 
students  get  to  know  the 
candidates. 

“It  is  very  surprising,” 
Torres  said  of  the  decision. 
“It  would  have  been  a  real¬ 
ly  nice  opportunity.” 

While  the  event  was  or¬ 
ganized  by  the  adjunct  as¬ 
sociation,  Torres  and  other 
SLC  members  planned  to 
get  the  word  out  to  stu¬ 
dents  about  the  event. 

“CODAA’s  efforts  are 
greatly  appreciated,”  Tor¬ 


res  said. 

The  upcoming  trustees 
election  comes  in  light 
of  criticism  of  several  of 
the  board  decisions,  most 
notably  awarding  Pres¬ 
ident  Robert  Breuder  a 
$763,000  severance  pack¬ 
age.  For  Baunbach-Ca¬ 
plan,  this  was  why  holding 
this  event  on  campus  was 
so  important  in  2015. 

“Since  the  relationship 
between  the  college  com¬ 
munity  and  the  faculty 
with  the  administration 
and  the  board  of  trustees 
has  been  troubled  due  to 
the  retirement  package 
for  President  Breuder... 


this  should  be  the  time 
to  expand  opportunities 
for  dialogue  and  informa¬ 
tion  sharing,  not  truncate 
them,”  Baunbach-Caplan 
said. 

Torres  still  believes 
students  should  get  the 
chance  to  engage  with 
trustee  candidates. 

“I  do  hope  some  kind  of 
opportunity  is  provided 
where  students  can  meet 
the  candidates,”  Torres 
said.  “They  will  be  run¬ 
ning  the  school  and  will  be 
making  vital  decisions  for 
the  college.”

"Urban  Monk"  educates,  intrigues  campus  in 
exploration  of  Hinduism

Gadadhara  Pandit  Dasa, 
author  of  the  book  “Urban 
Monk,”  visited  College  of 
DuPage  as  the  keynote 
speaker  of  the  Conscious 
Mind  Fest  hosted  by 
the  Living  Leadership 
Program.  His  speeches 
varied  in  content,  from 
stress  management  tips  to 
Hinduism’s  similarities  to 
the  hit  movie  “The  Ma¬ 
trix.”  The  wide  range  of 
topics  that  Dasa  touched 
on  offered  unlimited 
knowledge  to  anyone  who 
attended  the  free  presen¬ 
tations. 


“Exploring  Hinduism,” 
Dasa’s  presentation  on 
Feb.  25,  covered  his  reli¬ 
gious  affiliation.  While  it’s 
impossible  to  truly  explore 
one  of  the  oldest  religions 
of  mankind  in  a  one  night 
lecture,  Dasa  was  able 
to  cover  a  plethora  of 
information  in  the  short 
timespan  he  had. 

Breaking  down  his  pre¬ 
sentation  into  six  sections, 
Dasa  presented  mono¬ 
theistic  and  polytheistic 
beliefs  in  Hinduism,  the 
concept  of  time,  “ahim- 
sa,”  or  the  practice  of 
doing  no  harm  to  others, 
reincarnation,  Hindu 


practices,  and  Hinduism 
in  America. 

Spending  about  10 
minutes  per  subcategory, 
Dasa  explained  the  main 
concepts  behind  each 
Hindu  idea.  He  talked  in 
a  manner  that  was  able 
to  intimately  engage  the 
audience  during  his  whole 
lecture,  keeping  listen¬ 
ers  attentive  even  with 
fast-moving  information. 

We  learned  quickly 
about  key  components 
that  make  up  the  reli¬ 
gion.  Dasa  started  off  by 
showing  the  audience 
the  names  and  pictures 
representing  just  a  few 


of  the  many  Hindu  gods. 
He  asked  the  audience 
what  we  thought  Hin¬ 
duism  was:  a  polytheistic 
religion  or  a  monotheistic 
religion? 

Many  people  jumped 
to  the  conclusion  that 
Hinduism  is  a  polytheis¬ 
tic  religion,  considering 
Dasa  had  just  explained 
there  are  believed  to  be 
as  many  as  330  million 
Hindu  gods  and  god¬ 
desses.  However,  Dasa 
explained  there  are  more 
views  than  just  that  of  the 
polytheistic  nature  in  the 
religion.  Many  people, 
including  himself,  believe

College  of  DuPage 
offers  a  variety  of  associate 
degrees.  It  can  be  easy  to 
overlook  the  fact  that,  yes, 
you  must  choose  one,  or  a 
few  if  you  qualify  for  mul¬ 
tiple.  Many  students  find 
themselves  picking  classes 
without  their  sights  set  on 
the  degree  they  may  apply 
for.  The  Courier  has  pulled 
together  an  overview  of 
each  degree  to  help  you 
decide  which  is  right  for 
you.  Make  sure  to  check 
the  requirements  your¬ 
self  on  www.cod.edu  to 
make  sure  your  classes  are 
adding  up. 

1)  Associate  in 
Arts  (A.A.) 

So  you  don’t  have  the 
perfect  picture  in  your 
head  of  where  you  want 
to  go,  and  what  you  want 
to  do.  The  only  thing  you 
know  for  sure  is  that  you 
would  like  to  continue  on 
to  get  your  bachelor  de¬ 
gree  at  a  four-year  college 
or  university.  By  applying 
for  an  associate  degree  in 
arts,  you  will  receive  a  di¬ 
ploma  that  does  not  nec¬ 
essarily  apply  to  a  specific 
area.  It  serves  as  a  remind¬ 
er  that  you  have  complet¬ 
ed  the  requirements  of 
an  associate  degree  and 
plan  on  transferring  to  a 
university. 

Requirements: 

-General  education 
courses  and  select  class¬ 


es  to  equal  a  total  of  64 
credits 

2)  Associate  in 
Science  (A.S.) 

If  you  have  your  sights 
set  on  a  career  in  science, 
an  associate  degree  in 
science  will  prepare  you 
to  transfer  into  a  sci¬ 
ence-based  program  at 
a  four-year  school.  This 
degree’s  requirements  are 
heavy  in  science-related 
classes.  Don’t  choose  this 
major  unless  you  know 
that  a  science-related 
bachelor’s  degree  is  in 
your  future,  or  you  will 
be  taking  classes  that  will 
not  help  you  get  to  your 
chosen  degree  any  faster. 

Requirements: 

-General  education 
courses  and  additional 
math  and  science  classes 

3)  Associate  in 
Engineering  Sci¬ 
ence  (A.E.S.) 

As  many  students 
know,  COD  has  a  pretty 
great  transfer  rate  when 
it  comes  to  engineering. 
With  connections  to 
University  of  Illinois,  it 
is  easy  for  engineering 
students  to  make  their 
way  into  larger  universities 
to  help  build  their  futures. 
By  applying  for  an  A.E.S. 
degree,  a  student  declares 
their  interest  in  engineer¬ 


ing.  This  major  should 
not  be  chosen  by  anyone 
not  looking  to  pursue 
engineering,  as  many  of 
the  class  requirements  are 
course  specific. 

Requirements: 

-General  education 
courses,  prerequisites  to 
the  program  (physics, 
chemistry,  math,  and 
computer  informational 
systems)  and  engineer¬ 
ing-specific  classes. 

4)  Associate  in 
Applied  Science 
degree  (A. A.S.) 

When  studying  to 
receive  an  A.A.S.  degree, 
COD  students  will  pick 
an  area  of  study  that 
interests  them.  This  can 
be  anything  from  Interior 
Design  to  Fire  Science. 
These  career  specific 
majors  will  be  taught  in 
extent  so  that  all  who 
receive  an  A.A.S.  degree 
can  continue  straight 
into  their  field  of  work, 
or  can  transfer  easily  to 
a  four-year  school  with 
connections  to  the  COD 
program  of  their  choice. 
This  is  a  logical  choice  for 
those  hoping  to  be  a  part 
of  the  3+1  program. 

Requirements: 

-  General  education 
courses,  classes  specific  to 
your  program  of  study: 
see  your  major  choice  for 
details 


5)  Associate  in 
General  Studies 
(A.G.S) 

This  category  allows 
students  to  build  a  degree 
based  on  their  personal 
interests.  Typical  general 
education  classes  must 
be  completed  but  that 
student  can  design  the  rest 
of  the  coursework.  There 
are  some  set  restrictions 
that  help  to  round  out  the 
degree.  If  no  other  degree 
option  appeals  to  you,  an 
A.G.S.  degree  may  be  the 
perfect  way  to  gain  experi¬ 
ence  in  multiple  areas  that 
otherwise  might  not  be 
related. 

Requirements: 

-  General  education 
courses,  courses  specific  to 
your  possible  career 

6)  Associate  in 
Fine  Arts  degree 
in  Art  (A.F.A.) 

The  A.F.A.  degree  is 
perfect  for  anyone  looking 
to  continue  on  in  art  at 
a  four-year  school.  The 
degree  requirements 
are  heavy  in  art  classes. 
Don’t  choose  this  major 
unless  you  are  planning 
on  pursuing  a  degree  in 
art,  as  many  of  the  classes 
will  have  trouble  transfer¬ 
ring  to  your  other  degree 
options. 

Requirements: 


-  General  Education 
courses,  Art  history 
classes,  Art  Core  classes, 
Media-Specific  Studio 
Electives 

7)  Associate  in 
Fine  Arts  degree 
in  Music  (A.F.A.) 

This  degree  is  the  same 
as  the  A.F.A.  dedicated  to 
art,  except  that  the  classes 
are  heavy  in  music-related 
courses.  If  music  is  not 
what  you  plan  to  continue 
on  with,  majoring  in  this 
will  set  you  back,  as  most 
of  the  courses  are  de¬ 
signed  with  a  music  major 
in  mind. 

Requirements: 

-  General  education 
courses,  Music  Core 
classes,  Music  Literature 
and  History  course,  Music 
ensemble  courses,  Applied 
instruction  courses.  All 
who  apply  for  this  degree 
must  also  demonstrate 
their  keyboard  ability 
either  through  classes  or 
instructors. 

8)  Associate  in 
Arts  in  Teaching 
Secondary  Math¬ 
ematics  (A.A.T.) 

This  degree  is  the  perfect 
path  for  anyone  wishing 
to  become  a  teacher,  with 
a  heavy  emphasis  on  math 
and  science  courses.  The 
framework  of  this  degree 


is  based  around  getting 
a  well-rounded  view  of 
classes,  so  students  will 
find  themselves  with  a 
larger  amount  of  math 
special  credits  and  science 
credits. 

Requirements: 

-  General  education 
courses  (one  fulfilling 
state  requirements  for 
global  diversity),  Educa¬ 
tion  1100,  math  special 
courses,  education  special 
courses 

9)  Associate  in 
Arts  in  Teaching 
Early  Child¬ 
hood  Education 
(AA..T.) 

This  degree  is  very  sim¬ 
ilar  to  the  A.A.T.  degree 
in  Teaching  Secondary 
Mathematics,  except  some 
of  the  specific  require¬ 
ments  differ.  In  order  to 
qualify  for  this  degree, 
students  must  explore 
specific  Early  Childhood 
Education  courses.  This 
degree  will  fit  anyone 
hoping  to  continue  on 
in  education,  particularly 
those  hoping  to  work  with 
younger  students. 

Requirements: 

-  General  education 
courses,  Education  1100, 
Professional  education 
courses,  Early  Child¬ 
hood  Education  specialty 
courses.

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that  Hinduism  can  be  a 
monotheistic  religion. 

He  continued  on  by 
explaining  that  George 
Harrison,  a  member  of 
The  Beatles,  believed  in 
a  monotheistic  version 
of  Hinduism.  Harrison’s 
belief  not  only  helped  to 
spread  Hinduism  in  Amer¬ 
ica,  but  also  made  the  idea 
of  a  monotheistic  version 
rise  to  popularity  to  the 
common  eye. 

One  point  that  intrigued 
many  audience  members 
was  the  impact  Hinduism 
has  made  on  the  fitness 
industry.  This  may  sound 
strange,  but  many  forget 
that  yoga  is  derived  from 
Hinduism.  Originally 
used  mainly  as  a  method 
of  prayer,  yoga  is  practiced 
by  many  people  for  health 
benefits. 

As  the  presentation  went 
on,  Dasa  presented  a  video 


that  illustrated  why  his 
belief  in  reincarnation  is  so 
strong.  The  video  show¬ 
cased  people  remembering 
their  past  lives,  each  with 
accounts  that  testify  to  the 
validity  of  their  claims. 

At  the  end  of  his  presen¬ 
tation,  Dasa  took  questions 
from  the  audience  and  was 
able  to  further  explain  any 
misconceptions  about  the 
religion.  I  was  able  to  ask 
him  to  expand  on  a  point 
he  had  brought  up  earlier 
in  the  night.  Dasa  be¬ 
lieves  everyone  should  be 
a  vegetarian.  I  was  happy 
with  the  well-thought-out 
response  explaining  the 
pain  eating  meat  causes 
to  animals.  Dasa  was  also 
kind  enough  to  sign  copies 
of  his  books  for  students 
and  attendees,  and  was 
very  sincere  when  thanking 
the  audience  for  listening 
so  attentively.  Both  of 


these  genuine  acts  proved 
that  Dasa  had  no  agenda 
other  than  sharing  his 
knowledge  for  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Glen  Ellyn 
community  in  a  completely 
non-judgmental  way. 

Dasa’s  “Exploring 
Hinduism”  lecture  was 
eye-opening  for  those 
who  attended,  and  the 
audience’s  facial  expres¬ 
sion  spoke  for  the  overall 
interest  in  the  topic. 

This  lecture,  as  well 
as  the  remaining  three 
events  that  Dasa  and  the 
Conscious  Mind  Fest 
hosted,  were  recorded  by 
the  Living  Leadership 
Program.

Big  Sean  finds  new  home  in  'Dark  Sky 
Paradise'

As  rap  encroaches  into 
the  forefront  of  popular 
music,  room  now  exists  for 
more  rap  gods  and  god¬ 
desses.  With  the  release 
of  his  brand  new  album, 
“Dark  Sky  Paradise,”  Big 
Sean  has  finally  catapulted 
his  way  into  the  heavens 
of  millennial  rap  culture. 

“Dark  Sky  Paradise” 
is  exacdy,  as  its’  name 
suggests,  a  deep  moody 
escape  into  the  paradise 
that  is  fame.

We  have  the  lux¬ 
ury  of  being  constantly 
connected  unlike  past 
generations.  We  grew  up 
in  the  trial  era  of  modern 
technology,  and  it  wasn’t 
considered  damaging  until 
we  learned  how  to  use  it. 

Sure  there  are  downfalls 
and  loopholes,  and  too 
much  exposure  may  not  be 
in  our  best  interest.  Con¬ 
stant  typing  will  probably 
cast  us  into  a  worldwide 
diagnosis  of  carpal  tunnel 
by  the  time  we  turn  50 
years  old.

Student  leaders  need  more  voice,  better  platform

We  have  a  Student 
Leadership  Council,  or 
SLC  for  short,  here  at 
College  of  DuPage.  If  this 
is  news  to  you,  you  are 
not  alone.  Many  students 
are  unaware  of  its  exis¬ 
tence.  On  March  17  and 
18,  we  will  be  electing 
new  student  officials  to 
represent  our  student 
body  and  give  us  a  voice  in 
decision-making.  Last  year 
however,  only  about  500 
out  of  the  nearly  30,000 
students  at  COD  voted, 
barely  2  percent  of  the 
student  population. 

It  isn’t  necessarily  shock¬ 
ing  that  the  large  majority 
of  students  don’t  vote  in 
the  election.  Aside  from 
a  lack  of  publicity,  some 
students  might  not  care  or 
even  know  about  the  SLC. 
Why?  Because  the  elected 
student  officials  are  given 
next  to  no  impactful  voice. 

Take,  for  example, 
Student  Trustee  Omar 
Escamilla.  He  was  named 
a  Certified  Student  Leader 
at  the  National  Center 
for  Student  Leadership 
Conference,  and  consis¬ 
tently  voices  opinions  at 
board  of  trustees  meetings. 
Just  to  qualify  as  a  student 


trustee,  Escamilla  needed 
eight  credit  hours  with  a 
minimum  2.0  GPA,  and 
is  required  to  attend  every 
board  meeting,  workshop, 
and  retreat  on  top  of  many 
other  college  functions. 

For  his  dedication,  he  is 
allowed  a  vote  in  decisions 
along  with  other  board  of 
trustee  members.  The  catch 
is  that  his  vote  doesn’t 
count,  He  can  state  his 
ideas  and  express  his  opin¬ 
ions,  but  the  point  seems 
moot  when  no  one  listens. 

We  can  never  know  for 
sure  what  goes  on  behind 
closed  doors  with  the 
board  and  Escamilla.  It 
could  be  very  civil  and 
professional,  with  everyone 
respecting  each  other’s 
ideas  and  taking  into  ac¬ 
count  Escamilla  as  a  valid 
voice  of  the  student  body. 
However,  by  the  way  the 
trustees  drown  out  other 
members’  opinions  in  their 
monthly  meetings,  we 
can  infer  that  he,  merely  a 
student,  doesn’t  get  much 
say  either. 

Meanwhile,  Escamilla 
isn’t  the  only  student  offi¬ 
cial  who  deserves  more  re¬ 
sponsibility  than  he’s  given. 
The  other  members  of  the 


Student  Leadership  Coun¬ 
cil,  including  the  student 
trustee,  student  body  pres¬ 
ident,  and  student  body 
vice  president,  are  also  cut 
short  of  the  impact  they 
should  be  making.  SLC’s 
official  mission  statement 
states  that  it  “facilitates 
values-based  opportunities 
for  leadership  development 
to  enhance  citizenship 
at  our  college  and  in  our 
communities.”  While  this 
sounds  like  a  noble  cause, 
what  it  really  means  is  that 
COD  gives  good  students 
the  opportunity  to  learn 
to  be  leaders  to  make  our 
college  and  community 
better.  Nowhere  in  the 
mission  statement  does  it 
state  what  sort  of  leading 
these  students  will  actually 
be  allowed  to  do. 

SLC  states  under  its 
vision  that  the  elected  of¬ 
ficials  will  collaborate  with 
the  college  and  provide 
service  and  representation, 
yet  it’s  still  blurry  as  to 
what  that  really  means. 

As  far  as  we  can  tell,  SLC 
holds  meetings  where 
these  bright,  educated, 
thoughtful,  and  innova¬ 
tive  students  can  come 
together,  discuss  ways  to 


improve  the  college,  and 
then  have  no  real  platform 
to  campaign  their  ideas. 

This  is  a  tricky  issue  to 
address,  mostly  because  it 
involves  the  persuasion  of 
the  board  of  trustees  and 
administration  to  make  a 
change  during  a  time  when 
they  already  have  more  on 
their  plate  than  they  can 
swallow.  Despite  this,  the 
vote  of  a  student  trustee 
could  greatly  impact  future 
decisions  of  the  college,  ac¬ 
tually  benefitting  students 
and  board  members  alike. 
Until  that  day  comes,  there 
are  other  ways  to  give  stu¬ 
dent  officials  the  voice  they 


need.  The  obvious  solution 
is  to  give  them  a  bigger 
and  better  platform.  Give 
them  more  interviews, 
speeches,  and  meetings 
with  college  officials  that 
are  laser-focused  on  what 
the  students  want  to  im¬ 
plement.  And  no,  that  isn’t 
the  same  thing  as  Pizza 
with  the  President.  These 
students  worked  hard  and 
continue  to  work  hard  to 
hold  their  positions.  The 
least  we  can  do  is  hear 
them  out. 

This  isn’t  a  battle  of 
students  versus  college.  It 
isn’t  a  battle  at  all.  But  it  is 
clear  that  SLC  is  not  given 


credit  where  credit  is  due, 
by  both  school  officials  and 
students.  COD  needs  to 
offer  more  opportunities 
for  student  leaders  to  not 
only  learn  about  leader¬ 
ship,  but  also  implement  it. 
Students  need  to  be  more 
aware  and  concerned  about 
what  goes  on  with  our 
student  officials  in  order 
to  help  them  represent  us 
better.  With  support  on 
both  sides,  our  student 
leaders  can  finally  influ¬ 
ence  the  school  the  way 
they  deserve  to.

Men's  basketball  season  ends  with 
early  playoff  exit

After  winning  their 
first  game  of  the  Region¬ 
al  Playoff  against  Joliet, 
the  Chaparrals  lost  in  a 
one-sided  game  against 
the  number  one  seed¬ 
ed  Rock  Valley  Golden 
Eagles. 

The  Chaparrals  struggled 
to  produce  offensively  and 
committed  eight  turnovers 
in  the  first  half  alone.  They 
showed  great  ball  move¬ 
ment  but  Rock  Valley’s 
tight  man-to-man  defense 
was  too  overbearing  for 
them  to  find  open  shots. 
Rock  Valley’s  formula 
of  pressuring  the  back 
court  and  double  teaming 
anyone  who  went  near 
the  basketball,  worked  out 
brilliantly.  This  strategy 
forced  COD  to  settle  for 
long  range  shots  as  there 
weren’t  any  openings  in 
the  paint.  COD  didn’t 
make  a  shot  until  4  min¬ 
utes  and  30  seconds  into 
the  game  and  they  missed 
their  first  three  shots. 

On  the  other  side  of  the 
ball,  there  wasn’t  much 
COD  could  do  to  stop  the 
Rock  Valley  offense.  They 
established  an  inside  pres¬ 
ence  early  on  and  forced 
the  issue  in  the  post.  Even 
when  they  weren’t  focusing 
on  high  percentage  shots, 
the  Golden  Eagles  were 
connecting  with  most  of 
their  outside  shots.  COD 
did  a  good  job  with  con¬ 
testing  Rock  Valley’s  long 
range  shots  but  it  seemed 
like  everything  was  falling 
for  them. 

At  halftime,  the  score 
was  43-27  Rock  Valley. 

When  it  was  time  to 
resume  the  game,  COD 


looked  like  a  completely 
different  team.  Head  coach 
Ed  Reed  must  have  said 
something  to  his  players, 
since  they  exuded  more 
energy  and  confidence  on 
defense  in  the  second  half. 
The  defense  looked  sharp¬ 
er  as  the  Chaparrals  didn’t 
allow  many  uncontested 
layups  or  daylight  inside. 
They  pulled  the  game  to 
within  eight  before  Rock 
Valley  took  over  once 
more. 

The  score  was  49-41 
with  12  minutes  remaining 
when  Rock  Valley’s  point 
guard.  Mo  Jackson,  hit  a 
3-pointer  to  get  the  lead 
back  into  double  digits. 
COD  didn’t  recover  as 
they  shot  just  37  percent 
from  midrange  in  the 
second  half.  It  wasn’t  pretty 
for  them  shooting  the  ball 
down  low  either  as  they 
went  6-12  shooting  in  the 
paint. 

After  the  Golden  Eagles 
shot  an  abysmal  28  percent 


to  start  the  half,  they  were 
able  to  get  hot  as  they 
made  five  of  their  last  six 
shots,  two  of  them  being 
3-pointers. 

Each  team  pulled  their 
starters  with  2  minutes  and 
20  seconds  left  in  regu¬ 
lation.  Sophomores  Paris 
Dunlap  and  Jonny  Wolf 
both  got  standing  ovations 
from  the  crowd  as  they 
walked  back  to  the  bench. 
It  was  a  nice  moment  in 
a  night  where  the  Chap¬ 
arrals  didn’t  play  the  way 
they  had  in  mind  going 
into  the  game. 

COD  didn’t  quit  until 
the  final  buzzer  sounded. 
The  second  team  forced 
two  turnovers  and  creat¬ 
ed  six  points  in  the  last  2 
minutes  of  the  game.  Rock 
Valley  tried  to  dribble  the 
ball  up  the  court  and  drain 
the  clock  but  the  Chapar¬ 
rals  refused  to  give  in  even 
though  it  was  clear  that 
the  game  was  penciled  in 
as  a  Golden  Eagles’ victory. 


Throughout  the  game, 
Coach  Reed  looked 
frustrated  with  his  team’s 
execution  on  both  sides  of 
the  ball  as  he  frequendy 
changed  the  lineup,  trying 
to  find  an  answer  for  the 
Golden  Eagles.  His  words 
at  the  end  of  the  game 
matched  his  gestures  from 
the  sideline. 

“I  don’t  think  we  played 
as  well  as  we  should  have 
played  or  could  have 
played,”  said  Reed.  “We 
didn’t  execute  very  well 
offensively  and  we  didn’t 
play  defense  very  well.” 

He  did  admit,  however, 
that  Rock  Valley  is  a  strong 
team  and  a  tough  foe  to  go 
up  against.

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Track  athlete  preps  for  outdoor  season

Nkemjika  Nwosu,  a 
freshman  at  College  of 
DuPage  shared  his  training 
experiences  and  prepa¬ 
ration  for  the  upcoming 
outdoor  season  of  track 
and  field.  He  also  discussed 
how  he  got  involved  in 
the  sport,  and  his  drive  to 
further  progress  his  events. 

Starting  his  freshman 
year  of  high  school, 
Nkemjika  began  partici¬ 
pating  in  track  and  field  at 
Hinsdale  Central.  During 
his  sophomore  year  of  high 
school,  Nkemjika  was  one 


of  three  underclassmen  in 
the  state  to  participate  in 
the  Illinois  State  track  and 
field  finals.  Nkemjika  has 
been  motivated  by  his  tal¬ 
ent  on  the  track  and  plans 
to  pursue  it  with  the  hopes 
of  attaining  a  scholarship 
for  his  athletics. 

College  of  DuPage’s 
track  team  began  training 
for  their  indoor  season  in 
December.  The  Chapar¬ 
rals  track  and  field  team 
practices  six  days  a  week 
for  around  three  hours  a 
day.  The  Chaparrals  have 
competed  in  three  meets 
so  far  in  the  indoor  season. 
With  the  outdoor  season 
coming  soon,  this  means 
that  athletes  are  going  to 
be  pushed  as  hard  as  they 
can  mentally  and  physical¬ 
ly,  so  that  they  can  perform 
their  best,  come  the  start 
of  the  outdoor  season. 
Upping  the  performance  of 
athletes  from  their  indoor 
season  is  crucial  for  having 
a  successful  time  during 
the  outdoor  season. 

“Based  on  my  years  of 
experience  in  the  sport, 


getting  the  whole  team 
in  routine  on  a  challeng¬ 
ing  regime  that  pushes 
everyone  is  really  the  key 
way  for  us  to  get  better,” 
Nwosu  said. 

Despite  the  importance 
of  having  a  great  start  for 
track  and  field  athletes, 
Nkemjika  felt  that  the 
Chaparrals  had  a  slow  start 
to  their  training,  in  terms 
of  both  intensity  and  the 
start  date  of  practice.  From 
COD’s  performance  in  the 
three  meets  that  the  team 
had,  he  inferred  that  other 
schools  performed  well 
because  of  the  fact  that 
they  started  their  training 
earlier  than  COD’s  track 
and  field  program. 

Nwosu  says  that  while 
the  practices  were  not  as 
challenging  as  he  wished 
in  the  beginning  of  their 
training,  he  says  that 
after  assistant  coach  Ivan 
Tamba,  who  was  recently 
employed  at  Iowa  State 
University,  the  practices 
began  to  flow  much  better. 

“He  really  helped 
bring  the  team  together, 


and  since  his  arrival  our 
practices  have  been  much 
more  challenging,  in  my 
opinion.”  Nwosu  says  that 
this  has  helped  progress 
his  training  further,  and  he 
feels  that  it’s  been  a  great 
help  for  the  team. 

When  asked  about 
makeup  of  the  average 
practice,  Nwosu  says  a 
big  help  is  that  Track  and 
Field  teammates  are  split 
up  in  groups.  By  splitting 
teammates  into  groups, 
the  athletes  are  able  to  get 
more  individual  attention 
from  the  coaching  staff, 
and  receive  critical  help 
on  their  form  and  other 
mechanics  essential  to  im¬ 
proving  their  performance. 

“Learning  from  coaches 
first-hand  on  what  needs 
to  be  worked  on  long-term 
is  very  important  for  us  to 
know  what  we’ll  be  focus¬ 
ing  on  during  the  season,” 
Nwosu  said. 

College  of  DuPage’s 
track  team  will  compete  in 
their  first  outdoor  meet  of 
the  season  on  March  27,  at 
Augustana  College.

1  School  First

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With  student  elections  approaching,  involvement  remains  an  issue

Though  the  Student 
Leadership  Council  elec¬ 
tions  are  coming  up,  stu¬ 
dent  leaders  say  students 
are  not  readily  involved  in 
campus  issues. 

Stephanie  Torres,  stu¬ 
dent  body  president  and 
former  student  trustee,  has 
experienced  her  fair  share 
of  lack  of  student  engage¬ 
ment  in  campus  issues. 

“It  is  a  recurring  issue,” 
Torres  said.  “If  we  knew 
how  to  solve  that  problem, 
it  would  be  solved.” 

Despite  College  of  DuP- 
age’s  nearly  30,000  stu¬ 
dents,  getting  even  5  per¬ 
cent  of  students  involved 
in  elections  proves  to  be 
a  problem.  Last  year,  less 
than  1,000  students  voted 
in  the  student  elections. 

In  an  attempt  to  promote 
student  voting,  the  office 
of  student  life  has  tried 
several  different  methods, 


including  moving  from  pa¬ 
per  to  online  ballots. 

Stephanie  Quirk,  stu¬ 
dent  life  coordinator  who 
oversees  student  elections, 
explained  moving  the  bal¬ 
lot  online  has  made  voting 
easier  for  students. 

“We  knew  all  of  our  stu¬ 
dents  couldn’t  get  to  cam¬ 
pus  to  vote,”  Quirk  said. 
“We  wanted  this  to  be 
something  that  could  be 
open  to  all  students  to  vote 
at  their  convenience.” 

This  year,  in  another  at¬ 
tempt  to  boost  participa¬ 
tion  in  student  elections, 
the  office  of  student  life 
has  decided  to  move  elec¬ 
tions  to  the  new  online 
student  portal,  ChapLife. 

“The  software  is  pri¬ 
marily  for  student  clubs 
and  organizations,”  Quirk 
said.  “There  is  a  module 
specifically  designed  to  do 
student  elections.” 

According  to  Quirk, 
ChapLife  is  not  yet  read¬ 
ily  accessible  to  most  stu¬ 


dents. 

“It  has  not  been  rolled 
out  to  all  students  yet,  just 
student  clubs,”  Quirk  said. 
“  It  is  a  bit  of  a  secret,” 
Quirk  said. 

Quirk  explained  that  ev¬ 
ery  COD  student  has  re¬ 
ceived  a  message  in  their 
student  email  account  with 
instructions  on  how  to  vote 
through  ChapLife. 


After  the  elections,  Quirk 
hopes  ChapLife  can  be¬ 
come  a  place  where  student 
clubs  and  organizations 
can  get  their  word  out 
about  events. 

“There  is  no  middle  man, 
and  we  want  students  to 
connect  to  students,”  Quirk 
said. 

SLC  feels  that  student 
clubs  are  the  key  to  getting

“We  thought  it  was  best,  judging  the  timing  of  events,” 
Torres  said,  “it  would  have  really  been  tight.” 

Torres  and  her  fellow  SLC  members  are  helping  the 
CODAA  set  up  and  clean  up  for  the  event. 

The  March  24  date  is  tentative  as  the  SLC  must  wait 
until  the  president  confirms  the  date. 


students  involved.  Torres 
believes  that  this  is  more 
powerful  than  other  forms 
of  advertising. 

“We  are  creating  a  better 
community,”  Torres  said. 
“Communication  by  word 
of  mouth  works  better  than 
ads.” 

Torres  says  talking  to  stu¬ 
dents  on  why  they  should 
care  about  campus  issues  is 
extremely  pivotal  to  stu¬ 
dent  involvement  in  elec¬ 
tions. 

“If  you  can  answer  that 
question,  then  you  have 
created  a  bond  that  can  be 
strengthened,” Torres  said. 

To  create  this  bond, 
SLC  members  frequendy 
speak  to  members  of  their 
classes  about  student  is¬ 
sues  and  table  to  meet  the 
students  that  they  are  try¬ 
ing  to  serve. 

SLC  still  employs  other 
forms  of  advertising  such 
as  placing  posters  in  busy 
places  and  posting  infor¬ 
mation  on  their  Facebook 


page. 

“I  want  students  to  feel 
bombarded,”  Torres  said. 

Michelle  Gallardo,  stu¬ 
dent  body  vice  president, 
admits  though  she  wishes 
more  students  paid  atten¬ 
tion  to  key  issues,  she  ac¬ 
knowledges  the  reasons  be¬ 
hind  their  lack  of  interest. 

“This  is  a  two-year 
school,”  Gallardo  com¬ 
mented.  “People  are  very 
busy.” 

Torres  is  quick  to  note 
that  COD  is  not  alone  in 
its  batde  for  higher  student 
engagement. 

“Whenever  we  go  to  oth¬ 
er  schools,  they  tell  us  they 
have  the  same  issues,”  Tor¬ 
res  said.

Rob  Bailey  &The 
Hustle  Standard  released 
their  second  EP,  “Go” 
on  Feb.  24.  Despite  not 
being  signed  onto  a  label, 
the  group  has  had  great 
success  on  iTunes,  reach¬ 
ing  the  number  one  album 
spot  on  the  electronic 
chart,  and  also  being  in  the 
top  20  chart. 

Being  the  husband  of 
professional  bodybuilder 
Dana  Linn  Bailey,  and 
also  the  owner  of  his  own 
fitness  clothing  brand,  Rob 
Bailey  is  an  influential 
individual  in  the  fitness 
industry.  When  one  listens 
to  this  album,  it’s  hard  to 
deny  that  this  album  is 
heavily  influenced  towards 
people  who  are  trying  to 
listen  to  motivating  music. 
With  this  being  said, 
the  album  is  listed  under 
the  electronic  section 
of  iTunes,  meaning  that 
it’s  not  created  solely  for 
fitness  enthusiasts. 

The  first  song,  “Go  For¬ 
ever,”  sets  the  mood  for  the 
entire  album.  It  shows  lis¬ 
teners  the  album’s  “heavy” 
sound  upfront.  This  track 


consists  of  an  introduction 
from  Rob  Bailey  saying 
how  he  is  someone  that 
always  tries  his  best  in  life 
to  stay  motivated,  and  to 
never  quit  what  he  plans  to 
accomplish.  The  message 
was  nice,  but  during  the 
duration  of  the  song  I  real¬ 
ized  that  I  most  definitely 
didn’t  want  this  song  to  go 
on  forever. 

Basically  a  long  mix  of 
shouting,  singing,  and 
bass-heavy  instrumentals, 
“Go  Forever”  defined  the 
sound  of  the  whole  album. 
From  start  to  finish,  the  al¬ 
bum  is  full  of  high-energy 
vocals  and  leaves  listeners 
with  the  question  of  how 
much  work  was  spent  on 
making  each  track  unique. 

As  stated  earlier,  the 
album  starts  off  extremely 
hard  and  ends  hard.  The 
Hustle  Standard  hasn’t 
changed  their  style  at  all 
since  their  last  releases,  and 
begs  the  question  of  how 
the  album  gained  its  small 
success.  While  it’s  great  for 
an  artist  to  maintain  their 
roots  and  keep  a  similar 
sound  to  previous  works, 


Rob  Bailey  and  The  Hustle 
Standard  should  consider 
adding  more  variety  to 
their  future  works. 

A  fact  to  consider,  as  to 
how  The  Hustle  Standard 
has  been  able  to  gain 
success,  is  that  Bailey  is 
married  to  a  former  Ms. 
Olympia,  who  has  a  huge 
following  by  her  fans. 

There  is  no  doubt  that 
Dana  Bailey’s  following 
has  contributed  to  Rob 
Bailey  and  The  Husde 
Standard’s  success. 

With  all  of  this  being 
said,  this  album  is  one  to 
be  considered  by  people 
looking  for  motivating 
music  to  exercise  with. 
Other  than  that,  I  couldn’t 
see  myself,  or  many  other 
people  simply  playing  this 
music  when  they’re  trying 
to  relax,  or  enjoy  in  their 
headphones  during  their 
commute. 

With  the  combina¬ 
tion  of  generic  lyrics,  an 
ear-scratching  voice,  and 
an  overall  generic  sound 
shared  on  all  of  its  tracks,  I 
wouldn’t  recommend  this 
album  to  anyone.

Recently,  one  of  our  own 
Courier  staff  members 
attempted  to  talk  to  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  President 
Robert  Breuder  about 
his  upcoming  retirement 
in  March  2016.  We  say 
“attempted”  because  after 
exchanging  pleasant  con¬ 
versation  for  a  few  min¬ 
utes,  she  was  immediately 
shut  down  and  faced  with 
the  dreaded  “no  comment” 
upon  mentioning  the 
buyout. 

You  may  be  thinking 
that  this  response  is 
justified,  and  in  theory,  it 
is.  Breuder  has  as  much  of 
a  right  to  plead  the  fifth 
as  the  next  person,  and 
besides,  haven’t  we  talked 
about  the  buyout  enough 
already?  The  Breuder 
controversy  has  been  the 
focus  of  countless  articles, 
ranging  from  the  Courier 
to  suburban  newspapers 
to  the  front  page  of  the 
Chicago  Tribune.  Surely 
everyone  has  had  more 
than  their  share  of  voice  in 
the  matter.  That  is,  every¬ 
one  but  Breuder  himself. 

Students,  faculty,  com¬ 
munity  members,  and  the 
press  have  all  thoroughly 
discussed  the  buyout. 
Breuder  hasn’t  said  a  word. 
It’s  likely  that  a  team  of 
advisers  has  told  him  to 
stay  quiet,  as  every  crime- 
show  lawyer  does  with 
their  guilty  client.  He’s

hurting  himself.  He  could 
have  eased  into  talking  to 
the  press  by  starting  on  the 
college  level,  which  would 
be  a  much  better  approach 
for  him  than  diving  head 
first  into  a  massive  press 
conference  with  almost 
every  major  publication 
in  Chicagoland.  Instead, 
he  hides  in  his  office  and 
avoids  his  responsibility  to 
the  students.  Breuder  can’t 
ignore  the  reality  of  his 
situation  forever,  and  when 
he  finally  realizes  that,  we 
will  be  here,  waiting  for 
the  answers  we  deserve. 


shutting  up  and  staying 
away  from  the  press  as 
much  as  possible  to  keep 
from  damaging  his  repu¬ 
tation  any  further.  We  get 
it.  But  he’s  still  a  full  year 
away  from  retirement.  He 
has  to  speak  up  at  some 
point,  if  only  because  there 
are  issues  that  truly  need  to 
be  addressed. 

Perhaps  Breuder  is 
keeping  quiet  because  he 
knows  he  doesn’t  have 
answers  anyway.  What 
would  he  say,  for  instance, 
if  asked  what  he  regrets  as 
president?  Would  he  regret 
sending  former  Governor 
Pat  Quinn  a  contentious 
email  asking  the  state  for 
$20  million  dollars  to  build 
the  Teaching  and  Learning 
Center?  Would  he  regret 
spending  school  funding 
on  expensive  dinners  with 
the  Board  ofTrustees  at 
Waterleaf  restaurant  over 
winter  break?  And  what 
would  he  say  if  asked 
about  why  our  full  time 
faculty  had  completely  no 
confidence  in  his  abilities 
as  a  president?  It  certainly 
says  something  that  the 
highest  paid  community 
college  faculty  in  the  state 
feels  so  strongly  against 
their  school’s  president.  If 


asked  any  of  these  ques¬ 
tions,  could  he  admit  to  his 
flaws,  or  would  he  simply 
hide  behind  his  pride? 

By  staying  silent,  it’s 
easy  to  infer  the  answer 
to  that  question.  In  which 
case,  Breuder ’s  tactic  of 
“shut  up  and  sit  down”  is 
actually  backfiring  on  him. 
At  this  point,  it’s  pretty 
clear  that  Breuder  won’t  be 
able  to  get  himself  out  of 
hot  water.  He  can,  how¬ 


ever,  turn  down  the  flame 
and  own  up  to  his  actions, 
preferably  by  speaking  to 
his  college’s  own  student 
newspaper.  We  may  be  bi¬ 
ased  in  our  own  favor,  but 
it  truly  does  make  sense. 
If  he  talks  to  anyone,  it 
should  be  COD  students.

What's  important  to  note  Waterleaf  scandal

On  Sun.  March  8,  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  graced  the 
front  page  of  the  Chicago 
Tribune  with  yet  another 
statewide  scandal.  The 
article  dug  deep  into  costs 
spent  by  top-level  admin¬ 
istrators,  particularly  those 
of  President  Dr.  Robert 
L.  Breuder,  at  Waterleaf, 
COD’s  five  star  restaurant. 

It  was  highlighted 
that  checks  collected  by 
the  president  and  senior 
managers  have  totaled  over 
$190,000  and  have  been 
picked  up  by  the  college, 
using  what  is  understood 
to  be  taxpayer  money. 
While  many  of  these  pur¬ 
chases  were  spent  on  meals 
and  parties,  a  large  amount 
was  spent  on  pricy  alcohol, 
some  noted  to  be  for  board 


members  at  pre-board¬ 
meeting  parties. 

Along  with  these  accu¬ 
sations  it  was  revealed  that 
Waterleaf  has  lost  over  $2 
million  since  it’s  opening 
in  2011. 

I  think  we  can  all  agree 
that  some  changes  are 
needed.  While  many 
college  employees  may 
disagree,  I  believe  that  Wa¬ 
terleaf  is  an  important  re¬ 
source  for  students  to  have 
on  campus.  Its  spotlighted 
faults  weigh  heavily  on  it’s 
mishandlings  by  the  col¬ 
lege’s  administration.  The 
restaurant  may  be  in  the 
red,  but  an  educational  es¬ 
tablishment’s  first  priority 
should  not  be  its  revenue. 
Waterleaf  would  be  better 
served  as  a  completely 


student-run  organization 
focused  on  giving  hospi¬ 
tality  and  culinary  majors 
the  best  possible  hands-on 
experience. 

The  Tribune  article 
speaks  of  the  fact  that 
Waterleaf  is  said  to  be  a 
facility  built  for  educa¬ 
tional  purposes,  but  only 
allows  student  access  over 
the  course  of  two  classes. 
While  it  is  implied  that 
students  get  the  first  hand 
restaurant  experience  when 
pursuing  a  hospitality  or 
culinary  degree,  the  reality 
is  that  students  are  only 
working  the  restaurant 
two  days  a  week,  Mon.  and 
Tues.,when  there  is  little 
to  no  traffic. 

As  a  student  who  has 
taken  one  hospitality  class 


at  the  college,  I  cannot 
speak  with  extensive  first 
hand  knowledge,  but  I  can 
say  that  the  Waterleaf  ex¬ 
perience  is  highly  stressed. 
The  program’s  coursework 
depends  on  in-house  ex¬ 
perience  in  both  Waterleaf 
and  Wheat  Cafe,  each 
of  which  the  Culinary 
and  Hospitality  Center  is 
proud  to  include.  Having  a 
five  star  dining  experience 
for  students  to  operate, 
even  in  small  stretches, 
gives  all  in  the  culinary  and 
hospitality  departments 
a  hand  up  over  students 
elsewhere  with  no  behind 
the  scenes  experience. 

The  problem  is  this 
learning  resource  is  being 
misused  by  those  higher 
up  on  campus.  Could  this 


be  partially  to  blame  for 
the  major  financial  loss  of 
the  restaurant?  Maybe,  but 
what  really  sticks  out  as 
a  problem  to  me  is  those 
making  the  college’s  most 
public  decisions  are  having 
parties,  alcohol  included, 
before  they  head  to  work. 

The  checks  racked  up 
by  college  employees  are 
hard  to  defend  but  I’m 
going  to  let  Breuder  off 
the  hook  for  this  one. 
Another  finger  has  been 
pointed  at  our  recendy 
villainized  president,  but 
in  this  case  he  is  just  one 
of  many  committing  the 
same  offense.  Yes,  his  bills 
are  the  lengthiest  at  Wa¬ 
terleaf,  and  putting  those 
expenses  on  the  college 
is  a  bogus  move,  but  this 


fault  is  on  the  college’s 
hands  because  they  have 
continuously  encouraged 
the  behavior  by  paying  off 
each  tab. 

The  only  thing  we  know 
for  sure  is  the  future  of 
Waterleaf  looks  shaky. 
Media  focus  is  bound  to 
stay  on  the  administration’s 
heels,  hoping  to  expose 
mote  behind-closed-doors 
meal  deals.  As  students,  it 
is  important  to  focus  on 
the  establishment’s  pur¬ 
pose.  This  is  a  place  mainly 
provided  for  our  learning 
experience.  There  may  be 
nothing  we  can  do  about 
the  financial  deficit,  but  we 
can  voice  our  opinion  on 
the  restaurants’  benefit  to 
our  educations.

Candidates  talk  improvements  for  students  at  forum

College  of  DuPage’s  ad¬ 
junct  association  hosted  a 
trustee  candidate  forum 
March  11  in  the  Turner 
Conference  Center.  The 
forum  featured  all  twelve 
candidates  vying  for  three 
seats  on  the  board  of  trust¬ 
ees. 

The  event  featured  the 
candidates  taking  questions 
from  the  audience  and  pro¬ 
viding  opening  and  closing 
statements.  Many  ques¬ 
tions  discussed  the  college 
students,  faculty  and  the 
recent  severance  package 
of  college  President  Robert 
Breuder,  who  was  in  atten¬ 
dance. 

The  candidates  expressed 
their  hopes  for  COD  in  the 
future  and  were  quick  to 
that  CODAA  for  hosting 
the  event. 

When  asked  about  Pres¬ 
ident  Breuder  and  his  sev¬ 
erance  package,  almost 
all  the  candidates  were  in 
agreement  that  Breuder 
was  wrong  to  accept  the 
package. 

Former  board  Chairman 
David  Carlin,  however,  de¬ 
fended  Breuder,  saying  the 
president  had  helped  the 
college. 

“I  find  it  disappointing 
that  any  one  candidate 
would  single  out  any  col¬ 
lege  employee,  especially 
one  that  is  sitting  in  the 
room,”  Carlin  said.  “This 


college  became  what  it 
is  because  of  the  contri¬ 
butions  of  people  in  the 
room.” 

Though  many  of  the 
questions  stemmed  from 
recent  college  events  mak¬ 
ing  headlines,  some  ques¬ 
tions  at  the  forum  ad¬ 
dressed  student  issues.  The 
candidates  each  had  10 
seconds  to  answer,  “What 
improvements  they  would 
like  to  make  for  students?” 

Incumbent  candidate 
Kim  Savage  wanted  to  en¬ 
sure  students  were  success¬ 
ful. 

“I  want  to  increase  the 
number  of  completions,” 
Savage  said. 

Dan  Bailey  aimed  for 
changes  in  student  services 
like  counseling. 

“I  want  to  increase  the 
number  of  counselors  and 
decrease  student  debt, 
Bailey  said. 

Pihos  also  wanted  to  see 
changes  in  student  services. 

“[I  want  to]  make  sure 
all  the  necessary  support 
services  are  in  place  so  stu¬ 
dents  can  accomplish  their 
goals,”  Pihos  said. 

Claire  Ball  wanted  to 
make  the  college  more 
transparent. 

“Open  the  books,  clean 
out  the  expenses  and  stop 
paying  on  these  large,  ques¬ 
tionable  things,”  Ball  said. 

Keeping  the  college’s 


money  out  in  the  open  was 
something  that  Bernstein 
was  also  adamant  about. 

“Let’s  stop  the  hemor¬ 
rhaging  of  cash,  so  that  we 
can  keep  tuition  constant, 
and  pay  our  faculty  what 
they  really  deserve  and  get 
more  permanent  faculty,” 
Bernstein  said. 

Incumbent  candidate 
Nancy  Svoboda  expressed 
the  need  to  focus  on 
non-traditional  students. 

“The  retirees  of  our  dis¬ 
trict  really  need  to  get  more 
attention,”  Svoboda  said. 

Carlin  wanted  to  see 
change  inside  the  class¬ 
room. 

“Making  sure  that  when 
students  take  a  class  they 
are  learning  something, 
and  they  can  apply  it  to  the 
workforce,”  Carlin  said. 

Napolitano  also  want¬ 
ed  to  ensure  students  were 
ready  for  the  real  world. 

“I  want  to  work  with 


business  leaders  to  ensure 
that  students  are  either 
four-year  college  ready  or 
career-ready  when  they 
graduate  with  their  associ-  . 
ates,”  Napolitano  said. 

In  the  classroom,  Matt 
Gambs  expressed  the  desire 
for  more  technology. 

Deanne  Mazzochi  want¬ 
ed  to  make  sure  that  stu¬ 
dents  were  not  being  held 
back. 

“I  think  we  need  to  really 
analyze  which  classes  are 
serving  as  bottlenecks  for 
students  which  are  caus¬ 
ing  students  to  not  advance 
and  get  their  associates  de¬ 
gree  or  which  are  causing 
them  to  drop  out,”  Mazzo¬ 
chi  said. 

Joseph  M.  Wozniak,  fa¬ 
ther  of  current  board  mem¬ 
ber  Joseph  C.  Wozniak, 
wanted  to  repair  the  dam¬ 
age  Breuder  had  done. 

“I,  again,  wanted  to  ask 
Dr.  Breuder  not  to  accept 


his  severance  package,” 
Wozniak  said  in  response 
to  how  he  will  make  im¬ 
provements  for  students. 

Roger  Kempa  simply 
wanted  to  help  keep  COD’s 
alumni  connected. 

“I  want  an  alumni  associ¬ 
ation,”  Kempa  said. 

A  group  of  students  who 
attended  the  event  in  sup¬ 
port  of  Sandra  Pihos  felt 
that  the  candidates  had 
their  pros  and  cons. 

Kayla  Lendy,  a  first-year 
sociology  major,  felt  that 
the  way  candidates  present¬ 
ed  themselves  was  pivotal. 

“I’m  impressed  and  dis¬ 
appointed,”  Lendy  said.  “If 
the  candidates  cannot  pres¬ 
ent  themselves  well  here, 
how  can  we  expect  them  to 
represent  the  college  well?” 

Kaylee  Anderson,  a  first- 
year  undecided  major,  said 
that  aside  from  her  support 
for  Pihos,  the  recent  events 
at  the  college  made  her 


want  to  attend  the  forum. 

“We  were  all  in  disbe¬ 
lief  when  we  heard  about 
[the  recent  scandals],”  An¬ 
derson  said.  “I  think  we 
just  wanted  to  see  how  we 
could  make  a  change.” 

The  candidates  running 
for  April  7  election  are: 
Dan  Bailey  of  Wheaton, 
Claire  Ball  of  Addison,  for¬ 
mer  Trustee  David  Carlin 
of  Naperville,  Roger  Kem¬ 
pa  of  Darien,  Matt  Gambs 
of  Naperville,  Sandra  Pi¬ 
hos  of  Glen  Ellyn,  Joseph 
M.  Wozniak  of  Naperville, 
incumbent  Nancy  Svoboda 
of  Downers  Grove,  incum¬ 
bent  Kim  Savage  of  Darien, 
Deanne  Mazzochi  of  Elm¬ 
hurst,  Frank  Napolitano  of 
Bloomingdale  and  Charles 
Bernstein  of  Wheaton.

Student  hopefuls  stress  community,  change

Student  hopefuls  stress 
community,  change 

The  six  candidates  run¬ 
ning  for  the  Student  Lead¬ 
ership  Council  expressed 
their  ideas  and  plans  for 
the  College  of  DuPage  in  a 
candidate  forum  March  10. 

The  candidates  for  the 
SLC  elections  are:  Josh 
Clayton  and  Gloria  Roark, 
who  are  running  for  stu¬ 
dent  trustee;  Joe  Stahl  and 
Dana  Nuestro  running 
for  student  president;  and 
Miguel  Hernandez  and 
Denise  Calma  running  for 
student  vice  president. 


The  forum  started  off 
with  45-second  opening 
statements  and  then  went 
into  audience-generated 
questions,  which  candi¬ 
dates  were  given  90  sec¬ 
onds  to  answer. 

Questions  ranged  from 
whether  community  col¬ 
lege  should  be  free  to  how 
candidates  would  help 
students  at  COD.  Each 
candidate  was  given  an 
opportunity  to  answer  the 
questions  and  express  his 
or  her  opinion  on  issues. 

Clayton  believes  there  is 
a  “disconnect  between  the 


Board  of  Trustees  and  oth¬ 
er  parties.” 

Stahl  also  expressed  this 
sentiment. 

“There  is  a  clear  dichoto¬ 
my  between  those  who  are 
involved  and  who  are  not,” 
Stahl  said. 

All  of  the  candidates 
expressed  a  want  to  get 
involved  in  the  college 
community  and  encourage 
students  to  do  the  same. 

Roark  and  Hernandez, 
in  particular,  mentioned 
minorities  were  a  focus  of 
their  campaigns. 

“I  want  to  give  all  stu¬ 


dents  a  voice,”  Roark  said. 

As  for  ideas  to  change 
COD,  the  forum  offered 
the  candidates  a  platform 
to  express  ideas  that  they 
hoped  to  come  to  fruition 
if  elected. 

Calma  wanted  to  see 
clubs  spread  across  the  re¬ 
gional  centers. 

“I  want  to  promote  clubs 
through  the  regional  cen¬ 
ters,”  Calma  said. 

Creating  a  community, 
was  also  a  hot  topic  that 
candidates  discussed  and 
hoped  for. 

Nuestro  stressed  that  if 


elected  vice  president  she 
would  aim  to  be  a  commu¬ 
nicator  for  students. 

“We  are  supposed  to  be 
the  voice  of  our  students,” 
Nuestro  said. 

Daniel  Hernandez,  who 
has  no  relation  to  Miguel 
Hernandez,  the  public  re¬ 
lations  officer  for  Latino 
Ethnic  Awareness  club  and 
a  student  at  COD,  attend¬ 
ed  the  forum  to  find  out 
the  ideas  of  the  candidates 
he  had  seen  on  the  posters 
in  the  hallways. 

“It  was  pretty  interesting 
seeing  their  point  of  views 


and  knowing  who  they  are 
not  just  their  picture,"  Her¬ 
nandez  said. 

After  hearing  their  point 
of  views,  Hernandez  ex¬ 
plained  that  he  was  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  candi¬ 
dates. 

“They  were  very  pre¬ 
pared,”  Hernandez  said. 

Elections  will  be  held 
on  March  17  and  18  via 
ChapLife.  Students  should 
check  their  student  email 
accounts  for  information 
on  how  to  access  the  ballot.

'Defying  Gravity'  keeps  main  points  grounded

The  dramatic  comedy 
“Defying  Gravity”  has 
made  its  way  to  the  MAC 
Studio  Theater  as  one  of 
this  year’s  student  produc¬ 
tions.  The  play,  written  by 
Jane  Anderson,  explores 
the  1986  Space  Shut¬ 
tle  Challenger  disaster 
through  two  main  charac¬ 
ters,  Teacher  and  Eliza¬ 
beth.  Playgoers  witness 
the  grieving  of  Elizabeth, 
Teacher’s  daughter,  as  well 
as  the  effect  on  those  who 
witnessed  the  tragedy  over 


a  20-year  span. 

The  show  focuses  on 
providing  multiple  per¬ 
spectives  and  does  that 
well  with  the  explanation 
from  both  Teacher  and 
Elizabeth.  Elizabeth  shows 
the  view  of  an  innocent 
child.  Her  dialogues 
include  naive  remarks  and, 
although  played  by  an 
adult,  capture  the  image  of 
a  5-year-old  with  little  clue 
as  to  what  is  happening. 

Although  the  play 
sounds  heart  wrenching 


and  dramatic,  it  aims  to 
show  that  over  the  course 
of  history,  humans  have 
aimed  to  break  the  bound¬ 
aries  of  normal  thinking, 
or  “defy  gravity.” 

The  biggest  shock  of 
the  script  may  be  the 
attempt  to  compare  the 
life  of  Claude  Monet  to 
the  Challenger  tragedy. 
This  is  done  by  comparing 
his  passion  for  art  with 
the  passion  of  exploring 
the  universe  beyond  the 
confines  of  earth.  There  are 


already  plenty  of  angles  in 
the  production,  and  adding 
Monet’s  ghost  just  gives 
yet  another  perspective, 
which  is  definitely  the 
most  unexpected. 

The  show  has  a  lot 
going  on.  Some  attempts 
at  incorporating  multiple 
time  periods  and  char¬ 
acters  get  messy,  but  the 
script  is  written  in  a  way 
that  makes  following  each 
twist  easier  than  expected. 
Each  unexpected  link  that 
comes  up  connects  to  the 


main  storyline  in  a  way 
that  helps  the  show,  so  jam 
packed  with  information, 
still  make  complete  sense. 

As  the  study  guide  for 
the  program  notes,  the 
most  important  thing  is 
not  to  focus  on  just  one 
emotion  or  point  that  the 
play  projects.  The  script 
is  filled  with  hints  and 
questions,  giving  the  pro¬ 
duction  a  say  on  not  only 
traveling  to  space,  but  art, 
life,  death  and  religion.

Lamar  soars  in  'To  Pimp

After  confusion  over 
the  exact  release  date 
and  a  pre-order  mishap 
where  fans  received  the 
full  album  early,  Kend¬ 
rick  Lamar’s  “To  Pimp 
A  Butterfly”  was  put  out 
into  the  world  on  Monday. 
The  album  was  heavily 
anticipated  as  Lamar  has 
maintained  a  cult-like 
following  since  his  2012 
critically  acclaimed  release 
“good  kid,  m.A.A.d  city.” 

When  I  first  begun  to 
listen  to  this  album,  I  was

disappointed.  I  felt  that  I 
had  waited  three  years  for 
16  songs  that  sounded  like 
an  old  jazz  cd  my  father 
might  play.  I  thought  to 
myself  that  while  Lamar 
was  likely  saying  some¬ 
thing  important  in  the 
songs,  it  just  did  not  sound 
like  anything  else  I  was 
used  to  when  listening  to 
rap  music.  However  after 
listening  to  the  album  a 
the  second  time,  I  came 
to  my  senses.  I  realized 
that  the  album  was  not 


meant  to  be  something  to 
be  played  at  a  nightclub  or 
played  on  the  radio  during 
rush  hour,  it  was  meant  to 
be  statement  and  call  to 
action.lt  told  the  tale  of 
one  black  man  who  was 
able  to  rise  above  the  ha¬ 
tred  within  his  community 
only  to  see  that  there  was 
even  more  hatred  outside 
of  it.  “To  Pimp  A  Butter¬ 
fly”  is  a  musical  attempt 
to  stress  unity  and  love  in 
society. 

In  order  to  properly 
convey  his  message  Lamar 
uses  metaphors,  skits, 
music,  and  stellar  produc¬ 
tion  that  all  come  together 
to  birth  a  cohesive  body  of 
work. 

The  album  starts  with  a 
dreamy  sample  in  “Wes¬ 
ley’s  Theory,”  before  Lamar 
screams  “hit  me,”  and  a 
funky  Flying  Lotus  beat 


drops.  Lamar  raps  about 
how  badly  he  wanted  fame 
and  how  now  that  he  has  it 
feels  like  a  girl  that  he  just 
wanted  to  sleep  with  but 
not  really  love. 

The  second  song  on  the 
album,  is  a  brief  interlude 
titled  “For  Free?”.  Ken¬ 
drick  emotionally  raps 
about  America  and  the 
black  race.  “Oh  America, 

I  picked  the  cotton  that 
made  you  rich,”  Lamar 
shouts  on  the  interlude. 

Part  of  what  makes 
Lamar’s  message  so  easy  to 
listen  to  is  how  vulnerable 
he  makes  himself.  On  “u”, 
he  openly  talks  about  his 
self-hatred  and  the  guilt  he 
has  from  making  it  from 
a  place  that  is  so  broken. 
Lamar  shouts  that  “loving 
you  is  complicated,”  as  he 
makes  a  massive  realiza¬ 
tion:  even  with  fame  does 


not  come  full  self-accep¬ 
tance. 

It  is  not  until  five  songs 
later  on  “How  Much  Can 
A  Dollar  Cost,”  when  La¬ 
mar  has  an  encounter  with 
God  himself  that  he  fully 
accepts  his  calling  as  Gen¬ 
eration  X’s  most  influential 
socially  conscious  rapper. 

Finding  his  true  calling, 
Lamar  is  now  able  to  ex¬ 
press  what  he  wants  to  see. 
On  “i”,  Lamar  passionately 
raps  to  encourage  listen¬ 
ers  to  love  themselves. 

On  “Blacker  the  Berry,” 
Lamar  asks  the  black  com¬ 
munity  to  unite  and  end 
gang  violence. 

As  the  12-minute  long 
album  closer  “Mortal  Man” 
begins  to  play  Lamar  has 
truly  identified  his  path. 

He  recites  a  poem  to  a 
ghost  of  Tupac  Shakur  in 
which  he  finally  realizes 


“Defying  Gravity”  is  that 
with  so  many  points  and 
perspectives,  it’s  almost 
impossible  for  everyone  to 
leave  the  theater  with  the 
same  message.  The  pro¬ 
duction  will  speak  to  each 
viewer  individually,  rather 
than  having  an  audience 
who  takes  away  one  main 
point. 

The  College  of  DuPage 
production,  directed  by 
Bryan  Burke,  will  continue 
through  March  22.

what  the  journey  of  fame 
has  taught  him.  “It  made 
me  wanna  go  back  to  the 
city  and  tell  the  homies 
what  I  learned:  respect.” 

Lamar  ends  with  a  poem 
in  which  he  argues  that 
his  ability  to  transform  his 
weaknesses  into  talents  and 
rap  so  eloquently  about  the 
issues  that  face  communi¬ 
ties  like  Compton, Califor¬ 
nia  make  him  the  perfect 
candidate  to  fulfill  Shakur 's 
destiny  of  helping  youth  in 
the  ghetto.  When  Lamar 
asks  Shakur  what  he  thinks 
of  this  Shakur  is  unable  to 
reply  as  Lamar  cries  out, 
“Pac,Pac,Pac?” 

While  TuPac  left  La¬ 
mar’s  question  unanswered, 
there  is  no  question  that 
“To  Pimp  A  Butterfly”  is 
the  best  rap  album  of  2015 
so  far.

A  chat  with  Mike  Birbiglia 

Comedian  changes  things  up  on  tour  and 
works  on  upcoming  projects 

Comedian  Mike  Birbiglia  entertained  his  fans  at  College  of DuPage  on  March 
13.  Birbiglia  performed  his  routine ,  “ Thank  God for  Jokes,"  twice  on  the  MAC 
stage.  Courier  Sports  Editor  James  Kay  talked  with  Birbiglia  between  shows  to 
gain  insights  on  the  comedians  tour  plans,  future  projects  and  writing  inspiration.

James  Kay:  How  have  you 
enjoyed  the  tour  so  far? 

Mike  Birbiglia:  The  tour  has 
been  wild.  It’s  been  the  most 
cities  I  have  ever  done;  it’s  100 
cities.  My  previous  tour,  “My 
Girlfriend’s  Boyfriend,”  was  70 
cities.  It’s  been  amazing  and, 
you  know,  I’ve  been  to  places 
I’ve  never  been.  Glen  Ellyn  is 
one...  In  December  alone  I 
went  to  thirteen  cities  in  Cal¬ 
ifornia.  .  .which  I  didn’t  know 
that  there  were  (laughs).  It’s 
been  great. 

JK:  Besides  Texas,  where  is 
the  worst  place  you  have  ever 
performed? 

MB:  (Laughs)  I  don’t  hate 
Texas. .  .empirically,  I  like 
Austin.  No,  I’m  pretty  good 
with  Texas.  I  think  I  have  both 
misgivings  about  Florida  and 
Texas.  I  have  a  love-hate  rela¬ 
tionship  with  Florida.  As  I  say 
in  my  show. . .  that  show  in  Jack¬ 
sonville  is  very  indicative  of  my 
relationship  with  Florida.  But, 
no  it’s  interesting  in  all  parts  of 
the  country  now.  I  think  because 
of  the  Internet  and  cable  TV, 
there’s  pockets  of  people  who 
are  comedy  nerds  everywhere... 
and  there  are  pockets  of  people 
who  don’t  like  me  (laughs). 
Those  pockets  are  bigger  those 
are  huge  pockets! 

JK:  What  is  the  best  idea 
Sleepy  Carl  has  ever  told  you? 


MB:  I’ve  been  fighting  Sleepy 
Carl  a  lot  lately  since  I’m  writ¬ 
ing  my  next  movie  right  now, 
and  I  find  that  I  write  best.  It’s 
not  out  of  a  page  of  “My  Girl¬ 
friend’s  Boyfriend,”  which  a  lot 
of  people  think,  but  I’m  writing 
an  entirely  different  movie. 

JK:  Is  that  “Digging  for 
Fire”? 

MB:  No,  I’m  in  that.  That 
comes  out  in  August. .  .it’s  a  Joe 
Swanberg  movie.  I’m  in  “Train 
Wreck”  which  comes  out  in 
July  and  I’m  in  “Orange  is  the 
New  Black”  which  comes  out  in 
June.  The  next  movie  that  I’m 
writing  is  a  secret,  and  I’m  not 
talking  about  it  much.  But  I  am 
hoping  to  shoot  it  this  summer. 
I’ve  been  waking  up  very  early 
to  write  because  I  find  that  if  I 
write  early  in  the  morning,  it’s 
before  I  fully  woken  up,  and  I 
don’t  have  any  inhibitions.  So 
I’ll  put  anything  on  the  page 
which  I  think  is  sort  of  the  goal; 
that  you’ll  write  things  that  you 
are  afraid  to  write  on  a  page. 

JK:  So  what  do  you  hope  to 
achieve  for  this  movie? 

MB:  It’s  a  very  different  movie 
without  getting  too  specific. 

It’s  an  ensemble  movie. .  .it’s 
not  autobiographical  at  all,  like 
“Sleepwalk  With  Me,”  so  it’s  a 
very  different  movie.  I  hope,  like 
you  know  with  anything,  you 
hope  to  get  better,  learn  from 


what  you  did,  and  do  what  you 
did  well  again  and  get  better  at 
the  things  you  didn’t  do  as  well. 

JK:  In  “Sleepwalk  With  Me” 
you  mentioned  that  you  went 
to  therapy  and  that  you  dealt 
with  depression.  Do  you  use 
comedy  to  deal  with  that? 

MB:  I’m  not  clinically 
depressed,  and  I  don’t  want  to 
minimize  what  other  people  go 
through  because  I’m  not  diag¬ 
nosed  depressive.... To  some  de¬ 
gree  yeah.  I  also  go  to  therapy; 
that’s  really  how  I  would  answer 
that  (laughs).  But,  yeah,  I  think 
comedy  is  at  its  best  when  my 
favorite  comedians  are  opening 
up  and  talking  about  things 
they  are  uncomfortable  with  in 
a  way  they  figure  out  a  way  to 
make  funny.  Therapy  on  its  own 
is  not  funny  (laughs).  I  think  it’s 
unrefined  and  has  punchlines, 
and  doesn’t  have  tags  or  beats 
to  it.  I  think  the  deeper  you  dig 
into  yourself  the  funnier  things 
can  be. 

JK:  I  know  earlier  in  your  life 
you  wanted  to  explore  a  rap 
career.  Have  you  ever  thought 
about  going  back  to  it? 

MB:  I  feel  like  that  ground 
has  been  covered  so  thoroughly. 
I  feel  like  that  if  I  ever  were  to 
be  a  rapper,  it  would  have  been 
along  the  lines  of  what  The 
Lonely  Island  did.  They’ve  done 
it  so  well  that  all  I  can  do  is  just 


get  out  of  the  way.  Those  guys 
are  great. 

JK:  Do  you  ever  change 
your  routine  on  tour  or  do  you 
adjust  it  at  all? 

MB:  Every  show  is  different 
actually  The  ending  of  the  show 
just  now,  I’ve  only  done  that 
ending  three  of  four  times.  It’s 
brand  new. 

JK:  Out  of  how  many  shows? 

MB:  It’s  like  a  hundred  and 
something,  like  120.  When  the 
tour  is  all  said  and  done  it’s 
probably  going  to  be  125  to 
130  shows  in  130  cities  or  so. 
Every  show  is  different,  really 
It  doesn’t  change  a  lot,  there’s 
like  5  percent  of  it  that’s  always 
malleable  and  changing.  Like  I 
said  tonight,  the  ending  is  brand 
new,  and  that  might  not  be 
the  end  six  months  from  now. 

It  might  not  be  the  ending  six 
days  from  now. 

JK:  Do  you  use  your  ability 
with  improv  and  implement  it 
into  your  shows? 

MB:  I’ve  been  trying  that  for 
years.  I’ve  always  loved  improv 
and  stand  up,  and  I’ve  always 
tried  to  merge  those  two.  It’s 
hard  to  do.  It’s  not  the  simplest 
marriage  because  stand  up  is 
really  about  the  words  and  the 
rhythm,  and  improv  is  really 
about  spontaneity  so  merging 
those  two  things  is  sometimes 


hard.  But  yeah,  I  try  to. 

JK:  I’ve  seen  a  lot  of  stand 
up  comedians  in  the  past,  like 
Jerry  Seinfeld,  Chris  Rock  and 
Louie  C.K... 

MB:  Are  those  guys  funny? 

No  (laughs).  End  of  interview 
(laughs). 

JK:  (Laughs)  What  I  have 
noticed  what  is  different  about 
you  though  is  that  you  bring 
some  seriousness  to  your  show, 
like  with  “My  Girlfriend’s  Boy¬ 
friend,”  you  end  the  show  with 
this  statement:  “I  don’t  believe 
in  marriage  but  I  do  believe 
in  Jenny  and  I’ve  given  up  on 
the  idea  of  being  right.”  Did 
anyone  inspire  you  to  put  that 
seriousness  into  your  show? 

MB:  It  had  a  lot  to  do  with 
my  collaborators  and  my  inter¬ 
ests.  I’ve  worked  with  Ira  Glass 
a  lot,  from  “This  American 
Life,”  and  Seth  Barrish  ,  who  is 
an  acclaimed  theater  director  in 
New  York  City.  I  really  want¬ 
ed  to  do  something  that  was 
simultaneously  dramatic  and 
comedic.  With  these  shows,  I 
try  to  sculpt  arcs  for  the  show 
so  that  it  adds  up  to  something, 
hopefully

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Tandemonium'  strikes  in  Cleve  Carney

On  March  5,  Cleve 
Carney  Art  Gallery  un¬ 
veiled  the  five-week-long 
showcase  of  “Carol  Jack- 
son:  Pandemonium.”  Each 
piece  of  the  collection 
pushes  the  boundaries  of 
modern  thinking,  prompt¬ 
ing  gallery  visitors  to  ask 
themselves  the  question: 
are  we  really  free? 

Unlike  many  exhibits 
that  have  called  the  gallery 
home,  Pandemonium 
inspires  viewers  with  a 
wide  variety  of  artwork. 
The  collection  feels 
complete  by  incorporating 
the  underlying  theme  of 
freedom  in  twisted  ways 
that  viewers  may  not  rec¬ 
ognize,  without  knowing 
the  backstory  on  many  of 
the  pieces. 

The  focal  points  of 
the  exhibit  are  large  3D 
shapes  sticking  out  from 
the  walls.  At  a  first  glance, 
they  seem  to  have  no  real 
purpose,  other  than  incor¬ 
porating  different  textiles 
to  create  an  interesting 
texture.  The  photographs 
on  the  sides  showcase 
different,  somewhat 
blurry  images  of  cars  and 
roadways.  What  I  did  not 
know  immediately  is  that 
each  photograph  is  taken 
from  a  traffic  camera, 
implying  that  even  in 
day-to-day  activities  like 
driving,  humans  are  always 
being  watched. 

Upon  turning  around, 
viewers  will  notice  a  wall 
full  of  graphic  scripts 
created  using  pen.  Each 
unique  phrase  is  inspir¬ 
ing  in  itself,  some  filled 
with  humor  and  some 
sentimental.  Each  quote 
gained  even  more  mean¬ 
ing,  as  every  quote  is  one 
of  the  last  words  of  a

Anyone  who  enters 
into  the  gallery,  even  with  * 
an  idea  of  the  message  of 
the  exhibit,  will  leave  with 
questions  and  gut  feelings 
about  the  points  being  ■“* 
made  with  just  the  words 
of  prisoners  and  the  track¬ 
ing  images  of  cars. 

It  is  no  secret  that  Carol 
Jackson  is  unbelievably 
talented  in  many  mediums. 
Someone  walking  by  the 
gallery  could  easily  tell 
without  closely  examining 
her  work.  What  really 
brings  the  exhibit  to  the 
next  level  is  the  contro¬ 
versial  topic  of  freedom, 
sending  each  viewer  into 
a  long  train  of  thought.  I 
know  I  left  with  a  different 
view  on  the  world  around 
me,  even  just  from  spend¬ 
ing  20  minutes  examining 
the  artwork.

Though  the  weather 
has  been  somewhat  of  a 
nuisance  for  them,  the 
Chaparral  baseball  team 
has  started  its  season  off 
with  a  splash  as  they  sport 
a  5-1  record.  Despite  a 
small  sample,  the  team 
has  gotten  it  done  on  all 
aspects  of  the  game.  Head 
Coach  Kevin  Tyrrell  said 
pitching  had  a  lot  to  do 
with  his  team’s  success  in 
their  trip  to  Myrtle  Beach, 

S.C. 

“Our  pitchers  pitched 
really  well,”  said  Tyrrell. 
“When  the  other  teams 
don’t  score  runs,  you  have 
a  really  good  chance  to 
win  every  game  you  play 
in,  and  that’s  what  hap¬ 
pened.” 

COD  started  off  their 
season  with  a  1-0  win 
against  division-one  team 
USC  Salkehatchie.  They 
secured  the  win  with  the 
help  of  brilliant  pitching 
performances  from  Tomas 
Aguilar  and  Steve  Wal¬ 
drop  who  combined  for 
a  4-hit  shutout.  The  only 
run  produced  from  both 
sides  came  in  the  second 


inning  from  Chaparral 
outfielder  Elias  Perez’s 
sacrifice  fly. 

The  second  game  of  the 
doubleheader  they  played 
against  USC  Salkehatchie 
also  went  in  their  favor. 
Wyatt  Trautwein  started 
on  the  bump  for  COD  and 
threw  three  strong  innings 
before  Dane  Zarnowski, 
and  Austin  Kapusinsk 
relieved  him  the  rest  of  the 
way.  COD’s  offense  didn’t 
start  to  click  until  the  end 
of  regulation.  They  drove 
in  three  runs  in  the  top 
of  the  eighth  to  put  them 
ahead  4-1.  USC  Salke¬ 
hatchie  couldn’t  come  back 
as  Kapusinsk  shut  them 
down  in  the  bottom  half 
of  the  eighth  to  record  his 
first  win  of  the  season  and 
COD’s  second  win  of  the 
day.  Leadoff  hitter,  Brian 
Taheri,  led  the  offense  with 
two  extra  base  hits  and 
knocked  in  one  of  COD’s 
four  runs. 

The  offense  kept  their 
bats  alive  as  COD  slugged 
their  way  past  Western 
Technical  College  in  a 


10-2  win.  Perez  and  Taheri 
together  went  6-8,  scored 
three  runs,  and  drove  in 
five  runs  for  the  Chapar¬ 
rals.  Jason  Adams  went 
deep  into  the  game  going 
5.1  innings  before  being 
yanked.  Adams  allowed 
two  runs  and  struck  out 
two  hitters  before  his  day 
was  over. 

Their  winning  streak 
ended  with  an  ugly  loss 
against  Brunswick  Com¬ 
munity  College  who 
slaughtered  them  13-0. 
Tyrrell  blames  the  incon¬ 
sistent  pitching  for  the  loss 
saying  that  they  “weren’t 
throwing  strikes”  and 
“didn’t  do  a  good  job  that 
day. ’’The  team  didn’t  do 
so  hot  at  the  plate  either 
as  they  combined  for  only 
two  hits  in  the  five  innings 
they  played. 

The  rest  of  the  trip  was  a 
breeze  for  the  Chaparrals, 
as  they  outscored  their 
opponents  17-1  in  their 
last  two  games  in  South 
Carolina.  Jimmy  Mc¬ 
Donald  pitched  six  strong 
innings  and  tallied  four 
strikeouts  while  only  sur¬ 


rendering  one  walk  in  an 
8-0  win  against  Western 
Technical  College.  Doran 
Blake  went  3-4  with  three 
RBIs,  two  extra  base  hits 
and  scored  two  runs  during 
the  win.  They  won  their 
last  game  9-1  behind 
sophomore  pitcher  Mike 
Hanson  who  struck  out 
six  hitters  in  4  2/3  innings 
pitched.  Hanson  also  went 
1-2  with  2  RBIs  and  a  run 
scored. 

There  wasn’t  much  more 
Tyrrell  could  have  asked 
for  from  his  team  so  far  in 
the  season  and  they  even 
surprised  him  with  their 
early  success. 

“I  would  say  I  overesti¬ 
mated  [the  competition 
they  faced]  a  bit  but  I  also 
underestimated  how  sharp 
we  would  be  coming  out,” 
said  Tyrrell.  “The  first  two 
games  we  played  were 
against  a  division-one 
USC  Salkehatchie  team, 
a  team  that  had  already 
played  11  games  in  South 
Carolina.  They  are  a  pretty 
good  team  but  we  just 
played  better  than  they 
did.” 

After  they  left  South 
Carolina  with  a  5-1  record 
they  were  scheduled  to 
play  in  Southern  Illinois 
but  were  unable  to  due  to 
bad  weather  conditions. 
Still,  Tyrrell  liked  what  he 
saw  on  the  field  in  South 
Carolina. 

“We  stepped  up  and 
everybody  was  in  every 
play  in  every  game,  even  in 
the  dugout,”  said  Tyrrell. 

“It  was  awesome.”

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High  expectations  for  track  and  field

As  the  snow  melts  and 
the  temperature  rises, 
it  becomes  time  for  the 
outdoor  season  of  track 
and  field.  Here  at  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage,  there  are 
many  prospective  student 
athletes  that  are  either 
on  their  way  or  already 
qualify  for  the  national 
championships  in  May. 

“We  had  several  kids 
qualify  for  the  outdoor 
nationals  already,  which 
is  nice,”  said  Head  Coach 
Matt  Wilhite.  “Then  a 
couple  others  that  are 
literally  knocking  on  the 
door  they  are  so  close.  We 
have  one  girl,  Raven  Kelly, 
who  was  ranked  in  the 
top  five  in  two  events  in 
throwing.  We’re  excited  to 
see  her  try  to  go  after  top 
replacement  in  a  couple  of 
events.” 

There  are  two  different 
throwing  categories  where 
Raven  competes.  The 
event  where  she  placed 
nationally  indoors  is  called 
the  Weight  Throw.  It  is 
an  indoor  event  where 
a  person  throws  a  heavy 
weight  as  far  as  possible. 
Raven  threw  the  weight 
17.07  meters  to  become 


the  third  ranked  weight 
thrower  nationally  at  the 
junior  college  level. 

The  other  event  is  called 
the  hammer  throw.  This  is 
where  a  person  throws  a 
hammer  for  distance  while 
staying  in  a  confined  circle. 
She  plans  to  break  her  per¬ 
sonal  record  of  47  meters 
and  reach  55  meters  by  the 
end  of  the  season. 

Raven  has  high  expecta¬ 
tions  for  both  herself  and 
her  team  in  the  outdoor 
season. 

“I  expect  a  lot  of  my 
team  to  go  to  nationals  and 
place,”  Raven  said.  “I  see 
everyone  during  practice 
and  I  know  we  have  it, 
we  just  have  to  put  it  out 
there.” 

Wilhite  sees  the  team  in 
the  same  light. 

“Attitudes  and  work  ethic 
have  become  a  lot  stronger 
and  a  little  more  dedicat¬ 
ed,”  Wilhite  said.  “We  had 
some  very  talented  athletes 
last  year,  but  I  think  that 
this  year  if  we  get  the  most 
out  of  all  of  our  athletes, 
we  will  have  an  even 
stronger  team  performance 
wise.” 

When  looking  at  athletes 


who  stand  out  and  lead  the 
team,  Wilhite  saw  Kather¬ 
ine  Villa  on  the  girls’  side 
and  Eric  Greenwell  on  the 
guys.  Villa  runs  400-meter 
hurdles  and  Greenwell 
runs  both  the  800-meter 
and  1500-meter.  Both  have 
seen  the  national  champi¬ 
onships  in  the  past. 

Villa  and  Greenwell  have 
higher  expectations  for 
themselves  for  the  upcom¬ 
ing  season. 

“I  want  to  go  to  nationals 
and  keep  dropping  time,” 
Greenwell  said.  “In  the 
800-meter,  my  best  time 
is  58  seconds,  and  in  the 
1500-meter  it’s  4:13.  I’ll 
be  close  to  below  four 
minutes  this  year.” 

Villa  has  similar  expecta¬ 
tions  for  herself,  striving  to 
push  even  further. 

“I  hope  to  go  below  60 
seconds  in  the  400-meter 
hurdles,  and  I’m  looking 
forward  to  go  and  place  in 
nationals,”  Villa  said.  She 
went  to  nationals  last  year, 
but  this  year  she  expects  to 
place  there. 

Over  the  next  two 
months,  there  will  be 
four  more  meets  until  the 
regional  championships 


on  April  24.  The  most  sig¬ 
nificant  one  of  the  four  is 
the  Chicagoland  Outdoor 
Championships,  which  will 
be  hosted  at  COD.  Every 
college  within  90  miles  of 
Chicago  is  invited,  which 
gives  the  potential  of  30 
different  colleges  to  be 
competing  in  the  event. 

“There  are  usually 
anywhere  from  20  to  25 
schools,  and  you’re  running 
against  NCAA  division  I 
athletes  to  division  III,  to 
junior  colleges  and  NAIA. 
So  you’re  going  to  see  kids 
at  all  levels,  scholarship 
and  non-scholarship,”  said 
Wilhite. 

This  will  be  held  on 
April  10  and  11,  and  ev¬ 
eryone  is  welcome  to  come 
and  cheer  on  our  athletes. 
Before  this  meet,  the  team 
will  be  competing  in  the 
Viking  Olympics  at  Au- 
gustana  College  on  March 
27  and  28.  The  First 
Chance  Meet  at  Wheaton 
College  on  April  2.  After 
this  meet,  the  Cougar 
Invitational  will  be  held  at 
Concordia  University  on 
April  18  then  the  Regional 
Championships.

Birbiglia  shows  off  comedy  at  the  MAC

One  of  the  biggest  cur¬ 
rent  comedians  to  hit  the 
McAninch  Arts  Center 
stage,  Mike  Birbiglia  per¬ 
formed  his  show  “Thank 
God  for  Jokes”  twice  in 
one  night  at  the  Belushi 
Performance  Hall.  Al¬ 
though  successful  in  cap¬ 
turing  most  of  the  crowd 
in  a  fury  of  laughter,  I  sat 
in  the  middle  finding  close 
to  half  of  his  material  hu¬ 
morous.  I  would  describe 
his  humor  more  main¬ 
stream  than  awkwardly 
relatable,  contrary  from  his 
previous  material  I’ve  seen 
in  his  stand-up  specials 
and  his  book  “Sleepwalk 
With  Me.” 

Birbiglia’s  opening  act 
was  Jon  Fisch,  a  comedian 


who  previously  appeared 
on  “The  Late  Show  with 
David  Letterman.”His 
comedy  fed  off  of  the  fact 
that  he  doesn’t  look  like  a 
guy  who  has  kids  or  a  girl¬ 
friend.  To  no  one’s  surprise, 
he  doesn’t  have  either.  The 
crowd  didn’t  seem  familiar 
with  him  or  his  act,  but 
was  willing  to  give  him  a 
chance. 

He  was  surprisingly 
funny  when  talking  about 
his  dating  experiences  in 
both  online  and  face-to- 
face  relations.  Throughout 
his  performance,  he  was 
able  to  pace  his  routine 
smoothly  and  with  preci¬ 
sion. 

It  was  obvious  that  he 
had  been  doing  comedy 
for  a  while,  because  of  his 
impeccable  timing  and 
his  confidence  on  stage. 


Overall,  his  act  was  well 
done  and  left  me  wanting 
to  see  more.  I  would  more 
than  likely  go  and  see  his 
solo  performance  because 
of  his  routine. 

Birbiglia  was  a  different 
story.  As  soon  as  he  walked 
on  stage,  it  was  obvious 
due  to  the  amount  of 
cheering  that  this  crowd 
had  seen  his  previous 
works,  and  was  excited  for 
the  show.  That’s  almost 
always  a  good  attribute  for 
a  live  performance. 

The  first  part  of  his 
performance  falls  on  his 
politeness,  and  his  com¬ 
parison  between  different 
types  of  polite  and  rude 
people.  He  first  compared 
early  and  late  arriving  peo¬ 
ple.  He  used  himself  and 
his  wife  as  examples,  him¬ 
self  being  the  early  person 


and  his  wife  being  the  late 
person.  It  was  obvious  that 
he  thought  through  his  ar¬ 
gument  thoroughly,  which 
added  humor  to  this  bit. 

Throughout  his  perfor¬ 
mance,  he  showed  off  his 
impeccable  timing  and  his 
well-paced  story  telling. 
Most  of  the  stories  he  told 
were  personal  and  showed 
off  his  humanity  and 
wittiness. 

One  thing  that  I  thought 
was  respectable  was  that 
he  went  out  of  his  way  to 
give  an  innuendo  he  was 
moving  away  from  his 
non-explicit  material  to 
more  explicit  stories,  about 
halfway  through  his  show. 
He  explained  how  he  has 
never  had  an  album  that 
had  an  explicit  label  on 
it,  and  he  was  proud  of 
that.  He  then  explained 


that  he  thought  it  was 
weird,  because  many  of  his 
favorite  comedians  swear 
and  proudly  display  the  ex¬ 
plicit  label,  such  as  George 
Carlin. 

His  more  explicit  mate¬ 
rial  ranged  from  raunchy 
emails,  to  him  swearing 
on  a  Canadian  broadcast 
of  the  Muppets.  This  was 
a  good  change,  because 
compared  to  his  opening 
pieces  this  was  faster  paced 
and  brought  out  his  enthu¬ 
siasm.  I  enjoyed  the  second 
half  more  due  to  that  fact. 

To  end  his  show,  he 
printed  out  Yelp  reviews 
of  his  current  tour,  and 
showed  off  all  of  the 
sensitive  people  who  didn’t 
appreciate  his  brand  of 
humor.  He  then  asked  the 
crowd  to  please  don’t  take 


anything  he  said  that  night 
seriously,  and  that  it  was 
all  a  joke.  I  understand  his 
frustration  with  overly  sen¬ 
sitive  people.  It’s  a  comedy 
show.  People  shouldn’t  be 
taking  it  so  seriously. 

Overall,  the  perfor¬ 
mance  was  well  received 
by  the  crowd.  John  Fisch’s 
charisma  and  stature  made 
the  beginning  of  this  show 
truly  enjoyable.  Birbiglia’s 
pacing  was  on  point,  and 
his  story  telling  made  the 
whole  crowd  roar  in  laugh¬ 
ter.  Although  I  thought 
that  Fisch’s  routine  was 
more  enjoyable,  Birbiglia 
still  had  a  wonderful  per¬ 
formance,  and  I  hope  he 
comes  back  to  the  MAC  in 
the  future.

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Roark,  Stahl,  Hernandez  win  student  elections 

Roark  to  serve  as  first  African-American  student  trustee

When  Gloria  Roark 
found  out  she  was  the  first 
African-American  student 
trustee  at  College  of  DuP- 
age,  she  was  more  than  ec¬ 
static. 

“I  felt  like,  I  did  it,” 
Roark  said. 

Roark,  a  first-year  nurs¬ 
ing  and  African-American 
studies  major,  was  among 
the  three  students  who 
were  elected  during  the 
March  17  and  18  elections 
for  the  Student  Leader¬ 
ship  Council. 

Joe  Stahl,  a  first-year 
computer  science  and 
communications  major, 
was  elected  student  body 
president. 

Miguel  Hernandez,  a 
first-year  political  science 
major,  was  elected  student 
body  vice  president. 

Joshua  Clayton,  Dana 
Nuestro,  and  Denise 


Calma  ran  for  student 
trustee,  president  and  vice 
president,  respectively  but 
lost. 

“People  had  told  me  I 
had  a  pretty  good  chance 
of  winning,”  Stahl  said. 

Hernandez,  who  re¬ 
ceived  the  more  votes  than 
any  other  candidate,  said 
seeing  the  number  of  votes 
he  was  shocking. 

“I  just  want  to  thank 
all  the  people  who  voted 
for  me,”  Hernandez  said. 
“Without  them  I  would 
not  have  been  able  to  win.” 

Now  that  the  campaign 
is  over,  all  three  candidates 
want  to  work  to  ensure  stu¬ 
dents  get  more  involved. 

Stahl  wants  to  focus  on 
letting  students  know  that 
their  voice  matters. 

“I  feel  as  though  if  that 
is  more  high  profile,  it 
will  increase  the  amount 
of  student  involvement,” 
Stahl  said. 

Stahl  also  hopes  to  get 


more  feedback  from  stu¬ 
dents. 

“I  am  a  big  fan  of  evalua¬ 
tion,”  Stahl  said. 

Roark,  who  will  be  work¬ 
ing  direcdy  with  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  hopes  she  can 
be  a  positive  voice  at  the 
the  public  meetings. 

“The  board  meetings 
now  are  centered  around 
negativity,”  Roark  said. 

Roark  will  be  sworn  in  at 
the  next  board  meeting. 

Stahl  hopes  that  his  po¬ 
sition  as  president  will  give 
him  the  opportunity  to  do 
something  he  has  always 
wanted  to  do. 

“I  am  very  grateful  for 
what  this  college  has  done 
for  me,”  Stahl  said.  “  I  see 
this  as  a  way  to  give  back 
and  serve  what  has  done  so 
much  for  me.”

Student  election  turnout  lower  than  previous  year

Even  though  enrollment 
at  COD  is  increasing, 
turnout  for  student  elec¬ 
tions  is  not. 

While  the  College  of 
DuPage  has  almost  30,000 
students,  just  a  little  more 
than  1  percent  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  population  voted  in 
the  March  17  and  18  Stu¬ 
dent  Leadership  Council 
elections. 

338  students  voted  in 
last  week’s  elections,  com¬ 
pared  to  461  votes  counted 
in  last  year’s  election.  The 
number  of  votes  coincide 
with  the  student  life  of¬ 
fice’s  efforts  to  make  vot¬ 


ing  easier  via  ChapLife,  a 
student  online  portal. 

ChapLife  was  only 
released  to  students  a 
week  before  the  elec¬ 
tions  through  a  link  sent 
through  student  email  ac¬ 
counts. 

Stephanie  Quirk,  coor¬ 
dinator  of  student  life,  said 
in  terms  of  technology,  this 
year’s  elections  were  one  of 
the  smoothest. 

“Students  have  to  un¬ 
derstand  that  we  think 
very  hard  and  carefully 
about  decisions,  and  there 
are  reasons  why  we  make 
them,”  Quirk  said.  “There 
were  a  lot  of  reasons  why 
[ChapLife]  was  superior.” 


Rachel  Musselwhite, 
a  second-year  criminal 
justice  major  and  former 
president  of  COD’s  Pride 
Alliance,  said  the  new  sys¬ 
tem  for  the  student  elec¬ 
tion  hurt  the  turnout. 

“I  think  it  added  an  ad¬ 
ditional  barrier  to  voting,” 
Musselwhite  said.  “People 
didn’t  have  a  chance  to  get 
familiar  with  it  before  the 
vote.” 

Quirk  explained  the 
lack  of  involvement  was 
a  “symptom  of  a  bigger 
problem  amongst  stu¬ 
dents.” 

“It  is  a  question  that 
comes  up  pretty  consis¬ 
tently  every  year,”  Quirk 


said.  “Initially  I  was  not 
really  surprised  because 
I  know  where  we  rank  in 
student  interest.” 

The  three  candidates 
who  won  the  elections 
were  happy  to  win  but  dis¬ 
appointed  to  see  that  so 
few  students  had  taken  the 
initiative  to  vote. 

Miguel  Hernandez,  who 
was  elected  vice  president, 
felt  students  were  doing 
themselves  a  disservice. 

“We  are  the  people  that 
are  going  to  be  represent¬ 
ing  them,”  Hernandez 
said.  “If  they  are  not  taking 
the  initiative  and  voting, 
then  their  opinion  is  not 
going  to  be  accurately  rep¬ 


resented.” 

Musselwhite,  however, 
feels  the  low  voter  turnout 
is  bigger  than  the  lack  of 
representation  of  student 
opinions. 

“I  feel  frustrated  about 
it,  considering  we  have  a 
school  of  about  30,000 
students,”  Musselwhite 
said.  “When  less  than  400 
people  vote,  it  is  an  embar¬ 
rassment  to  the  college.” 

Joe  Stahl,  who  was  elect¬ 
ed  president,  did  not  see 
the  low  turnout  as  an  em¬ 
barrassment  but  rather  a 
call  to  action. 

“I  don’t  necessarily  look 
at  this  position  as  an  honor 
but  rather  a  responsibility,” 


Stahl  said. 

Musselwhite,  who  is 
graduating,  hopes  Stahl 
and  the  other  elected  stu¬ 
dent  leaders  will  be  able  to 
engage  the  students  at  the 
school  she  cares  about  so 
much. 

“COD  is  like  a  home  to 
me,”  Musselwhite  said.  “I 
met  a  lot  of  great  people 
and  got  involved  in  a  lot  of 
great  things.  I  want  there 
to  be  more  opportunities 
for  students  to  engage  so 
they  can  get  as  much  out 
of  [COD]  as  I  did.”

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Criticism  of  PR  firm  takes  center  stage  at  board  meeting

In  an  attempt  to  con¬ 
trol  College  of  DuPage’s 
public  image,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  voted  6-1  to  hire 
Chicago-based  public  re¬ 
lations  firm  Res  Publica  at 
its  March  meeting. 

The  March  19  meeting 
was  held  in  the  SSC  atri¬ 
um  and  was  attended  by  a 
large  number  of  communi¬ 
ty  members  stressing  that 
the  trustees  should  rethink 
hiring  the  firm.  Doing 
business  with  the  firm  will 
cost  the  college  $250  per 
hour. 

Glenn  Hansen,  the  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  COD  facul¬ 
ty  association,  spoke  out 
against  hiring  the  firm. 


“Tonight,  you  are  hiring 
them  a  year  too  late,”  Han¬ 
sen  said  “I  seriously  don’t 
think  they  can  protect  you 
from  yourselves.” 

Board  Vice  Chair  Kathy 
Hamilton  also  used  the 
public  comment  section  to 
show  her  disinterest  in  the 
hiring  of  the  firm.  Hamil¬ 
ton  was  the  lone  no  vote. 

Board  Chair  Erin  Birt 
and  Hamilton  argued  back 
and  forth  on  the  issue 
during  the  Board’s  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  item. 

“I  think  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  we  find  our¬ 
selves  in,  it  is  beneficial  for 
the  community  [to  have  a 
PR  firm],  so  we  don’t  have 
those  that  keep  spinning 
things,”  Birt  said. 

Even  though  the  main 


focus  of  the  public  com¬ 
ment  and  board  discussion 
was  not  on  students  di¬ 
rectly,  students  still  found 
a  way  to  enter  the  conver¬ 
sation. 

“We  will  go  back  and 
focus  on  the  reason  we  are 
all  here,  the  students,”  Birt 
said  before  introducing 
Student  Trustee  Omar  Es¬ 
camilla’s  monthly  report. 
Escamilla  presented  three 
students  who  had  received 
high  profile  internships. 

This  meeting  marked 
Escamilla’s  last  full  board 
meeting,  as  his  term  ex¬ 
pires  in  April. 

Miguel  Marino,  former 
vice  president  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Leadership  Council,

The  new  Media  Lab,  lo¬ 
cated  on  the  College  of 
DuPage  library’s  lower 
level,  has  opened  its  doors, 
ready  for  students  to  open 
their  minds  creatively  in 
design,  art,  coding,  audio 
and  video.  With  seemingly 


unlimited  programs,  stu¬ 
dents  can  now  take  their 
creative  instincts  to  the 
next  level,  whether  testing 
out  future  career  options  or 
using  the  software  to  finish 
a  class  project. 

Colin  Koteles,  library 
Web  services  manager,  be¬ 
lieves  the  lab  is  a  valuable 
asset  to  every  kind  of  stu¬ 


dent,  especially  those  who 
aren’t  familiar  with  design. 

“Students  these  days 
need  to  produce  media:  it’s 
not  just  design  students,” 
said  Koteles.  “We  wanted 
to  create  a  place  where  all 
students  could  experiment 
with  the  programs  and 
have  the  tools  that  they 
might  need.” 


The  lab  provides  equip¬ 
ment  for  every  kind  of  cre¬ 
ative  project.  Mac  Pro  Sta¬ 
tions,  iMac  work  stations 
and  scanners  can  be  found 
for  any  kind  of  computer 
editing  or  design  software  a 
student  might  need. 

For  a  digital  canvas,  stu¬ 
dents  can  use  one  of  the 
lab’s  Wacom  Intuos  Pen 


and  Touch  Mediums.  Au¬ 
dio  fans  may  find  the  lab’s 
Avid  MBoxes  useful  for 
recording  and  mixing  per¬ 
formances.  Students  with 
an  interest  in  photography 
can  even  find  and  EOS 
Rebel  T5i  complete  with 
multiple  lenses,  a  micro¬ 
phone  and  tripod.  The  lab’s 
resources  seem  to  be  lim¬ 
itless,  so  every  project,  no 
matter  how  large,  will  be 
able  to  be  completed  suc¬ 
cessfully. 

Another  added  bonus: 
the  library  lab  staff  is  al¬ 
ways  on  hand  and  able  to 
help  with  projects.  Even 
if  you  don’t  know  exacdy 
what  you  are  doing,  there 
will  be  someone  to  help 
you  along  so  your  visual  or 
audio  presentation  comes 
out  just  how  you  imagined 
it. 

Students  can  go  about  us¬ 
ing  the  media  lab  just  like 
they  would  when  renting 
out  a  library  study  room. 
The  only  thing  users  need 
is  a  valid  COD  library  card. 
As  always,  availability  is 
first-come,  first-serve.  Each 
workstation  is  assigned  in 


three-hour  stretches,  but 
can  be  renewed  if  availabil¬ 
ity  allows.  Certain  resourc¬ 
es,  like  imaging  stations 
and  video  editing  suites,  al¬ 
low  for  more  than  one  per¬ 
son  to  be  using  the  station 
at  a  time. 

Proper  library  etiquette 
applies  in  the  lab.  No  food 
and  drink  are  allowed  at  the 
stations.  Lab  users  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  use  headphones 
when  editing  audio  or  sim¬ 
ply  listening  to  music.  The 
library  also  recommends 
users  to  bring  a  flash  drive 
or  another  way  of  saving 
work.  These  are  public  re¬ 
sources,  so  you  won’t  have 
access  to  your  project  after 
time  is  up.

Students  showcase  the  good,  bad  and  lewd 
on  Snapchat  account

Taking  the  term  “work 
hard,  play  hard,”  to  new 
levels,  College  of  DuPage 
students  are  showing  off 
the  good,  bad  and  illegal 
on  a  new  Snapchat  ac¬ 
count  called  COD  Snaps, 
stylized  as  “cod_snaps.” 

After  being  founded 
in  2011,  Snapchat  has 
become  the  most  popular 
photo  messaging  app, 
allowing  users  to  send  or 
post  photos  and  videos 
that  can  be  viewed  for 
a  short  period  of  time. 
When  posted,  these  per¬ 
sonal  moments  are  apdy 
titled  a  user’s  “story.” 

Buzz  surrounding 
COD’s  own  story  started 
a  few  weeks  ago  when 
COD’s  Snapchat  users 
started  sending  the  “cod_ 
snaps”  account  photos  and 
videos.  Content  ranged 
from  students  walking 
through  the  halls  on  cam¬ 
pus,  to  nude  pictures  and 
videos  of  what  appears  to 
be  the  use  of  marijuana. 

One  video  shows  a 
student  using  her  COD 
library  card  to  portion  a 
substance  in  what  appears 
to  be  marijuana. 
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A  photo  posted  on  the 
account  features  a  student 
sharing  a  screenshot  of 
who  they  were  voting  for 
during  student  elections. 

Another  photo  was 
drawn  on  to  show  that  a 
student  was  wondering 
why  foreign  students 
refuse  to  speak  English. 

Some  COD  Snaps 
stories  total  to  more 
than  2,000  seconds  long, 
roughly  half  of  an  hour. 
The  posted  pictures  and 
videos  usually  last  about 
five  to  10  seconds. 

The  tricky  part  about 
COD  Snaps  lies  in  Snap- 
chat’s  fleeting  nature.  All 
videos  and  images  posted 
cannot  be  saved  easily  and 
disappear  after  24  hours. 
There  is  no  way  to  prove 
that  any  of  the  individuals 
on  the  account  are  COD 
students,  or  are  even  of 
legal  age. 

COD  Snaps  has  become 
a  sort  of  urban  legend 
among  students. 

Neha  Chitnis,  a  first- 
year  psychology  major, 
and  Jaycinda  Mayorga, 
a  first-year  radiology 
major,  both  say  that  while 
they  have  not  looked  at 
COD  Snaps  personally, 


they  have  heard  about  it 
around  campus. 

Chitnis  says  she  found 
out  about  the  account  on 
Yik  Yak,  a  social  media 
app  that  allows  users  to 
post  anonymously  on  a 
location  based  discussion 
board. 

“I  know  [explicit  activ¬ 
ity]  goes  on,  but  seeing 
people  actually  do  it  is 
different,”  Chitnis  said. 


Q+A  with  Jenna 
Hampton 

If  anyone  gained  a  sort  of 
celebrity  status from  COD 
Snaps,  it  was  Jenna  Hamp¬ 
ton.  The  first-year  graphic 
design  student  became  a 
local  viral  star  when  she 
began  posting  videos  of 
herself  singing  and  talking 
while  lying  down  in  her  bed. 
Hampton  quickly  gained  a 
following  with  users  posting 
photos  and  videos  discussing 
herself.  Before  she  knew  it, 
the  name  Jenna’ had  become 
synonymous  with  COD 
Snaps.  The  Courier  sat 
down  with  Hampton  to find 
out  what  is  was  like  to  be,  in 
her  words,  ‘COD  famous. ' 


Mayorga  had  similar 
sentiments. 

“There  is  a  time  and 
place  for  everything,” 
Mayorga  said. 

The  owner  of  the  ac¬ 
count,  referred  to  as  the 
moderator,  has  not  yet 
been  revealed. 

There  is  a  sort  of  elusive¬ 
ness  that  comes  with  the 
moderator.  The  individual 
occasionally  posts  messag- 


Why  did  you  begin  post¬ 
ing  on  COD  snaps? 

I  wasn’t  even  on  it  [to 
begin  with].  Someone 
told  me  about  it  and  said 
“I’ve  seen  you  on  it,”  I 
saw  people  posting  mean 
things  about  me.  The  first 
thing  I  saw  on  there  about 
was  ‘Jenna  Hampton’s  so 
gross.”  I  don’t  get  mad 
very  easily  but  I  am  not 
one  to  sit  there  and  see  all 
this  stuff  about  me  and 
not  say  anything.  If  you 
have  a  problem  with  me, 
come  find  me  and  we  can 
talk. 

Q:  Why  did  people  start 
posting  about  you  before 
you  started  posting  on 


es  in  front  of  a  blacked- 
out  screen  with  the  words 
‘MODERATOR’ typed 
out  before  the  message. 
One  message  from  the 
moderator  stated  the 
original  page  had  received 
over  5,000  views.  The 
Courier  was  unable  to 
track  down  the  owner  of 
the  account  at  the  time  of 
publication. 

The  term  moderator  was 
not  chosen  in  vain.  The 
content  that  makes  it  on 
COD  Snaps  is  filtered  by 
the  moderator.  Snapchat 
users  can  send  their  con¬ 
tent  to  the  moderator  and 
the  moderator  adds  it  to 
the  Snapchat  story. 

While  individuals  who 
have  their  photos  and 
videos  posted  on  COD 
Snaps  may  seemingly 
want  to  be  featured,  this  is 
not  always  the  case. 

Katya  Pospisil  and 
Edward  “EJ”  Lewis  are 
two  first-year  students 
who  found  pictures  and 
videos  of  themselves  on 
COD  Snaps,  each  posted 
without  their  consent. 

Lewis,  whose  face  could 
be  seen  in  the  background 
of  a  post,  did  not  feel 
violated. 


COD  snaps? 

People  just  think  I  am 
some  type  of  bad  person. 
Guys  are  cool  with  me  but 
girls  are  jealous. 

Why  did  you  keep 
posting? 

I  just  thought  it  was  really 
stupid,  but  I  just  thought 
if  people  are  going  to  give 
me  all  this  attention,  then 
why  not?  It’s  not  that  I 
wanted  the  attention  but 
[the  amount  of  attention 
I  was  getting]  was  out  of 
control. 

How  does  it  feel  to 
become  so  popular  from 
COD  Snaps? 
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“It  felt  kinda  weird 
[finding  out  I  was  on  it], 
but  I  was  in  the  back¬ 
ground,  so  I  don’t  think 
anyone  would  notice  me,” 
Lewis  said. 

Pospisil  was  well  aware 
of  the  fact  that  a  video  of 
her  had  made  it  on  the 
account,  and  says  she  was 
shocked  to  see  herself  on 
the  account. 

“It  was  a  video  of  me 
hula  hooping  and  long- 
boarding  behind  the  BIC,” 
Pospisil  said. 

Though  Pospisil’s  video 
was  innocent,  the  content 
surrounding  her  post  was 
not. 

The  explicit  activities 
don’t  end  with  smoking 
marijuana  and  pictures  of 
genitals.  Photos  on  the  ac¬ 
count  have  featured  what 
appears  to  be  cocaine. 
Stacks  of  money  allegedly 
received  for  selling  drugs 
have  also  been  posted. 
Thus,  when  Pospisil  and 
Lewis’  images  are  featured 
on  the  account,  they  are 
instantly  associated  with 
these  acts,  whether  they 
participated  in  it  or  not. 

On  March  22,  the  COD 
Snaps  account  disap-

‘Strangers  To  Ourselves’ 
by  Modest  Mouse 


Modest  Mouse  does 
more  than  impress  with 
their  first  album  release 
since  2007.

It’s 
impossible  to  even  com¬ 
pare  two  of  this  album’s 
tracks  based  on  the  fact 
the  album  ranges  from 
folky  alternative  to  punk 
rock.

The 
album  almost  embodies 
the  sound  of  electro  pop 
pioneer  Cascada,  but  with 
an  all  male  twist  steering 
far  away  from  bubblegum 
electronic. 


Rap 

‘To  Pimp  a  Butterfly’  by 
Kendrick  Lamar 


When  this  album 
was  released  a  day  early, 
social  media  blew  up  with 
excitement.  The  social 
celebration  speaks  volumes 
for  the  untraditional  rap 
album,  which  bases  each 
song  on  an  unusual  set  of 
background  instrumentals. 
“To  Pimp  a  Butterfly”  has 
moments  that  show  hints 
at  old  time  jazz,  creating 
a  basis  for  a  new  genera¬ 
tion  of  rap  music.

Over  the  course  of 
eight  years,  more  than  30 
nonprofit  organizations 
in  DuPage  County  have 
collectively  received  at 
least  $320,000,  due  in  part 
to  the  leadership  of  Sally 
Wiarda. 

Wiarda,  who  found¬ 
ed  a  local  chapter  of  a 
fundraising  organization, 
recendy  received  the 
Adade  Wheeler  Woman 
of  Distinction  Award. 


The  Women’s  Studies 
Committee  at  College  of 
DuPage  bestowed  Wiarda 
the  honor  at  a  ceremony 
March  19. 

“This  is  an  unexpected 
honor,”  Wiarda  said.  “It’s 
just  such  a  joy  to  me  to  be 
able  to  do  this.” 

Wiarda  launched  the 
DuPage  County  chapter 
of  100+  Women  Who 
Care  in  2007.  Wiarda  and 
her  group  meet  quarterly 
to  decide  which  local 
charities  should  receive 
a  donation.  In  the  spirit 
of  collective  giving,  each 
member  of  the  group 
pitches  in  $100  every 
meeting,  raising  thousands 
of  dollars  in  the  process. 

In  addition  to  Wiarda, 
six  other  women  were 
nominated  for  the  annual 


award,  including  Dilyss 
Gallyot,  COD  nursing 
professor,  and  Saraliz 
Jimenez,  coordinator  for 
the  college’s  Latino  Out¬ 
reach  Center. 

Humanities  Professor 
Julia  diLiberti,  one  of  the 
event’s  organizers,  said 
a  selection  committee 
picked  Wiarda  for  her 
continued  impact  in  the 
community. 

“Her  work  is  of 
far-reaching  nature,” 
diLiberti  said.  “It’s  not 
something  that’s  already 
done  and  finished.  Sally  is 
still  doing  work.” 

Wiarda  has  served 
as  a  mentor  for  other 
like-minded  philanthro¬ 
pists,  leading  to  the  cre¬ 
ation  of  eight  additional 
chapters  of  100+  Women 


Who  Care  in  the  Chicago 
area. 

Wiarda’s  group  has 
helped  a  variety  of  local 
nonprofits  such  as  the 
People’s  Resource  Center, 
the  Midwest  Center  for 
Homeless  Veterans  and 
the  DuPage  Children’s 
Museum. 

“There’s  always  a  need  in 
DuPage  County,”  Wiarda 
said.  “We’re  helping  peo¬ 
ple  living  amongst  us.” 

In  her  acceptance 
speech,  Wiarda  challenged 
the  ceremony’s  attendees 
to  take  up  a  charitable 
cause. 

“I  encourage  everyone  to 
do  whatever  you  are  called 
to  do,”  Wiarda  addressed 
the  audience.  “If  you  have 
an  idea,  don’t  wait.”

Humanities  professor  awarded  part-time  faculty  honor

Part-time  humanities 
Professor  Caitlin  Luetger 
has  gained  a  reputation  as 
one  of  College  of  DuP¬ 
age  s  best  teachers.  This 
reputation  has  come  to 
fruition  as  Luetger  was 
named  the  recipient  of  this 
year’s  outstanding  part- 
time  faculty  award. 

Luetger  was  selected 
by  a  committee  of  high 
standing  individuals  at 
the  college  because  of 
her  unwavering  support 
to  both  COD  and  its 
students.  Thomas  Fate, 
committee  member  and 
faculty  member,  spoke  of 
Luetger’s  teaching  values 
and  methods. 

“Caitlin  Luetger  is 


a  gifted  and  dedicated 
teacher  who  has  shown  a 
remarkable  commitment 
to  her  students  and  the 
college,”  Fate  wrote  in  an 
email. 

Luetger  explains  that  as  a 
teacher,  she  feels  her  role  is 
to  not  only  be  an  educator, 
but  to  be  a  resource  to  her 
students  now  and  in  the 
future.  She  feels  honored 
to  be  the  recipient  of  the 
award. 

“I  honestly  didn’t  think 
that  I  would  be  selected  for 
the  award,”  said  Luet¬ 
ger.  “There  are  so  many 
incredible  educators  that 
work  at  this  school  and 
who  do  great  things  for 
our  students,  and  they  are 
so  deserving  of  praise  and 
applause. 

“This  is  just  a  huge  hon¬ 


or.  It  feels  good  to  know 
that  you’ve  made  a  positive 
impact  on  someone  else’s 
life.” 

Luetger  bases  each  class 
on  discussion.  She  inter¬ 
twines  current  events  and 
day-to-day  life  into  each 
lesson,  helping  students 
shape  their  education 
with  knowledge  they  have 
gained  previously. 

As  a  student  of  both 
Luetger’s  humanities  1102 
and  1110  classes,  Kevin 
Minaltoski  has  gotten  a 
taste  of  every  teaching 
style  Luetger  has  to  offer. 

“I  loved  both  classes  I 
took  with  her,”  Minalto¬ 
ski  wrote  in  an  email.  “I 
looked  forward  to  going 
to  humanities  because 
we  were  always  discuss¬ 
ing  interesting  stuff  as  a 


class.  It  was  an  enjoyable 
experience  because  she 
allowed  us  to  participate 
openly,  without  being 
afraid  of  holding  back  our 
opinions.” 

COD  student  Samantha 
Salerno,  also  a  member  of 
two  of  Luetger’s  classes, 
believes  the  outstanding 
faculty  member  is  different 
from  any  other  teacher  on 
campus. 

“Her  class  was  awesome,” 
Salerno  wrote  in  an  email. 
“She  created  a  bond  be¬ 
tween  the  class  that  made 
for  a  very  comfortable  en¬ 
vironment.  There  was  lots 
of  discussion  in  the  class 
and  no  one  was  afraid  to 
state  their  opinions.  Intel¬ 
ligent  comments  were  said 
because  everyone  respected 
each  other,  despite  their 


differences.” 

Both  students  believe 
that  Luetger  deserves  the 
award.  They  spoke  of  her 
dedication  and  overall 
desire  to  get  to  know  her 
students  on  a  personal  lev¬ 
el.  Salerno  even  describes 
her  as  “extremely  different 
from  any  teacher  she  has 
ever  had.” 

Luetger  will  use  the 
award  to  motivate  herself 
as  an  educator  and  stay 
true  to  what  she  believes. 

“I  think  this  award  will 
serve  as  a  reminder  to  stay 
true  to  what  works  for  me 
in  the  classroom  and  to  not 
give  up  if  something  I  try 
falls  flat  or  if  I  feel  like  I’ve 
fallen  into  a  rut.” 

Luetger  lives  up  to  her 
reputation  in  the  way  that 
she  speaks  about  COD  as 


a  whole.  With  a  new  award 
under  her  belt,  Luetger 
will  continue  bringing  her 
positive  and  caring  attitude 
to  COD  humanities 
students. 

“COD  is  the  greatest,” 
said  Luetger.  “I  know  there 
is  a  stigma  some  people 
hold  against  community 
colleges,  but  I  cannot  say 
enough  times  how  great 
this  school  is.  The  faculty 
and  staff  are  fantastic.  The 
students  are  incredible — 
they’re  motivated,  they 
have  all  of  these  great  ideas 
and  opinions  to  share,  and 
they  continuously  chal¬ 
lenge  me  to  be  the  best 
that  I  can  be  as  an  educa-

Sandra  Pihos 

Knowledge,  experience, 
connections,  and  passion  only 
scrape  the  surface  of  what  Pihos 
has  to  offer  for  COD.

She’s  available  to  chat 
through  a  variety  of  media, 
from  email  to  contacting  her  in 
person.  She  has  an  obvious  want 
from  her  to  reach  out  to  others. 

Her  desire  to  visit  classrooms 
and  ask  questions  directly  to 
students  is  not  only  proactive 
but  thoughtful  as  well.  When 
tackling  specific  matters  involv¬ 


ing  the  school,  such  as  finding

As  if  College  of  DuPage  hasn’t 
been  in  the  news  enough  the 
past  few  weeks,  COD  Snaps  is 
one  more  thing  to  get  people 
talking  about  our  school. 

COD  Snaps  has  taken  a  turn 
for  the  worst  and  became  a  place 
where  students  started  to  post 
pictures  and  videos  of  themselves 
or  others  doing  illegal  activities 
such  as  drugs  as  well  as  drinking 
and  posting  nude  photos. 

First  of  all,  why  anyone  thinks 
it  is  a  good  idea  to  post  such 
immature  behavior  is  beyond 
me.

Bullying.  If  you’ve  befriended 
COD  Snaps,  a  Snapchat  account 
stylized  as  “cod_snaps,”  you’ve 
seen  more  than  enough  of  these. 
While  COD  Snaps’  stories  run 
rampant  with  what  appeared  to 
be  students  drinking  alcohol  and 
doing  drugs,  it  also  runs  rampant 
with  another  harmful  activity: 
harassment. 

It  isn’t  clear  what  came  first, 
the  boobs  or  the  bullying,  but  it 
is  clear  that  they  both  could  be 
seen  on  the  server.  COD  Snaps 
gained  school-wide  popularity 
earlier  this  month,  with  stu¬ 
dents  watching  the  collective, 
often  seemingly  illegal,  antics 
of  different  classmates  from  the 
night  before.  The  account  is  now 
infamous  at  the  school,  especially 
for  the  nude  photos  some  users 
posted  to  it. 

As  more  people  added  COD 
Snaps  to  their  friend  list  on 
Snapchat,  and  as  a  result,  the 
more  people  that  saw  the 
inappropriate  photos,  the  more 
those  who  posted  photos  were 
harassed.  Many  users  were  called 
vulgar,  rude,  and  disgusting 
names. 

Other  students  commented  on 
the  weight  of  users,  their  person¬ 
alities,  or  any  other  attribute  they 
could  blindly  point  their  fingers 
at.  The  server  became  a  full-out 
brawl  between  COD’s  “finest”:

Your  recent  article  on  the  student 
elections  and  lack  of  student  involve¬ 
ment  touched  on  a  number  of  issues 
I  think  deserve  consideration.  They’re 
issues  that  beg  deep  philosophical 
questions  like,  “what  is  the  role  of  a 
government?”  and  “why  aren’t  people 
voting?”  And  while  I  can’t  say  I  have 
definitive  answers  to  those  questions 
I  do  have  suggestions  and  opinions 
regarding  them. 

The  first  issue  I  thought  of  after 
reading  the  article  was  student  involve¬ 
ment.  The  vast  majority  of  students 
aren’t  involved  in  “campus  issues”  as  the 
article  points  out  but  rather  than  place 
the  blame  on  students,  I  am  firmly  con¬ 
vinced  the  burden  of  engagement  lies 
squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  SLC. 

Let  me  explain  my  case.  SLC,  for  all 
intents  and  purposes  is  a  government 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  a  government  to 
represent  the  will  of  its  constituents. 
With  this  in  mind,  what  motivation 
has  SLC  provided  students  for  en¬ 
gagement?  Most  students  at  COD 
couldn’t  tell  you  who  the  president  and 
vice  president  of  SLC  are  and  equally 
few  would  be  able  to  name  the  student 
trustee.  Is  this  because  those  positions 
are  inherently  powerless?  Absolutely 
not.  The  student  trustee  and  SLC  pres¬ 
ident  enjoy  greater  access  to  adminis¬ 
tration,  faculty,'  media  and  the  Board 
ofTrustees  than  any  other  student  on 
campus.  What  they  lack  in  organiza¬ 
tional  power  they  more  than  make  up 
for  in  influence.  In  short:  the  student 
trustee  and  SLC  president  are  often  the 
only  students  higher  ups  at  this  college 
will  ever  hear  from  before  making  an 
important  decision.  And  in  my  mind, 
it’s  that  important  fact  that  tells  me  ev¬ 
erything  I  need  to  know  about  student 
involvement.  Because  if  you  consis¬ 
tently  fail  to  represent  the  interests  of 
those  you  were  elected  to  represent,  you 
shouldn’t  be  surprised  when  they  don’t 
see  a  reason  to  get  involved  with  your 
organization. 

Instead  of  “bombarding”  students 
with  marketing,  provide  some  value  to 
the  student  body.  Much  like  politicians, 
student  organizations  “run  on  their  re¬ 


cord,”  meaning  they  are  most  successful 
when  they  can  point  to  positive  projects 
they  are  responsible  for.  SLC  needs  to 
start  building  a  record  to  run  on  rather 
than  focus  on  advertising.  The  second 
question  that  came  to  my  mind  was 
the  poor  turnout  of  student  elections. 

To  my  mind,  moving  student  elections 
to  ChapLife,  a  website  few  students 
have  even  heard  of,  will  be  an  unmit¬ 
igated  disaster.  And  that  is  honestly 
a  shame  because  the  cornerstone  of 
effective  representation  is  good  turnout. 
Fewer  than  a  thousand  students  voted 
when  ballots  were  distributed  to  their 
student  email  and  EVERY  student 
has  a  student  email.  By  comparison,  an 
absurdly  small  number  of  students  have 
ChapLife  accounts.  Expanding  the 
franchise  and  having  inclusive  elections 
should  be  the  chief  concern  of  the 
Office  of  Student  Life.  How  can  they 
do  this?  In  a  few  different  ways  actually. 
I  suggest  expanding  the  election  period 
from  two  days  to  a  full  school  week. 
Many  students  are  unavailable  during 
specific  times  and  this  will  allow  a  great 
many  more  students  to  vote.  Secondly  I 
suggest  putting  physical  polling  places 
on  campus  during  election  week  and 
reinstating  email  ballots.  We  need  to  al¬ 
low  MORE  students  to  vote,  not  fewer 
and  putting  a  polling  place  on  campus 
will  put  that  opportunity  right  in  front 
of  thousands  of  students. 

Email  ballots  will  address  the  issue 
of  transition.  The  transition  from  email 
to  ChapLife  has  been  a  graceless  one. 
Transitions  take  time;  they  require 
awareness  campaigns  and  grace  periods. 
Reinstating  email  ballots  until  most 
students  have  a  ChapLife  account  is 
critical  in  expanding  the  franchise. 
Ultimately  it’s  too  late  to  solve  either  of 
these  problems  for  this  election  but  it’s 
important  that  we  try  anyway  for  those 
who  will  attend  COD  long  after  we’ve 
left.  Maintaining  an  inclusive  institu¬ 
tion  at  this  college  is  our  responsibility 
and  it  will  insure  students  are  heard 
when  it  matters.

One  of  the  most  unique 
traits  of  this  team  is  that 
there  are  no  returning 
sophomores,  according  to 
Jim  Bowers,  head  coach 
of  the  men’s  and  women’s 
tennis  teams. 

“I’ve  been  here  for  over 
10  years  now,  and  we’ve 
always  had  some  returning 
sophomores,”  Bowers  said. 
“Our  greatest  weakness 
this  season  is  that  we 
are  inexperienced  at  the 
college  level,  but  everyone 
here  comes  from  a  strong 
high  school  background. 

I  think  we  will  be  able  to 
rise  to  the  occasion.” 

Because  the  team  con¬ 
sists  of  all  freshmen,  the 
lineup  isn’t  set  in  stone, 
and  there  is  no  outstand¬ 
ing  leadership  other  than 


the  coaches. 

“Everyone  has  something 
they  bring  to  the  team,” 
said  Joshua  Abarca,  assis¬ 
tant  coach  and  an  alumnus 
of  College  of  Dupage. 
“Since  it’s  still  early  in  the 
season,  I  haven’t  really  had 
the  chance  to  know  every 
single  one.  I  wouldn’t  be 
able  to  say  who  the  leaders 
will  be.” 

Although  this  group  has 
yet  to  develop  as  a  team, 
their  biggest  match  of  the 
season  is  approaching  fast. 

“This  Thursday,  March 
26,  is  our  first  dual  meet  of 
the  season  is  against  Prai¬ 
rie  State,”  Coach  Bowers 
said.  “It’s  the  most  im¬ 
portant  one  of  the  season, 
because  they  have  been  the 
Regional  Champions  the 
last  two  years.” 

A  dual  meet  is  where  two 
colleges  face  each  other. 
There  are  nine  matches 
in  a  dual  meet,  with  six 
singles  matches  and  three 
doubles  matches.

team  it  is,  if  you  play  your 
game  and  fix  your  mistakes 
on  court  you  should  come 
out  as  a  winner.” 

Although  their  biggest 
competitor  is  right  in  front 
of  them,  their  regional 
tournament  is  just  shy  of 
a  month  away.  Between 
Prairie  State  and  the 
regional  tournament,  there 
are  seven  more  meets  that 
they  have  to  utilize  to  help 
them  improve  their  game. 
“Tennis  is  80  percent  men¬ 
tal  and  20  percent  phys¬ 
ical,”  Abarca  explained. 
“Once  you  learn  the  game 
it’s  all  mental.  Some  of  the 
younger  players  have  to 
get  their  minds  straight  on 
court.” 

One  of  the  freshman 
players,  Danny  Simmons, 
expects  everyone  to  im¬ 
prove  this  season,  whether 
it’s  their  physical  or  mental 
game.  Although  he  himself 
coaches  tennis  during 
the  winter,  he  also  has  to 


make  improvements  on  his 
game. 

“I’m  pretty  good  at 
serving,  and  I  have  a  really 
good  forehand,”  Simmons 
said.  “My  weakness  is 
probably  my  backhand, 

I  need  to  work  on  that  a 
little  bit.” 

Another  player,  Alan  Bui, 
also  expects  the  team  to  go 
far  this  year. 

“Of  course,  we  want  to 
win  regionals,  after  that 
we’ll  see  how  far  we  can 
take  it  in  nationals,”  Bui 
said.  “It’s  going  to  be  a 
great  season.

peared  from  Snapchat. 
The  moderator  had  been 
preparing  users  for  a 
rumored  “shutdown.” It  is 
unclear  why  the  account 
was  taken  off  the  app.  The 
COD  police  department 
stated  they  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  shutdown 
of  the  account.  The  police 
did  have  previous  knowl¬ 
edge  of  a  potential  fight 
that  could  occur  between 
two  of  the  account’s  users. 
The  app  does  has  rules 
and  a  way  for  users  to  re¬ 
port  accounts  that  violate 


these  rules. 

Hours  after  the  account 
was  deleted,  rumors 
started  rising  that  a  new 
COD  Snaps  had  been 
created.  The  new  account, 
stylized  as  “cod.snaps”, 
seemed  to  have  similar 
posts,  although  there  was 
a  lack  of  nudity.  Another 
COD  Snaps  account  had 
also  been  brought  to  life, 
“cod_snapss.”This  account 
featured  posts  from  some¬ 
one  claiming  to  be  the 
original  moderator  and 
featured  the  same  lewd 
content  that  was  shown  in 
the  original  account. 

The  alleged  moderator 
of  “cod.snaps”  stated  in  a 


post  on  Monday  that  the 
account  would  move  to 
a  username  titled  “par¬ 
ty-snaps”  on  March  25. 
The  moderator  hopes  that 
because  the  account  name 
is  not  linked  with  any 
institution,  it  will  be  safe 
from  further  disabling. 

Users  from  other  col¬ 
leges  have  started  similar 
Snapchat  accounts.  There 
is  an  illini_snaps,  likely  an 
account  for  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Illinois  at  Urba- 
na-Champaign,  which 
features  similar  content 
to  what  can  be  found  the 
COD  branch. 

Students  claiming  to 
attend  other  local  colleges, 


and  even  high  schools, 
have  been  featured  on 
COD  Snaps  as  well.  The 
subject  of  underaged  high 
school  students  could 
be  the  reason  why  the 
account  was  shut  down. 

On  the  new  account, 
dozens  of  photos  were 
posted  asking  the  high 
school  students  to  leave. 
One  photo  features  an 
angry  young  man’s  face. 
Across  the  photo,  the 
words  “F—  HIGH- 
SCHOOLERS,”  spelled 
out  in  all  caps. 

While  the  various  COD 
Snaps  accounts  feature  a 
fair  share  of  explicit  acts, 
the  idea  of  a  place  where 


students  can  see  pictures 
and  photos  of  events  that 
occur  on  campus  is  some¬ 
thing  that  became  addic¬ 
tive  for  some  students. 

The  initial  account 
featured  pictures  of  stu¬ 
dents  complaining  over 
too  much  homework  and 
videos  of  what  appears  to 
be  students  looking  for  a 
parking  spot.  The  shared 
experiences  that  most 
COD  students  could  re¬ 
late  to  were  being  profiled. 
This  is  something  that 
Chitnis  thinks  is  special. 

“If  there  was  proper 
moderation,  it  could  be  a 
really  nice  fun  thing  that 
could  unify  the  campus,” 


Chitnis  said.  “But  they  are 
ruining  it  with  the  drugs 
and  nudity.” 

Pospisil  feels  that 
regardless  of  the  posi¬ 
tives  that  can  come  out 
of  something  like  COD 
Snaps,  it  is  the  account’s 
inherent  lack  of  responsi¬ 
bility  that  will  destroy  it. 

“When  you  get  college 
kids  together  and  say,  ‘you 
can  post  anything,’  and 
not  be  held  accountable, 
that  is  what  happens.”

W.U'L’ 
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Elections  are  here:  what  students  need  to  hear

After  months  of  cam¬ 
paigning,  forums,  and 
controversy,  District  502 
residents  had  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  elect  three  members 
to  the  College  of  DuPage 
Board  ofTrustees. 

Whether  or  not  you 
voted,  here  are  three  rea¬ 
sons  why  yesterday’s  elec¬ 
tions  will  make  an  impact 
on  students  at  College  of 
DuPage. 

1.  COD  has  been  under 
heavy  scrutiny 

The  Board  of  Trustees’ 
recent  decisions,  including 
the  approval  of  a  $763,000 
severance  package  to  COD 
President  Robert  Breud- 
er,  has  come  under  heavy 
public  scrutiny.  State  leg¬ 


islation  has  been  filed  to 
look  into  the  board’s  use 
of  the  college’s  finances. 
Board  meetings  have  also 
been  moved  to  the  Student 
Services  Center  atrium  just 
to  host  the  dozens  of  peo¬ 
ple  who  want  to  speak  out 
about  the  board.  And  Chi¬ 
cago  area  newspapers  have 
published  several  reports 
on  questionable  dealings  at 
the  community  college. 

2.  The  election  could 
change  the  direction  of  the 
board 

On  votes  involving  fi¬ 
nances  and  the  fate  of  col¬ 
lege  administration,  the 
board  usually  votes  6-1, 
with  Vice  Chairwoman 
Kathy  Hamilton  typically 


being  the  lone  “no”  vote. 
With  the  potential  of  hav¬ 
ing  three  new  board  mem¬ 
bers,  the  college  could  see 
decisions  in  opposition  of 
the  incumbent  board  and  a 
change  in  how  COD  is  run. 

3.  The  new  board  has 
some  big  decisions  ahead 

The  board  is  already  in 
charge  of  key  factors  at  the 
college  like  spending  and 
implementing  tuition  rates. 
This  new  board  will  also 
have  one  added  respon¬ 
sibility:  the  choosing  of  a 
new  president  in  the  midst 
of  public  scrutiny.  With 
President  Breuder’s  retire¬ 
ment  in  2016,  the  board 
will  be  tasked  with  finding 
his  successor  after  his  high¬ 


ly  criticized  tenure. 

The  new  board  will  also 
decide  in  2016  whether 
tuition  is  increased  or  de¬ 
creased  from  its  current 
$140  per  credit  hour  for 
in-district  residents  and 
$327  per  credit  hour  for 
out-of-district  residents. 

The  college  is  in  a  peri¬ 
od  where  it  is  seeing  en¬ 
rollment  growth,  as  well 
as  increased  attention  to 
community  colleges  on 
the  national  stage.  Breuder 
has  stated  that  he  plans  to 
continue  to  expand  the  col¬ 
lege  and  pursue  to  college 
potentially  offering  more 
four-year  degrees.  All  of 
this  will  be  decisions  the 
board  has  say  on.

Student  Leadership 
Council  President  Stepha¬ 
nie  Torres  has  been  elect¬ 
ed  to  a  serve  as  a  student 
representative  on  the  Illi¬ 
nois  Community  College 


Board. 

Torres,  who  also  served  as 
a  student  trustee  at  College 
of  DuPage  in  2013,  will 
start  her  yearlong  term  in 
June. 

According  to  its  website, 
the  ICCB  helps  create  pol¬ 


icies  that  are  essential  to 
the  passing  of  state  laws 
regarding  community  col¬ 
leges. 

The  board  features  11 
members  that  are  appoint¬ 
ed  by  the  governor.  The  one 
student  member  is  selected 
the  ICCB  student  advisory 
committee. 

In  a  press  release,  Torres 
expressed  her  gratitude  and 
says  she  looks  forward  to 
working  on  the  board. 

COD  Board  of  Trustees 
Chairwoman  Erin  Birt, 
who  worked  with  Torres 
as  a  student  trustee,  said  in 
a  press  release  that  Torres 
was  an  “incredible  leader.” 

“She  has  a  remarkable 
way  of  relating  to  others, 


listening  to  them  and  then 
communicating  the  infor¬ 
mation  she  has  heard  to 
provide  input  and  often 
elicit  change  for  her  fellow 
students,”  Birt  said. 

Torres  is  a  forensic  nurs¬ 
ing  major  and  is  also  in¬ 
volved  in  student  clubs  like 
Phi  Theta  Kappa  and  the 
Latino  Ethnic  Awareness 
Association. 

In  a  press  release  she 
explained  her  reasons  for 
wanting  to  be  so  engaged. 

“It  is  our  responsibility  to 
be  proactive  and  make  our 
opinions  matter  —  this  is 
how  change  begins,”  Torres 
said.

Student  organizations  try  to  tackle  low  involvement

While  College  of  DuP- 
age's  Student  Leadership 
Council  struggles  to  get 
students  involved,  leaders 
of  COD’s  clubs  and  orga¬ 
nizations  are  taking  their 
own  initiative  to  find  inno¬ 
vative  ways  to  get  students 
more  involved. 

COD  is  home  to  over  60 
student  clubs  ranging  from 
religious  groups  to  eth¬ 
nic  awareness  clubs.  Each 
week,  these  clubs  host 
meetings,  speakers,  and 
other  social  events  in  an 
attempt  to  raise  awareness 
for  the  various  causes  that 
the  clubs  promote. 

While  some  events,  spe¬ 
cifically  ones  offering  free 
food,  are  heavily  attended 
by  students,  others  are  not. 
This  is  something  that  frus¬ 
trates  Earl  Dowling,  vice 
president  of  student  affairs. 

Dowling  believes  that 
while  the  clubs  at  COD 
host  a  variety  of  events  that 


students  would  be  interest¬ 
ed  in,  the  lack  of  student 
interest  is  due  to  an  overall 
apathy  in  society. 

“If  there’s  a  bright  idea 
out  there,  I  am  ready  to  do 
something,  and  I’d  be  glad 
to  do  anything,”  Dowling 
said. 

Dowling  explained  that 
his  office  uses  “table  tents,” 
or  little  cardboard  fliers 
placed  in  common  areas 
around  campus,  to  adver¬ 
tise  its  events  and  initia¬ 
tives.  While  he  is  unsure 
how  effective  the  “table 
tents”  have  been,  he  is  glad 
that  they  are  available  for 
students  to  see. 

Dowling’s  bright  idea 
might  have  already  been 
found.  He  mentioned  that 
he  attended  last  month’s 
“Spring  It  On,”  a  series  of 
events  that  ranged  from  a 
live  concert  to  an  indoor 
carnival.  Dowling  found 
those  events  to  be  very  well 


attended  by  students. 

Alter  Ego  Productions 
is  the  student  club  behind 
“Spring  It  On.”  Accord¬ 
ing  to  AEP’s  mission,  the 
club  aims  to  provide  several 
entertaining  events  to  stu¬ 
dents  throughout  the  year. 

AEP’s  marketing  pro¬ 
ducer  Daniel  Rodriguez 
attributes  AEP’s  success 
to  a  variety  of  factors.  For 
“Spring  It  On”,  Rodriguez 
said  that  he  tried  to  make 
the  advertising  simple  and 
accessible  for  a  busy  com¬ 
muter  student. 

Another  key  strategy  Ro¬ 
driguez  mentions  is  the  use 
of  a  “street  team”  that  goes 
around  campus  and  talks  to 
students  about  the  upcom¬ 
ing  events. 

“We  make  a  personal 
connection  to  them,”  Ro¬ 
driguez  said.  “Those  con¬ 
nections  makes  them  want 
to  come  to  the  events.” 

The  street  team  goes  out 


to  talk  to  students  about  a 
week  before  events  and  as 
well  as  minutes  before  an 
event  starts  to  remind  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  events. 

Rodriguez  does  admit 
that  having  free  food  like 
cotton  candy,  corn  dogs, 
and  funnel  cakes  at  their 
events  is  one  of  the  main 
attractions  for  students. 

“We  try  to  have  things 
that  attract  students  and 
benefit  them,  I  mean  it’s 
free  food,”  Rodriguez  said. 

As  AEP  banks  on  the 
sheer  fun  of  the  events  its 
hosts  to  draw  students, 
other  groups  hope  that 
prestige  and  academic  op¬ 
portunities  will  attract  stu¬ 
dents. 

COD’s  chapter  of  Phi 
Theta  Kappa,  PTK,  an  in¬ 
ternational  honor  society 
for  community  college  stu¬ 
dents,  sends  out  email  mes¬ 
sages  to  the  students  who 
qualify  to  be  members  to 


the  society.  Students  must 
have  above  a  3.5  GPA  and 
have  completed  at  least  12 
credits. 

PTK’s  president  Paolo 
Mazza  explained  that  stu¬ 
dents  who  opt  to  join  PTK 
are  sent  weekly  emails  with 
a  list  of  events. 

Last  month,  PTK  host¬ 
ed  a  March  Membership 
Madness  Month  of  events 
which  he  believes  went 
well. 

Mazza,  who  is  graduat¬ 
ing,  wants  to  ensure  that 
next  year  PTK  is  able  to 
further  improve  its  market¬ 
ing  strategies.  He  has  be¬ 
gun  preparing  guides  and 
sample  emails  and  fliers 
to  help  the  next  leaders  of 
PTK. 

“If  you  have  some  sort  of 
structure  already,  it  is  really 
essential  to  helping  build 
yourself  as  a  leader  and 
grow,”  Mazza  said. 

As  the  student  clubs  and 


organizations  take  on  the 
task  of  getting  students 
more  involved  into  their 
own  hands,  the  Student 
Leadership  Council  is  tak¬ 
ing  notice. 

Aira  Lheiz  Aquino,  the 
outreach  coordinator  for 
the  SLC,  wants  to  see  clubs 
continue  to  go  beyond  the 
norms  to  get  more  student 
involved.  Aquino  explained 
that  while  expanding  out¬ 
side  of  one’s  comfort  zone 
can  be  hard  in  marketing, 
she  believes  that  is  some¬ 
thing  that  the  students  at 
COD  deserve. 

“This  is  a  chance  to  share 
the  opportunity  [you  have 
been  given],”  Aquino  said. 
“I  feel  that  makes  the  dif¬ 
ficulty  worth  it.”

The  College  of  DuPage 
branch  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Graphic  Arts, 
AIGA,  has  been  growing 
in  size  ever  since  it  began 
7  years  ago.  This  school 
year  has  offered  a  wide 
variety  of  new  opportu¬ 
nities  for  the  group,  from 
hosting  their  own  contest 
to  their  first  show  at  the 
Wing  Arts  Gallery. 

AIGA  gives  graphic 
designers,  artists  and 
photographers  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  experiment  with 
design.  The  COD  branch 
is  just  one  of  two  commu¬ 
nity  college  student  groups 
of  the  national  organiza¬ 


tion. 

Felicia  Moore,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  COD  branch, 
believes  that  in  the  graphic 
design  world,  Illinois  has 
been  overshadowed.  This 
year,  the  group  was  able  to 
create  a  new  competition 
upon  receiving  the  AIGA 
student  group  project 
grant.  Moore  believes  the 
contest  opens  a  large  possi¬ 
bility  of  putting  Illinois  on 
the  radar. 

“We  wanted  to  create  a 
competition  that  would 
really  get  Illinois  students 
noticed,”  said  Moore. 

The  group  created  what 
they  call  the  ACE  Awards 


which  will  run  through 
May  l.The  competition 
will  take  submissions  in 
13  categories  from  anyone 
who  can  prove  they  are  a 
college  student  in  Illinois. 
Moore  and  the  other 
AIGA  leaders  found  this 
opportunity  as  a  way  to 
promote  not  only  COD 
designers,  but  the  state  as 
a  whole. 

“COD  is  such  a  huge 
sector  of  the  design  world, 
and  that  goes  beyond 
just  graphic  design,”  said 
Moore.  “I  feel  like  we  go 
unnoticed  because  peo¬ 
ple  say  ‘oh  they  just  go 
to  a  community  college.’ 


Having  the  opportunity 
to  open  this  up  collegially, 
and  possibly  winning  a  lot 
of  [the  categories]  is  really 
our  push.  We  want  to  get 
our  designers  noticed  as 
well  as  the  state  in  gen¬ 
eral.” 

Along  with  the  new 
competition,  AIGA  will 
be  hosting  a  show  in  the 
Wings  Student  Art  Gal¬ 
lery  to  support  their  annual 
Brain  Flower  magazine. 
The  magazine,  created 
entirely  of  COD  student 
designs,  has  become  a  tool 
for  the  group  to  showcase 
the  best  submissions.  The 
gallery  show  from  April  13 


to  17,  will  feature  not  only 
top  tier  designs  from  the 
magazine,  but  also  honor¬ 
able  mention  pieces. 

Bonus  material  can  also 
be  found  in  the  magazine’s 
online  version.  The  new  set 


up  has  been  created  with 
not  just  winners  in  mind, 
but  also  respectable  sub¬ 
missions  that  were  unable 
to  be  in  the  print  version. 

Another  first  for  the 
group  is  AIGA’s  new

online  store.  Just  launched 
as  an  addition  to  their 
website,  www.aigacod.org, 
the  shop  features  designs 
by  COD  students  on  ev¬ 
erything  from  T-shirts  to 
phone  cases.

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Death  Cab  breathes  life  into  old  sound

Waking  up  on  March  31 
was  like  Christmas  morn¬ 
ing.  This  was  the  day  I 
could  finally  get  my  hands 
on  a  full  copy  of  “Kintsu- 
gi,”  Death  Cab  For  Cutie’s 
long  awaited  ninth  studio 
album.  After  the  release  of 
four  fantastic  singles  over 
the  past  two  months,  my 
expectations  for  the  full 
album  were  soaring. 

As  the  band’s  first  album 
release  since  2011’s  “Codes 
and  Keys,”  “Kintsugi”  rep¬ 
resents  the  rebirth  of  the 
band  after  their  rumored 
split  and  reconnection.  It’s 
completely  expected  for 
musicians  to  evolve  and 
change  their  sound,  and 
I  was  excited  to  see  what 
would  come  from  the  band 
after  such  a  long  hiatus. 

To  my  surprise,  nothing 
changed  at  all. 

This  album  is  exactly 
what  indie-rock  fans 


would  expect  from  the 
band.  Not  a  single  note 
seems  out  of  fine,  and  each 
song  can  be  easily  blended 
into  any  past  album.  That 
being  said,  the  catchy  new 
tunes  still  sound  brilliant¬ 
ly  fresh,  and  the  band’s 
signature  sound  seems  to 
have  a  long  road  ahead 
before  being  worn  down 
and  unwanted. 

The  first  single  released, 
“Black  Sun,”  sounds 
directly  off  of  2005  release 
“Plans,”  arguably  the 
band’s  most  well-known 
album.  I  was  in  shock  that 
a  song  released  10  years 
later  could  sound  so  similar 
to  the  songs  that  initiated 
my  never-ending  love  for 
the  band. 

“No  Room  In  Frame,” 
“The  Ghosts  Of  Beverly 
Drive”  and  “Little  Wander” 
came  next  as  pre-releases, 
each  with  a  unique  sound. 
Even  looking  past  the  tune 
and  really  digging  into  the 
song  content,  I  was  unable 
to  pinpoint  one  thing  I 
didn’t  like  about  any  of  the 
singles.  Each  held  similari¬ 
ties  to  songs  from  the  past, 
but  lyrics  and  messages 
gave  a  fresh  take  on  Death 
Cab’s  classic  sound. 

After  all  of  that,  I  knew 
this  album  would  be  great. 


The  pre-release  vibes 
seemed  safe  enough  to  be 
beautifully  nostalgic,  yet 
new  with  different  stories 
to  be  told.  Never  in  a 
million  years  did  I  think 
“Kintsugi”  would  exceed 
the  high  expectations  that 
I  had  created  based  on 
the  first  releases,  but  I  was 
wrong. 

When  listening  to  the 
album  in  its  entirety  I 
was  stunned.  Each  song 
is  different  than  the  last 
in  a  way  that  creates  a  full 
album  sound  rather  than 
a  continued  playlist  of 
singles. 

“You’ve  Haunted  Me 
All  My  Life”  may  be  the 
least  complex  song  on  the 
album  as  for  instrumentals, 
but  it  takes  to  the  top  of 
my  favorites  list.  The  eerie 
echo  fits  in  with  Death 
Cab’s  classic  sound  I  have 
grown  to  love,  but  presents 
an  entirely  new  idea  of  a 
“mistress  that  can’t  be  a 
wife”  the  band  has  never 
explored.  The  simplicity  of 
the  song  and  the  driving 
focus  on  lyrics  makes  for 
more  of  an  emotional  ex¬ 
perience  than  just  a  song  to 
play  on  the  radio.  I  found 
myself  almost  in  tears  even 
though  I  was  unable  to 
relate  to  the  message. 


As  the  album  continues, 
tracks  pick  up  speed  and 
dance  factor.  “Good  Help 
(Is  So  Hard  To  Find)”  is  a 
clear  alternative  radio  hit 
with  an  uplifting  sound. 

“El  Dorado”  and  “Ingenue” 
bring  instrumentals  unlike 
other  tracks  on  the  album 
becoming  almost  exotic. 
The  track  diversity  opens 
doors  to  a  wide  prospective 
audience,  sure  to  welcome 
new  listeners  to  enjoy  the 
revived  tone. 

Altogether,  the  album 
proves  to  be  one  of  the  best 
releases  of  the  year.  Death 
Cab  For  Cutie’s  history 
leading  up  to  this  album 
implied  nothing  less,  but  to 
see  an  album  come  togeth¬ 
er  after  the  possibility  of 
no  future  endeavors  from 
the  band  gives  long  time 
fans  an  even  greater  reward 
than  just  a  new  collection. 

“Kintsugi ’s”  sound  brings 
not  only  contentment  with 
the  Death  Cab’s  current 
standing,  but  appreciation 
for  the  band’s  history  as 
well  as  excitement  for  their 
future.  This  album  is  sure 
to  bring  in  thousands  of 
new  fans  while  keeping 
long-time  enthusiasts 
satisfied. 
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Lower  the  limit 

Legal  drinking  age  should  be  18

The  national  government 
considers  18 -year-olds  to 
be  adults.  They  can  vote. 
They  can  enlist  in  the 
military.  They  can  buy 
cigarettes.  They  can  buy  a 
house.  They  can  be  tried  in 
court  like  any  other  adult, 
and  they  can  go  to  federal 
prison  too. 

But  they  can’t  drink 
alcohol. 

It’s  the  question  heard 
around  the  world,  mosdy 
because  the  rest  of  the 
world  doesn’t  get  it  either: 
why  is  the  drinking  age  so 
high  in  the  United  States? 

The  easy  answer  is  that 
in  1984,  President  Ronald 
Reagan  signed  the  Na¬ 
tional  Minimum  Drinking 
Age  Act,  in  which  states 
were  told  to  raise  the 
drinking  age  to  21,  or  up 
to  10  percent  of  federal 
highway  funding  would  be 
cut  from  that  state.  A  more 
detailed  explanation  gets  a 
bit  more  ambiguous. 

Some  think  that  the 
drinking  age  is  21  because 
at  that  age,  your  body  is 
finally  mature  enough  to 
consume  alcohol  without 
the  negative  effects.  These 
people  are  both  right  and 
wrong.  Teen  years  are  cru¬ 


cial  for  brain  development, 
and  binge-drinking  alcohol 
can  hinder  that,  causing 
issues  later  on  with  mental 
well-being.  The  catch  is 
that  the  issue  is  binge 
drinking,  not  drinking 
altogether.  Binge  drinking 
can  be  harmful  for  more 
than  just  the  brain,  even 
for  adults  that  are  no  lon¬ 
ger  in  their  teen  years,  but 
a  few  drinks  here  and  there 
at  the  age  of  18  wouldn’t 
actually  create  any  issues 
down  the  road. 

Another  school  of 
thought  is  that  teen 
drinking  is  the  root  of 
most  drinking  and  driving 
incidents,  and  therefore, 
to  stop  drunk  drivers, 
we  must  prevent  teens 
from  drinking  alcohol. 

The  counterargument  to 
this  one  is  pretty  clear: 
teens  are  currently  legally 
banned  from  drinking  al¬ 
cohol,  and  teen  drunk  driv¬ 
ing  still  exists.  The  assump¬ 
tion  that  all  drunk  driving 
stems  from  teen  drivers  is 
downright  laughable.  There 
are  more  than  enough 
drunk  adults  stumbling  out 
of  bars  and  getting  behind 
the  wheel  on  any  given 
Friday  night.  They  are  as 


much  of  a  problem  as  any 
teenager  doing  the  same. 

It  isn’t  about  age.  It’s  about 
common  sense,  or  lack 
thereof. 

One  of  the  more  outra¬ 
geous  claims  of  support 
for  the  current  drinking 
age  is  that  English  com¬ 
mon  law,  as  in,  the  same 
English  common  law  from 
multiple  centuries  ago, 
stated  that  a  person  was  an 
adult  at  the  age  of  21.  This 
person  was  then  given  all 
the  responsibilities  and 
privileges  of  adulthood, 
like  the  ability  to  drink 
or  even  become  a  knight. 
We’ll  spare  the  details  of 


the  obvious  counterpoint 
that  perhaps  we  shouldn’t 
base  our  current  laws  off  of 
British  Medieval  ways  of 
thinking.  That’s  a  conclu¬ 
sion  any  logical  person 
could  come  to  on  their 
own. 

At  this  point,  any  pop¬ 
ular  reasoning  behind  the 
present  drinking  age  just 
doesn’t  hold  any  substance 
or  value.  Other  countries 
with  lower  drinking  ages 
•are  proof  that  making  alco¬ 
hol  taboo  for  teens  only 
makes  drinking  that  much 
more  appealing.  Let  teens 
drink,  and  it  will  lose  its 
thrill.  In  addition,  because 


alcohol  is  hard  to  come 
by  for  teens  in  America, 
when  they  do  get  a  hold  of 
it,  they  binge  drink.  It’s  an 
endless  cycle  of  18-year- 
olds  wanting  to  be  treated 
like  adults  and  acting  out 
when  they  aren’t.  So  why 
not  give  them  what  they 
want? 

The  Prohibition  of  the 
1920s  didn’t  work  because 
nobody  was  willing  to 
follow  the  rules.  So  we 
changed  the  rules.  This  is 
the  same  situation.  Teens 
are  finding  ways  to  drink 
no  matter  what  laws  are 
in  place  to  stop  them.  This 
only  leads  to  binge  drink¬ 


ing,  juvenile  delinquency, 
and  brain  development 
issues  later  on.  So  change 
the  law.  It  couldn’t  hurt  to 
try. 

This  isn’t  an  advocacy  for 
letting  18 -year-olds  get 
wildly  drunk,  drive  while 
intoxicated,  or  make  any 
other  irresponsible  choices. 
But  if  our  society  feels  you 
are  old  enough  to  vote 
for  our  president,  fight  in 
a  war,  own  a  house,  and 
go  to  prison,  you’re  old 
enough  to  have  a  drink. 


At  this  point ,  any  popular  reasoning  behind  the  present 
drinking  age  just  doesn't  hold  any  substance  or  value. 
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Kids  these  days  aren't  the  problem

Time  and  time  again, 
teenagers  are  the  butt  of 
every  adult  rant.  Kids  these 
days  don’t  know  real  music. 
Kids  these  days  don’t  tip 
well.  Kids  these  days  are  so 
irresponsible.  Kids  these 
days  are  dangerous  drivers. 
What  they  don’t  realize  is 
that  kids  these  days  aren’t 
always  the  problem. 

The  Chicago  Tribune 
recendy  published  an 
article  on  a  recent  study 
suggesting  distracted 
driving  is  a  key  contribu¬ 
tor  to  teen  car  crashes.  To 
spare  the  details,  the  article 
focused  on  how  distracted 
driving  is  becoming  a  more 
prevalent  safety  issue  for 
teenagers  than  texting  and 


driving.  While  texting 
falls  under  the  distracted 
driving  umbrella,  the  term 
covers  any  distractions 
while  driving  as  well,  like 
changing  the  radio  station, 
eating,  or  even  talking  to  a 
passenger. 

While  driving  safety 
is  obviously  nothing  to 
laugh  about,  I  did  find  the 
underlying  message  of  the 
article  somewhat  ridic¬ 
ulous  because  teenagers 
are  not  the  only  distracted 
drivers  on  the  road.  Fur¬ 
thermore,  the  Tribune  is 
not  the  only  publication  to 
imply  that  they  are.  Even 
distraction.gov,  the  nation¬ 
al  website  for  information 
on  distracted  driving,  has 


a  specific  tab  especially  for 
teens  and  another  one  for 
parents  of  teens,  but  noth¬ 
ing  for  adults  in  general. 

To  say  there  is  little  faith 
in  American  teenagers’ 
ability  to  drive  is  an  under¬ 
statement. 

However  dramatic  it 
may  seem,  there  is  some 
validity  behind  the  con¬ 
cerns.  The  website  states 
traffic  accidents  are  the 
leading  cause  of  death  for 
American  teens  and  that 
teens  are  among  the  most 
likely  to  be  distracted 
drivers.  That’s  a  serious 
problem.  But  by  spread¬ 
ing  the  notion  that  only 
teenagers  have  bad  driving 
habits,  adults  don’t  feel  the 
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same  pressure  to  reevaluate 
their  own  behavior.  On  my 
commute  to  school  alone, 

I  see  countless  adults  using 
their  cellphones,  eating, 
smoking,  even  brushing 
their  hair.  Yet  how  many 
of  these  same  distracted 
drivers  read  the  article  in 
the  Tribune  and  think  it 
doesn’t  apply  to  them  just 
because  of  their  age? 

The  problem  doesn’t  stop 
with  distracted  driving. 
Teenagers  are  accused  of 
anything  from  being  rude, 
tipping  poorly  at  restau¬ 
rants,  and  stealing  from 
stores.  This  leads  to  ageist 
discrimination.  Adults 
won’t  treat  teens  with  re¬ 
spect  because  they  assume 


they  will  be  rude  to  them. 
Waiters  don’t  provide 
the  best  service  to  teens 
because  they  expect  a  bad 
tip  anyway.  Shop  workers 
follow  teens  throughout 
their  stores  to  make  sure 
they  don’t  take  anything. 
And  of  course,  police 
officers  are  much  more 
aware  of  when  a  teenager 
is  texting  and  driving  than 
when  an  adult  is. 

This  prejudice  doesn’t 
even  have  to  be  conscious, 
but  because  of  the  constant 
reinforcement  that  teens 
are  worse  than  adults,  it 
still  exists.  The  trouble¬ 
some  behavior  teenagers 
are  accused  of  can  be  true 
in  some  cases,  but  it  can 


also  be  true  of  adults  as 
well.  Not  to  mention,  the 
teenagers  of  today  are  the 
adults  of  tomorrow.  In  10 
years,  those  adults  will  be 
accusing  that  generation’s 
teenagers  of  the  same 
bad  habits  that  they  were, 
and  probably  still  are, 
guilty  of.  The  problematic 
teens  don’t  just  go  away, 
they  grow  up.  That’s  why 
articles  like  the  one  in  the 
Tribune  need  to  encom¬ 
pass  the  behavior  of  all 
people,  not  just  those  that 
are  younger  than  the  au¬ 
thor.  We  have  to  remember 
that  any  person  is  suscepti¬ 
ble  to  making  mistakes  or 
behaving  poorly,  not  just 
kids  these  days.

Q+A 

Freshman  pitcher  throws  perfect  game

Cole  Waligora  is  one  of  College  of DuPage’s  bright  young  pitchers  and  has  already  made 
his  imprint  in  COD  sports  history.  On  March  1 7,  Waligora  threw  a  perfect  game  against 
Robert  Morris  College ,  which  featured  seven  strike  outs  from  the  right-hander.  Though  being 
a  pitcher  wasn't  Waligora’s  primary  position  out  of  high  school,  Head  Coach  Kevin  Tyrrell 
recruited  him  while  he  attended  Hartland  High  School  in  Michigan.  Waligora  has  only  made 
two  starts  this  year,  but  after  his  strong  performance  his  coaches  might  hand  the  ball  to  him 
more  often  if  he  continues  to  execute  the  way  he  did  against  Robert  Morris.  Courier  Sports 
Editor  James  Kay  got  the  pitcher’s  thoughts  on  his  performance. 


Courier:  Going  into  the 
game  what  was  your  game 
plan? 

Cole  Waligora:  Throw 
strikes  since  my  previous 
outing  I  was  kind  of  wild. 
So  my  game  plan  was  to 
pound  the  zone. 

C:  Was  there  any  part 
of  your  game  that  you 
wanted  to  emphasize 
during  the  outing?  Did 
your  coach  have  anything 
to  say  to  you  before  the 
game? 

CW:  He  pretty  much 
had  the  same  game  plan: 
just  throw  a  lot  of  strikes, 
let  the  hitters  hit  the  ball 


and  don’t  worry  about 
strike  outs. 

C:  What  pitches  do 
you  throw?  What  was 
working  for  you  that  day? 

CW:  I  would  say  both 
my  changeup  and  my 
curveball  were  working. 

I  was  able  to  locate  them 
both  really  well,  and  they 
both  had  a  lot  of  break  on 
them. 

C:  You  had  a  low  pitch 
count.  Were  you  inducing 
a  lot  of  ground  balls  early 
in  the  count? 

CW:  Yeah,  there  were  a 
lot  of  ground  balls.  They 


were  doing  a  lot  of  first 
pitch  swinging  since  I  was 
throwing  a  lot  of  strikes 
so  they  were  doing  a  lot  of 
first  pitch  swinging.

CW:  I  definitely  did  not 
want  to  walk  anyone.  That 
was  the  first  thing  going 
through  my  mind.

C:  When  you  were 
throwing  your  warm  up 
pitches,  were  you  a  bit 
tentative  or  nervous? 

CW:  I  was  a  bit  nervous 
to  be  honest,  there  was 
definitely  some  nerves  but 
then  again  I  just  wanted 
to  focus  on  throwing 
strikes  and  let  my  defense 
do  what  they  do.

Although  owning  up 
to  a  strong  season  as 
a  whole,  the  past  two

we  get  a  couple  warm 
days." 

These  first  couple 
of  weeks,  the  entire

Three  reform  candidates 
for  the  College  of  DuPage 
Board  of  Trustees  claimed 
victory  over  the  April  board 
election.  Election  returns 
put  candidates  Deanne 
Mazzochi,  Frank  Napoli- 
tano  and  Charles  Bernstein 
as  the  top  vote-getters.  En¬ 
dorsed  by  outspoken  board 
member  Kathy  Hamilton, 
the  trio  ran  as  the  “Clean 
Slate.” 

“THE  CLEAN  SLATE 
IS  VICTORIOUS,”  a 
Twitter  account  for  the 
group  proclaimed  in  all 
caps,  shordy  before  all  of 
the  precincts  had  officially 
reported  results  on  April 
7.  The  group  also  tweeted 
minutes  later  a  warning  to 
the  College  of  DuPage  ad¬ 
ministration. 


“Dear  COD  administra¬ 
tion:  don’t  delete  anything,” 
the  Clean  Slate  tweeted. 

In  a  statement  by  the 
Clean  Slate,  the  trio  ex¬ 
pressed  gratitude  to  the 
voters. 

“They  saw,  like  we  did,  the 
need  for  change  and  reform 
on  the  board  of  the  College 
of  DuPage,  the  statement 
said.“They  saw  that  the 
Breuder  era  of  corruption 
needed  to  end.” 

The  Clean  Slate  has 
been  vocal  about  providing 
COD  with  more  trans¬ 
parency  and  “ending  the 
Breuder  era  of  corruption.” 

In  the  next  few  weeks, 
the  new  trustees  will  be 
introduced  to  the  board. 
Later  this  spring,  they  will 
be  formally  sworn  in  and 


start  each  of  their  six-year 
tenures. 

“With  this  historic  vic¬ 
tory,  the  Clean  Slate  for 
COD  joins  Kathy  Hamil¬ 
ton  in  forming  a  new  ma¬ 
jority  on  the  Board  at  the 
College  of  DuPage  that 
will  deliver  the  reform  that 
voters  are  demanding,”  the 
reform  slate  stated  in  a 
statement. 

The  community  college 
has  been  under  heavy  pub¬ 
lic  scrutiny,  in  light  of  a 
$763,000  severance  pack¬ 
age  given  to  COD  Pres¬ 
ident  Robert  Breuder  in 
January. 

Glenn  Hansen,  the  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  faculty  associ¬ 
ation,  said  the  association 
was  disappointed  that  only 
one  of  its  endorsed  can¬ 


didates,  Mazzochi,  won. 
However,  he  is  excited  to 
see  what  the  new  members 
have  to  offer,  as  Hansen 
wants  reform  at  the  college. 

“COD  needs  to  get  out  of 


the  news  for  all  the  wrong 
reasons,"  Hansen  said. 

Hansen  revealed  that  the 
the  trustee-elects  had  al¬ 
ready  reached  out  to  him 
to  hear  what  he  had  to  say. 


This  was  something  that 
impressed  Hansen. 

“It  is  very  refreshing,” 
Hansen  said.  “  It  is  healthy 
for  everyone.”

What  does  election  mean  for  COD? 

'Clean  Slate'  to  create  a  new  majority  on  Board  ofTrustees

To  the  surprise  of  many, 
the  censured  board  mem¬ 
ber  Kathy  Hamilton  en¬ 
dorsed  Clean  Slate  fea¬ 
turing  Deanne  Mazzochi, 
Frank  Napolitano,  and 
Charles  Bernstein  took  all 
three  vacant  seats  on  the 
College  of  DuPage  Board 
ofTrustees.  As  the  College 
of  DuPage  was  thrust  into 
the  media  spotlight  due  to 
criticism  over  its  lack  of  fi¬ 


nancial  transparency  many 
voters,  students  and  facul¬ 
ty  members  where  looking 
for  a  change  for  the  college. 
Here  are  some  of  the  po¬ 
tential  ramifications  of  the 
new  board. 

A  new  majority 

This  is  perhaps  the  most 
important  and  obvious  as¬ 
pect  of  the  election  of  a 
Clean  Slate  is  the  imme¬ 
diate  new  majority  on  the 
board.  The  board  has  voted 


6-1  on  recent  controversial 
decisions  involving  financ¬ 
es  and  administration,  with 
Kathy  Hamilton  being  the 
lone  “no’Vote.  Now,  Ham¬ 
ilton  has  three  individuals 
who  she  helped  get  elected 
that  will  likely  stand  by  her. 
Things  to  look  out  for  will 
be  for  will  be  a  new  board 
leader  to  replace  current 
Chairwoman  Erin  Birt.  In 
an  election  night  interview 
with  WGN  Radio,  Ham¬ 
ilton  expressed  hopes  that 
she  would  be  the  new  board 


chairwoman. 

Focus  on  taxpayers 

The  Clean  Slate  has  been 
extremely  vocal  about  be¬ 
ing  accountable  to  taxpay¬ 
ers.  According  to  its  web¬ 
site,  it  will  “  re-orient  COD 
to  put  taxpayers  and  stu¬ 
dents  at  the  forefront  of  all 
decisions.”  The  Clean  Slate 
believes  financial  transpar¬ 
ency  will  help  reduce  costs 
and  improve  efficiency  at 
COD  for  students  and  tax¬ 
payers  alike. 


What  does  it  mean  for 
the  current  administra¬ 
tion? 

After  a  severance  package 
of  $763,000  was  given  to 
President  Robert  Breuder 
in  January,  the  Clean  Slate 
gained  steam  with  voters 
upset  over  the  package  by 
branding  themselves  as  the 
ender  of  “the  corruption  of 
the  Breuder  era.”  The  slate 
has  been  very  open  about 
its  distaste  for  COD’S  cur¬ 
rent  administration.  Just 


minutes  after  winning  the 
election,  the  group’s  Twit¬ 
ter  account  tweeted,  “Dear 
COD  administration: 
don’t  delete  anything.”  Just 
hours  after  his  election  as  a 
trustee,  Trustee-elect  Ber¬ 
nstein  was  quoted  in  the 
Daily  Herald  explaining 
that  he  thinks  that  Presi¬ 
dent  Breuder  should  take  a 
“leave  of  absence.”

Amid  the  backdrop  of  negative  publicity  on  College  of DuPage,  voters  in  district  502  turned  out  to  the  polls  to  elect  three  can¬ 
didates  for  the  college's  Board  of  Trustees  this  month.  Three  reform  candidates,  known  as  the  “ Clean  Slate,  ran  on  a  platform 
of  ending  the  "Breuder  era  of  corruption.  ”  The  slate,  made  up  ofDeanne  Mazzochi,  Frank  Napolitano  and  Charles  Bern¬ 
stein,  received  the  most  votes  among  a  crowded field  of  nine  other  candidates.  Below  are  unofficial  election  results.

Lower  voter  turnout 

Voter  turnout  for  the  April  board  election  is  the  lowest 
since  201 1  in  DuPage  County.  Voter  turnout  amounted 
to  a  little  over  17  percent,  according  to  data  from  the 
county  election  commission.  In  the  previous  board  elec¬ 
tion  in  2013,  that  figure  nearly  reached  19  percent.  Voter 
turnout  was  at  20  percent  in  the  2009  election,  which 
was  a  similarly  crowded  race  with  10  candidates. 


Close,  but  not  close  enough 

Sandra  Pihos,  a  former  state  representative  from  Glen 
Ellyn,  finished  at  fourth  place.  Pihos  attracted  at  least 
27,856  voters,  and  was  shy  of  about  one  percentage  point 
to  winning  a  seat  on  the  board. 


Incumbents  still  get  support 

While  incumbent  candidates  Nancy  Svoboda  and  Kim 
Savage  were  unsuccessful  in  their  re-election  bids,  they 
received  significant  portions  of  the  vote.  Despite  their 
approval  of  President  Robert  Breuder’s  $763,000  sever¬ 
ance  package,  Svoboda  received  the  fifth  highest  amount 
of  votes.  Savage  rounded  out  the  list  of  the  top  seven 
vote-getters,  receiving  more  than  16,200  votes. 
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Health-conscious  vending  machines  have  some  saying  'whoa'

While  the  business  af¬ 
fairs  office  at  College  of 
DuPage  hopes  students 
will  be  excited  by  the  “Go! 
Slow!  Woah!”  program 
now  offered  by  vending 
machines  on  campus,  some 
students  are  simply  saying 
“woah”  at  the  rise  in  prices. 

After  spring  break,  busi¬ 
ness  affairs  introduced 
these  new  health-con¬ 
scious  vending  machines 
to  students  on  its  Glen  El¬ 
lyn  campus. 

“Go!  Slow!  Woah!”  is  in¬ 
tended  to  make  consumers 
more  aware  of  their  eating 
habits,  according  to  Laura 
Weiland,  administrative 
assistant  to  COD’s  direc¬ 
tor  of  business  affairs.  The 
new  vending  machines 
are  equipped  with  “mind¬ 
ful  screens”  that  will  show 
nutritional  content  of  the 
items.  Weiland  noted  that 


these  touch  screen  moni¬ 
tors  are  not  yet  functioning 
in  all  machines. 

The  machines  feature 
three  rows  that  are  color 
coded  with  green,  yellow 
and  red.  If  the  item  is 
healthy,  the  item  is  located 
on  the  top  shelf  next  to  a 
green  panel.  If  the  choice 
is  reasonably  healthy  but 
has  added  sugar  or  preser¬ 
vatives  like  cereal  snacks  or 
toaster  pastries,  the  item 
is  on  the  middle  shelf, 
next  to  a  yellow  panel.  If 
the  choice  is  extremely 
unhealthy,  like  candy  or 
cookies,  the  item  is  on  the 
lowest  shelf  and  next  to  a 
red  panel. 

Weiland  explained  that 
the  new  machines  were 
installed  after  the  college’s 
contract  with  ACE  vend¬ 
ing  ended.  After  receiving 
bids  from  other  companies, 
Weiland  said  that  COD 
decided  to  continue  with 


ACE,  because  of  its  “Go! 
Slow!  Woah!”  program. 

However,  it’s  not  the  in¬ 
crease  in  healthy  options 
that  is  upsetting  students, 
but  rather  the  increase  in 
prices. 

Jessica  Gue,  23,  a  gradu¬ 
ating  student  majoring  in 
business,  said  seeing  that 
she  would  have  to  give  up 
an  extra  quarter  when  us¬ 
ing  vending  machines  was 
something  that  “ticked  her 
off.” 

“Not  everything  should 
be  the  same  price,”  Gue 
said.  “A  NutriGrain  bar 
should  not  be  the  same 
price  as  [a  bag  of  chips].” 

The  new  machines  have 
a  more  standardized  pric¬ 
ing  system.  All  food  items 
from  a  bag  of  chips  to  a 
small  bag  of  peanuts  are 
$1.25.  Gum  is  75  cents. 

For  Gue,  the  increase  in 
prices  was  something  that 
would  usually  dissuade  her 


from  buying  items  from 
the  vending  machines. 

“I  am  just  really  desper¬ 
ate  right  now  because  I’m 
really  hungry,”  Gue  said. 
“That  is  probably  why  they 
raised  it  because  they  knew 
we  would  [be  forced  to  use 
the  machines.]” 

Gue  was  not  the  only 
student  irked  by  the  hike 
in  pricing. 

On  COD  Snaps,  a 
Snapchat  account  popu¬ 
lar  among  COD  students, 
several  students  posted 
pictures  of  the  vending 
machines  with  captions 
claiming  the  new  ma¬ 
chines  “suck.” 

Weiland  said  that  the 
raise  in  prices  was  some¬ 
thing  that  simply  came 
with  the  addition  of  brand 
new  machines  and  changes 
in  the  economy. 

“It  was  time  to  change 
the  prices  to  go  with  the 
upturn  in  the  economy,” 


Weiland  said. 

Weiland  also  claimed 
the  prices  rival  the  prices 
of  many  retail  stores. 

The  “Go!  Slow!  Woah!” 
program  is  not  a  new  con¬ 
cept.  It  has  been  tried  in 
different  variations  is  big 
cities  such  as  Chicago  as 
well  as  small  school  dis¬ 
tricts  to  promote  healthy 
vending. 

While  Gue  acknowl¬ 
edges  that  the  “Go!  Slow! 
Woah!”  program  is  a 
unique  take  on  healthy 
eating,  she  does  not  feel 
that  it  will  help  herself. 

“I  am  not  going  to  look 
at  it,  and  it  is  not  that  im¬ 
portant  to  me,”  Gue  said. 

According  to  Weiland, 
though,  knowing  the  nu¬ 
tritional  content  of  food  is 
something  that  is  pivotal 
to  some  staff  and  students 
at  COD.  Weiland  said  that 
the  business  affairs  office 
received  feedback  asking 


for  “nutritional  informa¬ 
tion  and  healthier  options” 
in  vending  machines. 
She  hopes  that  when  the 
mindful  screens  that  dis¬ 
play  nutritional  content 
work,  which  should  be  in 
a  few  weeks,  the  reviews 
of  the  new  machines  will 
improve. 

“It  will  be  a  great  asset 
to  anyone  who  wants  to 
know  the  nutritional  value 
of  something  before  they 
buy  it,”  Weiland  said. 

Students  at  COD’s  Glen 
Ellyn  campus  won’t  be  the 
only  ones  to  get  the  new 
vending  machines.  Wei¬ 
land  said  that  once  all  ma¬ 
chines  in  Glen  Ellyn  are 
operating  correcdy,  stu¬ 
dents  and  staff  at  COD’s 
regional  centers  will  get 
the  new  machines  as  well.

Second-year  College 
of  DuPage  student  Jacob 
Wisniewski  has  begun 
to  create  a  website,  and 
future  app,  designed  to 
bring  users  together  based 
on  books  they  have  read. 
The  website,  titled  Book¬ 
case,  is  designed  with  the 


hopes  of  becoming  a  social 
networking  site  where 
users  can  exchange  book 
recommendations,  create 
lists  of  future  reads  and 
even  purchase  their  next 
selection. 

The  idea  came  to 
Wisniewski  while  search¬ 
ing  through  blog  posts  in 
order  to  find  a  new  book 
to  read.  Bookcase  is  not 
directed  at  a  certain  target 
audience,  but  can  be  used 
to  connect  those  with 
common  majors,  careers 
or  simply  taste  in  reading 
material. 

Wisniewski  feels  that 
his  idea  is  well  formed, 
but  he  has  yet  to  find  his 


footing  in  the  design  and 
Web-management  world. 

“Starting  off,  I  had  to 
teach  myself  how  to  make 
a  website,”  said  Wisniews¬ 
ki.  “This  is  something  I 
am  completely  teaching 
myself.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  idea  I  didn’t  know  any 
of  it  so  it’s  kind  of  a  slow 
process.” 

Part  of  the  uphill  battle 
may  be  Wisniewski  is  de¬ 
signing  and  launching  the 
website  single-handedly. 

He  feels,  at  a  community 
college,  it  can  be  difficult 
to  find  those  with  similar 
interests  in  order  to  form 
business  partnerships. 

“It  can  be  a  little  intim¬ 


idating,”  said  Wisniewski. 
“That’s  why  a  lot  of  people 
who  have  big  ideas  never 
act  upon  them.  It  can  be 
a  big  hurdle  to  tackle  that 
idea.” 

Throughout  the  learn¬ 
ing  curve,  Wisniewski 
has  stuck  with  his  ideas. 
This  has  helped  him  to 
dream  up  possible  features 
that  differentiate  the  site 
from  other  on  the  web. 
Bookcase  will  be  based  on 
discussion  instead  of  cen¬ 
tering  on  reviews,  giving 
it  a  fresh  take  on  typical 
bookstore  review  pages. 
The  finished  product  will 
also  have  a  link  to  Amazon 
so  users  are  only  one  click 


away  from  purchasing  their 
next  read. 

As  “Bookcase”  nears  a 
possible  release,  Wisniews¬ 
ki  hopes  to  inspire  readers, 
as  well  as  non-readers,  by 
creating  an  environment 
where  reading  is  widely 
accepted. 

“I  do  hope  it  can  turn 
non-readers  into  readers  as 
well,”  said  Wisniewski  in 
an  email.  “I  know  reading 
is  seen  as  uncool  for  a  lot 
of  people  in  our  age  group, 
so  even  if  somebody  does 
read,  it’s  not  something 
they  talk  about  a  whole  lot. 
So  I  hope  that  adding  a 
social  aspect  to  reading  will 
help  people  find  books  that 


they  would  love,  whether 
it  be  books  similar  to  TV 
shows  they  love,  or  books 
that  leaders  in  the  industry 
that  they  are  interested  in 
are  reading.” 

Although  the  final  prod¬ 
uct  of  Bookcase  has  yet  to 
roll  out,  those  interested 
can  visit  www.mybookcase. 
co  and  enter  their  email  to 
become  part  of  the  intial 
beta  testing.  Future  users 
can  also  follow  Bookcase 
on  Twitter,  <®mybookcase- 
app,  for  release  updates.

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AreTIDAL's  technical  aspects  worth  the  money? 

How  the  new  streaming  service  compares  to  Spotify

With  high  anticipation 
for  Jay-Z’s  new  music 
streaming  service,  TIDAL, 
many  have  begun  to  wonder 
if  the  music  site  with  oust 
other  services  like  Spotify. 
Although  they  provide 
three  separate  file  types  for 
streaming  quality,  exclusive 
music  videos  and  artist 
documentaries,  it  isn’t  worth 
the  $20  price  tag. 

When  comparing  the 
sound  quality  from  TID- 
AL’s  Hi-Fi  to  Spotify’s 
high  quality,  it’s  obvious 
that  there  is  a  small,  yet 
noticeable  difference.  That’s 
because  TIDAL  uses 
FLAC  lossless  audio  file  for 
high  quality,  while  Spotify 
provides  OGG  320kbps 
files  for  high  quality. 


A  FLAC,  or  Free  Lossless 
Audio  Content,  file  is  a 
high  quality  file  that  is  the 
standard  for  lossless  audio, 
which  is  an  audio  that 
preserves  all  of  the  necessary 
data  from  the  original  studio 
quality  WAV  file.  FLAC  is 
the  gateway  to  common  file 
types  most  people  use,  such 
as  MP3,  ACC  and  OGG 
files.  These  files  are  com¬ 
pressed  versions  of  FLAC, 
using  different  compression 
techniques.  This  cuts  the 
sound  quality  by  taking 
away  some  of  the  nonessen¬ 
tial  elements  that  makes  the 
sound  fuller.  Most  people 
would  find  the  FLAC  file 
type  inconvenient,  because 
of  its  memory  size. 

A  FLAC  file  is  1,411 


Kbps,  which  makes  it  about 
10  megabytes  per  minute. 
Using  this  file  type  offline 
is  great,  but  streaming  from 
your  data  plan  will  hurt  your 
wallet  if  you  use  the  service 
too  much. 

MP3,  OGG  and  ACC  all 
range  from  having  a  bitrate 
from  64  Kbps  to  320  Kbps 
in  most  cases.  64  Kbps  is 
the  standard  quality  for 
streaming,  which  lowers  the 
quality  and  the  amount  of 
data  your  phone  uses.  128 
Kbps  is  the  mid-range  high 
quality  standard  used  by 
online  retailers  like  iTunes 
and  Google  Music.  320 
Kbps  is  the  highest  quality 
small  size  compression  file 
type.  Every  second  of  a  song 
consists  of  64  Kbs  to  320 


Kbs  of  data.  At  120  Kbps,  a 
song  is  about  one  megabyte 
per  minute.  Spotify  uses  the 
OGG  file  type,  which  is 
higher  quality  than  normal 
MP3s.  They  provide  64 
Kbps  for  mobile  users,  128 
Kbps  for  desktop  and  high 
quality  mobile.  320  Kbps  are 
provided  at  high  quality  for 
desktop  and  extreme  quality 
for  mobile  users. 

TIDAL  uses  the  ACC 
file  type,  which  is  also 
higher  quality  than  MP3, 
at  96  Kbps  for  the  basic 
subscription.  This  one  is  best 
for  mobile  streaming.  Then 
they  have  320  Kbps  for  high 
quality  AAC  and  FLAC 
1411  for  the  lossless  audio 
quality  they  promise. 

Spotify  gives  its  64  Kbps 


and  128  Kbps  service  for 
free  through  their  mobile 
and  desktop  subscriptions. 
TIDAL  doesn’t  have  a  free 
subscription,  but  they  do 
provide  96  Kbps  for  their 
standard  subscription,  which 
is  $10  a  month. 

Spotify  Premium  is  also 
$10  a  month,  but  provides 
the  320  Kbps  quality  that 
TIDAL  only  provides 
at  their  $20  per  month 
premium  subscription.  At 
$20,  TIDAL  provides  their 
lossless  FLAC  quality  and 
the  320  Kbps  content. 

When  comparing  Spo¬ 
tify’s  320  Kbps  OGG  file 
type  sound  to  TIDAL’s 
FLAC  1411  Kbps  sound, 
there  is  an  obvious  differ¬ 
ence.  The  music  sounds  and 


feels  fuller  when  listening  to 
the  FLAC  files.  It  sounds 
obvious,  but  you  just  feel  the 
music  differently  when  you 
listen  to  a  lossless  audio  file. 

However,  that  feeling  is 
still  not  worth  the  extra  $10 
a  month.  The  320  Kbps 
OGG  music  file  gives  the 
best  deal  for  a  great  sound 
quality.  Plus,  if  you’re  a  col¬ 
lege  student  you  only  have 
to  pay  $4.99  a  month  with 
Spotify’s  student  discount. 
Even  with  its  exclusive 
editorial  content  and  videos, 
Spotify  provides  the  best 
deal  for  the  provided  service.

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What  the  'Clean  Slate'  needs  to  keep  in  mind 

New  board  majority  need  to  prove  they  care  about  other  issues 


The  Board  of  Trustees 
elections  have  come  to 
a  close  and  a  new  era, 
with  new  controversies,  is 
soon  to  begin  at  College 
of  DuPage.  Notoriously 
outspoken  and  President 
Robert  Breuder-intolerant 
Trustee  Kathy  Hamilton 
has  gotten  her  wish:  candi¬ 
dates  Deanne  Mazzochi, 
Frank  Napoli tano,  and 
Charles  Bernstein  were 
elected  as  our  three  new 
trustees.  Hamilton  actively 
endorsed  the  candidates, 
who  called  themselves  the 
“Clean  Slate.”  The  ques¬ 
tion  remains:  will  they 
really  fit  that  bill? 

We  think  they  could. 
Though  we  did  not 
endorse  Napolitano  and 
Bernstein,  they  earned  the 
support  of  the  community 
and  hold  a  firm  stance  on 
issues  involving  Breuder. 

In  many  ways,  they  are 
carbon  copies  of  Hamil¬ 
ton’s  ideals  and  this  will 
certainly  play  into  future 
board  rulings.  With  Ham¬ 
ilton  and  the  Clean  Slate 
on  the  board,  many  de¬ 
cisions  could  end  up  4-3.

While  we  aren’t  fighting 
the  Clean  Slate  on  their 
stance  against  Breuder,  we 
do  hope  they  put  some 
effort  into  other  issues  at 
the  college  as  well.  These 
trustees  will  be  around 
until  2021.  They’ll  need 
to  do  a  lot  more  than 
passive-aggressively  tweet 
about  Breuder  to  gain  our 
approval  in  the  long  run. 
They’ve  already  convinced 
the  community  that  they 
have  the  potential  to  turn 
the  school  around  for  the 
better.  Now  they  have  to 


prove  it  with  their  actions. 

For  us,  the  main  con¬ 
cern  is  gaining  back  trust 
between  the  faculty  and 
the  administration.  It’s 
no  secret  the  two  sides 


have  been  battling  it  out 
for  some  time  now.  Even 
though  full-time  faculty 
did  not  endorse  these  two 
particular  candidates,  we 
hope  that  both  they  and 


the  new  board  can  look 
past  their  differences  and 
reach  a  common  ground. 
This  restoration  is  crucial 
to  keeping  the  peace  and 
saving  COD’s  renowned 


reputation.  If  we  can’t  work 
together,  we  won’t  work 
at  all. 

Of  course  there’s  also  the 
concern  of  what  the  Clean 
Slate  will  do  for  students. 


As  the  sole  reason  the 
school  exists  in  the  first 
place,  it’s  unquestionably 
essential  to  keep  education 
not  only  accessible  for 
them,  but  also  at  the  best 
quality  available.  Amid 
the  mess  of  administrative 
scandals,  it’s  easy  to  forget 
about  the  one  thing  at 
school  that  won’t  change: 
students.  They  will  always 
need  a  way  to  afford 
education  and  they  will 
always  deserve  the  highest 
quality  possible.  The  board 
must  remember  that  there’s 
more  to  COD  than  its 
finances.

And  though 
they  have  shown  promise 
for  change,  excluding  or 
working  against  other 
members  is  certainly  not 
ideal  and  could  lead  us 
down  the  same  road  as 
before.  The  Clean  Slate 
needs  to  consider  the  other 
board  members  and  not 
work  on  their  own  separate 
agenda.  This  isn’t  “House 
of  Cards,”  it’s  College  of 
DuPage.  Unity  should  be 
the  end  goal,  not  suprem¬ 
acy.  Hamilton,  Mazzochi, 
Napolitano,  and  Bernstein 
have  come  this  far,  but 
they  have  even  farther  to 
go  before  we  can  assess 
their  abilities  and  gauge 
just  how  well  this  election 
turned  out.

Baseball  slides  past  opponents,  wins  eight  straight  games

College  of  DuPage’s 
baseball  team  has  gone 
through  the  typical  experi¬ 
ence  for  Illinois  ball  clubs 
this  time  of  year  as  they 
have  had  to  reschedule 
many  times  due  to  poor 
weather  conditions.  Last 
week,  they  were  scheduled 
to  play  12  games,  which 
can  be  detrimental  to  a 
pitching  staff  that  consists 
of  only  six  starting  pitch¬ 
ers.  Needless  to  say,  COD 
handled  their  opponents 
and  made  a  statement  to 
the  rest  of  the  conference 
by  winning  eight  of  the 
nine  games  they  got  to 
play,  as  more  rain  delays 
canceled  the  other  three 
make  up  games. 

COD,  24-9,  now  stands 
in  second  place  in  the 
conference  right  behind 
Madison  College  who  has 
taken  the  conference  the 
past  seven  years.  Though 
Madison  has  a  command¬ 
ing  three  game  lead  over 
COD  in  the  loss  column, 
the  other  teams  in  the 
conference  have  played,  at 
best,  .500  ball  and  don’t 
seem  to  be  a  major  concern 
for  the  Chaparrals.  Since 
Madison  is  a  division  II 
team,  the  Chaparrals  won’t 
have  to  face  them  in  the 
playoffs  which  is  a  blessing 
since  Head  Coach  Kevin 
Tyrrell  describes  them  as, 
“the  best  team  in  Illinois.” 

Despite  being  swept 
by  Madison,  COD  has 
been  rolling  over  other 
teams.  Tyrrell  contributes 
his  team’s  success  to  the 
team-oriented  mindset 
that  the  team  seems  to  be

in  every  time  they  step 
onto  the  field. 

“We  really  have  a  good 
group  of  individual  ball 
players  who  are  playing 
well  as  a  team,  too,”  said 
Tyrrell.  “We  have  a  hero 
every  game  day  and  with 
nine  games  in  a  week 
where  we  have  played  nine 
games,  we  have  nine  differ¬ 
ent  heroes.” 

When  questioned 
whether  his  team  was  more 
of  pitching  or  hitting  ori¬ 
ented  squad,  Tyrrell  didn’t 
hesitate  in  exuding  high 
confidence  in  his  staff.  He 
says  that  Wyatt  Trautwein 
is  their  number  one  starter 
as  of  right  now  but  that 
there  are  “five  different 
guys  that  can  fall  into 
that  category  of  a  number 


two  starter. ’’There  isn’t  a 
coach  out  there  that  would 
complain  about  having  too 
many  plus-arms  in  the  ro¬ 
tation  so  COD  looks  to  be 
set  with  their  power  staff. 

“Good  pitching  always 
beats  good  hitting  and  the 
most  important  part  of 
our  team  is  the  nucleus  of 
pitchers  we  have.  I  feel  like 
we  have  eight  guys  that  are 
winners.” 

COD’s  offense  isn’t 
slacking  on  their  end 
either.  After  playing  nine 
games  this  past  week,  they 
now  are  hitting  .340  as  a 
team  which  puts  them  in 
the  top  ten  in  hitting  in 
the  national  at  the  junior 
college  level.  Shortstop 
Bryan  Taheri  is  batting 
.492  for  the  Chaparrals 


while  backstop  Doran 
Blake  is  also  tearing  up 
the  competition’s  pitching 
and  holds  a  .484  batting 
average. 

Though  they  have  been 
red-hot  since  last  Monday, 
one  aspect  of  their  game 
Tyrrell  thinks  they  need  to 
improve  on  is  their  field¬ 
ing.  After  winning  eight 
games  in  a  row  going  into 
the  final  game  of  a  double- 
header  last  Sunday,  COD 
threw  the  game  away 
by  losing  8-3  to  Triton 
College.  The  score  was  8-3 
but  none  of  the  runs  were 
earned  runs  since  COD 
committed  an  abundance 
of  errors  in  the  field. 

“The  defense  was  the 
reason  we  lost  that  game. 
Some  of  our  guys  were  ei¬ 


ther  tired  or  were  overcon¬ 
fident  and  it  seemed  like 
Triton  wanted  to  win  more 
than  we  did.” 

Despite  a  tough  loss  to 
Triton,  the  Chaparrals 
look  to  start  up  a  new 
winning  streak  and  Tyrrell 
expressed  his  sense  of 
confidence  in  his  team  the 
rest  of  the  way. 

“We  have  a  long  way  to 
go  still  but  I  personally 
think  we  are  the  best  team 
in  the  region.  As  long 
as  we  show  up  to  play 
and  catch  and  throw  the 
baseball,  I  don’t  think  there 
is  a  team  that  can  compete 
with  us.”

Of 
course  this  is  a  small  sam¬ 
ple  size  but  maybe,  maybe 
teams  have  started  to  figure 
out  Kershaw’s  stuff.  I  doubt 
it  but  Kershaw  doesn’t  get 
in  slumps.  We  shall  see. 

We  still  have  six  more 
months  of  the  season  left 
and  if  last  year  proved 
anything,  the  season  is  up 
for  the  taking  for  any  of 
the  thirty  teams.  Based  on 
the  first  week,  we  are  in  for 
a  long  surprising  season.

After  months  of  scrutiny 
over  a  lack  of  transparency 
and  financial  oversight,  the 
College  of  DuPage  will 
add  one  more  bullet  point 
to  its  list  of  problems:  a 
federal  investigation. 

According  to  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Tribune,  the  college 
was  served  with  legal  doc¬ 
uments  on  April  13. 


In  the  subpoenas,  the 
COD  Foundation’s  fi¬ 
nances  are  called  into 
question  as  well  as  the 
spending  habits  of  college 
administrators.  Also  being 
questioned  is  the  alleged 
over  awarding  of  credits  to 
police  recruits  at  the  Sub¬ 
urban  Law  Enforcement 
Academy. 


As  the  microscope  hov¬ 
ering  over  COD  zooms  in 
closer  and  closer,  COD  ad¬ 
ministrators  remain  confi¬ 
dent  that  there  is  nothing 
illegal  about  their  conduct. 

“The  College  of  DuPage 
and  the  College  of  DuPage 
Foundation  and  are  confi¬ 
dent  in  the  proper  conduct 
of  their  affairs  and  will  ful¬ 


ly  cooperate  with  the  any 
government  investigation,” 

Randall  Samborn,  a 
newly  hired  spokesperson 
for  the  college,  told  The 
Courier  over  the  phone. 

The  federal  investigation 
will  be  something  that 
the  three  incoming  board 
members  will  have  to  deal 
with  once  sworn  in. 


Samborn  explained  that 
regardless  of  the  investi¬ 
gation,  the  college  stands 
behind  its  students  and 
programs. 

“The  College  Of  DuP¬ 
age  is  focused  on  pro¬ 
viding  quality  education 
educational  programs  and 
career  opportunities  to 
its  students  remains  its 


core  function  at  all  times,” 
Samborn  said. 

A  hearing  in  front  of  a 
grand  jury  is  scheduled  for 
April  23  in  Chicago.

The  College  of  DuPage 
Board  of  Trustees  meeting 
for  April  has  been  canceled 
in  light  of  the  recent  board 
election,  according  to  a 
spokesman  for  the  college. 
The  meeting  was  sched¬ 
uled  to  take  place  Thursday, 
April  16. 

Randall  Samborn,  a 
spokesman  working  on 
behalf  of  the  college,  ex¬ 
plained  over  the  phone  that 
the  current  board  called  off 
the  meeting  to  ensure  “an 
orderly  transfer  of  college 
business...  be  made  to  the 


new  board  at  its  organiza¬ 
tional  meeting.” 

This  cancellation  comes 
after  the  election  of  reform 
candidates  Deanne  Mazzo- 
chi,  Frank  Napolitano  and 
Charles  Bernstein,  each  of 
which  who  were  endorsed 
by  current  board  member 
Kathy  Hamilton. 

In  response  to  the  meet¬ 
ing  cancellation,  Napol¬ 
itano  said  that  his  fellow 
slate  members  had  confi¬ 
dence  and  excitement  for 
the  future  of  the  board. 

“We  will  conduct  the 


board  meetings  in  an  open 
and  transparent  way  with 
the  best  interest  of  all  stake¬ 
holders  in  mind,  working 
to  move  the  college  for¬ 
ward  and  restore  the  public 
trust  in  this  fine  institution 
while  working  to  improve 
academic  results  for  all  stu¬ 
dents,”  Napolitano  said  in  a 
statement. 

The  organizational  meet¬ 
ing  will  take  place  between 
April  28  to  May  5,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Samborn.

After  the  initial  outcry 
over  the  hiring  of  Res 
Publica,  another  commu¬ 
nications  firm,  in  March, 
it  appears  the  College  of 
DuPage  has  hired  a  new 
firm. 

Levick,  a  large  public 
relations  firm  based  in 
Washington,  says  it  was 
hired  by  the  College  in 
early  April. 

Randall  Samborn,  a 
lawyer  with  Levick  and 
the  college’s  new  spokes¬ 
man,  explained  that 
Levick  was  hired  after 


Res  Publica  was  dropped. 

“I  was  asked  specifically 
on  behalf  of  the  college  to 
media  enhance  media  com¬ 
munication,”  Samborn  said. 

A  call  to  Res  Publica  re¬ 
vealed  that  the  firm  was  no 
longer  hired  by  the  COD, 
but  the  firm  declined  to  ex¬ 
plain  further. 

The  hiring  of  the  Res 
Publica  sparked  public  out¬ 
cry  at  the  March  Board  of 
Trustees  meeting.  It  would 
have  cost  the  college  $250 


per  hour  working  with 
Res  Publica.  The  hiring  of 
Levick  occurred  with  no 
warning  from  the  college, 
and  it  is  currently  unknown 
how  much  COD  is  paying 
for  Levick. 

At  the  time  of  publica¬ 
tion,  the  college  has  not 
elaborated  on  why  Res  Pu¬ 
blica  was  dropped.

Watchdog  group  barks  back

A  local  watchdog  group 
might  be  barking  its  way 
into  College  of  DuPage 
student  email  accounts 
soon. 

The  Edgar  County 


Watchdogs,  a  self-de¬ 
scribed  group  of  “con¬ 
cerned  citizens”  that  hopes 
to  “foster  accountability, 
truth,  and  transparency  in 
our  local  governing  bod¬ 
ies,”  filed  a  Freedom  of  In¬ 
formation  Act  request  to 


obtain  all  email  addresses 
that  the  college  manages  in 
September. 

What  followed  was  a 
legal  battle  between  the 
college  and  the  watchdog 
group,  ultimately  ending 
with  the  Attorney  General 


requiring  the  college  to  re¬ 
lease  email  accounts. 

Kirk  Allen  of  the  Edgar 
County  Watchdogs  ex¬ 
plained  that  he  does  not 
think  the  college  will  give 
his  group  the  email  ad¬ 
dresses.  Allen  explains  that 


he  and  the  watchdog  group 
simply  wants  the  email  ad¬ 
dresses  to  “keep  students 
informed”  and  not  for  any 
malpractice. 

“If  you  can  get  them 
through  a  FOIA  request, 
then  anybody  could  do  it,”

Allen  said,  “  I  have  no  in¬ 
terest  in  selling  [the  email 
addresses].” 

College  spokesman  Ran¬ 
dall  Samborn  said  COD 
currently  has  no  comment 
on  the  matter.

Despite  ban,  some  students  vape  on  campus

There’s  a  new  trend  flar¬ 
ing  up  at  the  College  of 
DuPage.  Vaping,  the  inhal¬ 
ing  and  exhaling  of  smoke 
from  an  electronic  ciga¬ 
rette,  has  become  a  staple 
in  the  hallways  of  campus. 
While  e-cigarettes  produce 
water  vapor  instead  of  a 
cigarette  smoke,  COD  po¬ 
lice  say  the  relatively  new 
habit  still  violates  the  cam¬ 
pus’  no-smoking  policies. 

Electronic  cigarettes  have 
risen  to  popularity  in  re¬ 
cent  years  and  allow  users 
to  get  a  similar  feel  to  tra¬ 
ditional  cigarettes.  Users 
have  dubbed  the  practice  as 
“vaping.” 

COD  police  Lieutenant 
Joe  Girten  says  personal 
vehicles  are  the  only  plac¬ 
es  students  are  allowed  to 
vape  or  smoke. 

Girten  explained  that  like 
cigarette  smoking  students 
can  be  fined  for  vaping. 

“We  have  two  officers 
that  walk  around  [campus] 
looking  [for  violators], 
Girten  said. 

As  for  vaping  inside  a 
classroom,  Girten  said 
that  a  student  or  professor 


would  have  to  report  it  be¬ 
fore  an  officer  would  walk 
inside  a  classroom. 

In  March  2009,  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  adopted  a 
tobacco-free  campus  policy. 

The  policy  states  that 
the  “use  of  tobacco  and 
tobacco-related  products 
(including  electronic  ciga¬ 
rettes)  is  prohibited  on  all 
College  of  DuPage  prem¬ 
ises,  in  all  indoor  College 
facilities  and  in  all  College 
vehicles.” 

Luke  Caron,  19,  a  weld¬ 
ing  major,  has  seen  students 
vaping  in  the  hallways  and 
in  class,  and  finds  it  repul¬ 
sive.  Caron  believes  vaping 
is  not  an  issue  of  police  en¬ 
forcement  but  one  of  public 
courtesy. 

“You  can  give  someone 
a  ticket,  and  they  pay  it, 
and  it’s  all  said  and  done,” 
Caron  said.  “But  they  won’t 
change  until  they  learn  that 
respect.” 

Youmana  Elboghady,18, 
a  psychology  major,  agrees 
students  should  respect  the 
school  and  not  vape  inside. 
However,  she  disagrees 
with  the  campus  smoking 
policy. 

Elboghady,  a  smoker, 
finds  the  fact  that  she  must 


take  her  smoking  habit  off 
campus  “inconveniencing.” 

“The  school  shouldn’t 
[regulate]  what  students 
inhale  into  their  own  body,” 
Elboghady  said. 

Ibn  Moses,  21,  psychol¬ 
ogy  major,  is  also  a  smoker 
and  does  not  completely 
agree  with  COD’s  tobacco 
policy. 

“I  understand  that  they 
are  strict,”  Moses  said.  “But 
they  are  literally  [fining  us] 
to  make  money,”  Moses 
said. 

Smokers  in  public¬ 
ly-funded  college  all  over 
Illinois  have  to  deal  with 
the  same  issues  Moses  and 
Elboghady  face. 

Last  July,  the  state  of  Il¬ 
linois  implemented  the 
Smoke-Free  Campus  Act. 
The  act  states  “smoking  is 
prohibited  on  each  campus 
of  a  State-supported  insti¬ 
tution  of  higher  education.” 

However,  unlike  COD’s 
policy,  the  act  does  not  spe¬ 
cifically  target  electronic 
cigarettes.

A  neuroscientist  on  how  music  can  help  students 

Neuroscientist,  music  enthusiast  and  renowned  author  Daniel  Levitin  visited  the  MAC 
on  April  14  to  talk  with  attendees  about  how  music  affects  the  brain.  Levitins  four  books 
cover  everythingfrom  basic  psychology,  music  and  how  to  organize  one’s  life.  Courier 
Features  Editor  Kelly  Wynne  sat  down  with  Levitin  to  discuss  how  music  can  help  col¬ 
lege  students  in  life. 


Kelly  Wynne:  How  do  you 
think  music  affects  college 
students? 

Daniel  Levitin:  Well  I  think 
it’s  very  personal  and  very 
individual.  To  begin  with,  some 
people  don’t  like  music  at  all;  we 
think  maybe  10  percent  of  the 
population.  They  just  don’t  get 
it.  They  don’t  understand  what 
the  rest  of  us  are  spending  our 
money  on.  Some  people  like 
music  in  the  background.  Some 
like  to  immerse  themselves  in 
it.  Some  people  use  it  to  get 
through  their  workout  to  help 
motivate  them.  They  use  it  as 
motivation  to  get  out  of  bed 
and  some  people  use  it  to  calm 
down  and  relax.  Or  people  still 
make  mixtapes,  although  these 
days  they  aren’t  on  tapes  they’re 
on  USB  keys  or  in  the  cloud,  to 
tell  somebody  special  how  they 
feel  about  them.  If  you’re  not  a 
songwriter,  what  do  you  do?  You 
find  somebody  else  who  wrote 
it  and  give  it  to  somebody.  So 
I  think  there’s  a  wide  range  of 
experience.  It’s,  personal  and  it 
changed  from  person  to  person 
and  within  a  person,  the  way 
music  affects  you  can  change 
over  the  lifetime. 

KW:  Is  there  a  certain  type  of 
music  you  think  is  more  bene¬ 
ficial  than  others?  For  instance, 
music  you  would  choose  for 
relaxing  versus  studying  for  a 
test. 

DL:  On  the  studying  for 
a  test  thing,  the  evidence  is 
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really  clear  that  having  music  on 
while  you  are  studying  is  bad.  It 
actually  interferes  with  learning. 
The  problem  is  that  people  who 
like  music  can  like  studying 
with  it  and  find  it  pleasant  to 
study  with  music,  so  they  think 
that  they’re  studying  better, 
but  they’re  not.  I  mean  there’s 
hundreds  of  studies  on  this  now. 
It’s  better  to  study  without  the 
music,  and  then  take  a  15-min¬ 
ute  break  and  listen  to  music  to 
refresh  your  head,  and  then  get 
back  to  the  studying.  Having 
the  music  on  in  the  background, 
although  it’s  more  fun,  is  not 
more  effective. 

KW:  What  do  you  think 
stressed  students  can  do  to 
work  more  efficiently  and  stay 
calm,  even  if  they  have  a  mil¬ 
lion  things  going  on? 

DL:  This  is  more  the  topic  of 
my  newest  book  “The  Orga¬ 
nized  Mind,”  about  how  to  be 
efficient  and  not  be  stressed.  I 
think  the  problem  is  that  all  of 
us  feel  like  there’s  more  to  do 
in  the  day  than  can  possibly  get 
done.  I  don’t  know  anybody  who 
puts  their  head  on  the  pillow 
at  night  and  says,  “Boy,  I  got 
everything  done  that  I  need¬ 
ed  to  get  done.”  I  don’t  know 
anybody  who  has  said  that  in 
10  years.  There’s  just  this  long 
list  of  things  you  don’t  quite 
get  to.  And  that’s  what  induces 
the  stress.  It’s  the  gap  between 
what  you  feel  you  need  to  do 
and  what  you  actually  do,  and 
it  builds  every  day.  So,  I  think 
that  the  trick  there  is  to  really 


take  stock  of  everything  that 
you  have  to  do  by  not  keeping 
it  in  your  head.  Write  it  down. 

If  it’s  in  your  head,  it’s  harder  to 
deal  with.  Get  it  out  there  in  the 
world  and  look  at  it,  whether  it’s 
on  paper  or  on  the  computer. 
Just  look  at  all  the  things  you 
have  to  do  and  then  prioritize 
them  for  tomorrow.  Say  “these 
are  the  most  important  things 
I  have  to  do  tomorrow,”  and 
do  that  before  you  go  to  bed  at 
night.  When  you  wake  up  in  the 
morning  look  at  the  list  again. 
You  might  have  changed  your 
mind;  maybe  No.  3  has  got  to 
move  over  to  No.6.  No.  2  has 
to  be  No.  1.  Then,  do  the  things 
in  order.  Trust  your  judgment. 
At  the  end  of  the  day  you  won’t 
have  gotten  everything  done, 
but  you’ll  have  gotten  the  most 
important  things  done  by  defi¬ 
nition.  You’ll  find  that  you’re  a 
lot  less  stressed.  Your  advantage 
is  that  when  you’re  working 
on  that  one  thing,  you’re  mind 
isn’t  racing  and  trying  to  figure 
out  “well  is  there  something 
else  I  should  be  doing?  And 
I  have  to  do  this  and  I  have 
to  do  that,”  because  whatever 
you’re  doing  at  the  moment  is 
the  most  important  thing  you 
could  be  doing.  You  prioritized 
it.  The  only  thing  I  would  add 
to  that  is  that  it’s  good  to  set  a 
time  limit,  because  you’re  never 
going  to  study  your  calculus 
until  it’s  done.  Calculus  is  never 
done.  Maybe  you’ll  study  it  for 
an  hour,  and  then  you’ll  take  a 
break,  and  move  on  to  some¬ 
thing  else. 


KW:  Is  there  anything  you 
wish  you  knew  as  a  college 
student? 

DL:  Oh  yeah.  That’s  a  good 
question.  I  wish  that  I  had 
managed  my  time  better.  For 
me,  and  I  think  for  so  many 
college  students,  there’s  so  many 
thing  to  do.  We’re  all  very  good 
rationalizers.  When  I  was  a 
college  student  we  all  lived  on 
campus  so  a  friend  would  come 
by  and  say,  “Hey,  lets  go  out  for 
ice  cream.”  I  would  say,  “Oh  no, 
I’m  studying,”  but  he  had  never 
asked  me  to  do  that  before,  it 
was  a  one  semester  thing.  You 
know,  I  should  be  able  to  go 
out  for  ice  cream  one  night, 
right?  So  it’s  a  half  an  hour  to 
get  there,  and  a  half  an  hour 
line  around  the  block  cause  it’s 
a  popular  place.  We  get  the  ice 
cream,  we  come  back,  and  I’ve 
lost  an  hour  and  a  half  or  2 
hours  of  what  was  going  to  be 
my  study  time.  The  cumulative 
effect  of  it  all  was  that  it  was 
different  groups  of  people  that 
I  was  going  out  and  doing  stuff 
with,  and  each  one  seemed 
perfectly  innocent  on  it’s  own, 
but  at  the  end  of  the  month  I 
realized  I  hadn’t  spent  as  much 
time  studying  as  anyone  else 
or  as  much  as  I  needed  to.  I 
was  so  good  at  justifying,  and 
I  saw  each  of  them  as  individ¬ 
ual  activities  rather  than  as  all 
contributing  to  the  category  of 
goofing  off.  I  understood  that 
you  need  to  have  balance,  I  just 
didn’t  understand  how  to  por¬ 
tion  it.  What  I  should  have  said 
was,  “I’m  going  to  allow  myself 


X  hours  for  entertainment  this 
week.”Time  is  like  money.  It’s 
either  in  your  budget  or  it’s  not. 

KW:  Is  there  anything  else 
you  would  like  college  students 
reading  this  to  know? 

DL:  This  is  something  that 
old  people  say  to  college  stu¬ 
dents,  so  it  may  not  carry  any 
weight  because  I’ll  just  sound 
like  your  grandpa  talking  or 
something,  but  when  you’re  18 
and  19  it  seems  like  everything 
going  on  has  dire  consequences. 
If  you  don’t  get  into  the  right 
class  or  the  right  college  or  you 
don’t  meet  the  right  person 
your  whole  life  is  going  to  spin 
out  of  control.  What  I  came  to 
realize,  mostiy  through  a  series 
of  failures  in  my  life,  was  that 
there  are  an  infinite  number  of 
ways  to  end  up  in  a  particular 
spot  in  your  life.  If  you  have  a 
vision  of  where  you  want  to  be 
when  you’re  30  or  40,  there’s  lots 
of  different  ways  to  get  there,  it’s 
not  just  the  narrow,  myopic  view 
that  you  have  of  things.  And  the 
more  important  thing  is  that, 
with  time,  everybody  I  know  has 
discovered  that  there  are  things 
they  wanted  to  do  even  more 
than  what  they  thought  they 
wanted  to  do  but  they  didn’t 
even  know  about  them  yet 
because  they  hadn’t  had  enough 
experience.  So  just  take  a  chill 
pill  when  things  don’t  work  out 
because  they  will  eventually.

As  professor  David 
Allen’s  human  services 
class  listened  to  their 
blind  classmate  explain 
his  disability,  they  knew 
they  had  pinpointed  the 
perfect  advocacy  project. 
After  multiple  topics  and 
debates,  the  class  came  to 
an  agreement  on  exploring 
College  of  DuPage’s  very 
own  Center  for  Access 
and  Accommodations. 

There  are  a  total  of  1,734 
students  registered  with 
special  needs  on  campus, 
but  it  is  estimated  there 
may  be  double  the  amount 
not  registered.  The  class 
has  taken  this  semester 
to  focus  on  bringing 


awareness  to  both  students 
qualified  to  register  those 
not. 

Terry  Hill,  both  a  library 
reference  assistant  and 
COD  student,  explained 
that  her  disabled  class¬ 
mate  had  described  having 
trouble  finding  his  way  to 
classes.  He  spoke  of  little 
assistance  offered  to  him, 
and  the  difficulty  he  found 
in  before  and  after  school 
transportation.  Through 
exploration,  he  discovered 
the  Center  for  Access  and 
Accommodations,  and 
their  need  for  volunteers. 

Hill  spoke  of  the  drive  to 
give  students  motivation 
to  seek  out  the  center’s 
resources.  When  Jackie 


Reuland,  manager  of  the 
center,  visited  the  class,  she 
spoke  of  the  students  who 
do  not  use  the  resources. 
Reuland  explained  that  a 
student  must  be  an  advo¬ 
cate  for  him  or  herself. 

After  Reuland’s  talk, 
the  class  decided  to  make 
their  advocacy  project  and 
“awareness  project.”  The 
project  is  designed  to  give 
COD  students  back¬ 
ground  on  the  center  and 
explain  resources  available. 
Volunteer  positions  will 
also  be  advertised,  as  one 
of  the  biggest  problems 
the  center  finds  is  a  lack  in 
volunteers. 

Hill  and  classmates 
hope  the  project  will  be 


able  to  give  students  the 
confidence  to  speak  up  and 
ask  for  help  when  needed, 
as  well  as  inspire  them  to 
lend  a  hand. 

The  final  project  will 
include  a  table  in  the  heart 


of  campus.  Students  can 
stop  by  the  table  from  8:30 
a.m.  to  12  p.m.  on  April 
28  near  Starbucks  in  the 
Student  Services  Center. 
Popcorn  and  baked  goods 
will  be  provided.  For  more

New  vending  machines  serve  frustration 


America  may  only  be 
ranked  second  in  the 
world  in  obesity,  but  our 
false  pride  in  unhealthy 
dietary  habits  is  surely  the 
greatest  in  the  world.  We 
take  our  junk  food  very 
seriously,  which  is  why  so 
many  College  of  DuPage 
students  were  outraged 
and  shocked  by  the  new 
“Go!  Slow!  Whoa!” 
healthy  vending  machine 
initiative. 

After  spring  break,  the 
main  campus  was  infil¬ 
trated  by  health-conscious 
vending  machines,  cleverly 
labeled  “Go!  Slow!  Whoa!” 
to  encourage  students  to 
think  wisely  about  their 
eating  habits.  “Go!”  refers 
to  choosing  a  healthy 
food.  “Slow!”  means  to  eat 
said  food  at  a  good  pace. 
“Whoa!”  advises  con¬ 
sumers  not  to  choose  the 
unhealthy  food. 

The  machines  still  offer 
your  standard  vending 
machine  items:  chips, 
cookies,  and  gum,  but  also 
contain  healthier  options 
as  well.  The  healthiest 
foods  are  placed  on  the  top 
shelf  marked  with  a  green 
panel,  then  moderately 
healthy  selections  marked 
with  a  yellow  panel,  and 
at  the  very  bottom,  the 
least  healthy  options  are 
marked  with  a  red  panel, 
causing  one  to  feel  shame 
when  craving  an  item 
on  the  bottom  shelf.  In 


addition,  all  prices  were 
raised  to  a  standard  $1.25 
and  75  cents  for  a  pack  of 
gum.  Students  are  literally 
paying  more  to  be  embar¬ 
rassed  about  their  choice 
of  snack. 

In  the  grand  scheme 
of  things,  this  isn’t  even 
close  to  the  worst  thing 
to  happen  to  the  college 
this  year.  But  for  students, 
it’s  a  pretty  big  let  down. 


Rushing  between  classes 
doesn’t  leave  time  to  go 
to  the  cafeteria  or  wait 
in  fine  at  Starbucks  or 
Einstein  Brothers  Bagels. 
For  some  students,  the 
vending  machines  are 
their  only  chance  to  get 
a  much  needed  snack  in 
between  classes.  While 
a  slight  increase  in  price 
doesn’t  seem  like  much, 
the  long  run  will  prove 


otherwise.  Students  seem 
already  outspoken  against 
the  new  vending  machines, 
and  the  message  is  clear: 
people  don’t  want  to  pay 
the  same  price  for  a  bag  of 
chips  that  they  would  for  a 
granola  bar. 

In  addition  to  unnec¬ 
essarily  jacked-up  prices, 
the  entire  initiative  seems 
a  bit  redundant.  Even 
the  healthiest  vending

machine  option  doesn’t 
compare  to  a  salad  or  fresh 
fruit.  Instead  of  pushing 
pseudo-nutritional  snacks, 
the  school  should  let  the 
few  students  that  actually 
want  to  eat  healthy  do  so 
on  their  own  with  better 
products.  The  fact  of  the 
matter  is  that  if  students 
are  looking  to  get  food 
from  a  vending  machine, 
they  probably  aren’t  too 


concerned  about  the  health 
benefits  of  their  snack. 
They  want  cheap  junk  food 
that  will  tide  them  over 
until  their  next  meal.  The 
new  vending  machines 
encourage  exactly  the 
opposite.  There’s  a  blurred 
fine  between  the  school 
providing  healthy  food 
choices,  and  forcing  those 
healthy  food  choices.  As  of 
right  now,  it’s  unclear  as  to 
where  COD  stands. 

There  is  nothing  wrong 
with  COD  wanting  to  give 
its  students  nutritional 
snacks.  It’s  actually  fairly 
considerate.  It  also  isn’t 
surprising  that  the  new 
vending  machines  with 
healthy  options  have  high¬ 
er  prices  than  the  previous 
ones.  However,  the  new 
vending  machines  need  a 
bit  of  tweaking  to  say  the 
least.  Forcing  students  that 
want  a  cookie  to  not  only 
feel  shamed  for  not  buying 
a  granola  bar,  but  also  pay  a 
higher  price  because  it’s  in 
the  same  machine  as  a  gra¬ 
nola  bar,  just  doesn’t  make 
sense.  Instead  of  trying  to 
convince  a  school  full  of 
adults  to  either  eat  healthy 
or  overpay  for  junk  food, 
COD  should  focus  its 
efforts  on  making  snacking 
easier  for  students.  The  last 
thing  we  need  is  a  campus 
of  angry,  hungry  students 
with  no  money  left  in  their 
pockets.

A  meninist  twitter  page 
was  created,  and  soon 
users  gathered  to  make 
jokes  about  the  feminist 
agenda,  most  of  whom 
were  completely  unin¬ 
formed.  Along  the  way,  the 
account  picked  up  a  few 
actual  believers.  Although 
the  page  description  reads 
“obviously  sarcasm”,  it  is 
clear  that  those  that  run 
and  follow  the  account  are 
wholeheartedly  against 
s  feminism.  Today,  the  ac¬ 
count,  which  now  has  over 
800,000  followers,  exists 
to  build  up  the  already 
inflated  male  ego  with 
ideas  of  authority  and  the 
opinion  that  women  only 
exist  to  “make  a  sandwich”. 

In  a  word,  it  is  disgust¬ 
ing.  In  this  day  and  age,  it 


is  outrageously  backwards 
and  the  most  outwardly 
sexist  movement  of  the 
21st  century,  a  title  that 
some  meninists  accept 
proudly.  Others  who 
identify  as  meninists  are 
blissfully  unaware  of  the 
connotation  behind  their 
cause,  misunderstanding 
the  purpose  of  feminism 
and  therefore  identifying 
with  its  opposite.  These  are 
perhaps  the  most  dan¬ 
gerous  advocates  of  them 
all:  those  that  have  no 
real  concept  of  the  beliefs 
they  fight  for  or  against.

It  is  not  difficult  to  be  a 
good  person.

Meteorology  department  launches  weather  balloon

College  of  DuPage’s  meteorology  department  sent 
its  first-ever  weather  balloon  into  the  atmosphere 
April  25. The  weather  balloon  contained  a  radiosonde, 
a  device  that  measures  temperature,  humidity, 
pressure  and  wind  speed. 

The  helium-filled  balloon  ascended  to  heights  near 
65,000  feet,  before  popping  sometime  after  it  had  flied 
across  the  south  Loop  neighborhood  of  Chicago.  The 
balloon  lasted  approximately  1  hour  and  5  minutes. 

As  a  meteorology  student,  Scott  Burgholzer  would 
normally  view  weather  data  only  after  the  weather 
service  had  collected  the  atmospheric  soundings. 
However,  COD’s  launch  of  its  own  weather  balloon 
gave  Burgholzer  and  others  a  rare  opportunity  to 
witness  conditions  in  the  atmosphere  in  real-time. 

“It’s  a  great  learning  experience,”  Burgholzer  said. 
“I’m  geeking  out.” 

Earth  science  professor  Victor  Gensini  told 
attendees  that  the  study  of  weather  involves  books, 
math  and  data.  However,  it  is  field  and  experiential 
work  he  looked  forward  for. 

“This  is  the  cool  part  about  meteorology,”  Gensini 
said  of  the  weather  balloon.

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Foundation  defends  scholarships,  despite  recent  scrutiny

With  a  massive  $14.5 
million  endowment,  an 
elite  20-member  board 
and  aggressive  campaigns 
to  raise  money,  the  College 
of  DuPage  Foundation 
may  seem  out  of  reach  for 
a  community  college  in 
Illinois.  But  according  to 
its  staff,  the  goals  of  the 
foundation  align  with  that 
of  a  community  college:  to 
strengthen  a  community. 

In  recent  weeks,  as 
COD’s  administration 
has  endured  criticism,  the 
COD  Foundation  has 
also  become  a  hot  topic. 
Questions  surrounding  the 
foundation’s  board  mem¬ 
bers,  the  recent  resignation 
of  the  foundation’s  exec¬ 
utive  director,  Catherine 


Brod,  and  the  low  amount 
of  scholarships  have  led  to 
increased  scrutiny. 

In  1967,  the  COD  Foun¬ 
dation  was  established  as  a 
nonprofit  organization  to 
“increase  access  to  educa¬ 
tion  and  to  enhance  cul¬ 
tural  opportunities  for  the 
surrounding  community,” 
according  to  their  mission 
statement. 

Karen  Kuhn,  associate 
vice  president  of  the  COD 
Foundation,  explained  that 
this  mission  is  fulfilled  in 
a  variety  of  ways.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Kuhn,  the  over  700 
scholarships  that  the  foun¬ 
dation  provides  to  students, 
does  not  show  a  completely 
accurate  picture  of  all  the 
foundation  does. 
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In  regards  to  scholar¬ 
ships,  the  foundation  fa¬ 
cilitates  them  through  the 
college’s  financial  aid  of¬ 
fice.  The  scholarships  range 
from  $250  to  $5,000.  For  a 
donor  to  have  a  scholarship 
named  after  them,  they 
must  commit  to  donating 
$1,000  for  three  years. 

The  foundation  rais¬ 
es  funds  for  the  “college’s 
needs  and  the  donor’s  de¬ 
sires.”  These  “needs  and 
desires”  range  from  a  com¬ 
munity  senior  seminar  to 
an  emergency  fund  for  stu¬ 
dents  who  have  fallen  into 
hard  times.  The  emergency 
fund  is  run  by  student  ser¬ 
vices  at  COD. 

“It  supports  anything 
that  would  hinder  them 


from  continuing  their  edu¬ 
cation,”  Kuhn  said. 

This  includes  a  student’s 
car  breaking  down  or  a  stu¬ 
dent  who  is  a  single  mother 
struggling  to  support  her 
family  and  go  to  school. 

The  foundation  also  sup¬ 
ports  causes  such  as  the 


college’s  partnership  with 
the  New  Philharmon¬ 
ic  Orchestra,  which  was 
something  donors  wanted, 
according  to  Kuhn. 

Matt  Butterfield,  spokes¬ 
man  for  the  COD  Foun¬ 
dation,  remains  confident 
that  COD’s  foundation  is 


a  gem  among  community 
colleges. 

“There  aren’t  many  com¬ 
munity  colleges  that  raised 
$5  million  last  year,”  But¬ 
terfield  said.

Whether  it  was  ensuring 
there  was  whipped  cream 
on  a  mocha  at  Starbucks  or 
sizzling  chicken  to  perfec¬ 
tion  for  a  salad  in  the  caf¬ 
eteria,  the  College  of  DuP¬ 
age  dining  services  says  this 
past  year  was  a  success.

The 
company  manages  the  din¬ 
ing  options  in  COD’s  caf¬ 
eteria,  as  well  as  the  Star- 
bucks  and  Einstein  Bagels. 

Lynn  Konicek,  the  gen¬ 
eral  manager  of  Sodexo 
at  the  College  of  DuPage, 
attributes  this  year’s  success 
to  trying  new  things:  cafe¬ 
teria  specials,  more  options 
in  the  campus  cafeteria, 
and  the  first  full  year  of 
Wholly  Habaneros,  Chick- 
fil-A,  Einstein  Bagels  be¬ 
ing  open.  Konicek  says  the 
different  options  made  this 
year  a  “good  year.” 

“Business  is  up,”  Konicek 
added. 

Students  have  chimed 
in  on  the  cafeterias  recent 
successes. 

Samantha  Prang,  an 
emergency  medical  services 
major,  says  she  has  enjoyed 
the  food  on  campus  and 
likes  the  variety  it  provides. 
As  Prang  munched  on  a 
chicken  burrito  in  the  caf¬ 
eteria,  she  did  mention  one 
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thing  she  hopes  to  see  in 
the  cafeteria  next  year. 

“I  think  they  could  have  a 
few  more  healthy  options,” 
Prang  said.  “Maybe  more 
salad  options.” 

Konicek  did  mention  that 
Sodexo  added  a  “Mind¬ 
ful”  product  line  this  year, 
which  features  healthier 
option  that  can  be  found  in 
the  “Simply  to  Go”  coolers 
in  the  cafeteria.  Konicek, 
who  prefers  to  eat  healthy, 
says  her  favorite  items  to 
get  are  vegetable  sandwich¬ 
es  from  Subway  or  a  veg¬ 
etable  taco  from  Wholly 
Habaneros. 

Saul  Rodriguez  and  Lupe 
Rocha,  both  currently  un¬ 
decided  on  their  majors,  but 
both  say  that  their  favorite 
food  option  is  Chick- fil-A. 

Rodriguez  says  the  only

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Mourn-ln  earns  positive  reaction 

COD  student-inspired  event  represents  Kenyan  massacre

Students, 
faculty  lie 
down  to 
remember 
tragedy  at 
Kenya  college 


When  third-year  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  fine  arts 
student  Miranda  Gentile 
stumbled  upon  a  Facebook 
post  detailing  the  Kenyan 
massacre,  she  knew  she 
had  to  take  a  stand.  Gen¬ 
tile’s  strong  gut  feeling  to 
make  a  difference  led  her 
to  confide  her  idea  with 
painting  professor  Jennifer 
Hereth. 

“I  brought  this  to  Jen’s 
attention  and  told  her, 
‘What  are  we  going  to  do 
about  this?””  said  Gentile 
in  an  email. 

The  two  decided  on 
making  a  statement,  bigger 
than  just  college  students 
arranging  a  memorial. 

“The  message  we  wanted 
to  give  was  that  it  is  not 
OK  for  killings  in  gen¬ 
eral,”  said  Gentile  in  an 
email.  “We  should  take

a  stand  and  wake  up.  It 
doesn’t  matter  the  color  of 
their  skin  or  the  religion 
they  followed.  They  were 
people.” 

Hereth  gladly  jumped 
in  on  the  idea,  seeing  the 
importance  of  the  message 
Gentile  wanted  to  portray. 

“We  wanted  to  see 
ourselves  as  global  citizens, 
not  just  a  community 
college  in  Illinois,”  said 
Hereth. 


The  two  then  decided 
to  plan  the  event.  They 
steered  away  from  horror 
and  minimized  shock 
factor,  coming  up  with  the 
idea  to  make  an  art  piece 
to  represent  and  respect 
each  of  the  fallen. 

“We  wanted  it  to  be 
a  turn-on  visually,  not  a 
turn-off,”  said  Hereth.  “We 
wanted  this  memorial  to 
be  beautiful.” 

Gentile  and  Hereth 


came  up  with  the  idea 
of  the  “Mourn-ln”  and 
decided  to  represent  the 
147  people  murdered.  Par¬ 
ticipants  would  be  given  a 
number.  As  each  number 
was  called,  the  person 
holding  that  number 
would  lie  down,  represent¬ 
ing  the  death  of  one  of  the 
Kenyans. 

Posters  were  hung,  emails 
were  sent,  and  the  campus 
was  notified  of  the  event. 


On  April  22,  the  MAC 
lobby  was  transformed  into 
a  campus-wide  perfor¬ 
mance  art  piece.  Partici¬ 
pants  ranged  from  students 
to  deans,  each  individual 
showing  their  support  and 
taking  a  stand.  Onlookers 
filled  the  lobby’s  balcony, 
attendees  totaling  over 
300. 

Almost  instandy,  tweets 
and  Instagram  pictures 
were  posted  and  reposted 


by  accounts  dedicated 
to  the  event.  Supportive 
emails  filed  in  from  those 
watching,  as  well  as  those 
who  could  not  attend. 

“The  event  went  wonder¬ 
fully,  and  it  was  inspiring 
to  see  these  strangers, 
classmates,  faculty  all  come 
together  for  something 
bigger  than  a  mourn-in, 
but  coming  together  as 
a  school  community  and 
as  human  beings,”  said 
Gentile  in  an  email.  “It 
really  was  breathtaking  and 
a  beautiful  ceremony.” 

Gentile,  Hereth  and  oth¬ 
ers  have  found  inspiration 
to  host  events  detailing 
other  brutalities  around 
the  world.  They  hope  the 
message  is  clear,  and  their 
actions  can  provide  sup¬ 
port  to  those  in  mourning. 

Photos  of  the  event,  as 
well  as  a  card  signed  by 
participants  and  attendees, 
will  be  sent  to  the  families 
personally  affected  by  the 
tragedy.

Why  we  need  more  events  like  'Mourn-ln'

College  of  DuPage  is 
a  community  college, 
and  like  any  community 
college  where  no  one  lives 
on  campus,  it’s  easy  for 
students  to  feel  isolated 
and  detached.  Commuting 
to  school,  attending  class, 
and  going  home  is  a  ritual 
all  too  familiar  to  many 
who  haven’t  found  a  way 
to  get  involved.  However, 
a  remarkable  number  of 
students  and  faculty  took 
the  time  to  participate  in 
the  “All  School  Moum-In” 
April  22  to  honor  the  147 
murdered  Garissa  Universi¬ 
ty  students  in  Kenya. 

The  event  was  a  huge  suc¬ 
cess,  bringing  together  not 
only  the  students  and  facul¬ 
ty  that  participated,  but  also 
those  that  watched.  The 
response  to  the  Mourn-ln 
was  solidly  positive,  which 
left  us  wondering  why  this 
sort  of  school-wide  partici¬ 
pation  doesn’t  happen  more 
often. 

One  of  the  more  obvi¬ 
ous  reasons  that  student 
involvement  is  hard  to 
come  by  is  simply  because 
of  lack  of  interest  and  time. 
Despite  a  number  of  clubs 
and  organizations  on  cam¬ 
pus,  there  is  the  difficulty 
of  finding  the  right  one  for 
you:  the  one  that  not  only 


interests  you,  but  also  works 
with  your  schedule.  And 
with  so  many  community 
college  students  working 
jobs  on  the  side,  the  time 
commitment  can  keep 
them  from  getting  involved. 

Still,  the  Mourn-ln  is 
proof  that  COD  students 
are  interested  in  campus 
events.  They  just  need  the 
right  ones  to  get  them 
motivated.  As  a  commu¬ 
nity  college,  it’s  difficult 
to  find  a  cause  that  relates 
to  everyone.  Yet  anyone 
can  get  behind  the  idea  of 
honoring  those  affected  in 
national  and  international 
tragedies  because  most 
people  are  aware  of  these 
types  of  events  and  have 
compassion  for  the  victims. 
The  Moum-In  attracted 
students  because  of  the 
tragedy’s  emotional  impact 
around  the  world,  and  it 
was  a  worthy  cause  that 
warranted  our  attention. 

What  also  made  the 
Mourn-ln  successful  was 
the  widespread  publicity 
covering  the  event.  Posters 
were  placed  throughout 
campus  on  doors,  walls,  and 
in  classrooms,  and  emails 
were  sent  to  students  en¬ 
couraging  them  to  partici¬ 
pate.  Many  professors  also 
showed  their  support  and 


reminded  their  students  to 
attend.  This  sort  of  promo¬ 
tion  from  professors  can 
have  a  huge  affect  on  the 
turnout  of  school  events. 
Often  times,  students  may 
not  even  notice  posters 
or  check  their  emails,  but 
faculty  support  is  key  in 
raising  student  awareness  of 
any  school  function. 

While  we  hope  no  trag¬ 
edies  like  the  one  in  Kenya 
occur  again,  the  fact  of  the 
matter  is  that  world  news 
events  do  inspire  students 


to  band  together  for  a 
cause  they  are  passionate 
about.  Instead  of  encour¬ 
aging  students  to  buy  hol¬ 
iday-themed  pasta  dishes 
in  the  cafeteria,  the  school 
should  be  hosting  more 
events  like  the  Mourn-ln 
to  get  them  involved  in 
world  affairs,  and  give  them 
a  chance  to  participate 
in  truly  meaningful  and 
interactive  events  on  cam¬ 
pus.  We  are  in  college,  and 
we  want  to  do  something 
worthwhile  and  important 


with  the  time  we  have. 

There  will  always  be  the 
challenge  for  community 
colleges  to  get  students 
interested,  motivated, 
and  able  to  contribute  to 
life  on  campus.  However, 
COD  has  long  fought  the 
stereotype  and  has  bro¬ 
ken  boundaries  that  other 
community  colleges  haven’t. 
That’s  why  we  have  faith 
that  the  school  can  do  even 
more  to  provide  its  students 
with  not  only  a  world-class 
education,  but  also  some 


great  college  memories. 

And  so,  let  the  Mourn-ln 
be  the  stepping  stone  for 
more  active  participation  in 
events  centered  on  world 
issues  in  the  future.  It’s  no 
secret  that  it’s  tough  to  get 
a  community  college  to 
unite  together.  However, 
this  is  proof  that  with  the 
right  cause  and  publicity, 
especially  at  a  place  as  dedi¬ 
cated  COD,  it  is  possible.

Fighting  fire  with  fire:  Baltimore  riots

Throughout  the  day  and 
night  of  April  27,  Balti¬ 
more  rioters  and  protest¬ 
ers  took  to  the  streets  in 
response  to  the  death  of 
Freddie  Gray,  a  Baltimore 
man  who  died  of  a  spinal 
injury  while  in  police 
custody. 

Over  the  course  of  the 
night  I  was  bombarded 
with  live  updates  on  Twit¬ 
ter.  Notifications  quickly 
touched  on  live  events 
before  jumping  to  the 
next  shock.  The  governor 
declared  a  state  of  emer¬ 
gency.  Firefighters  batded 
a  “massive  building  fire.” 
Hundreds  of  National 
Guard  members  took  to 
the  scene  along  with  police 


from  all  over  the  state  of 
Maryland. 

The  year  2015  has  been 
a  fire  starter  for  police 
brutality  issues,  starting 
back  with  Ferguson.  Peace 
seems  to  be  long  gone,  or 
at  least  overshadowed  by 
acts  of  irrational  violence. 
The  Baltimore  protest 
itself  was  advertised  to 
high  school  students  as 
“the  purge,”  which  I  think 
speaks  for  itself. 

Inequality  is  not  an  issue 
that  has  gone  unnoticed. 

In  no  way  do  I  mean  to 
denounce  this  issue.  I  stand 
behind  racial  equality 
wholeheartedly.  It  may 
seem  that  Little  progress 
has  been  made  in  this 


ongoing  conversation,  but 
the  outbreaks  on  the  eve 
of  April  27  have  made 
a  progressive  fight  seem 
embarrassing. 

Burning  down  your  city 
is  not  the  way  to  make  a 
statement.  Stealing  what 
you  can  carry  and  pelting 
police  officers  with  bricks 
isn’t  going  to  move  any 
issue  forward.  There  have 
been  a  handful  of  police 
that  have  committed 
inexcusable  offenses  but 
taking  this  out  on  not  only 
innocent  officers,  but  citi¬ 
zens  and  resources  in  your 
own  community,  does  not 
enhance  your  argument  in 
any  way. 

Believe  it  or  not,  Balti¬ 


more  is  filled  with  peaceful 
protesters  pushing  their 
drive  for  equality  forward. 
A  handful  have  stepped 
onto  national  television 
explaining  their  point  of 
view  and  begging  their 
neighbors  to  take  a  step 
back  and  channel  peace. 
Rioters  have  overshadowed 
these  efforts  with  immense 
amounts  of  immature 
violence. 

By  9  p.m,  CNN’s  broad¬ 
cast  detailed  that  the  fire 
had  spread.  Police  expand¬ 
ed  to  all  streets  in  Balti¬ 
more.  Citywide  curfews 
could  not  be  implemented 
until  the  next  night,  April 
28,  as  the  mayor  says 
citizens  need  prior  notice. 


A  church  had  been  burned 
down,  and  the  pastor  spoke 
with  tears  in  his  eyes.  A 
video  from  a  few  hours 
prior  was  replayed,  in 
which  a  teenage  girl  wear¬ 
ing  leopard  print  pants 
threw  a  brick  at  a  cop  and 
walked  away  with  a  swiff 
dance  move.  No,  I’m  not 
joking. 

It  seems  this  violence  is 
driven  by  those  whose  rage 
has  overshadowed  then- 
logic.  There  appears  to  be 
no  conscious  reminder  this 
is  not  effecting  change. 

Because  of  these  events 
an  entire  city  will  be  in 
shambles.  People  will  be 
injured,  some  may  even 
be  dead.  Homes  will  be 


burned  to  the  ground, 
and  to  think  the  igniting 
issue  was  tagged  by  unjust 
dehumanization. 

There  is  a  peaceful  way 
to  go  about  taking  a  stand. 
There  is  a  way  to  demand 
your  voice  be  heard  with¬ 
out  literally  burning  your 
city  to  the  ground.  It  is 
these  points  I  hope  Amer¬ 
icans,  especially  citizens 
of  Baltimore,  remember 
as  the  fight  for  equality 
accelerates.  Together,  we 
can  make  a  difference  in 
peaceful  strides,  building 
a  new  platform  instead  of 
tearing  down  progress.

Triton  catchesTraut-wein;  crucial  errors  leave  COD  winless

After  riding  an  eight- 
game  winning  streak  the 
week  before,  College  of 
DuPage’s  baseball  team 
has  now  dropped  six 
games  in  a  row.  In  game 
one  of  their  two-game  set 
against  Triton  College, 
the  team  fell  flat  as  they 
seemed  overmatched 
throughout  most  of  the 
game. 

Tritons  starting  pitcher, 
Will  Kincanon,  lead  the 
way  and  dominated  a 
COD  team  that  only  was 
able  to  scratch  four  hits 
together  the  whole  game. 
Right  out  the  gate,  Kinca¬ 
non  started  off  by  throw¬ 
ing  eight  straight  fastballs. 
He  was  ineffective  with 
his  off-speed  stuff  as  he 
was  unable  to  finish  any  of 
his  pitches  until  the  later 
innings.  Even  with  Kinca¬ 
non  being  a  one-dimen¬ 
sional  pitcher  through  the 
first  half  of  his  start,  COD 
seemed  overmatched. 

COD  sent  ace  Wyatt 
Trautwein  to  the  mound 
to  face  the  Trojans.  Traut¬ 
wein  worked  fast  and  tried 
to  quick  pitch  Tritons 
lineup  didn’t  work  out  like 
it  has  in  his  past  starts.  The 
Trojans  got  to  Trautwein 
in  the  bottom  of  the  third 
inning  when  he  walked 
the  first  batter  to  start  the 


inning.  The  Trojans  were 
setting  up  to  bunt  when 
the  batter  pulled  back  and 
hit  a  base  hit  to  right  field 
which  caught  the  defense 
off  guard.  After  another 
base  hit  and  wide  pitch, 
Triton  third  basemen, 
Trayvon  Johnson,  ripped 
a  single  into  centerfield  to 
put  the  Trojan’s  up  3-0. 

COD’s  bats  came  alive 
in  the  top  of  the  fourth 
though  when  they  tied  the 
game  after  shortstop  Brian 
Taheri  ripped  a  double 
down  the  right  field  line 
that  knotted  the  game  up 
at  3-3  with  two  outs.  This 
was  set  up  by  a  perfectly 
placed  bunt  by  COD’s 
Mike  Hansen. 

Just  when  it  looked  like 
the  momentum  was  going 
in  the  Chaparrals  direction, 
everything  went  wrong.  In 
the  bottom  half  of  the  fifth 
inning,  Trautwein  gave 
up  a  leadoff  double  which 
proved  to  be  costly  for  him 
as  he  then  surrendered  a 
base  hit  two  batters  later 
that  knocked  in  the  runner 
on  second  to  make  the 
score  5-3. 

One  aspect  of  COD’s 
game  that  has  failed  them 
in  the  past  has  been  their 
defense  which  came  up 
empty  for  Trautwein  when 
he  induced  a  fly  ball  to 


right  field.  The  ball  was 
tailing  towards  the  foul 
pole  when  the  COD’s 
right  fielder  tripped  and 
the  ball  fell  in  for  a  double. 
Head  coach  Kevin  Tyrrell 
wasn’t  so  pleased  with  his 
defense. 

“It  was  a  huge  misplay. 

It  looked  like  we  weren’t 
ready  for  the  ball  to  be 
hit  to  us,”  said  Tyrrell.  “It 
is  unfortunate,  and  it  is 
my  fault.  I  wrote  up  the 
lineup  and  I  put  players  in 


positions  and  I  got  to  put 
better  players  in  those  po¬ 
sitions  so  we  can  succeed 
as  a  team.” 

A  sac-fly  to  right  field 
was  the  last  run  scored  that 
inning  and  it  left  them 
trading  7-3  in  the  fifth 
inning. 

Trautwein’s  day  ended 
with  five  innings  pitched, 
four  strikeouts,  three  walks 
and  gave  up  eight  hits.  All 
of  the  batters  Trautwein 
walked  scored. 


The  rest  of  the  game  was 
uneventful  as  both  teams 
seemed  to  lose  their  ener¬ 
gy.  The  final  score  was  8-3 
with  COD  finishing  the 
game  with  only  four  hits 
while  striking  out  seven 
times. 

This  was  their  fifth  loss 
in  a  row  and  Tyrrell  was 
upset  with  his  team’s  per¬ 
formance  on  the  diamond. 

“We  need  someone  to 
step  up  and  be  a  man  out 
here,”  said  Tyrrell.  “We  are 


letting  things  affect  us  that 
shouldn’t  affect  us  and  we 
are  not  responding  well  to 
adversity.”

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Blackhawks  playoff  picture:  Round  2  against  Wild

On  Saturday,  April 
25, the  Chicago  Black- 
hawks  defeated  the 
Nashville  Predators  4-3 
and  won  their  ticket  to  the 
second  round  of  the  Stan¬ 
ley  Cup  tournament  after 
winning  four  of  six  games 
of  the  series.  Although 
one  of  the  Blackhawks 
toughest  opponents  is  in 
their  rear-view  mirror,  they 
suddenly  come  face-to-face 
with  another  opponent 
that  has  a  lot  depth  in  the 
Minnesota  Wild. 

The  Wild  comes  out  of  a 
dominating  series  against 
the  St.  Louis  Blues  by 
winning  the  round  in  six 
games.  One  significant 
reason  that  led  them  out 
of  that  series  so  dominant 
was  their  recently  acquired 


goalie  Devan  Dubnyk,  who 
has  a  .929  save  percentage 
for  the  regular  season.  In 
the  final  two  games  against 
St.  Louis,  Dubnyk  blocked 
66  of  68  shots,  letting  in 
only  one  goal  each  game 

Another  reason  that  they 
persevered  was  that  the 
Wild  has  a  superb  defense 
this  year.  Although  St. 
Louis  forward  Vladimir 
Tarasenko  pulled  a  hat 
trick  in  game  two  and 
scored  two  more  goals  in 
game  four,  Minnesota  held 
back  some  of  the  NHL’s 
toughest  scorers  that  the 
Blues  had  to  offer.  St.  Louis 
players  David  Backes,T.J. 
Oshie  and  Jaden  Schwartz 
were  all  held  back  to  only 
one  goal  each  the  entire 
series. 

The  Blackhawks  also 
pulled  out  of  their  series 


dominant,  but  in  an  entirely 
different  manner.  From 
their  strong  core  group  of 
players  to  their  resilient  line 
of  goalies,  they  proved  that 
they  are  still  the  Stanley 
Cup  team  we  have  seen 
over  the  past  couple  of 
years. 

The  goalie  situation  over 
the  past  six  games  for  the 
Blackhawks  was  interesting 
to  watch  unfold.  In  Corey 
Crawford’s  first  four  peri¬ 
ods  of  play,  he  allowed  nine 
goals.  In  game  one  of  the 
series,  Crawford  let  in  three 
goals  in  just  the  first  period. 
After  that,  Coach  Quen- 
ville  decided  pull  Crawford 
to  put  Scott  Darling  in  his 
place,  a  recendy  brought  up 
player  from  the  Blackhawk 
affiliate  AHL  team,  the 
Rockford  Ice  Hogs. 

In  Crawford’s  place,  Dar¬ 


ling  pulled  a  record  smash¬ 
ing  shutout  performance, 
which  led  the  Blackhawks 
to  win  the  series  opener  in 
overtime  4-3.  He  broke  the 
NHL  record  that  night  for 
most  minutes  played  in  a 
Stanley  Cup  game  without 
allowing  a  goal.  The  previ¬ 
ous  record  was  56  minutes, 
which  was  set  by  Curtis 
Joseph  in  2008.  Darlings 
performance  raised  the  bar 
to  a  staggering  67  minutes 
and  44  seconds. 

Crawford  played  Game  2 
without  Darling’s  assis¬ 
tance,  and  allowed  six  goals 
in  net.  Darling  then  took 
the  stage  for  the  next  three 
matches;  winning  games 
three  and  four,  then  losing 
Game  5. 

In  Game  6,  Darling  was 
shown  how  Crawford  felt 
after  Game  1  by  letting  in 


3-12  shots  on  goal  in  the 
first  period.  This  was  mosdy 
due  to  terrible  defense  by 
the  Blackhawks  defensive 
line,  but  devastating  none¬ 
theless.  In  the  second  peri¬ 
od,  Crawford  was  allowed 
back  in  goal,  and  pulled 
a  shutout  performance 
against  the  Predators  the 
rest  of  the  night.  Once 
Crawford  came  into  goal, 
Chicago’s  defense  beefed 
up  drastically.  Crawford 
only  saw  13  shots  on  goal 
the  entire  night. 

With  everything  in  per¬ 
spective,  the  next  round  will 
be  a  rigorous  battle  to  say 
the  least.  The  Wild  look  for 
payback  against  the  Black¬ 
hawks  from  when  they 
lost  to  them  last  season  in 
the  playoffs  4-2.  Chicago 
is  coming  back  to  redeem 
the  embarrassing  end  to 


last  season  where  the  goal 
that  finished  their  run  was 
a  redirect  off  of  the  former 
Blackhawks  defenseman 
Nicholas  Leddy. 

Now  that  round  one  has 
passed,  the  Blackhawks 
and  the  Wild  will  face  off 
sometime  later  this  week, 
the  earliest  being  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  April  30.  It  is  uncertain 
when  round  two  will  start 
due  to  the  NBA  finals 
schedule,  with  the  Chicago 
Bulls  facing  the  Milwau¬ 
kee  Bucks  on  April  30  in 
Milwaukee.  It  is  also  very 
unlikely  that  we’ll  see  any 
round  two  action  happen 
until  the  Detroit  Redwings 
face  the  Tampa  Bay  Light¬ 
ning  for  Game  7  of  their 
series  on  Wednesday,  April 
29  to  finish  off  the  first 
round  of  the  Stanley  Cup.

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NFL  Draft  Preview

This  past  year,  the  NFL 
has  been  under  scrutiny  for 
how  it  has  been  issuing  its 
discipline  among  players. 
As  a  result,  the  NFL  is 
trying  to  move  past  this  by 
implementing  a  new  set 
of  rules  while  also  trying 
to  change  the  violent 
culture  around  the  NFL. 
They  have  even  switched 
the  location  of  this  year’s 
NFL  draft  to  Chicago 
in  an  attempt  to  turn  all 
controversy  attention 
toward  other  NFL  events. 
The  following  is  a  preview 
of  the  2015  draft  and  what 
is  to  be  expected  from  this 
class. 

Who  is  the  num¬ 
ber  one  pick? 

Jameis  Winston  is  the 
clear-cut  number  one. 

This  isn’t  just  because  the 
Tampa  Bay  Buccaneers 
need  a  franchise  quarter¬ 
back,  but  because  Winston 
has  the  intangibles  to  lead 
any  team  he  plays  for  to 
the  playoffs.  The  off  the 
field  issues  are  a  concern 
but  if  Lovie  Smith  takes 
Winston  under  his  wing, 
he  could  teach  the  young 
quarterback  how  to  be  a 
professional.  Winston  is  a 
natural  born  leader  who  is 
vocal  and  will  do  anything 
to  put  his  team  out  in 
front.  He  is  also  coming 
out  of  a  pro-style  offense 
which  should  give  him  the 
edge  over  Oregon  quarter¬ 
back  Marcus  Mariota. 


Most  overrated 
player  in  the  draft 

Marcus  Mariota’s  num¬ 
bers  look  great  on  paper 
and  he  impressed  a  lot  of 
scouts  with  his  interviews 
at  the  NFL  combine.  Still, 
there  are  a  lot  of  question 
marks  surrounding  him. 
Mariota  is  coming  out  of 
an  offense  in  which  every 
receiver  can  run  a  4.3 
forty-yard  dash.  When 
Winston  and  Mariota 
played  each  other  in  the 
college  football  playoffs 
last  year,  Mariota  threw 
mostly  screen  passes  and 
didn’t  show  off  his  arm. 

It  looked  like  a  sign  of 
being  tentative  in  the  big 
moments  which  he  will 
face  a  lot  of  in  the  NFL. 

He  isn’t  a  vocal  leader, 
which  can  work  for  some 
quarterbacks,  but  the  ones 
who  are  legends  have 
historically  been  able  to 
gather  their  team  and  tell 
them  what  they  need  to  do 
to  be  successful.  Mariota  is 
a  strong  athletic  player  but 
his  value  isn’t  close  to  other 
players  such  as  Alabama’s 
Amari  Cooper  or  USC’s 
Leonard  Williams. 

Best  fitforTop- 
5  pick 

Amari  Cooper  to  the 
Raiders  would  be  the  ideal 
scenario  for  an  Oakland 
team  who  has  suffered  over 
the  past  decade.  The  Raid¬ 


ers  need  a  true  playmaker 
on  offense  and  Cooper 
has  the  ability  to  become 
a  superstar  in  the  NFL. 
Raiders  quarterback  David 
Carr  has  the  talent  to  be  a 
decent  quarterback  in  this 
league  but  without  Cooper, 
the  Raiders  offense  looks 
to  be  destitute. 

Biggest  Risk, 
Biggest  Reward 

Before  he  tore  his  ACL, 
Georgia  running  back 
Todd  Gurley  was  on  pace 
to  become  the  Heisman 
Trophy  winner.  Gurley 


would  have  been  a  top-20 
pick  before  the  injury  as  he 
was  wielding  in  compari¬ 
sons  to  Marshawn  Lynch. 
According  to  experts  at  the 
combine,  Gurley  looked 
healthy  and  didn’t  miss  a 
beat  when  he  was  show¬ 
casing  his  skill  set.  Even 
with  his  upside,  there  are 
major  concerns  about  how 
his  knee  will  respond  and 
teams  might  not  view 
him  as  a  first  round  pick 
for  that  reason.  If  Gurley 
slides  into  the  second  or 
third  round  of  the  draft 
(which  he  won’t),  he  could 
be  a  steal  for  anyone  who 


chooses  to  take  the  chance 
on  him. 

What  the  Bears 
Should  Do  with 
Their  Pick 

There  were  rumors  that 
the  Bears  were  going  to 
trade  Jay  Cutler  and  their 
first  round  pick  to  the  Ti¬ 
tans  for  the  second  pick  to 
snatch  Mariota.  As  much 
as  every  fan  would  love  to 
see  that  transaction  take 
place,  it  is  doubtful  any 
team  will  take  the  ill-ad¬ 
vised  contract  the  Bears 
signed  Cutler  to.  If  they  do

hold  onto  the  seventh  pick, 
look  for  the  Bears  to  draft 
a  defensive  playmaker  on 
the  D-Line.

1  Sleep

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Breuder  placed  on  administrative  leave 

Collins  to  act  as  acting  interim  president

President  Robert  Breud¬ 
er  has  been  placed  on  paid 
administrative  leave  after 
a  4-3  vote  at  the  April  30 
board  of  trustees  meeting. 
Breuder  had  announced 
medical  leave  prior  to  the 
meeting  and  had  no  set 
time  to  return. 

Joseph  Collins,  who 
served  as  executive  vice 
president  under  Breuder, 
will  serve  as  acting  interim 


president. 

The  decision  came  in 
light  of  public  criticism  of 
the  administration  and  a 
pending  federal  investiga¬ 
tion.  Breuder  will  not  be 
allowed  to  return  to  office 
even  with  a  retracted  med¬ 
ical  leave  without  written 
permission  from  Chair¬ 
woman  Kathy  Hamilton. 
He  must  also  give  up  all 
College  of  DuPage  related 


resources. 

Deanne  Mazzochi,  the 
new  vice  chairwoman, 
voted  in  favor  of  putting 
Breuder  on  administrative 
leave.  She  explained  why  it 
was  necessary  to  do  so. 

“We’re  assessing  his  sta¬ 
tus  so  we  can  take  steps  to 
make  sure  the  college  is 
protected  through  the  alle¬ 
gations  and  questions  that 
have  been  raised  regarding 


the  pending  investigation,” 
said  Mazzochi.  “This  is  not 
admitting  liability,  guilt, 
or  saying  that  something 
is  wrong.  This  should  not 
be  construed  as  a  negative 
statement.” 

Trustee  Joseph  Wozniak 
voted  against  the  motion, 
explaining  he  did  not  feel 
it  was  right  to  “kick  a  man 
while  he  is  down.” 

Lawyers  present  at  the 


meeting  advised  the  mat¬ 
ter  be  discussed  in  a  closed 
session. 

Collins  has  begun  his 
duties  as  acting  interim 
president.  He  spoke  of  his 
dedication  to  the  college 
in  an  email  sent  to  college 
employees  on  May  1. 

“I  look  forward  to  con¬ 
tinuing  to  work  with  all 
of  you  to  carry  out  our 
mission  of  being  a  center 


New  board  requests  on-campus  office  space

The  new  board  majority 
approved  an  on-campus 
office  space  for  trustees 
during  the  April  board 
meeting.

The  full  request 
detailed  office  space,  fur¬ 
niture,  resources  and  office 
staff. 

Trustee  Erin  Birt  ques¬ 
tioned  the  need  for  dedi¬ 
cated  amenities  on  campus 


for  the  board. 

“So  are  there  suggestions 
for  existing  staff  that  you’re 
gonna  have  now  dedicated, 
and  change  their  role  to 
just  work  with  the  board?” 
said  Birt.  “I  want  clarifica-

tion. 

New  board  Chairwom¬ 
an  Kathy  Hamilton,  who 
voted  for  the  office  space, 
pushed  against  Birt’s  ques¬ 
tioning. 

“I  think  you  are  honestly 


just  giving  people  a  hard 
time,”  Hamilton  replied. 

Hamilton  and  newly 
elected  trustees,  Deanne 
Mazzochi,  Charles  Ber¬ 
nstein  and  Frank  Napol- 
itano  voted  “yes”  to  the 
proposal. 

Former  board  members 
have  not  had  access  to  an 
on-campus  space  during 
college  President  Rob¬ 
ert  Breuder’s  tenure.  The 
board  provided  an  expla¬ 


nation  for  the  need  of  of¬ 
fice  space. 

“It  has  proven  burden¬ 
some  for  the  Board  to 
meet  its  obligations  and 
conduct  its  business  with¬ 
out  such  resources,”  the 
approved  resolution  stated. 

Mazzochi  defended  the 
movement  by  explaining 
dedicated  space  on  campus 
would  give  possibility  of 
office  hours  designed  for 
students,  faculty  and  com¬ 


munity  intermingling. 

Lifelong  citizen  of  dis¬ 
trict  502  Julia  Beckman 
disapproved  of  proposed 
office  space.  She  said  it  is 
unnecessary  for  trustees  to 
be  on  campus  when  their 
job  can  be  done  off-site. 

“You  are  here  because 
you  want  to  be,”  said  Beck¬ 
man  during  public  com¬ 
ments.  “I  urge  you  all  to  be 
very  cautious  about  that.”

According  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  packet,  Breud¬ 
er  could  not  “achieve  the 
philosophy, mission, vision 
and  goals  as  set  forth  by 
the  College.

Breuder’s  administrative 
leave. 

He  will  still  be  paid  -  The 
administrative  leave  Breud¬ 
er  was  placed  on  allows  him 
to  still  receive  pay  and  will 
coincide  with  his  medical 
leave,  which  he  took  before 


the  Board  placed  him  on 
administrative  leave. 

He  has  to  ask  to  be  on 
campus  -  His  administra¬ 
tive  leave  forces  Breuder 
to  turnover  all  “keys,  tele¬ 
phones, computers  and  oth¬ 
er  equipment  and  devices 


provided  to  him  by  the 
College.”  If  Breuder  wants 
to  be  on  campus,  he  will 
have  to  ask  current  board 
chairman  Kathy  Hamilton. 

He  will  be  on  leave  for 
some  time-  According  to 
the  board  of  trustees  pack¬ 


for  excellence  in  teaching, 
learning,  and  cultural  ex¬ 
periences  by  providing  an 
accessible,  affordable  and 
comprehensive  education 
for  the  benefit  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  and  communities 
that  we  serve.” 

Collins  will  hold  office 
until  a  regular  interim 
president  is  hired.

Kelly  Wynne:  How  do 
you  feel  you  are  adjust¬ 
ing  to  the  role  of  student 
trustee? 

Gloria  Roark:  After 
the  meeting  on  Thursday 
1  feel  very  well  adjusted.  I 
was  surprised.  They  started 
talking  about  things  that 
I  could  comment  on,  and 
I  think  that  was  helpful 
for  me.  I  think  voicing  my 
opinion  at  the  first  board 
meeting  was  essential. 

KW:  How  do  you  feel 
the  meeting  went  overall? 

GR:  Oh,  it  was  totally 
hectic.  I  was  expecting  it, 
but  it  wasn’t  very  profes¬ 
sional.  Some  of  the  con¬ 
versation  between  some  of 
the  other  board  members 
wasn’t  professional  or 
anything  like  that. 

KW:  Do  you  feel  that 
it  will  continue  that  was 
throughout  the  year? 

GR:  If  we  keep  having 
to  make  huge  decisions 


like  this  and  certain  board 
members  keep  behaving 
the  way  that  they  do,  then 
yes.  As  it  stands,  I  think 
the  transition  between  dif¬ 
ferent  chairmans  and  vice 
chairmans  was  a  big  deal 
and  that  kind  of  hit  hard 
with  some  people.  Hope¬ 
fully  it  transitions  into  the 
board  that  it  should  be. 

KW:  Was  there  any 
outcome  that  you  were 
disappointed  with? 

GR:  I  don’t  want  to 
sound  rude,  but  the  whole 
conversation  I  had  with 
Kathy  Hamilton  about  the 
office  space.  I  felt  like  she 
was  interrogating  me  so 
that  was  very  disappoint¬ 
ing.  I  had  never  said  any¬ 
thing  to  her  before.  I  had 
never  met  her.  That  was  my 
first  interaction  with  the 
woman,  and  it  felt  like  she 
was  interrogating  me  as  a 
student.  I  think  that’s  very 
unprofessional,  especially 
in  her  role.  I  think  they 


definitely  should  have 
considered  the  office  space 
in  more  depth.  I  think  that 
was  the  problem.  I  think 
they  didn’t  consider  things 
in  depth  enough. 

KW:  The  board  seems 
to  be  very  divided.  Almost 
every  decision  during  the 
meeting  was  a  4-3  vote.  Is 
there  a  side  you  are  leaning 
towards? 

GR:  I  mean,  no.  I  feel 
like  I  would  have  to  go 
through  more  board 
meetings  to  understand  the 
people  that  I’m  working 
with.  Everyone  has  heard 
things  about  Kathy  Hamil¬ 
ton  and  Erin  Birt,  but  you 
can’t  really  make  a  decision 
based  on  other  people.  It 
shouldn’t  really  be  a  side. 
There  should  be  sides  to 
each  vote,  but  once  it  gets 
voted  on  you  should  still 
support  it  as  a  board. 

KW:  What  changes  do 
you  see  taking  place  this 


year? 

GR:  The  things  we  have 
to  decide  on  are  so  con¬ 
troversial,  it  could  go  in  so 
many  different  directions. 
That  board  meeting  was  so 
crazy. 

KW:  What  do  you  think 
was  the  worst  part? 

GR:  Probably  the 
fighting.  They  were  just 
bickering  back  and  forth 
and  I  was  like,  “OK,  can 
we  move  this  along?”  It 
didn’t  have  to  last  that 
long.  I  think  the  new¬ 
comers. .  .well,  I  can’t  even 
speak  for  them  because 
some  of  them  wanted  to 


bicker  about  it.  But  I  was 
uncomfortable  just  sitting 
there,  watching  adults 
bicker  about  things  for 
hours.  Especially  because 
you  knew  what  their  vote 
was  going  to  be  regardless. 
I  don’t  know,  I  think  that’s 
bad  to  begin  with.  You 
shouldn’t  know  someone’s 
vote  before  you  even  talk 
about  it. . ..  Some  of  the 
newcomers  would  question 
Kathy  Hamilton  and  then 
vote  in  favor  of  what  she 
wanted  passed,  and  it  was 
so  weird. . . .It  was  all  very 
strange. 

KW:  Is  there  anything 


that  you  would  like  stu¬ 
dents  on  campus  to  know 
about  you  representing  the 
board? 

GR:  I’m  definitely 
looking  for  input.  When  I 
abstained  I  thought,  “Wow, 
I  wish  I  had  more  student 
input  in  these  situations.”  I 
didn’t  want  to  abstain,  but 
I  didn’t  have  a  well-formed 
opinion.  I  don’t  want  to 
voice  my  opinion  without 
other  student’s  input  cause 
I  think  that’s  totally  wrong. 
That’s  backwards.

In  just  a  year,  the  College 
of  DuPage  has  been  thrust 
into  the  forefront  on  the 
media.  The  second-largest 
higher  education  institu¬ 
tion  in  Illinois  has  been 
the  talk  amongst  news  out¬ 
lets  near  and  far  to  its  cam¬ 
pus  in  suburban  Glen  El¬ 
lyn  in  the  past  year.  Board 


bickering,  taxpayer’s  plight, 
and  a  highly  criticized  sev¬ 
erance  package  were  plas¬ 
tered  amongst  web  pages, 
newspapers  and  television 
screens  this  past  year.  How 
did  this  all  happen?  How 
did  COD  go  from  a  large 
community  college  serv¬ 
ing  the  western  suburbs  of 


Chicago  to  a  juicy  media 
firestorm  that  had  board 
meetings  attended  by  hun¬ 
dreds  coming  to  show  their 
distaste  for  the  College? 
The  Courier  News  Editor 
takes  a  deeper  look  in  the 
how  COD  trended  this 
year  in  Taira’s  Timeline. 

May  9,  2014  -  A  reform 


advocacy  group  obtains 
emails  from  COD  Pres¬ 
ident  Robert  L.  Breuder 
insinuating  that  he  was  go¬ 
ing  to  coerce  Commence¬ 
ment  Speaker  and  Illinois 
Governor  Pat  Quinn  to 
give  COD  $20  million 
dollars.  After  the  emails 
were  leaked,  the  now  for¬ 


mer  governor  decided  to 
withhold  the  funds  cit¬ 
ing  Breuder’s  email  as  the 
prime  reason  why  the  funds 
would  be  withheld.  When 
a  powerful  public  official 
who  was  up  for  re-election 
took  a  stance  against  COD, 
the  media  began  to  pay  at¬ 
tention  the  College. 


Aug.22, 2014  -The  Board 
of  Trustees  voted  to  have 
then  Board  Vice  Chairman 
Kathy  Hamilton  censured 
over  her  comments  against 
the  board.  This  drew  the 
attention  of  media  as  well 
as  criticism  over  the  Board 
allegedly  being  quick  to

silence  a  lone  dissenter. 
Slowly,  Hamilton  started 
to  build  up  a  reputation  as 
a  watchdog  on  the  board, 
and  the  public  and  the  me¬ 
dia  began  to  look  to  her 
as  the  only  board  member 
that  was  ‘transparent.’ 

Sept.  19,  2014  -  Facul¬ 
ty  No  Confidence  Vote, 
In  September  of  2014,  the 
COD  faculty  association 
voted  that  they  had  “no 
confidence”  in  President 
Breuder.  The  move  was  an¬ 
other  massive  dent  in  the 
Breuder  regime  and  the 
harbinger  to  the  public  and 
media  that  there  was  trou¬ 
ble  in  the  suburban  para¬ 
dise  of  COD. 

Jan.  20,  2015  -  State  of 
the  Union  -  In  his  state  of 
the  union  speech,  President 
Obama  discussed  the  pos¬ 


sibility  of  free  community 
college.  Obama  generated 
a  conversation  that  piqued 
new  interest  in  community 
colleges.  Just  days  later,  the 
College  of  DuPage  would 
enter  into  a  massive  scandal 
that  changed  the  interest  in 
COD  from  intrigue  to  sus¬ 
picion. 

Jan.  23,  2015  -  Breud¬ 
er  Buyout  -  If  there  was  a 
siren  that  blew  over  COD 
that  drew  the  attention  of 
the  public  to  the  school, 
the  $763,000  severance 
package  given  to  Robert 
Breuder  was  the  big  flash¬ 
ing  siren.  The  package  was 
given  in  an  attempt  to  cut 
Breuder’s  ties  with  the  col¬ 
lege  and  had  him  scheduled 
to  leave  the  school  in  2016. 
The  package  was  voted 
for  by  the  board  6-1,  with 
Kathy  Hamilton  being  the 
‘no’  vote.  The  buyout  drew 


criticism  from  media  and 
the  public  around  Illinois. 
It  seemed  like  everyone 
from  Tea  Party  watchdog 
groups  to  Illinois  state 
representative  were  speak¬ 
ing  out  against  one  of  the 
largest  severance  packages 
given  to  a  public  official  in 
Illinois. 

What  followed  Breud¬ 
er’s  buyout  was  a  storm  of 
lawsuits,  in  fighting  and 
uncovering  of  more  alleged 
corruption  at  COD.  Before 
COD  knew  it,  they  were 
fully  engulfed  in  a  media 
storm  and  was  no  longer 
painted  as  just  a  quaint 
community  college  in  Illi¬ 
nois. 

April  7,  2015  -  Elections, 
Elections,  Elections  -  With 
new  interest  in  the  Col¬ 
lege  and  an  almost  public 
consensus  that  the  cur¬ 
rent  board  was  not  doing 


its  job  well,  the  College  of 
DuPage  board  election  lit 
on  fire.  14  candidates  ran. 
Kathy  Hamilton  used  the 
influence  she  had  cultivated 
by  being  the  lone  no  vote 
on  the  Breuder  buyout  to 
endorse  three  candidates. 
The  Clean  Slate  featured 
Deanne  Mazzochi,  Frank 
Napolitano  and  Charles 
Bernstein.  The  slate  prom¬ 
ised  reform  to  the  “Breuder 
era  of  corruption.”  Appar¬ 
ently,  Hamilton’s  influence 
was  strong  enough  as  the 
slate  won  all  three  open 
seats  on  the  board.  The  im¬ 
pact?  A  new  majority  on 
the  board. 

April  16,  2015  -  Feder¬ 
al  Investigation  -  People 
in  Illinois  were  not  the 
only  ones  paying  attention 
to  what  was  going  on  at 
COD.  On  April  16,  three 
subpoenas  were  served  to 


the  College  of  DuPage.  The 
investigation  was  looking 
into  the  college  adminis¬ 
tration’s  expenses,  the  col¬ 
lege’s  foundation  and  the 
suburban  law  enforcement 
agency. 

April  28,  2015,  Breud¬ 
er  takes  Medical  Leave 
-  Before  the  newly  elect¬ 
ed  board  could  meet  and 
decide  his  fate,  President 
Breuder  took  matters  into 
his  own  hands  by  taking 
medical  leave. 

April  30,  2015  Board 
Holds  First  Meeting  -  On 
April  30,  the  Board  held 
its  first  meeting  and  swore 
in  the  three  new  members. 
After  a  vote,  Kathy  Ham¬ 
ilton  became  the  board 
chairman,  Deanne  Mazzo¬ 
chi  was  made  Vice  Chair¬ 
man,  and  Frank  Napolitano 
was  made  board  chairman. 
The  board  also  voted  4-3  to 


place  Breuder  on  adminis¬ 
trative  leave  as  well  as  his 
medical  leave.  Under  ad¬ 
ministrative  leave,  Breuder 
is  not  allowed  on  campus 
without  permission  from 
Kathy  Hamilton.  The  board 
also  voted  to  enact  vice 
president  Joseph  Collins  as 
acting  interim  president. 

As  the  College  goes  into 
summer  session,  questions 
still  remain  about  the  Col¬ 
lege  and  its  legal  position. 
What  will  the  new  board 
majority  do  with  their  in¬ 
fluence?  Are  they  on  the 
side  of  students,  taxpay¬ 
ers  or  themselves?  After  a 
year  of  under  the  lens  of 
the  media,  only  time  will 
tell  whether  public  inter¬ 
est  remains  in  the  College 
through  the  warmth  of 
summer.

As  Saraliz  Jimenez  lis¬ 
tened  to  students  give  their 
farewell  speeches  to  their 
peers,  she  began  to  tear  up. 

One  by  one,  students 
moving  on  from  College 
of  DuPage  spoke  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Latino  Ethnic 
Awareness  Association, 
or  LEAA.  They  reflected 
on  what  they  learned  in 
school  and  how  much  they 
were  going  to  miss  one  an¬ 
other.  But  they  kept  men¬ 
tioning  Jimenez’s  name. 

“Saraliz  is  amazing,”  said 
Maria  Vidales-Hernan- 
dez,  president  of  LEAA. 
She  hugged  a  visibly  emo¬ 
tional  Jimenez  afterwards. 

It  was  only  natural  for 
Jimenez  to  be  deeply 
moved.  As  the  adviser  for 
LEAA  and  the  manager 
of  College  of  DuPage’s 
Latino  Outreach  Center, 
Jimenez  has  been  person¬ 
ally  involved  with  the  stu¬ 
dents  she  works  with. 

“I  become  their  surro¬ 
gate  parent  here  on  cam¬ 
pus, "Jimenez  said. 

Along  with  mentoring 
and  advising  students, 
Jimenez  has  helped  to  ex¬ 
pand  the  college’s  outreach 
to  potential  Hispanic  stu¬ 
dent  recruits  since  2011. 
Her  efforts  seemed  to  have 
paid  off. 

While  changing  de¬ 
mographics  in  DuPage 
County  have  contributed 
to  an  increase  in  Hispan¬ 
ic  student  enrollment,  the 
college’s  outreach  efforts 
have  also  played  a  critical 
role. 

In  fall  2010,  3,869  His¬ 
panic  students  signed  up 
for  classes,  according  to 
college  enrollment  data. 
By  2014,  the  college  at¬ 
tracted  6,315  Hispanic 


enrollees,  an  increase  of 
63  percent.  In  a  span  of  10 
years,  Hispanic  enrollment 
shot  up  nearly  80  percent 
since  2004. 

In  addition,  Hispanic 
students  made  up  a  larger 
proportion  of  the  school’s 
population  compared  to 
the  county’s  racial  make¬ 
up.  Hispanics  represented 
the  largest  minority  group 
on  campus,  consisting  of 
21  percent  of  the  student 
body.  In  comparison,  peo¬ 
ple  who  identified  as  His¬ 
panic  or  Latino  accounted 
for  nearly  14  percent  of 
DuPage  County’s  popu¬ 
lation,  according  to  2013 
census  data. 

Since  its  inception  in 
2011,  the  Latino  Out¬ 
reach  Center  has  carried 
out  a  multifaceted  strat¬ 
egy  for  Hispanic  student 
recruitment  and  retention. 
Jimenez  established  a  so¬ 
cial  media  and  online  pres¬ 
ence,  allowing  her  to  reach 
out  to  potential  enrollees. 
She  also  connects  with 
local  schools  and  organi¬ 
zations.  In  April,  Jimenez 
coordinated  a  Latino  Stu¬ 
dent  Visit  Day,  which  gave 
more  than  150  Hispanic 
high  school  students  an 
introduction  to  the  college. 

Besides  recruiting  future 
college  students,  Jimenez, 
a  Venezuelan-American, 
reaches  out  to  the  lo¬ 
cal  Hispanic  communi¬ 
ty  through  information 
sessions  on  timely  issues, 
such  as  President  Barack 
Obama’s  executive  actions 
on  immigration.  She  also 
guides  Spanish-speaking 
families  through  the  ed¬ 
ucational  system  of  the 
United  States. 

“Typically,  these  (stu¬ 
dents)  are  immigrants 
with  immigrant  families,” 
Jimenez  explained.  “They 


don’t  know  the  system.  I 
help  through  the  process 
to  eliminate  some  of  the 
barriers.” 

Jimenez  also  attributes 
the  increase  in  Hispanic 
enrollment  to  an  all-col¬ 
lege  effort.

“Every  department  here 
is  taking  part  of  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  the  recruitment  of 
Latino  students,”  Jimenez 
said. 

Earl  Dowling,  vice  pres¬ 
ident  of  student  affairs, 
believes  the  college’s  focus 


on  inclusion  has  helped  in¬ 
crease  enrollment. 

“It  starts  with  creating  a 
welcoming  environment,” 
Dowling  said.  “If  you’re 
Hispanic  or  Latino  from 
off  campus,  and  you’re 
considering  where  to  be¬ 
gin  your  education,  and 
you  perceive  that  this  is 
an  accepting  place  . . .  then 
enrollment  goes  up.” 

As  their  numbers  in¬ 
crease,  Hispanics  have  in¬ 
creasingly  become  involved 
in  campus  life.  During  the 
past  academic  year,  stu¬ 
dents  elected  a  slate  of 
Hispanic  leaders:  student 
Trustee  Omar  Escamilla, 
student  body  President 
Stephanie  Torres  and  stu¬ 
dent  body  Vice  President 
Michelle  Gallardo. 

Students  of  LEAA,  a 
group  promoting  unity 
among  Latinos  on  campus, 
can  also  attest  to  an  inclu¬ 
sive  college  atmosphere, 


especially  within  the  His¬ 
panic  student  group. 

“It’s  a  friendly  environ¬ 
ment,”  said  19-year-old 
.  Hugo  Reyes,  a  biology 
and  chemistry  major.  “It’s 
a  judgment-free  zone  ... 
and  it  consists  of  love  and 
acceptance.” 

Miguel  Fernan- 

dez-Mendoza,  a  transplant 
to  the  Chicago  area,  be¬ 
lieves  LEAA  has  created 
strong  bonds  among  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  group. 

“One  of  the  hardest 
places  to  make  friends  is 
at  a  community  college,” 
Fernandez-Mendoza  said. 
“But  now  we’re  like  a  big 
family.” 

“Latinos  tend  to  accept 
people,”  added  21 -year-old 
Leslie  Mota.  “You  just  be¬ 
come  family.” 

Dowling  attributes  the 
rise  in  Hispanic  student 
involvement  once  again 
to  the  college’s  inclusive 


nature. 

“The  word  ‘minority’ 
is  not  relevant  when  you 
come  on  a  college  campus,” 
Dowling  said.  “I’d  like  to 
think  the  evidence  we  have 
with  Hispanic  leadership 
...  shows  the  kind  of  cul¬ 
ture  and  environment  that 
you  too  can  be  a  leader.” 

And  whether  her  focus  is 
getting  Hispanic  students 
to  enroll  in  classes  or  keep¬ 
ing  them  here  on  campus, 
Jimenez  ultimately  wants 
students  to  be  invested  in 
their  own  future. 

“I  want  them  to  be  suc¬ 
cessful,”  Jimenez  said.  “I 
encourage  them  to  spread 
their  wings.”

Earle  spent  nearly  two 
hours  taking  students 


through  the  process 
of  finding  a  niche.  He 
started  by  explaining  the 
businesses  he  created  as  a 
child,  from  unsupervised 
yard  sales  to  haunted 
houses.  As  Earle  grew 
he  started  selling  snacks

Earle  claims  to  have 
come  up  with  hundreds 
of  business  ideas,  only 
one  of  which  took  off.

Student  filmmakers  challenge  racial  status  quo  with  new  film

For  Rachel  Bass,  the 
faces  seen  in  media  ev¬ 
eryday  weren’t  something 
to  be  taken  lightly.  They 
were  images  that  con¬ 
veyed  powerful  messages. 
Now,  she  is  conveying  her 
own  messages  by  casting 
people  of  color  in  the  19th 
century  British  mystery 
she  film  is  directing,  “The 
Breath  of  Winslow  Belle.” 

Seeing  her  own  reality 
in  film  was  a  major  force 
in  why  Bass  went  into 
filmmaking.  Bass,  who  is 
of  African-American  and 
Indo-Caribbean  descent, 
explains  that  growing  up 


she  yearned  to  see  faces 
that  had  similar  skin  tones 
to  her  in  the  lead  roles 
in  film.  Bass  was  home- 
schooled  by  her  mother 
to  ensure  she  knew  about 
her  culture.  Growing  up 
a  story  like  Snow  White 
was  referred  to  as  Chest¬ 
nut  Brown  and  featured 
characters  that  had  their 
faces  colored  brown.  This 
upbringing  with  a  strong 
emphasis  on  loving  her 
ethnic  identity,  Bass  said, 
heavily  influenced  her 
filmmaking  desires. 

“My  whole  vision,  in 
regards  to  film,  is  to  rep¬ 


resent  people  of  color  in 
ways  that  they  are  not  used 
to  being  represented,”  Bass 
said. 

Bass  hopes  that  her 
film’s  storyline  strays  from 
where  viewers  are  used  to 
seeing  people  of  color.  “The 
Breath  of  Winslow  Belle,” 
tells  the  story  of  the  victim 
of  a  murderer  who  possess¬ 
es  different  individuals  to 
haunt  her  murderer.  The 
idea  came  from  a  friend  of 
Bass’  short  story. 

“The  setting  is  19th 
century  England,  but  it  is 
mythical  in  the  sense  that  I 
am  putting  people  of  color 


into  the  primary  roles,” 
Bass  said.  “  You  tell  the 
story  you  want  to  see,  and 
that  is  what  I  want  to  see.” 

In  a  world  film  set  in  the 
Victorian  England  typi¬ 
cally  feature  whites  in  the 
main  roles,  Bass  explains 
that  she  wants  to  unsettle 
viewers  with  her  film. 

“I  want  people  to  feel 
uncomfortable  [seeing 
people  of  color  as  lead 
roles  in  a  film  set  in  19th 
century  England]  and 
question  why  they  feel  that 
way,”  Bass  said. 

After  graduating  from 
Amherst  College  in  2013 


as  a  black  studies  major, 
Bass  tried  her  luck  at  ap¬ 
plying  to  graduate  school 
for  film.  When  she  wasn’t 
accepted,  she  decided  to 
take  a  year  off  and  attend 
COD  to  gain  more  film 
experience.  In  her  spring 
semester,  she  started  taking 
a  class  taught  by  Professor 
John  Rangel  that  provided 
Bass  with  exacdy  what 
she  was  looking  for.  The 
class,  Advanced  Film  and 
Video  Production,  required 
students  to  break  into  two 
groups  and  create  a  feature 
length  film. 

Professor  Rangel 


explained  when  the  idea 
was  brought  up  to  pro¬ 
duce  a  film  set  in  the  19th 
century,  he  along  with 
the  members  of  his  were 
skeptical.  A  historical 
period  film  would  require 
elaborate  costumes,  unique 
set  designs  and  a  tremen¬ 
dous  amount  of  hard  work 
and  passion. 

But  Bass  believed  had 
the  drive  for  hard  work 
and  the  passion  needed  to 
create  the  feature  film. 

“In  film,  anything  is 
possible,”  Bass  said.

With  a  director  who  had 
a  clear  vision,  dedicated 
crew  members  and  an 
experienced  professor  as 
a  resource,  the  “Breath  of 
Winslow  Belle”  seemed  to 
have  all  the  pieces  needed 
to  create  an  eye  opening 
film.  However,  there  was 
one  pivotal  piece  to  the 
puzzle  that  was  missing. 

“They  weren’t  sure  how 
they  were  going  to  make 
it  with  very  little  money,” 
Rangel  said. 

With  the  help  of  Kick- 
starter,  a  website  where 
creative  projects  can  obtain 
funding  from  the  general 
public,  the  group  was  able 
to  raise  $4,000  to  make 
their  movie  a  reality.  The 
group  also  secured  another 
$1,000  through  a  bake  sale 
on  a  college  campus. 

As  the  production 
process  was  kickstarted 
through  the  Internet,  the 
doors  began  to  be  knocked 
upon  for  the  group.  Bass 
and  the  other  group  mem¬ 
bers  searched  for  locations 
to  film,  costumes,  and  a 


cast. 

A  local  seamstress  with 
costumes  that  fitted  the 
film  were  found,  location 
sites  that  had  the  correct 
setting  were  secured  and 
actors  and  actresses  in  fine 
with  Bass’s  vision  were 
cast. 

Bass,  however,  is  quick  to 
explain,  that  while  doors 
were  opening  for  her  and 
her  group  members,  the 
journey  to  get  to  the  door 
was  a  long  and  treacherous 
one. 

“It  is  exhilarating,  but  it 
is  also  extremely  stressful,” 
Bass  said. 

Rita  Schaffer,  a  producer 
on  the  film,  said  the  expe¬ 
rience  of  creating  this  film 
has  taught  her  more  about 
the  filmmaking  experience 
in  the  real  world. 

“This  is  really  how  it  is,” 
Schaffer  said. 

Despite  the  tremendous 
amount  of  work  that  Bass, 
Schaffer  and  her  other 
teams  members  have  put 
in  they  both  agree  that  the 
project  has  morphed  into 
an  experience  that  is  larger 
than  a  grade  in  a  class  and 


an  experience  that  is  in 
their  words,  “worth  it.” 

“The  Breath  ofWinslow 
Belle,”  is  currendy  75  per¬ 
cent  shot  and  will  feature 
actors  from  DuPage  and 
Cook  counties,  as  well  as 
two  current  College  of 
DuPage  students. 

Bass  said  the  film  will  be 
to  be  released  to  film  festi¬ 
vals,  online  and  in  physical 
copies  in  July. 

As  she  wraps  up  filming 
this  month,  Bass  explained 
that  she  is  excited  by  the 
future  and  grateful  for  her 
exposure  to  the  film  pro¬ 
cess  she  obtained  at  COD. 

“I  am  definitely  pursuing 
film  with  more  confi¬ 
dence,”  Bass  said. 

Bass  will  be  attending 
Chapman  University  in 
the  fall  and  is  hoping  to 
obtain  an  MFA  in  film 
production  with  a  focus  on 
directing.

A  shot  at  reinvention 

Editor-in-chief  reflects  on  time  at  COD

To  say  I  have  learned 
a  lot  about  journalism  in 
the  past  few  years  would 
be  an  understatement. 
During  my  time  as  news 
editor  and  editor-in-chief 
at  The  Courier,  I  dis¬ 
covered  what  can’t  be 
taught  in  the  classroom: 
the  hard  work  involved 
in  reporting,  the  value  of 
listening  to  others,  the 
vital  role  of  the  press  in 
our  local  community  and 
the  changing  nature  of 
the  news  industry. 

However,  I  would  have 
never  imagined  encoun¬ 
tering  an  enormous 
breadth  of  human  diver¬ 
sity.  In  this  community 
college  alone,  there  are  at 
least  30,000  people.  That 
means  there  are  at  least 
30,000  stories  as  well.  The 
students,  faculty  and  staff 
at  this  college  come  from 
all  walks  of  life,  creating 
a  colorful  and  vibrant 
heterogeneity  that  can’t 
be  matched  at  a  four -year 
university. 

I  came  to  College  of 
DuPage  directly  from 
high  school  as  a  tra¬ 
ditional-aged  college 
student.  However,  I  found 
my  age  bracket  to  be  out 
of  the  norm  in  some  of 
my  classes.  My  classmates 
were  in  their  20s,  30s, 

40s,  even  pushing  past 
60.  Walking  down  the 
hallways,  I  see  people  of 


different  races,  faiths  and 
backgrounds. 

But  what  binds  this  di¬ 
versity  of  people?  I  think 
it  has  to  do  with  the  idea 
of  reinvention. 

Reinvention  is  in  the 
college’s  DNA.  In  1967, 
COD’s  first  enrollees 
attended  classes  at  local 
middle  schools  and  high 
schools,  since  there  was 
no  established  campus. 
Now,  we  study  and  work 
in  state-of-the-art  behe¬ 
moths  we  call  by  acro¬ 
nyms:  SRC,  BIC,  HSC, 
TEC,  to  name  a  few. 

But  even  more  compel¬ 
ling  is  the  fact  that  tens 
of  thousands  of  people, 
touched  by  COD  in  some 
way,  shape  or  form,  have 
proven  themselves  to  be 
masters  of  reinvention. 

At  this  institution,  we 
all  have  heard  stories 
of  students  at  different 
points  in  life:  the  fresh¬ 
man  using  community 
college  as  a  stepping  stone 
to  a  bachelor’s  degree. 

The  young  adult  finally 
discovering  his  purpose 
in  life.  The  single  mother 
on  the  path  to  provide  for 
her  children.  The  soldier 
returning  from  conflict 
halfway  around  the  world. 
The  laid  off  worker  going 
back  to  school,  fighting 
for  a  way  back  into  mid¬ 
dle  class  life.  These  are 
the  stories  defining  our 
student  body. 

Even  at  COD’s  incep¬ 
tion,  these  types  of  stories 
were  already  being  writ¬ 
ten.  In  1967,  The  Courier 
profiled  Gloria  Robinson, 
a  former  petty  officer  3rd 
class  in  the  Navy.  The  Fil- 
ipino-American  mother 
of  two  took  advantage 


of  the  GI  educational 
assistance  program.  This 
allowed  her  to  enroll  in 
classes,  with  the  ultimate 
goal  of  getting  a  teaching 
job. 

It  wasn’t  easygoing  for 
Robinson.  The  article 
stated  her  children  “make 
studying  during  the 
daytime  impossible.”  And 
when  she  attended  class,  a 
babysitter  had  to  take  care 
of  her  children.  Robinson 
also  regretted  spending 
less  time  with  extracurric¬ 
ular  activities  such  as  ones 
at  church. 

She  summed  it  up  this 
way:  “I’m  still  enthusias¬ 
tic,  but  it’s  so  hard.” 

Robinson,  already  a  pi¬ 
oneer  for  a  time  when  not 
many  women  had  served 
in  the  armed  forces,  re¬ 
invented  herself  by  going 
back  to  school. 

I  think  we  all  have  a 
little  bit  of  that  same 
spirit  Robinson  had.  We 
are  bound  by  a  common 
goal  of  creating  a  better 
version  of  ourselves  or 
paving  a  new  path  for  our 
future.

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Breuder's  goodbye  begins  new  chapter 

What  students  need  from  our  next  president 


It’s  been  a  long  ride,  but 
President  Robert  Breuder 
’has  finally  left  the  building.

kept  College  of  DuPage 
in  the  limelight  for  the 
past  year.  Lavish  spend¬ 
ing,  a  heated  election,  and 
a  federal  investigation 
aren’t  exactly  the  creden¬ 
tials  most  people  look  for 
in  a  college.  And  with  a 
new  president  soon  to  be 
selected,  we  hope  that  now 
more  than  ever  the  board 
will  consider  the  needs  and 
wants  of  COD  students. 

At  the  very  heart  of 
this  scandal  lies  one  key 
element:  the  taxpayer.  The 
citizens  of  DuPage  County 
are  fed  up  with  their  mon¬ 
ey  going  to  an  unworthy 


happened  to  him  previous¬ 
ly  at  Harper  College.  Not 
to  mention,  the  school  also 
hired  a  radio  engineer  who 
had  been  caught  stealing 
money  from  Elmhurst 
College  and  then  did  the 
same  at  COD.  We  hope 
by  now  the  board  has 
learned  its  lesson  and  will 
thoroughly  look  into  every 
aspect  of  a  presidential 
candidate’s  credentials 
in  order  to  make  a  more 
informed  decision  than 
last  time.

There  are  more  than 
a  few  people  that  fit  this 
criterion,  and  who  can 
blame  them?  Giving  mon¬ 
ey  to  Breuder  to  pay  for 
his  dinner  at  the  Waterleaf 
restaurant  is  hardly  logical. 
It’s  because  of  this  mob  of 
angry  taxpayers  that  the 
Clean  Slate  was  voted  onto 
the  board.  Citizens  wanted 
trustees  that  would  fight 
for  their  dollar,  and  that  is 
exacdy  the  platform  those 
candidates  ran  on. 

However,  although  tax 
money  is  nothing  to  shrug 
at,  it  shouldn’t  trump  the 


fact  that  this  college  was 
built  for  students.  COD 
exists  to  provide  the  best 
higher  education  it  can  of¬ 
fer  to  prepare  us  for  further 
education  or  the  workforce.

Bruce  Jenner's  bravery  deserves  to  be  celebrated

On  April  24,  over  20 
million  people  around 
the  world  tuned  in  their 
televisions  to  watch  Bruce 
Jenner,  former  Olympian 
and  reality  TV  star,  come 
out  publicly  as  transgen¬ 
der,  becoming  one  of  the 
few  people  in  the  spotlight 
to  do  so.  At  the  age  of  65, 
Jenner  finally  decided  that 
enough  was  enough  and 
he  could  no  longer  live 
the  lie  he  has  kept  for  his 
entire  life.  Jenner  described 
himself  as  having  the  soul 
of  a  woman  and  asked 
viewers  to  keep  an  open 
mind  and  heart  about  him 
as  he  transitioned  into  his 
new  life. 

This  is  huge.  In  short, 
being  transgender  in 
America  is  not  easy. 
Transgender  males  and 
females,  and  especially 
those  of  color,  experience 
higher  suicide  rates,  are 
targets  of  hate  crimes, 
and  suffer  various  types  of 
discrimination,  including 
unfair  treatment  in  health 
care  and  housing.  This  is 
all  aside  from  the  courage 


it  takes  to  come  out  to 
their  families  and  friends, 
which  itself  runs  the  risk  of 
losing  those  relationships 
forever.  Every  day  brings 
a  new  challenge  from  the 
transphobic  people  that  try 
to  tear  them  down. 

Despite  these  hurdles, 
the  transgender  communi¬ 
ty  has  received  more  atten¬ 
tion  than  ever  throughout 
the  past  few  years.  For 
example,  President  Barack 
Obama  recently  became 
the  first  U.S.  president  to 
say  the  word  “transgender” 
in  his  State  of  the  Union 
address,  stating  that  as 
Americans,  “we  defend 
free  speech,  and  advocate 
for  political  prisoners,  and 
condemn  the  persecution 
of  women,  or  religious 
minorities,  or  people  who 
are  lesbian,  gay,  bisexual, 
or  transgender.”  Keeping 
in  mind  that  the  transgen¬ 
der  community  has  been 
around  for  decades,  it  was 
about  time  a  president 
spoke  out  about  it. 

In  addition,  films  such  as 
“Dallas  Buyers  Club”  and 


television  series  includ¬ 
ing  “Orange  is  the  New 
Black”  and  “Transparent” 
touch  on  the  difficulties  a 
transgender  person  may 
face.  Time  magazine  has 
even  shown  its  support  for 
the  transgender  commu¬ 
nity,  naming  transgender 
actress  Laverne  Cox  one  of 
“The  100  Most  Influential 
People  of  2015”  and  using 
her  photo  for  their  cover 
story,  “The  Transgender 
Tipping  Point.” 

And  now,  after  being 
an  American  icon  in  the 
world  of  sports  and  tele¬ 
vision  for  39  years,  Bruce 
Jenner  has  joined  the  ranks 
of  the  few  brave  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  transgender 
community  in  the  media 
today,  opening  the  door 
for  countless  others  who 
will  find  inspiration  in  his 
journey. 

There  are,  of  course,  some 
unique  issues  that  Jenner 
faces  because  of  who  he  is. 
Many  people  cannot  get 
over  the  shock  factor  that 
the  1976  Olympic  gold 
medal  decathlon  champi¬ 


on,  the  man  who  became 
a  national  hero  overnight, 
has  longed  to  live  as  a 
woman  his  entire  life. 
Others  do  not  support  him 
because  they  dislike  his 
association  with  the  reality 
TV  show,  “Keeping  Up 
with  the  Kardashians.” 

The  reaction  from  these 
people  and  other  trans¬ 
phobics  leaves  me  not 
only  disappointed,  but 
also  frustrated.  The  simple 
fact  of  the  matter  is  that 
how  Jenner  identifies  his 
gender  is  completely  up 
to  him.  He  is  not  out  to 
hurt  those  who  support¬ 
ed  him  in  the  Olympics, 
and  this  has  nothing  to 
do  with  his  association 
with  the  controversial 
Kardashian  family.  Jenner 
is  simply  trying  to  live  his 
life  the  way  he  wants  to.  It 
is  unbelievably  petty  and 
selfish  to  be  anything  but 
supportive  of  him.  Re¬ 
gardless  of  how  people  feel 
about  Jenner,  his  career, 
or  his  lifestyle  choices, 
his  decision  to  come  out 
publicly  as  transgender 
was  brave,  heartwarming, 
and  inspiring  for  so  many. 
Most  people  cannot  even 
fathom  the  fear  he  faced 
to  do  what  he  did,  and 
for  that,  Jenner  deserves 
respect.  This  issue  isn’t 
about  being  a  fan  of  Jenner, 
it’s  about  giving  credit 
where  credit  is  due,  and  he 
is  most  certainly  worthy 
of  the  credit  he’s  earned. 
His  actions  are  helping  to 
change  the  world  for  the 
better,  and  we  should  show 
our  full  support  for  him 
along  the  way.

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Pacquiao-Mayweather:  A  fight  worth  forgetting

I  have  never  been  a 
huge  boxing  fan.  The  only 
fight  I  have  seen  from 
beginning  to  end  is  Rocky 
Balboa’s  first  fight  in  the 
“Rocky”  series.  The  melo¬ 
dramatic  cinema  displayed 
in  the  movie  was  far  more 
intriguing  than  what  the 
country  witnessed  last  Sat¬ 
urday  in  Las  Vegas.  For  all 
the  hype  surrounding  this 
matchup  between  boxing 
legends  Manny  Pacquiao 
and  Floyd  Mayweather, 
the  fight  was  under¬ 
whelming  and  not  worth 
Jamie  Foxx’s  horrendous 
rendition  of  the  national 
anthem. 

In  the  months  leading 
up  to  the  fight,  everyone 


was  arguing  over  who 
would  take  the  title  in 
Vegas.  Celebrities  were 
making  bets  on  the 
matchup,  ESPN  anchors 
would  ask  their  guests  who 
they  thought  would  win 
the  fight  even  when  their 
guests  weren’t  knowledge¬ 
able  on  the  subject  and 
commercials  were  shown 
months  before  the  fight.

Figures  like  Super 
Bowl  winning  quarter¬ 
back  Tom  Brady,  Lakers 
legend  Magic  Johnson, 
award-winning  actor 
Robert  De  Niro,  and  many 
more  high  profile  names 
were  in  attendance.  When 
Pacquiao  was  introduced, 
Jimmy  Kimmel  followed 
him  as  his  celebrity  guest. 
Mayweather  chose  Justin 
Bieber  as  his  groupie  going 
to  the  ring.  Three  sing¬ 
ers  went  up  to  sing  their 
country’s  national  anthem 
before  the  fighters  were 
able  to  be  alone  in  the 
ring  together.  All  of  the 
pre-match  theatrics  took 


an  hour  and  half  while 
the  fight  itself  took  36 
minutes. 

The  anticipation  was 
overwhelming  until  the 
two  boxers  actually  begun 
to  fight.  Watching  these 
two  dance  around  the  ring 
for  12  rounds  was  quite 
disappointing.  Mayweath¬ 
er  is  considered  to  be  a 
defensive  fighter  which  is 
not  entertaining  for  the 
amateur  boxing  fan  who 
wants  to  see  both  fighters 
go  at  each  other  with  full 
force.  Throughout  the 
fight,  Mayweather  took 
short  jabs  at  Pacquiao  but 
mostly  just  roamed  from 
corner  to  corner,  blocking 
all  of  Pacquiao’s  punches. 


As  someone  who  enjoys 
most  sporting  events  they 
watch,  I  was  disappointed 
and  unamused  by  what 
took  place  that  night.

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Why  Baltimore  Needs  the  Orioles

After  Osama  Bin  Laden 
ordered  a  terrorist  attack  on 
the  United  States  in  2001, 
the  country  was  devastated. 
The  people  of  New  York  es¬ 
pecially  felt  distraught  since 
they  witnessed  firsthand  one 
of  the  United  States’  biggest 
tragedies  in  its  history,  un¬ 
like  the  rest  of  the  country 
who  could  only  see  replays 
on  TV  of  what  happened 
there.  New  Yorkers  had 
to  go  through  their  city 
with  the  image  of  burning 
buildings  and  the  deaths  of 
the  ones  who  weren’t  able  to 
make  it  out  of  the  buildings. 

The  immediate  reaction 
from  Major  League  Base¬ 
ball  was  to  cancel  all  games 
until  they  thought  it  was 


appropriate  to  resume.  10 
days  later,  the  MLB  thought 
it  was  necessary  to  begin 
playing  baseball  again.  That 
night,  the  New  York  Mets 
faced  the  Adanta  Braves 
and  won  in  an  emotional 
game  that  was  captured 
by  catcher  Mike  Piazza’s 
two-run  homer  in  the  later 
innings.  In  that  moment 
in  the  eighth  inning,  after 
Piazza  launched  that  home 
run  over  the  centerfield 
wall,  New  York  could  forget 
about  what  had  happened 
to  their  beloved  city  ten  days 
prior. 

The  people  of  Baltimore 
now  face  a  similar  situa¬ 
tion  as  their  city  is  being 
destroyed  by  its  own  people 
from  the  riots  that  have 
taken  place  over  the  past 


two  weeks.  Cars  have  been 
lit  on  fire,  people  have  been 
taken  to  the  hospital  and 
outrage  has  swept  the  streets 
of  downtown  Baltimore. 
These  antics  have  forced 
commissioner  Rob  Manfred 
to  postpone  home  games 
for  the  Orioles,  which  have 
all  been  moved  to  their 
opponents’  stadiums. 

This  is  a  huge  mistake 
by  the  MLB.  Taking  the 
Orioles  out  of  Baltimore 
and  severing  the  ties  be¬ 
tween  the  team  and  its  city 
is  the  last  thing  Baltimore 
needs  right  now.  Instead 
viewing  playing  baseball 
in  Baltimore  as  a  liability 
issue,  the  MLB  should  see 
the  Orioles  as  a  distraction 
from  all  the  chaos  that  has 
happened.  What  is  great 


about  the  world  of  sports 
is  that  people  are  able  to 
come  together  as  one  and  be 
a  part  of  something  bigger 
than  themselves.  People 
gather  together  to  cheer  on 
their  team  and  take  every 
play  to  heart.  They  go  to  the 
stadium  to  relieve  them¬ 
selves  of  their  daily  struggles 
and,  for  three  hours,  let  go 
of  anything  that  stops  them 
from  enjoying  life.  Like  the 
people  of  New  York  in  2001, 
Baltimore  is  looking  for  a 
spark  of  hope.  Opening  up 
Camden  Yards  to  the  public 
once  again  would  bring  back 
that  sense  of  solidarity  and 
bring  the  people  of  Balti¬ 
more  together. 

I  understand  that  the 
MLB  is  worried  about  fans 
consuming  alcohol  and 


falling  victim  to  their  state 
of  inebriation  but  there  are 
other  methods  to  keeping 
the  stadium  and  its  fans  safe 
from  the  riots.  By  not  selling 
alcohol  at  the  games,  fans 
will  be  able  to  watch  the 
game  safely  without  having 
to  be  subjected  to  a  drunken 
rioter  trying  to  start  some- 
thing"at  the  game.  Having 
every  person  searched 
for  weapons,  fireworks  or 
anything  that  could  create  a 
spectacle  during  the  game, 
would  establish  a  friendly 
environment.  Hiring  extra 
security  to  escort  people  out 
of  the  ballpark  in  peaceful 
fashion  would  eliminate  any 
liability  issues  the  league 
might  be  panicking  over. 

To  take  Baltimore’s  base¬ 
ball  team  away  from  them 


completely  isn’t  helping 
anyone  in  this  situation.  The 
Orioles  are  losing  precious 
home  games  (which  is

When  the 
Orioles  do  return,  it  won’t  be 
as  dramatic  or  emotional  as 
9/11  but  there  will  be  some 
spirits  lifted  for  the  fans  that 
could  use  a  distraction  from 
the  chaos.

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In  my  opinion,  the  life 
and  death  of  Kurt  Co¬ 
bain  could  not  be  more 
over-glamorized.  I  am 
happy  to  know  he  felt  the 
same.  Luckily  his  daughter, 
Frances  Bean  Cobain  saw 
the  irony  and  decided  to 
produce  a  documentary 
filled  with  unseen  footage 
of  her  father  portrayed  in 
his  true  light.  The  HBO 


film  focuses  on  his  early 
life,  rock  star  life  and  late 
family  life  as  he  ignores  his 
rock  star  status. 

The  film  is  anything 
but  cut  and  dry.  Scattered 
throughout  are  interviews 
with  Cobain’s  band  mem¬ 
bers,  ex-girlifiend,  family 
and  wife,  Courtney  Love. 
Each  interview  is  brutally 
honest.  No  one  says  flat  out 


that  Kurt  was  a  saint  or  that 
he  deserved  to  live  longer. 
They  tell  the  truth  about  his 
persona,  his  drug  addiction 
and  his  passion  to  create. 

The  film  is  co-narrated 
by  Cobain’s  diary  entries 
as  well  as  recordings  of 
him  writing,  early  radio 
interviews  and  live  Nir¬ 
vana  songs.  Home  videos 
are  a  large  part  of  the  film, 
showing  the  manic  spirit  of 
Cobain  in  his  prime. 

Stringing  together  each 
part  are  animated  scenes, 
artsy  transitions  and 
graphic  elements.  The  film 
will  not  be  taken  lighdy 
by  anyone  paying  close 
attention.  Rated  TV-MA 
because  of  nudity,  graph¬ 
ic  elements,  content  and 
language,  it  isn’t  something 


for  the  fainthearted. 

What  made  the  film 
so  incredible  for  me  was 
what  seems  to  be  the  raw, 
honest  truth.  No  one  is 
putting  on  a  face.  Courtney 
Love  talks  about  when  she 
almost  cheated  on  Cobain 
and  he  tried  to  kill  him¬ 
self.  She  also  mentions  his 
entire  plan  was  to  reach  $3 
million  before  quitting  the 
band  and  becoming  a  full¬ 
time  junkie.  Through  all  of 
this  she  speaks  with  love. 
You  can  see  the  love  for 
Cobain  by  most  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  in  his  life  (minus  a  few 
but  I’ll  leave  you  to  make 
your  own  assumptions)  yet 
no  one  is  praising  him  just 
to  preserve  his  memory. 

The  brutal  truth  made 
me  appreciate  him  even 


more.  Cobain  has  had  the 
traditional  rock  and  roll 
romance.  He  was  just  a 
messed  up  kid  with  a  bad 
home  life  who  turned  to 
rock  to  be  rebellious.  He 
rose  to  the  top,  became  a 
star  overnight,  got  addicted 
to  heroine  and  committed 
suicide.  This  is  so  glamor¬ 
ized  in  our  minds  as  Nirva¬ 
na  fans  and  as  those  living 
in  the  decades  after  the 
prime  of  rock  and  roll.  This 
film  pieces  together  the 
true  thoughts  of  Cobain. 

It  focuses  on  his  extreme 
fear  of  embarrassment  and 
his  hate  of  live  interviews. 
Cobain  never  accepted  his 
rock  star  status.  He  did 
what  he  did  for  the  chance 
to  play  his  music  live,  no 
more  and  no  less.  He  was 


just  a  man  with  a  child  he 
loved  more  than  anything, 
plagued  by  gory  thoughts 
and  suicidal  tendencies.  He 
just  happened  to  be  in  a 
rock  band. 

This  film  completely 
changed  my  perspective 
of  the  band  I  have  always 
loved;  especially  its  front 
man.  Cobain’s  creativity 
reaches  so  far  beyond  his 
ability  to  write  music.  The 
forms  his  creations  take, 
however  honest  and  gory, 
are  absolutely  beautiful. 
Even  if  you  aren’t  a  fan  it’s 
impossible  to  not  to  feel  for 
this  man,  fall  in  love  with 
the  things  he  has  created 
and  admire  the  grotesque 
themes  he  was  brave 
enough  to  explore.
